LCV and our two political committees - LCV Action Fund and LCV Victory Fund - are running major 
grassroots campaign operations against climate deniers in seven major battleground Senate states 
including: Nevada, Washington, New Hampshire, Wisconsin, Missouri, Pennsylvania, and Colorado. 

Updates from two of those Senate races are below: 

Pennsylvania: Rep. Joe Sestak is running in a very tight race against ex-Rep. Pat Toomey, the former 
President of the radical right-wing group Club for Growth. Recent polls have shown both Sestak and 
Toomey trading the lead in the race by a point or two every few days. A Muhlenberg poll released on 
October 22 nd showed a tie with both Sestak and Toomey at 43 percent. Few races in the country are as 
tight as the Pennsylvania Senate race. In mid-September, LCV began a joint canvass program with our 
partners - VoteVets and National Wildlife Federation Action Fund - a collaboration that allows us to reach 
persuadable voters in key Pennsylvania precincts across the state.

CNN's New Day: No 2016 coverage. 

MSNBC's Morning Joe: Bernie Sanders drew a crowd of 2,500 people Friday night, the largest crowd in Iowa for 
a candidate of either party this election cycle, and days after he drew a 10,000 person crowd in Madison, Wl. At 
a Fourth of July parade, HRC staff held up a rope keeping reporters at a distance as she greeted voters. 

Between press and protesters, it was reportedly hard for NH residents to get close to HRC, so the campaign, to 
draw some of that crowd back away so she could access the voters, brought out the rope as a barrier. Several 
members of the press tweeted out pictures of the rope stretching across the street and blocking their access to 
HRC. Nicole Wallace said the press has an outsized impression of how important they are to the outcome of a 
presidential campaign and HRC’s staff does a good job of paying attention to them (Palmieri in particular is 
mentioned) but Wallace said she thinks we pay a little bit too much attention to the press’ access to HRC. Noted 
that voters aren’t going to say they’re voting for Sanders because of the rope. Wallace also said it might make 
an impact in contrast to how Bush and others are running but not on its own. It fuels the Clinton narrative that 
HRC is walled off and plays by her own rules or is hiding something so that is potentially damaging. Furthers the 
image of an elite politician but still doesn’t think it was a bad press day. Opened conversation about GOP 
candidates with Politico article “Mourn the Fourth of July” that they had a somber tone while they campaigned 
this weekend. Mike Allen said the candidates talked about ISIS, bailouts, EPA, economy, and Greece and 
reminded NH voters how bad life was. Mentioned that Marco Rubio, Rick Perry, Jeb Bush, Bobby Jindal, and 
Chris Christie all used this type of messaging. Joe Scarborough ranted about the Republican Party’s gloomy 
message and said they should be optimistic and positive. Noted the “gloom & doom” campaign rhetoric is not 
successful. Talked about coming up with an alternative to ACA. Interview with Jennifer Palmieri. Palmieri said 
HRC is doing smaller events which is really important for her, it’s the foundation she wants to get in the beginning 
of the campaign and talk to the voters. So they try to allow as much access as possible as long as it doesn’t get 
in the way of campaigning. While HRC was Sec of State, she wasn’t out talking to voters and campaigning so 
that’s what she’s doing now. She wanted to talk one-on-one with voters before talking to the national media and 
doing big groups. Said HRC feels great about the way the last two months have gone. Noted press is not as 
important as voters but still an important part of the process. HRC is ready to do national interviews and when 
she does smaller events the press don’t have as much access but she learned a lot of lessons. About Sanders, 
Palmieri said we’re worried about him and he’s a serious force for the campaign but we don’t need to attack each 
other. He’ll run his campaign and we’ll run ours. Confirmed that we are worried about Sanders and he’s doing 
well so we’ll have to make our case. Palmieri said despite truthworthy numbers and email server scandals, etc., 
HRC is durable and we’ll have to work very hard. HRC is the right person to get the job done and fight for people 
every day. 

Fox News' Fox and Friends: Segment about an illegal immigrant who murdered a woman in San Francisco; 
Hasselbeck noted that all 4 Democratic presidential candidates support the San Francisco sanctuary laws, which 
prevented the murderer from being arrested; Doocy said Trump has been making this point about illegal 
immigrants all along; shortly after the segment, Fox and Friends played a clip of an upcoming story about HRC 
keeping the press behind rope lines at her event this past weekend. Segment about HRC roping off press at her 
event in NH this weekend; hosts criticized HRC, saying her roping off the press is indicative of her larger 
transparency problems; Kilmeade said Democratic candidates should criticize HRC for not taking questions from 
the press; Doocy read a statement from HRC’s campaign spokesperson; Doocy said one cameraman got close 
to HRC and asked her a question about Trump’s stance on immigration, to which she replied “I’m going to have 
my pie.”

Subject: Update on unionization efforts at American Progress 


Dear Members of the Board: 

I hope you all had a wonderful Thanksgiving. 

I am writing to let you know that some junior staff members at American Progress have informed us that they have voted to 
unionize with the International Federation of Professional and Technical Engineers Local 70. This union focuses on representing 
workers at nonprofit organizations and has organized at other progressive think tanks including the Economic Policy Institute and 
Center for Economic and Policy Research. 

As we did with ThinkProgress, we will review the proposed bargaining unit to ensure that it is legally appropriate, and we may 
negotiate with the union over who is and is not included in the bargaining unit, given the diversity in the positions at CAP. We 
want this process to be amicable, but also to respect the rights of our employees - both those who support the union and those 
who have reservations - in keeping with CAP'S stated policy positions on workers' organizational rights. Our approach will seek 
to avoid any public suggestion of a CAP double standard, while also ensuring that broad organizational interests in effective 
management are protected. 

The organizing employees have stated that they like working at CAP, and recognize that their working conditions are good. For 
this reason, we hope that bargaining with the union will not be particularly contentious. Flowever, as I said before, in these 
negotiations, we will aim to retain the management flexibility needed to continue to be a nimble and dynamic institution. 

Please let me know if you have any questions or concerns. I welcome your reactions. And as always, thank you for all you do for 
CAP.

I hope this email finds you well. I wanted to alert you about a new poll that VoteVets has conducted of 
veterans - but has not released, yet. We used both Dem and GOP pollsters on this one, on the VA 
issues, how they view it, and what they want and don’t want to see happen. 

Because of the hits Secretary Clinton is taking in the media, we thought we should bring this poll to you, 
quickly, and before it is public. In short, most of what the Secretary has said is right. Our poll found that 
veterans very much like the care they get at the VA, way more than the care they get from the private 
health care system.

Killing Ragheads for Jesus 

By Chris Hedges 

January 26, 2015 " ICH " - “American Sniper” lionizes the 
most despicable aspects of U.S. society — the gun culture, the blind 
adoration of the military, the belief that we have an innate right as a 
“Christian” nation to exterminate the “lesser breeds” of the earth, a 
grotesque hypermasculinity that banishes compassion and pity, a 
denial of inconvenient facts and historical truth, and a belittling of 
critical thinking and artistic expression. Many Americans, 
especially white Americans trapped in a stagnant economy and a 
dysfunctional political system, yearn for the supposed moral 
renewal and rigid, militarized control the movie venerates. These 
passions, if realized, will extinguish what is left of our now-anemic 
open society. 

The movie opens with a father and his young son hunting a deer. 
The boy shoots the animal, drops his rifle and runs to see his kill. 

“Get back here,” his father yells. “You don’t ever leave your rifle in 
the dirt.” 
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“Yes, sir,” the boy answers. 

“That was a helluva shot, son,” the father says. “You got a gift. 

You gonna make a fine hunter some day.” 

The camera cuts to a church interior where a congregation of white 
Christians — blacks appear in this film as often as in a Woody Allen 
movie — are listening to a sermon about God’s plan for American 
Christians. The film’s title character, based on Chris Kyle, who 
would become the most lethal sniper in U.S. military history, will, 
it appears from the sermon, be called upon by God to use his “gift” 
to kill evildoers. The scene shifts to the Kyle family dining room 
table as the father intones in a Texas twang: “There are three types 
of people in this world: sheep, wolves and sheepdogs. Some people 
prefer to believe evil doesn’t exist in the world. And if it ever 
darkened their doorstep they wouldn’t know how to protect 
themselves. Those are the sheep. And then you got predators.” 

The camera cuts to a schoolyard bully beating a smaller boy. 

“They use violence to prey on people,” the father goes on. “They’re 
the wolves. Then there are those blessed with the gift of aggression 
and an overpowering need to protect the flock. They are a rare 
breed who live to confront the wolf. They are the sheepdog. We’re 
not raising any sheep in this family.” 

The father lashes his belt against the dining room table. 

“I will whup your ass if you turn into a wolf,” he says to his two 
sons. “We protect our own. If someone tries to fight you, tries to 
bully your little brother, you have my permission to finish it.” 

There is no shortage of simpletons whose minds are warped by this 
belief system. We elected one of them, George W. Bush, as 
president. They populate the armed forces and the Christian right. 
They watch Fox News and believe it. They have little understanding 
or curiosity about the world outside their insular communities. 
They are proud of their ignorance and anti-intellectualism. They 
prefer drinking beer and watching football to reading a book. And 
when they get into power — they already control the Congress, the 
corporate world, most of the media and the war machine — their 
binary vision of good and evil and their myopic self-adulation 
cause severe trouble for their country. “American Sniper,” like the 
big-budget feature films pumped out in Germany during the Nazi 
era to exalt deformed values of militarism, racial self-glorification 
and state violence, is a piece of propaganda, a tawdry commercial 
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for the crimes of empire. That it made a record-breaking $105.3 
million over the Martin Luther King Jr. holiday long weekend is a 
symptom of the United States’ dark malaise. 

“The movie never asks the seminal question as to why the people of 
Iraq are fighting back against us in the very first place,” said Mikey 
Weinstein, whom I reached by phone in New Mexico. Weinstein, 
who worked in the Reagan White House and is a former Air Force 
officer, is the head of the Military Religious Freedom Foundation, 
which challenges the growing Christian fundamentalism within the 
U.S. military. “It made me physically ill with its twisted, totally 
one-sided distortions of wartime combat ethics and justice woven 
into the fabric of Chris Kyle’s personal and primal justification 
mantra of ‘God-Country-Family.’ It is nothing less than an odious 
homage, indeed a literal horrific hagiography to wholesale 
slaughter.” 

Weinstein noted that the embrace of extreme right-wing Christian 
chauvinism, or Dominionism, which calls for the creation of a 
theocratic “Christian” America, is especially acute among elite 
units such as the SEALs and the Army Special Forces. 

The evildoers don’t take long to make an appearance in the film. 
This happens when television — the only way the movie’s characters 
get news — announces the 1998 truck bombings of the American 
embassies in Dar es Salaam and Nairobi in which hundreds of 
people were killed. Chris, now grown, and his brother, aspiring 
rodeo riders, watch the news reports with outrage. Ted Koppel 
talks on the screen about a “war” against the United States. 

“Look what they did to us,” Chris whispers. 

He heads down to the recruiter to sign up to be a Navy SEAL. We 
get the usual boot camp scenes of green recruits subjected to 
punishing ordeals to make them become real men. In a bar scene, an 
aspiring SEAL has painted a target on his back and comrades throw 
darts into his skin. What little individuality these recruits 
have — and they don’t appear to have much — is sucked out of them 
until they are part of the military mass. They are unquestioningly 
obedient to authority, which means, of course, they are sheep. 

We get a love story too. Chris meets Taya in a bar. They do shots. 
The movie slips, as it often does, into cliched dialogue. 

She tells him Navy SEALs are “arrogant, self-centered pricks who 
think you can lie and cheat and do whatever the fuck you want. I’d 
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“Why would you say Em self-centered?” Kyle asks. “I’d lay down 
my life for my country.” 

“Why?” 

“Because it’s the greatest country on earth and I’d do everything I 
can to protect it,” he says. 

She drinks too much. She vomits. He is gallant. He helps her home. 
They fall in love. Taya is later shown watching television. She yells 
to Chris in the next room. 

“Oh, my God, Chris,” she says. 

“What’s wrong?” he asks. 

“No!” she yells. 

Then we hear the television announcer: “You see the first plane 
coming in at what looks like the east side. . . . 

Chris and Taya watch in horror. Ominous music fills the movie’s 
soundtrack. The evildoers have asked for it. Kyle will go to Iraq to 
extract vengeance. He will go to fight in a country that had nothing 
to do with 9/1 1, a country that columnist Thomas Friedman once 
said we attacked “because we could.” The historical record and the 
reality of the Middle East don’t matter. Muslims are Muslims. And 
Muslims are evildoers or, as Kyle calls them, “savages.” Evildoers 
have to be eradicated. 

Chris and Taya marry. He wears his gold Navy SEAL trident on the 
white shirt under his tuxedo at the wedding. His SEAL comrades 
are at the ceremony. 

“Just got the call, boys — it’s on,” an officer says at the wedding 
reception. 

The Navy SEALs cheer. They drink. And then we switch to 
Fallujah. It is Tour One. Kyle, now a sniper, is told Fallujah is “the 
new Wild West.” This may be the only accurate analogy in the film, 
given the genocide we carried out against Native Americans. He 
hears about an enemy sniper who can do “head shots from 500 
yards out. They call him Mustafa. He was in the Olympics.” 

Kyle’s first kill is a boy who is handed an anti-tank grenade by a 
young woman in a black chador. The woman, who expresses no 
emotion over the boy’s death, picks up the grenade after the boy is 
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shot and moves toward U.S. Marines on patrol. Kyle kills her too. 
And here we have the template for the film and Kyle’s best-selling 
autobiography, “American Sniper.” Mothers and sisters in Iraq 
don’t love their sons or their brothers. Iraqi women breed to make 
little suicide bombers. Children are miniature Osama bin Ladens. 
Not one of the Muslim evildoers can be trusted — man, woman or 
child. They are beasts. They are shown in the film identifying U.S. 
positions to insurgents on their cellphones, hiding weapons under 
trapdoors in their floors, planting improvised explosive devices in 
roads or strapping explosives onto themselves in order to be 
suicide bombers. They are devoid of human qualities. 


“There was a kid who barely had any hair on his balls,” Kyle says 
nonchalantly after shooting the child and the woman. He is resting 
on his cot with a big Texas flag behind him on the wall. “Mother 
gives him a grenade, sends him out there to kill Marines.” 

Enter The Butcher — a fictional Iraqi character created for the film. 
Here we get the most evil of the evildoers. He is dressed in a long 
black leather jacket and dispatches his victims with an electric drill. 
He mutilates children — we see an arm he cut from a child. A local 
sheik offers to betray The Butcher for $100,000. The Butcher kills 
the sheik. He murders the sheik’s small son in front of his mother 
with his electric drill. The Butcher shouts: “You talk to them, you 
die with them.” 

Kyle moves on to Tour Two after time at home with Taya, whose 
chief role in the film is to complain through tears and expletives 
about her husband being away. Kyle says before he leaves: “They’re 
savages. Babe, they’re fuckin’ savages.” 

He and his fellow platoon members spray-paint the white skull of 
the Punisher from Marvel Comics on their vehicles, body armor, 
weapons and helmets. The motto they paint in a circle around the 
skull reads: “Despite what your momma told you . . . violence does 
solve problems.” 

“And we spray -painted it on every building and walls we could,” 
Kyle wrote in his memoir, “American Sniper.” “We wanted people 
to know, we ’re here and we want to fuck with you. ... You see us? 
We’re the people kicking your ass. Fear us because we will kill 
you, motherfucker .” 

The book is even more disturbing than the film. In the film Kyle is 
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a reluctant warrior, one forced to do his duty. In the book he 
relishes killing and war. He is consumed by hatred of all Iraqis. He 
is intoxicated by violence. He is credited with 160 confirmed kills, 
but he notes that to be confirmed a kill had to be witnessed, “so if I 
shot someone in the stomach and he managed to crawl around 
where we couldn’t see him before he bled out he didn’t count.” 

Kyle insisted that every person he shot deserved to die. His inability 
to be self-reflective allowed him to deny the fact that during the 
U.S. occupation many, many innocent Iraqis were killed, including 
some shot by snipers. Snipers are used primarily to sow terror and 
fear among enemy combatants. And in his denial of reality, 
something former slaveholders and former Nazis perfected to an art 
after overseeing their own atrocities, Kyle was able to cling to 
childish myth rather than examine the darkness of his own soul and 
his contribution to the war crimes we carried out in Iraq. He 
justified his killing with a cloying sentimentality about his family, 
his Christian faith, his fellow SEALs and his nation. But 
sentimentality is not love. It is not empathy. It is, at its core, about 
self-pity and self-adulation. That the film, like the book, swings 
between cruelty and sentimentality is not accidental. 

“Sentimentality, the ostentatious parading of excessive and 
spurious emotion, is the mark of dishonesty, the inability to 
feel,” James Baldwin reminded us. “The wet eyes of the 
sentimentalist betray his aversion to experience, his fear of life, his 
arid heart; and it is always, therefore, the signal of secret and 
violent inhumanity, the mask of cruelty.” 

“Savage, despicable evil,” Kyle wrote of those he was killing from 
rooftops and windows. “That’s what we were fighting in Iraq. 
That’s why a lot of people, myself included, called the enemy 
‘savages.’ . . . I only wish I had killed more.” At another point he 
writes: “I loved killing bad guys. ... I loved what I did. I still do . . . 
it was fun. I had the time of my life being a SEAL.” He labels Iraqis 
“fanatics” and writes “they hated us because we weren’t Muslims.” 
He claims “the fanatics we fought valued nothing but their twisted 
interpretation of religion.” 

“I never once fought for the Iraqis,” he wrote of our Iraqi allies. “I 
could give a flying fuck about them.” 

He killed an Iraqi teenager he claimed was an insurgent. He 
watched as the boy’s mother found his body, tore her clothes and 
wept. He was unmoved.

He wrote: “If you loved them [the sons], you should have kept 
them away from the war. You should have kept them from joining 
the insurgency. You let them try and kill us — what did you think 
would happen to them ?” 

“People back home [in the U.S.], people who haven’t been in war, 
at least not that war, sometimes don’t seem to understand how the 
troops in Iraq acted,” he went on. “They’re surprised — shocked — to 
discover we often joked about death, about things we saw.” 


He was investigated by the Army for killing an unarmed civilian. 
According to his memoir, Kyle, who viewed all Iraqis as the enemy, 
told an Army colonel: “I don’t shoot people with Korans. I’d like 
to, but I don’t.” The investigation went nowhere. 

Kyle was given the nickname “Legend.” He got a tattoo of a 
Crusader cross on his arm. “I wanted everyone to know I was a 
Christian. I had it put in red, for blood. I hated the damn savages I’d 
been fighting,” he wrote. “I always will.” Following a day of 
sniping, after killing perhaps as many as six people, he would go 
back to his barracks to spent his time smoking Cuban Romeo y 
Julieta No. 3 cigars and “playing video games, watching pom and 
working out.” On leave, something omitted in the movie, he was 
frequently arrested for drunken bar fights. He dismissed politicians, 
hated the press and disdained superior officers, exalting only the 
comradeship of warriors. His memoir glorifies white, “Christian” 
supremacy and war. It is an angry tirade directed against anyone 
who questions the military’s elite, professional killers. 

“For some reason, a lot of people back home — not all 
people — didn’t accept that we were at war,” he wrote. “They didn’t 
accept that war means death, violent death, most times. A lot of 
people, not just politicians, wanted to impose ridiculous fantasies 
on us, hold us to some standard of behavior that no human being 
could maintain.” 

The enemy sniper Mustafa, portrayed in the film as if he was a 
serial killer, fatally wounds Kyle’s comrade Ryan “Biggies” Job. 

In the movie Kyle returns to Iraq — his fourth tour — to extract 
revenge for Biggies’ death. This final tour, at least in the film, 
centered on the killing of The Butcher and the enemy sniper, also a 
fictional character. As it focuses on the dramatic duel between hero 
Kyle and villain Mustafa the movie becomes ridiculously 
cartoonish. 
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Kyle gets Mustafa in his sights and pulls the trigger. The bullet is 
shown leaving the rifle in slow motion. “Do it for Biggies,” 
someone says. The enemy sniper’s head turns into a puff of blood. 

“Biggies would be proud of you,” a soldier says. “You did it, 
man.” 

His final tour over, Kyle leaves the Navy. As a civilian he struggles 
with the demons of war and becomes, at least in the film, a model 
father and husband and works with veterans who were maimed in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. He trades his combat boots for cowboy 
boots. 

The real-life Kyle, as the film was in production, was shot dead at a 
shooting range near Dallas on Feb. 2, 2013, along with a friend, 
Chad Littlefield. A former Marine, Eddie Ray Routh, who had been 
suffering from PTSD and severe psychological episodes, allegedly 
killed the two men and then stole Kyle’s pickup truck. Routh 
will go on trial next month . The film ends with scenes of Kyle’s 
funeral procession — thousands lined the roads waving flags — and 
the memorial service at the Dallas Cowboys’ home stadium. It 
shows fellow SEALs pounding their tridents into the top of his 
coffin, a custom for fallen comrades. Kyle was shot in the back and 
the back of his head. Like so many people he dispatched, he never 
saw his killer when the fatal shots were fired. 

The culture of war banishes the capacity for pity. It glorifies self- 

sacrifice and death. It sees pain, ritual humiliation and violence as 

part of an initiation into manhood. Brutal hazing, as Kyle noted in 

his book, was an integral part of becoming a Navy SEAL. New 

SEALs would be held down and choked by senior members of the 

platoon until they passed out. The culture of war idealizes only the 

warrior. It belittles those who do not exhibit the warrior’s “manly” 

virtues. It places a premium on obedience and loyalty. It punishes 

those who engage in independent thought and demands total 

conformity. It elevates cruelty and killing to a virtue. This culture, 

once it infects wider society, destroys all that makes the heights of 

human civilization and democracy possible. The capacity for 

empathy, the cultivation of wisdom and understanding, the 

tolerance and respect for difference and even love are ruthlessly 

crushed. The innate barbarity that war and violence breed is 

justified by a saccharine sentimentality about the nation, the flag 

and a perverted Christianity that blesses its armed crusaders. This 

sentimentality, as Baldwin wrote, masks a terrifying numbness. It 

fosters an unchecked narcissism. Facts and historical truths, when 
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they do not fit into the mythic vision of the nation and the tribe, are 
discarded. Dissent becomes treason. All opponents are godless and 
subhuman. “American Sniper” caters to a deep sickness rippling 
through our society. It holds up the dangerous belief that we can 
recover our equilibrium and our lost glory by embracing an 
American fascism.

Subject: code of conduct revisions 

Per our discussion on the last Board call, we have two options to share with you regarding the treatment of 
lobbyists during the transition process. 

The first option involves a 12-month substantive look back period that would prohibit someone who has been a 
federally-registered lobbyist over the past 12 months from working in the subject-matter area on which they have 
lobbied. The subject-matter area is broadly defined as any particular matter, field of policy, or agency. In 
addition, this option would require deregistration before joining the Transition. 

The second option involves a similar 12-month substantive look back period, but would prohibit federally- 
registered lobbyist from engaging in any lobbying activity during the period of their involvement in the Transition 
rather than requiring deregistration. 

While both options create substantial restrictions on lobbyist involvement in the Transition that would be 
consistent with President-elect Obama's stated commitment during the campaign, several concerns have been 
raised by our lawyers regarding the deregistration requirement. In short, they have argued that a two-month 
deregistration requirement, following which any number will promptly re-register, seems dodgy, hard to defend in 
the press and doesn't address the conflict of interest concern. In addition, the deregistration process is 
cumbersome to the point that any deregistration would not be immediately accessible to the public. As such, any 
enterprising reporter seeking to confirm registration status would not be able to confirm a deregistration. 

Based on the above, I recommend that the Board approve the second option. The attached document includes a 
draft of the code of conduct with the second option outlined in paragraph 3. Please review and share your 
feedback. We would like to finalize this document by the end of the day in order to begin the process of fully 
vetting staff and volunteers to the Transition.

Pope Francis's Laudato Si' Encyclical: A Letter to the World on 'Integral Ecology' 

by Robert Garcia, 2015-09-01, Social Equity Department 

Pope Francis will bring his message of caring about climate, creation and the poor to the 
United States when he visits New York City and Philadelphia, meets with President Barack 
Obama at the White House and addresses a joint session of Congress in late September. In 
this, the first encyclical (a teaching document issued by the pope) written entirely by Pope 
Francis, he focuses on caring for creation, not only the natural environment, our common 
home, but also the human sphere, particularly the poor. This encyclical is unique in several 
ways, the most notable being that it's directed to every person living on this planet — 
encyclicals usually are addressed specifically to Catholic bishops. Yet, since its release in 
mid-June of this year, only three in 10 adults in the United States have heard about it. 

The encyclical can be read as a primer for the United States on inequality, environmental 
justice issues like climate and park access and programs like cap and dividend. Climate is a 
civil rights and moral issue, as well as a health, economic and environmental issue. The 
Pope intricately weaves moral and spiritual teachings with science, economics and politics, 
addressing environmental values as well as human dignity and human rights. An integral 
ecological approach hears "both the cry of the earth and the cry of the poor." 

Who Are the Poor and Disadvantaged in the United States? 

People of color disproportionately suffer from inequality based on wealth and income. The 
median wealth of non-Hispanic white households was more than 10 times that of Hispanic 
households in 2013, and 13 times that of black households. A family headed by a black 
college graduate has less wealth on average than a family headed by a non-Hispanic white 
high school dropout. 

Income inequality has exploded in the United States since the Reagan administration 
(1981-1989). The top 1 percent received 20 percent of the U.S. national income in 2013, 
compared to less than 10 percent in the 1970s. Blacks and Latinos at all education levels, 
including college and advanced degrees, earn less than their non-Hispanic white 
counterparts. Black unemployment is consistently double the non-Hispanic white rate. 

People of color disproportionately live in poverty. About 25 percent of African Americans, 26 
percent of Native Americans, and 22 percent of Hispanics lived in poverty, compared to 11 
percent of non-Hispanic whites from 2007 to 2011, according to the Census Bureau. 

Pope on Climate 

Pope Francis teaches that climate is a common good, belonging to all and meant for all. We 
are experiencing global warming, a rise in sea levels, an increase of extreme weather events 
and the worst draught in California history. Scientific studies indicate that most global 
warming in recent decades is from greenhouse gases released mainly as a result of human

activity, with fossil fuels at the heart of the worldwide energy system. These gases (including 
carbon dioxide, methane and nitrogen oxides) do not allow the warmth of the sun reflected 
by the earth to be dispersed in space. 

Polls consistently show Latinos are more likely to view climate change as important to them 
personally. They are also among the strongest supporters of climate action, most willing to 
pay more for clean energy and most loyal green voters. These polls could have significant 
implications for the 2016 presidential campaign as both parties woo Hispanics, the fastest- 
growing segment of the population. 

Climate worsens a range of health problems that are particularly problematic for Latino 
communities. Climate threatens the original homelands of many Latinos even more 
dramatically. Responding to the climate challenge can create jobs, improve health and 
reduce damage caused by reliance on fossil fuels. We can grow the economy and promote 
human health, the environment and equal justice at the same time. Environmental justice 
leaders support President Obama's Clean Power Plan, while calling for states to conduct 
compliance reviews under civil rights, environmental justice and environmental laws. 

Pope on Parks 

With regard to parks, the Pope writes: "Frequently, we find beautiful and carefully manicured 
green spaces in so-called 'safer' areas of cities, but not in the more hidden areas where the 
disposable of society live." When President Obama dedicated the San Gabriel Mountains 
National Monument in Southern California in 2014, he emphasized that there are not enough 
parks, especially for children of color and that this is an issue of social justice. Leaders of 
diverse groups have called on the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency to address parks as 
an environmental justice issue and to add park access to its new EJScreen tool. 

Lack of parks, environmental degradation and adverse health effects are often associated 
with residential segregation. For example, in the 10 percent of the communities that are the 
most burdened by pollution and vulnerability in California, fully 89 percent of the people are 
of color and only 11 percent are non-Flispanic white. In the 10 percent of the communities 
that are least burdened, only 31 percent of the people are of color and fully 69 percent are 
non-Flispanic white. Statewide, the population average is 58 percent people of color. These 
figures are based on the state's CalEnviroScreen tool. 

According to Pope Francis, "The earth, our home, is beginning to look more and more like an 
immense pile of filth... .Frequently, no measures are taken until after people's health has 
been irreversibly affected." The City Project's Robert Garcia serves on the expert consultation 
panel for the World Health Organization (WFIO) and Pan American Health Organization 
(PAHO) to implement Health in All Policies. The City Project advocates Health Equity in All 
Policies. WHO and PAHO should support a rights-based legal framework, relying on 
international declarations against discrimination, customary international law and domestic 
laws such as U.S. civil rights laws. 

Pope on Human Ecology 

The Pope highlights housing as an issue of human ecology. "Not only the poor, but many 
other members of society as well, find it difficult to own a home. Having a home has much to 
do with a sense of personal dignity and the growth of families." 

In a victory for equal opportunity, the U.S. Supreme Court endorsed the right to fair housing 
to help move our country beyond a legacy of segregation. According to the court in Texas 
Department of Housing and Community Affairs v. Inclusive Communities Project (June 25, 2015), 
the prohibition against unjustified discriminatory impacts under the Fair Housing Act of 1968 
plays an important part in avoiding separate and unequal societies. 

The Pope critiques unbridled capitalism, a culture of throw away consumerism, and a blind 
faith in market forces and technology. He also critiques, but does not condemn, carbon 
trading. He points out that market-based strategies alone will not solve the problems of 
environmental degradation, poverty and inequality. Ultimately, a market-based solution 
alone does not "allow for the radical change which present circumstances require. Rather, it 
may simply become a ploy which permits maintaining the excessive consumption of some 
countries and sectors." But, the Pope acknowledges that business can be a noble profession, 
"especially if it sees the creation of jobs as an essential part of its service to the common 
good." 

There is no one solution to protect nature and the poor. The return to a progressive income 
tax with significantly higher marginal tax rates; a global wealth tax; full employment; cutting 
back consumerism; relying on renewables; a legal framework to protect civil rights, 
environmental justice, and health; educating young people on the values at stake as well as 
the science; a new international agreement on climate change to be discussed in Paris in 
2015 - these are parts of the mass movement it will take to save ourselves, our children 
and our common home. As the Pope teaches us, "Human beings, too, are creatures of this 
world, enjoying a right to life and happiness, and endowed with unique dignity. So, we cannot 
fail to consider the effects of environmental deterioration on people's lives, current models 
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of development and the throw away culture."

A few things I was 
going to mention at meeting that I flag for your situational awareness. Happy to share further details: 

1. A unified message: Brynne and Nick were probably too polite to raise it last week but it has been a total zoo in the 
office since November 4th (not that it wasnt a zoo before). Like all of you, the questions we get asked 20 times a day is 
a. where is she and what is she doing? and b. what are John and CDM doing? 

Our answer is as honest as possible. We are giving her the time and space to think through the things she needs to think 
through. We acknowledge that there is policy process continuing and that is fairly well known. And if people have 2016 
ideas, we are happy to have them. On John and CDM, we say you have been her closest advisors for a hundred years 
and that hasnt changed. Since we have never discussed this as a group or agreed on what to say, sharing with 
everyone. 

2. Progressive friends: 

- Elizabeth Warren: We confirmed this meeting last week. It is set for December 4th. We were having problems with 
them because this was supposed to take place in June. They do not want intermediaries discussing the relationship or 
the potential policy differences as they feel that is happening too much. They want to have a direct conversation about 
economic policy. 

- Bill de Blasio: I stay in touch with him and his team a lot. He has recently asked to have increased direct access to her 
so he can tell his progressive partners what she thinks about issues important to them. He also thinks he can be most 
helpful to her if he has that kind of relationship. He wants to be seen as the loudest progressive voice for her and in 
order to do that he needs access. In the next 6 months, someone else will have to inherit this relationship because it will 
not be tenable for HRC. 

3. Schedule issues 2015: 

- We ended up locking in ALL her remaining paid speaking offers a few weeks ago. She reviewed them all with you at 
meeting so you know everything. 

- Listening Tour: I know you discussed. Just a note that she only loved it in hindsight. Also flagging that we have some 
repair work to do in some early states like NH and Iowa based on activity of the past year. 

- Morocco: No matter what happens, she will be in Morocco hosting CGI on May 5-7, 2015. Her presence was a condition 
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for the Moroccans to proceed so there is no going back on this. Important that you know background. 

4. Constituency Groups: 

- Emilys List: Their 30th year gala is March 3rd, 2015. They have been lobbying for her attendance for over a year. 

Need to keep in mind for whatever other March activities we discuss. We have other EL issues we should discuss in next 
call/meeting. 

- Executive Action: We have now heard from 1 friend in community saying specifically "we planning on getting more 
aggressive in our stance with Hillary (showing up at events and in press statements), if possible she should support 
executive order before the President". Need to assume starting TOMORROW, our friends will show back up at her open 
press events. 

- LGBT and faith community: We have friends in both groups that want to start now or at least be part of steering 
committees on behalf of HRC and are in a holding pattern. 

Random: 

- We should be thoughtful about any group that wants to rent Friend of Hillary list now because there is interest. This is 
also probably best discussed off email.

You will recall that when you were in London earlier this year, we spoke about FATCA and I sent you some information 
about the effort of some overseas organizations to redress the wrongs this law has caused. 

I am enheartened by the message from Edward Meier to DNC member Stan Grossman - see below. 

We believe that a strong public statement by Hillary in support of FATCA reform along the lines of EdMeier's email would be 
very helpful to winning over the overseas vote -- which seems from my vantage point to be leaning toward Sanders. 

In the interim, 18 members of Congress, led by Rep. Carolyn Maloney have, at the request of the Task Force of Democrats 
Abroad of which I have been a member since its inception (and Stan Grossman was a member for four years), written to 
Secretary Lew and IRS Commissioner Koskinen, calling for adoption of regulatory changes to create a so-called Same 
Sountry Safe Harbor Exemption.

I've been inside Hillary Clinton's national campaign headquarters in Brooklyn. 

I've talked with "senior officials" about her bid for the White House. They sat in these chairs. 

Wish I could tell you more. But they said very little. 

Notice that I typed very little and not "very little," because under the ground rules of Thursday's briefing 
reporters were not allowed to quote their words directly. 

You're not missing much. 

The former secretary of state plans to kick off the heavy-rhetoric stage of her campaign on June 1 3. I can't 
say where or what time because the senior officials wouldn't say. 

She plans to lay out some policy proposals after that. Can't say which ones. 

She'll take questions from reporters. Can't say how often. 

She'll start having rallies. Not too many, because the election's a long way away. But some. 


She might take a summer vacation, which means reporters covering her can, too. Don't know when, but 
one senior official observed that summer vacations traditionally occur in mid-August. 


Her aides are organizing furiously in the early battlegrounds of the nomination fight (Iowa, New Hampshire, 
Nevada, South Carolina) because they are competing in every state. They take the primary challenges of 
Bernie Sanders, Martin O'Malley and perhaps others very seriously. 


They are also taking their Republican opposition very seriously — some in the sprawling GOP field more 
seriously than others. Can't specify which ones. 
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They are raising lots and lots of money and are pleased with how much is pouring in. But they absolutely, 
positively are NOT seeking to raise $2 billion, which some journalists have reported is their goal. 


They are building a large digital constituency for their efforts to communicate and mobilize voters on social 
media. Are they starting with the lists from President Barack Obama's organization, and Hillary Clinton's 
2008 campaign? Can't say for sure, but they're exploring lots of lists. 


Her husband, Bill, and daughter, Chelsea, will play roles in her campaign. Can't say exactly what, or when. 


She's feeling more in control of her campaign effort this time around, unlike 2008 when she sometimes felt 
the campaign was controlling her. 


Controversies over her emails as secretary of state or the Clinton Foundation have not inflicted significant 
political damage. That's because voters who might support her see the controversies as politically 
motivated. 

She might even be able to expand the roster of battleground states beyond those Obama targeted. Can't 
say which ones. 


I'd show you pictures of the office and desks where campaign officials do their jobs, but the post-briefing 
tour was deemed off-the-record. 


There will be more briefings, however. Stay tuned.

I think the existing memo speaks for itself— but in terms of big picture discussion about the book tour and fall 
schedules, I would offer the following 3 thoughts. I asked David for input and haven't heard back yet, so sending 
to you both in case you need asap. Will forward if David has thoughts. 

1. The book tour should not contain political events--aside from political people being invited to receptions, etc. 
There should be no overt campaign activity until Labor Day. This avoids pre-mature risk and provides a clear fr 
amework for deciding how book tour time should be used.

Specific requests should be refer 
red to staff.

• Election Awareness deficit did not close: Our voters (particularly people of color) are still much 
less likely to know when the debate is than Sanders' supporters. This is my biggest fear for tomorrow.

I also wanted to pass along this portion of the transcript from her Q&A in Boston yesterday that got some 
attention but may have been missed by the Ferguson/Staten Island comments’ coverage. She was asked about 
what qualities are important in a first gentleman, but she turned it into a serious answer that touches upon what 
we’re talking about here, she was talking about it in the context of being in office, but it potentially applies to our 
current scenario as well I think. Here’s the full exchange, but I’ve highlighted the relevant parts below. Nothing 
ground-breaking, but worth noting. 


HANNAH GROVE: So we've got time for one last question and, Madam Secretary, I have to ask you this. 1 think it's a question 
that's on (cheers, applause) that's on everybody's mind. You served for eight years as our first lady. 1 have to ask what 
qualities will be most important for a first gentleman? (Applause.) 

SEC. HILLARY CLINTON: That is very clever, very clever. (Applause.) 

HANNAH GROVE: Supportive, saxophone playing? 

SEC. HILLARY CLINTON: Musical, yes. I will say something somewhat serious about this. You know, I spent an hour 
with the president yesterday going over a lot of different issues and I was thinking as we were sitting there in the Oval 
Office talking that I've known a lot of presidents over the course of the last many decades and it is such a hard job. I don't 
care whether you're a Republican or a Democrat, where you're from, what your political aspirations are it is such a 
challenging job. And you need people starting in your family, but going to your friends, beyond a larger circle, who will 
really be there for you and continue to treat you like a human being, because you can easily lose touch with what's real, 
what's authentic, who you were before you raised your hand and were sworn into office. 

We used to have a steady stream of Bill's oldest friends. Make new friends, because you might learn something. You see 
people that you are interested in. And we had a steady stream of people who we would spend time with, have dinner with, 
just to be able to sort of let down and relax some. And for every single president that is one of the biggest challenges. So 
whether it's a man or a woman, the support system is absolutely critical. 

It used to be in years past presidents like the Roosevelts, or Harry Truman, or Dwight Eisenhower, or Jack Kennedy, or 
even Lyndon Johnson they would go away. They would go to their ranch, or their home, or in Harry Truman's case he'd 
get on the presidential yacht and he'd sail down to Key West. Now I don't think that was just because they wanted a 
vacation. It was because they wanted to breathe, they wanted to think, they wanted to understand what was really 
important and what maybe was not, even if it was in the headlines. 

And here's what I worry about. I worry about now the stress on anybody in a leadership position, multiply it many times 
over to be president, the incoming never ends, technology connects you around the world instantaneously. So you're 
constantly being asked for opinions to make decisions that maybe you need more time to think about. 

HANNAH GROVE: Yes. 

SEC. HILLARY CLINTON: Maybe you need to sleep on it. Maybe you need to bring in some people to talk to about it. 
But, the pace of demand is so intense that you feel like you've got to respond. So the job is unforgiving in many ways and 
therefore I think you need people around you who will kid you, make fun of you. I have no shortage of such people in my 
own life. (Laughter.) I was saying backstage that one of my dearest friends from sixth grade she's tired of explaining that I 
never could do my hair. This is not a new failure on my part. When I was in sixth grade, seventh grade, eighth grade I was 
equally inept. It's good to be reminded of such historical importance as that.

Hillary Clinton has met with potential campaign managers

With weeks to go until she makes an announcement about her future, Hillary Clinton has started meeting with a broad range of 
political figures — including potential campaign managers, POLITICO has learned. 

Clinton, who several people close to her describe as still not firmly decided on a campaign, met Wednesday with outgoing 
Democraric Senatorial Campaign Committee executive director Guy Cecil, one of the two people most often described as a potential 
campaign manager for her 2016 campaign, people familiar with the get-together said. 

It was unclear whether the two discussed a future role in a campaign — Cecil did not respond to requests for comment. 

But the meeting is one of several Clinton has begun to hold in the period following the midterm elections, in which she was very 
active, and as she is turning her attention toward what a campaign would look like if she runs again. 

Clinton has also spoken with Robby Mook, another often-mentioned potential campaign manager, about 2016, people familiar with 
the discussions said, but the details were unclear. Mook did not respond to an email. 

Clinton spokesman Nick Merrill, asked about the meetings, said, “As [Clinton] decides, she’s casting a wide net and wants to hear 
from a variety of people on a range of specific topics, from policy ideas to what a successful campaign would look like.” 

Mook, who managed longtime Clinton family friend Terry McAuliffe’s 2013 campaign for governor of Virginia, is said to have 
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informally worked with Clinton’s advisers in the lead-up to the 2014 midterms, particularly around her initial trip to Iowa. 

Cecil worked with Clinton’s team on her schedule for a wide number of Senate candidates this cycle. Both Cecil and Mook worked 
on Clinton’s 2008 presidential race. 

Another potential campaign manager, EMILY’S List president Stephanie Schriock, recently declined to tell reporters at a daylong 
Ready for Hillary conference whether she had met with Clinton. 

Earlier Wednesday, the White House revealed that Clinton had spent an hour with President Obama at a catch-up meeting. 

The contours of Clinton’s potential campaign have been a fixation of Washington operatives and donors for much of the past two 
years, in part because of what her choices might say about lessons she learned from her failed 2008 effort. 

But it’s also been in part because she is the prohibitive Democratic front-runner, making her the biggest game in town for people who 
want to work on the presidential race. 

Clinton’s timing about making a final decision and then announcing it has been a source of speculation for months, as her advisers 
split on whether she should get in sooner — which some foimer Obama advisers counseled as well — to end the appearance of being 
coy, or take as long as she can. 

She has added three new paid speeches through January and February, indicating that a formal announcement may not come until 
after that window. John Podesta, currently counselor to President Barack Obama and a veteran Clinton hand, is expected to serve a 
senior role in her campaign. 

Podesta told reporters Thursday he will stay on until after the president’s State of the Union address.

Thank you. 


SCARBOROUGH: So, you know, on our show we sort of speak our mind for better or worse sometimes for candidates, so for 
you sometimes worse? 


BRZEZINSKI: Make her laugh. 
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SCARBOROUGH: No, but I've got to say over the past couple of days we have said for better, but you seem to be a different 
candidate since Nevada. In fact, the second you got up on stage and started speaking in Nevada it reminded of the Hillary 
Clinton from 2008. What was different and what is different now? 


CLINTON: That's a great observation. You know, I don't know. I think it does take me a little bit longer to get into the rhythm 
of campaigning to feel what I'm doing and how it's working. And I felt just really good when we hit our stride in Nevada. I felt 
like not only was the campaign and the message of breaking all barriers really beginning to take hold and people could 
understand it, but I just felt that we were on the upward trajectory, so maybe that's what you were seeing. 


SCARBOROUGH: You also said something, too, in an interview, and I'm not exactly sure which one it was -- that it was -- 
we've been talking about how calculating you were and how it seems to be not the person that we know personally. But you 
said in an interview earlier this week that your biggest challenge was convincing voters that you were not interested in what 
was best for you -- 


CLINTON: Right. 


SCARBOROUGH: - you had to convince them that were doing this for them. 


CLINTON: Right. Right. 


SCARBOROUGH: Talk about them ~ 


CLINTON: So~ 


SCARBOROUGH: - and the misconceptions that they saw you've been fighting. 


CLINTON: This has kind of come to me over the last months because it is painful. It's hurtful to have people say, oh, I don't 
trust her or don't know why she's doing it. And it suddenly struck me, well, maybe there is this underlying question like is she 
doing it for herself, or is she really in it for us? And I've always thought of myself as being service-oriented. 


I always believed that I was in it for trying to help people get a better shot in life -- even the odds. And I think I'm just going to 
keep reaching out, talking about what I've done, what I will do, and making the case that people can count on me because 
they always have in the past. 


SCARBOROUGH: so, somebody said something else very funny, like she just seems different. And she seemed different 
this week. She's more relaxed. She's what we've been saying all along she should be, and it's really surprising. And I think 
it was ? that said -- said no, the Clintons actually have a 30-year history of near-death experiences and then there's ? So the 
question is what don't you just make it easy on yourself and forget the ? routine and just make it easy from the beginning for 
your supporters and ? 


CLINTON: OK, let's do that from now on. OK? I like that alternative. 
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SCARBOROUGH: Yes, right. 


CLINTON: That's an interesting observation and there may be some truth to it because part of it is, though, I always feel like I 
am carrying a big weight of responsibility for so many people. I really do have the sense that a lot of people are counting on 
me, a lot of people are expecting me to help them, a lot of people are really in my corner, and I think that does sometimes 
get me a little bit tensed up, to be honest. 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: You know? I think I'm afflicted the responsibility. 


SCARBOROUGH: As we're getting for the interview and Mika was writing things -- and she's writing notes and everything, I 
was sitting here talking. How you guys doing over there? And Mika -- she goes man versus me fretting over every note and 
carrying notes. Do you ever look at your husband how he did it and go, oh, it's not fair? 


CLINTON: Well, look. I think Mika and I understand this and maybe it's because still today, when you are high-achieving 
woman - particularly one in the public eye - you really are just expected to perform at a higher level all the time. 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: And there are not enough experiences with different styles or different approach that women make. Men - my 
goodness - you know there's a million different ways you can be successful, you communicate, and all the rest of it. And, 
look, I'm not telling you anything you don't know. 


I am not a natural politician like Bill Clinton or Barack Obama, and so for me it really came through the root of service. It 
really came from my deep conviction that we had to make sure that this country we all love kept producing opportunities for 
everybody, and I see that merrily and I see people being left out and it upsets me. 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: And so, I invest a lot of energy and a lot of my own emotion into what I do, and I think sometimes instead of that 
being as easy to understand as I would like it to be, it sometimes is a little bit like nerve wracking. 


SCARBOROUGH: And we actually saw that with Jeb. A guy who knew policy forward and backward, but in 2016 it just didn't 
seem to be interpreted as well as it - 


BRZEZINSKI: They have a lot of different branding and messages out there. You've got Donald Trump, Make American 
Great Again. Right. Bernie Sanders, the system is rigged. What is your message, simply? 


CLINTON: Break down the barriers to America and Americans live up to their potential. That is it. That's what I care about, 
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that's what I've always done, that's what I'm talking about. I feel very comfortable talking about that and it's hit me because - 
look, I care deeply about the economic barriers. I think I have the best idea about how to create jobs and get incomes rising, 
and all the other things you have to do to get the economy growing and get it fair. 


But economic barriers are not the only things that hold people back. I mean, we were just talking about some of the gender- 
related issues that hold women back. There's race, there's LGBT discrimination. There's a lot of reasons why people feel 
somehow put down or left behind. So using this barriers metaphor really works for me because it helps me organize 
everything I'm talking about. Knocking barriers, to quality help, to good education. 


You know, we're in a county here, where we're doing this interview, and it's one of the 1-95 counties that there's a big 
documentary saying it was the corridor of shame because the schools are so poor. They're falling down. Kids are not being 
educated. They don't even have enough teachers. That's a big barrier. I mean, no matter how loving your family might be, if 
you don't have those opportunities that's going to hold you back. So that's how I now think about what I want to do as 
president, and it really helps maybe do a better job of conveying that. 


BRZEZINSKI: Someone even asked you, you expect concern about being held to a different standard as it pertains to the 
Wall Street speeches. And you said you would release the transcripts when the Republicans do. But isn't it more important, 
perhaps, to be transparent to Democratic voters about what you said to big banks behind closed doors? 


CLINTON: Well, I think I have been transparent. I have a record. I'm not coming to this for the first time. People can go 
back, they can look at what and what I did when I was a senator. I'm the one who called out Wall Street. I actually went to 
Wall Street in '07. I said you guys are going to wreck the economy. And I went after hedge fund loopholes. 


SCARBOROUGH: So, where did you say that? When did you say - 


CLINTON: Back in December of 2007. You know, I even ran an ad in the'08 campaign - it was in '07 - warning about the 
mortgage crash. And so I'm on record. I have gone after these guys. I have been pointing fingers at them. I've been 
introducing legislation. So people who want to know about my public record, it's there to see. 


If people want to know what I will do as president - everybody says, who's looked at it, I have the best plan to rein in Wall 
Street. To prevent them from ever doing what they did to us before. And I just want to move toward a level playing field. So, 
as I've said, happy to do it when everybody, including the Republicans, does it. 


BRZEZINSKI: But, if supporters are looking for it, don't you want to get ahead of it before somebody gets their hands on 
these transcripts? 


CLINTON: No. I really don’t because I want people to look at my record. People are treating me sometimes as though I just 
decided to run for president. I've been on the record on a lot of these issues for a really long time. The real question 
underneath this is OK, if you take money from Wall Street - 


BRZEZINSKI: Right. 


CLINTON: -- can you regulate Wall Street? 
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BRZEZINSKI: Right. 


CLINTON: Well, Barack Obama took more money from Wall Street than any candidate who's ever run for president. Turned 
around, passed and signed the Dodd-Frank bill. So, I think you should be judged on what you've done and I'm more than 
happy to put my record against Bernie Sanders. If you look at what caused the great recession - a bill he voted for in 2000 - 
had a greater impact than most of the talks that we're now doing. So, let's get everybody out on the same field. I feel like -- 1 
don't mind being responsive. I don't mind answering questions, but at some point I want everybody to have to answer. 


BRZEZINSKI: Yes, I respect that call. Can you assure the American people that you didn't say anything in those speeches 
that would undermine your promise to be tough on Wall Street? 


CLINTON: Absolutely. Absolutely. And besides, I'm on the public record. I told them what I'm going to do. I said I'm going 
to go after big banks that pose a systemic risk. I want you to hold me accountable for that because I will do that exactly. 


SCARBOROUGH:(INAUDIBLE) because one of the chief complaints that a lot of people have is after the bailout the banks 
that were too big to fail got even bigger. Haven't they got even bigger? 


CLINTON: I think they have. 


SCARBOROUGH: I think whether it's Bank of America, or J.P. Morgan, or- any of these big banks - if they went down 
tomorrow<x-apple-data-detectors://6>we'd all be on the line again for that, right? 


CLINTON: Well, no, because now we're not going to bail them out. I mean, they have gotten bigger, but they've also been 
under much closer scrutiny. 


SCARBOROUGH: So, if Bank of American - and I'm going to get into big trouble - let's just say an ebank. We found out that 
what happens to Lehman Brothers is going to happen to Bank of America your third week in office. Somebody said listen, 
this is very simple. You let us go down, ATM machines across America are going to shut down, then our people aren't going 
to be able to get their money. You have to save us or the economy collapses. What do say to them? 


CLINTON: I say under Dodd-Frank we have an orderly unwinding of your bank because you are now posing a systemic risk. 


SCARBOROUGH: But, Madame President, the markets will absolutely collapse. Look how badly they collapsed after 
Lehman Brothers. We need you to step in now or you're going to be responsible for a global depression. What do you tell 
them? 


CLINTON: We're going to do in an orderly way so there will not be any surprises. The reason we passed Dodd-Frank was to 
make it clear no bank is too big to fail, no executive too powerful to jail. And we've got to keep face with the American 
people. I'm sorry that you’ve made bad decisions, but we're going to have to unwind you and yes, break you up. And parts 
of you will be very successful going forward and others parts won't. And if there is any accountability that needs to be 
imposed on individual decisions, we will also follow through on that. I think it's a - 


SCARBOROUGH: So, you can make the guarantee today that if you're president of the United States, under no 
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circumstances will there be a taxpayer-funded bailout of these big banks? 


CLINTON: If the pose a systemic risk, we've got the process under Dodd-Frank now. 


SCARBOROUGH: OK. 


CLINTON: The tools have been provided and we have to follow through on that. And that banks have to know that we will 
follow through. 


SCARBOROUGH: That's a guarantee of no taxpayer bailout? 


CLINTON: No, because that's what we tried to fix in Dodd-Frank - 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: -- and my point too, though, Joe, is this. I want to go further because if you really look at what happened in '07, 

'08 - and you mentioned Lehman Brothers. It was investment banks like Lehman Brothers. It was big insurance companies 
like AIG. It was mortgage companies like Countrywide. So, the only culprits were not just the bank. There were others, as 
well. And I'm the only one with the plan who says, hey guys, Dodd-Frank is great. It gives us a foundation. It doesn't go far 
enough. We need to look at these other entities that pose systemic risks, as well. 


BRZEZINSKI: A champion on these issues is Elizabeth Warren. Do you see a role for her in your campaign or in the Clinton 
- Hillary Clinton White House? 


SCARBOROUGH: You can sell my (INAUDIBLE) right here. 


CLINTON: I have the highest regard for her. I think she's doing an amazing job and she signed a letter two years ago urging 
me to run for president and we consult regularly. My staff consult regularly with her staff. So, I am very much interested in 
what she's doing and what she things we should be doing. 


SCARBOROUGH: Let me ask Mika a follow-up question. Will you consider her as vice president? 


CLINTON: Well, I'm not -- 1 can't get presumptuous. Right now I've got to win the nomination and then I'm going to take a 
deep breath and maybe get a good night's sleep, and then start thinking about that important decision. 


BRZEZINSKI: I wasn't going to ask that, but OK. 


SCARBOROUGH: I want to ask you about something else we talked about this show yesterday or the day before. Bob 
Woodward came with a big folder that said T rump on it. 
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CLINTON: Oh, my goodness. 


SCARBOROUGH: And he said we're going to go after this. He is going to be the next nominee - 


BRZEZINSKI: Very upset. 


SCARBOROUGH: - and nobody's gone after him. And I said, well Bob, actually there's a ? of articles nothing seems to stick 
to him. And I said the bigger question is not why the press hasn't investigated him because they have. The question is why 
doesn't stick to him, whereas everything seems to stick to Hillary Clinton? It's got to be frustrating, first of all, for you to see a 
double-standard -- not necessarily among the press, but among the voters. But why do you think that is that nothing sticks to 
Donald Trump but if you write something in 1973, the press would be chewing on it for two weeks. 


BRZEZINSKI: Or, if you said something in 1 994, someone would hold up a sign and take it out of context right in front of a - 


SCARBOROUGH: What you say today - was it absolutely ridiculous? 


CLINTON: You know, look. I have a couple of responses, Joe. I think part of the reason why I'mgoing to be the nominee 
and I'mgoing to be the next president is because I have withstood all this. I have been vetted. I mean, I've been at this for 
decades now and despite all the incoming, I'm still here, I'm still forging ahead because I think in most cases most people 
kind of see through it and we go on together. 


The vetting on these other candidates has not even begun, and it will. And I think if you look - my best memory on this, Joe, 
is that the Republicans in Nevada had fewer voters turn out than we did in Nevada. I think was like 70,000 to 80,000. 


SCARBOROUGH: Right: 


CLINTON:A very small group of people who are making this decision right now. When it moves from a general election I 
think you're going to see a real seriousness of people -- whoever the Republicans nominate - turning and saying what do 
we really know about him. 


SCARBOROUGH: It’s most likely going to be Donald Trump, though, isn't it? 


CLINTON: Yes. I mean, right now it looks that, but I'm not going to handicap their race. I want to let them decide that. 


SCARBOROUGH: How surprised are you knowing Donald Trump - as long as you've known Donald Trump - and I did -- 1 
actually. Look, she's exactly right when you answered the question why do you get, he said (INAUDIBLE). He's an 
interesting guy. He's fun. How surprised are you that we woke up after Nevada and everybody in Washington said, oh my 
God, this guy's most likely going to be the next nominee? 


CLINTON: Well, I didn't know him that well, but I did know him. 
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SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: And, I think it's been most surprising to me to see somebody who was affable and was good company, and had a 
reputation of being kind of bigger than life. Really traffic in a lot of the prejudice and paranoia, and some of the comments 
that he's made which have been so divisive and mean-spirited doesn’t quite fit with what I thought I knew about him. So, I 
think it's going to be interesting to see what -- if he does get the nomination - he decides to do with it, how he presents 
himself. But he has really been offensive and in many respects surprising to those of us who did know him. 


SCARBOROUGH: Let's talk about the email controversy. Discovery's moving forward; a couple days ago that news broke. 
And sometimes your spokespeople come out and they'll say that this is a Republican attack, it's -- it's -- it's about the right 
wing going after you again. But it's obviously -- the FBI is involved. 


(CROSSTALK) 


CLINTON: Well, here's the thing - 


SCARBOROUGH: "The New York Times" has been -- "The New York Times" has been reporting on this for some time. 


CLINTON: Yes, yes, right. 


SCARBOROUGH: So it's not like - you could take elements of Benghazi and say, OK, Republicans are driving this. 


CLINTON: Right, right. 


SCARBOROUGH: For a political purpose. But here you do have an FBI investigation. You're not suggesting the FBI 
investigation's politicized, are you? 


CLINTON: No, but there's two different things. There is a security inquiry going on. And, you know, we respect that. It is on 
its own timetable but it's moving forward. Then there are these lawsuits. And I think when people say, well, look, this lawsuit, 
that's what they're talking about. They're not talking about the security inquiry; they're talking about Judicial Watch. 


SCARBOROUGH: Not the underlying investigation. 


CLINTON: No, not at all. No. And so they're really two different things; they get conflated sometimes. 


I am personally not concerned about it. I think that there will be resolution on the security inquiry. The litigation that other 
shave brought, and some of them are right-wing outfits, those will just proceed. And again I'm not worried or concerned 
about them, but I do think it's important not to confuse the two. And that's something I wanted to set straight. 
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BRZEZINSKI: So in early primary states, younger women supported a seven-year -- 74-year-old Socialist man. 


(LAUGHTER) 


SCARBOROUGH: A man! A man? 


(CROSSTALK) 


SCARBOROUGH: It's a man, man! 


(LAUGHTER) 


BRZEZINSKI: And what do you make of -- 1 mean, and there were obviously news stories along the way looking at how 
women connect with you. I think it comes down to trust issues again, possibly not. Maybe you tell me. What's going on? 
Especially with younger women. 


CLINTON: Yes, I think - I think with younger women, look, I think they have every reason to feel like, you know, things are 
kind of messed up. A lot of them have got an education with a huge price tag attached to it with student debt. They're not 
getting the jobs that they thought they would get. I think there's a lot of real frustration. And I talked to many, many young 
people, and even not just those who support time, those who support my opponent, and that's what comes through. It's like 
hey, the economy's failed us, the government's failed us, and we're excited somebody who says we're going to change it all. 
We're going to just start all over again. 


I totally get that. I mean, I can vaguely remember being that age and feeling a little bit like that myself. And so I keep saying I 
want to meet people where they are and particularly young people. That's why I put forth all of these ideas about student 
debt and college affordability and more good jobs, the things that they talk to me about. And also tackle a lot of the barriers, 
you know, whether it's racism or sexism or anything else, that is (INAUDIBLE) them. 


BRZEZINSKI: Equal pay. 


CLINTON: Equal pay. Huge issue. And young women ask me about it all the time. So I said many times, look, I know that a 
lot of them are not for me right now, but I'm for them. And I feel very optimistic when we get into the general election against 
whoever the Republicans nominate, you know, there's going to be a clear distinction that I'll be able to really build on. And 
I'm going to take people where they are, and a lot of young people are, you know, very worried about their futures. At the 
same time, they're among the most generous and tolerant. 


Well, you have two at home. 


BRZEZINSKI: Ido. 


CLINTON: They're generous, tolerant, they're open-minded. 
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BRZEZINSKI: And they're willful, they're materialistic, they can be very selfish. 


(LAUGHTER) 


(CROSSTALK) 


CLINTON: I think what we want to do though is love them as they are. 


BRZEZINSKI: OK. 


CLINTON: And then try to figure out -- 


BRZEZINSKI: Oh we love them. 


CLINTON: -- how do we create a better path for them so that when I say these things like, you know, I want you to have all 
the opportunities that you deserve in America, it's not hollow because it's got -- you know, it's got real meat to it and they can 
believe it. And when I draw contrasts with Senator Sanders, it's not because we disagree on goals -- 1 want to get to 
universal health coverage too; I just think I have a better way of getting there. So we begin to have a real dialogue; that's 
what I'm looking for. 


SCARBOROUGH: Speaking of having a real dialogue, when we've been around the country over the past seven, eight 
years, talking to group after group, whether it's with 92nd Street<x-apple-data-detectors://10> Y or in rural Alabama, we're 
really struck by how much people are alike, how their views of America are so similar, and how they're concerned about for 
the most part the same thing. And that is that we have a government that doesn't work. We've got - and whether it's a very 
liberal audience we're speaking to or a conservative audience, they always ask, "Why can't they talk to each other? Why 
can't they get along?" 


Now you understand. If a Republican's elected, Democrats are politically going to try to knock their heads. It's just what 
happens. If a Democrat's elected, the same thing happens. 


You're not going to be shocked if you're elected president, but they're going to be coming after you from Day One. How do 
you get through that and do what we always say your husband did - 


CLINTON: Right. 


SCARBOROUGH: - with a Republican Congress that impeached him - 


CLINTON: Right. 
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SCARBOROUGH: - but he kept working with them. 


CLINTON: That's right. 


SCARBOROUGH: And what Tip O'Neill did with Ronald Reagan even though he couldn't stand Ronald Reagan's governing 
philosophy and the same (INAUDIBLE)? How do you get past the animosity and keep working together for Americans? 


CLINTON: You know, Joe, it is the question that I'm probably asked more than any other. Like, how do you actually work 
together? 


I can just tell you, I come from the Bill Clinton school this. You've got to get up every day determined to try to find that 
common ground. 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: And build that relationship. There is no substitute for building relationships. 


And I'll tell you a story which might surprise you, but you know, in the '90s I have a passion about foster care and adoption 
and what we can do to make it better, more kids get permitted homes. And I was trying to figure out, well, who can I get in 
the Congress to work with me on this? And so I did my research and I found out Tom DeLay had been a foster parent. I 
called him up. He was as surprised to hear from me as I was surprised to be talking to him. 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: And I said, you know, Congressman, would you work with me on a big reform on adoption and foster care? 


Silence. He said, well, what do you want me to do? I said will you come to the White House? We'll have a meeting, we'll try 
to figure out how we can do this. 


And he did. 


Now I'm not sure I could have found any other common ground than that one slice - 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: - but that's what I want to do. There are people there who are honorable, who care about solving problems, on 
both sides of the aisle. How do we begin to connect with each other, to see each other as human beings? 


Now look, you and I know there are the outliers who are never going to compromise, they're never going to do that. 
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SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: But they're still thankfully a minority. How do we have a more open process to bring people in, to listen to them? 


You know, I thought what Patty Murray and Paul Ryan did after the government shutdown in the fall of 201 3 was a textbook 
example. They were charged with go get a budget. We had this really bitter experience. They didn't start by walking into a 
conference room flanked by their acolytes carrying binders; they had breakfast together. They called each other on the 
phone. They actually got to know each other as people. What a novel idea. 


SCARBOROUGH: Shocking. 


CLINTON: We've got to get back to that. And I know it's hard because people fly in, they fly out, they're not there, we don't 
have the opportunities -- but I think what you've heard and what you both have experienced traveling around is people 
across our country want that to happen. We just have to do more to create the conditions where it's a win-win as much as 
possible. 


Now I will also stand my ground on things that I don't agree with... 


SCARBOROUGH: Right. 


CLINTON: But let's try to find as much as common ground as possible. 


SCARBOROUGH: President Clinton said governors and presidents can't afford to have long memories. We've heard stories 
in the press before about how you're tough and you're driven and you remember people that (inaudible) to when you're 
president of the United States. Is that your governing philosophy as well, if you get elected president of the United States, that 
you need to have a short memory -- 


CLINTON: Absolutely. 


SCARBOROUGH: You need to wake up every morning and forget about what happened yesterday (ph). 


CLINTON: You know, when I got to the Senate, Lindsey Graham was my colleague. 


SCARBOROUGH: Lindsey. Yeah. 


CLINTON: And we started to get to know each other. There was a lot of history there, as you know. And then we teamed up to 
get health care for National Guard members. I traveled with him and John McCain. We got to know each other. And that is 
exactly what I will do. You know, there are very few people or events in politics where you say you got to write somebody off. 
There are a couple where people really do things that are just so (inaudible) and really indefensible. But otherwise, you take 
people where they are, you try to get to know them better and then you try to find that common ground. 
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When I was separating the new START Treaty through the Senate, I had to get a bunch of Republicans. I spent countless 
hours on the phone, in meetings, what do you need, how do we do this, what can I say to you to reassure you, what expert do 
you want to talk to? I'm really hands on about this because I don't think there's any way other than to do that. 


BRZEZINSKI: It's a gender thing, though. They forget everything. We remember everything. 


CLINTON: That's true. 


BRZEZINSKI: We have to work on that, right? 


CLINTON: That's true. That's true. Empty it out every night. Empty it out. You've got to get rid of it. Don't live with it. Don't ruin it.

GOP Debate- August 7, 2015 


Hillary Clinton was the clear winner of last night’s debate — and she was not even on stage. As we expected, 
last night’s GOP debate only served to draw an even clearer contrast between Hillary and the Republican field. The GOP 
once again reinforced their out-of-touch and out-of-date positions: whether it was reiterating their return to trickle- down 
economics, their opposition to a pathway to citizenship or their outrageous stance on women’s health, Hillary emerged as 
the only candidate that can move this country forward. 

The Republican field exposed their lack of solutions to help everyday Americans. Instead of taking this debate 
as an opportunity to lay out their plans to help everyday Americans, the GOP field coalesced around a theme of 
defensiveness and attacks, with uneventful performances that promise no appeal to swing voters. Quite simply: It was a 
bad, but realistic night, for the Republican field — no one stood out; no one beat expectations. 


Although Donald Trump expectedly dominated the night with his outrageous rhetoric, other Republican 
candidates managed to break through by exposing that they have moved even further to the right on women’s 
issues. Just take a look: 


o Marco Rubio denied he has ever supported abortion exceptions for cases of rape and incest, saying “I have never 
advocated for that.” 

o Scott Walker bragged about his strong record of opposing abortions, even in cases when the mother is at risk of 
death. 

o Huckabee pledged he wants to go “even further” than defunding Planned Parenthood. 


The clear take-away from last night: The Republican field offers no realistic plans to help incomes grow. 

Republicans were given opportunities to make their case for everyday Americans, yet the word “middle-class” was only 
mentioned twice throughout the entire night. While they touted their own middle-class backgrounds, their vision for 
America translates into policies that set the middle-class back. The debate made clear that we need a candidate like Hillary 
that actually focuses on rising incomes to help middle class families get ahead and stay ahead. That’s not what we saw 
last night.

All, I want to share our draft letter on trade. As you’ll recall, the idea here is to use this to lay out her thinking on 
TPA & TPP ahead of action on the Hill and a joint letter by all the former Secretaries of State and Defense. This 
draft assumes that she’s ultimately going to support both TPA and TPP.

While at State, Clinton chief of staff 
held job negotiating with Abu Dhabi

For the four years that Hillary Rodham Clinton was secretary of state, her longtime friend and 
adviser Cheryl D. Mills served next to her as chief of staff. Clinton has said Mills helped her run 
the State Department’s sprawling bureaucracy, oversaw key priorities such as food safety, 
global health policy and LGBT rights, and acted as “my principal liaison to the White House on 
sensitive matters.” 

During her first four months at State, Mills also held another high-profile job: She worked part 
time at New York University, negotiating with officials in Abu Dhabi to build a campus in that 
Persian Gulf city. 

At State, she was unpaid, officially designated as a temporary expert-consultant — a status that 
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allowed her to continue to collect outside income while serving as chief of staff. She reported 
that NYU paid her $198,000 in 2009, when her university work overlapped with her time at 
the State Department, and that she collected an additional $330,000 in vacation and severance 
payments when she left the school’s payroll in May 2009. 

The arrangement, which Mills discussed for the first time publicly in an interview with The 
Washington Post, is another example of how Clinton as secretary allowed close aides to conduct 
their public work even as they performed jobs benefiting private interests. Another key Clinton 
aide, Huma Abedin, spent her last six months as Clinton’s deputy chief of staff in 2012 
simultaneously employed by the Clinton Foundation, the family’s global charity, and a 
consulting company with close Clinton connections. Similarly, Mills remained on the Clinton 
Foundation’s unpaid board for a short time after joining State. 

Mills’s situation raises questions about how one of the State Department’s top employees set 
boundaries between her public role and a private job that involved work on a project funded by 
a foreign government. The arrangement appears to fall within federal ethics rules, but 
Republican lawmakers have accused Clinton of allowing potential conflicts of interest at the 
State Department. 

In the interview, Mills rejected the suggestion of a conflict. She said her employment status was 
approved by career professionals at the State Department and was arranged because she 
initially intended to serve as Clinton’s chief of staff only briefly before returning full time to her 
job as general counsel at NYU. Her goal, she said, was to help Clinton transition to her new role 
and then hire her own replacement. 

“Here’s what I do. I try to understand the rules and follow them,” she said. “And I try to make 
sure that I’m disclosing my obligations. . . . Our government anticipates that there will be 
occasions where people are working outside, so they are earning outside income and doing other 
things. What they do is have a framework for how you actually need to follow those rules. That’s 
certainly something I try to do.” 

She added: “I don’t know if I’m ever perfect. But I was obviously trying very hard to make sure 
I was following those rules and guidelines.” 

Mills reported her NYU income on public federal disclosure forms. She did not reference the 
United Arab Emirates element of her role on the forms, which ask only that employees identify 
the sources and amount of their outside income. 

When asked whether a State Department ethics officer had reviewed the specifics of her work 
on the UAE project, she did not directly answer. Instead, she said that generally the ethics office 
“gives everybody advice and guidance on their things, because anybody who is an employee 
who is coming in might have any number of things that require guidance.” 

A State Department spokesman indicated that Mills was not required to file a financial 
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disclosure form for the period. In any case, the disclosure she filed for 2009 reflected the 
outside income and was signed by an agency ethics officer after she had joined the department 
full time. 

Under ethics laws, employees are prohibited from participating in matters that would have a 
direct and predictable effect on themselves or an outside employer. 

Mills said she didn’t “recall any issues” at State that would have required her to consider 
recusing herself, but said she would have consulted with the ethics office if one had come up. 

Nick Merrill, a spokesman for Clinton, declined to comment. 

Mills’s service on the board of NYU’s campus in the Middle East was first reported in June by 
the Washington Free Beacon, an online conservative Web site. But the extent of her work on the 
project during those months has not been previously reported. 

Mills, 50, has been a trusted adviser to both Clintons since she went to work for Bill Clinton’s 
White House as a young lawyer educated at Stanford Law School and later helped defend him 
during impeachment proceedings. She has largely kept a low profile, providing legal counsel and 
other advice to the couple, including working for Hillary Clinton’s 2008 presidential campaign. 
She rarely grants interviews. 

In recent months, Mills has emerged as a central player in various controversies that have 
dogged Clinton’s 2016 presidential bid. 

She was one of few staff members who knew from the beginning about Hillary Clinton’s decision 
to use only a personal e-mail account as secretary of state. She oversaw last year’s process that 
determined which e-mails from Clinton’s account were considered work-related and should be 
turned over to the State Department for public release, and which were personal and could be 
deleted. And, last month, she testified for nine hours behind closed doors before the Republican- 
led House committee investigating the 2012 attacks on U.S. diplomatic sites in Benghazi, Libya. 

Committee Democrats have indicated that they will release a transcript of Mills’s testimony this 
week. 

Mills’s decision to join Clinton at State in 2009 — as recalled by both women — was a difficult 
one. 

“She told me she would help with my transition to State but did not want to leave NYU for a 
permanent role in the government,” Clinton wrote of Mills in her book, “Hard Choices.” 
“Thankfully, she changed her mind about that.” 

Clinton also described how she had come to rely on Mills’s counsel over two decades. “She 
talked fast and thought even faster; her intellect was like a sharp blade, slicing and dicing every 
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problem she encountered,” Clinton wrote. “She also had a huge heart, boundless loyalty, rock- 
solid integrity, and a deep commitment to social justice.” 

Mills, in the interview, said she could not, at first, envision doing the job while also devoting 
herself to her twin children, who were 3 at the time. 

But, she said, Clinton is “a very persuasive woman,” and she found a way to balance the job with 
her home life. 

Although a chief of staff typically would be part of the “senior executive service,” Mills was for 
her first four months assigned a lower federal rank of “GS-15,” a designation more commonly 
assigned to career employees. She was given the higher executive rank when she became a paid 
employee in May 2009, earning $177,000 a year. 

The distinction was important: Federal regulations limited outside income allowed for senior 
executive officials, while there was no limit on GS-15 employees. In 2009, the cap for senior 
executive service employees would have been about $26,000. 

In addition to her payments from NYU, Mills’s disclosures and Federal Election Commission 
records show she collected $60,000 from Clinton- related political action committees in her first 
weeks at the State Department. She indicated that the compensation reflected work completed 
before she began as chief of staff. 

Mills said she was not aware at the time what designation the State Department had given her. 
“I had to sit down and say, ‘Look, I’m not intending to stay. I’m going to be working part time 
and I’m ultimately going to transition out. And I want to make sure that whatever is the right 
way to do that, I do it that right way,’ ” she said. 

In recent years, more than 100 State Department employees annually have typically been 
granted a designation that allows them to hold outside employment, including scientists, foreign 
affairs officers and Abedin, a senior adviser. However, experts said that a dual employment 
arrangement is rare at the chief-of-staff level, and that the nature of Mills’s non-governmental 
work made her situation even more atypical. 

“This is exceedingly unusual, perhaps exceptional in the history of modern federal bureaucratic 
leadership. I’ve never seen it before,” said Paul C. Light, an NYU professor who has studied 
government employment in depth for decades and is a former head of the Center for Public 
Service at the Brookings Institution. 

“I’m amazed that anyone would take on such a wide-ranging agenda and live to tell about it, 
especially given the competing demands on her time and the sharp boundaries between the 
worlds she had to navigate,” he said. 

Richard W. Painter, who served as a White House ethics lawyer under President George W. 
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Bush, said Mills’s work probably complied with the law provided she did no work at State that 
would financially affect NYU and its overseas campus. 

Still, he called the appearance of the arrangement “problematic” and said he thinks it would 
have been best handled if State Department lawyers were “closely monitoring” both Mills’s 
responsibilities for NYU and the university’s interests around the world. 

“At this level, that you would make someone a GS-15 and yet have them continue to be a 
lawyer for a large academic institution or a large law firm — that I’ve never seen,” said Painter, 
who is a professor at the University of Minnesota Law School. 

Beth Wilkinson, a lawyer for Mills, said: “When Ms. Mills began her public service at the State 
Department, she followed the ethics rules. No one disputes that she disclosed her work with 
NYU to the department, and that the Ethics Office reviewed and certified her disclosure form 
finding she had no conflict of interest.” 

For Mills, part of the quandary, she said, was that she loved her work for NYU, which she began 
in 2002. 

At the time, her focus was on opening NYU’s campus in the United Arab Emirates, a project 
administered by the private university but, according to NYU, funded by the Abu Dhabi 
government. Mills had worked on the project since it was announced in 2007 and it remained in 
the planning phase as she entered the State Department in 2009. 

Mills said her responsibilities included negotiating free-speech provisions for students and 
faculty, navigating how same-sex and unmarried couples could work at the university given the 
country’s conservative laws, and working to ensure labor protections for workers constructing 
campus buildings. 

The talks took place, she said, with “quasi-governmental if not governmental” officials 
designated by the Abu Dhabi-owned investment company that was developing the campus. 

The issues were difficult, she said, because “UAE’s culture is very different than ours. So when 
you are taking a university like NYU and placing it in an environment that has different laws 
and different customs and different rules, there’s a whole set of different challenges.” 

The UAE has in recent years become one of the United States’ most important allies in the 
Middle East. However, the relationship is complex, in part because of human rights concerns in 
the Gulf nation. Abu Dhabi is the UAE’s capital city. 

Mills said she decided to take no pay from the U.S. government during her first four months as 
Clinton’s chief of staff because she considered the job “a matter of service.” 

[ Clinton e-mails reinvigorate inquiry into allies who got special job status ] 
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Both during and after the four- month period of Mills’s dual employment, there were occasions 
when she seemed to function as a conduit between NYU and her State Department boss. 

After Clinton spoke at an NYU graduation ceremony in New York in May 2009, a top university 
official e-mailed Mills to thank her for her “help and guidance” in getting Clinton to the event, 
according to correspondence recently released by the State Department. 

In 2011, Mills forwarded to Clinton an e-mail she had received from a university official 
describing a new NYU campus planned for Shanghai. 

NYU’s Abu Dhabi campus accepted its first students in 2010 in temporary quarters before 
moving to a newly constructed campus. Last year, the New York Times reported that 
construction workers at the site had been mistreated, in violation of a 2009 statement of values 
adopted by NYU that was to govern construction. NYU apologized and promised to investigate. 

In May 2014, the school held its first graduation in Abu Dhabi, and Bill Clinton delivered the 
commencement address. 

John Beckman, a spokesman for NYU, called Mills a “highly valued, respected and hard- 
working member of the senior leadership team at NYU” who worked on “important projects” 
during her seven years with the university. 

The arrangement has drawn the attention of Republican lawmakers such as Sen. Charles E. 
Grassley (Iowa), who has criticized Clinton for allowing her top aides to work for private 
entities. 

Grassley said Mills’s work on a foreign project adds pressure to the State Department to release 
more details of her roles, including any ethics agreements that governed the arrangement. 

“The public should have the information to know whether the State Department properly 
manages conflicts of interest,” he said in a statement. “The rules are meant to ensure that the 
public comes first and that no one is taking unfair advantage.” 

Mills declined an offer to join Clinton’s 2016 bid and now runs her own company building 
businesses in Africa, offering advice to the campaign, she said, only informally. 

“While I appreciate she is someone who has an outsized public persona, she’s also a very real 
human being, and someone who is very near and dear to my heart,” she said. “So I do my best 
to be a good friend.”

Thanks for the update. The budget you sent was helpful. I'll send a tranche of funds over through CAP in the next 
week or two. 

The overarching question/concern Herb and I have, as you know, is ensuring that the center places enough time/ 
attention/staffing/resources on the communications and outreach functions. The budget itself is not the best 
document for communicating the priority of the communications and outreach functions, in part because the titles 
assigned to certain staff (economist, junior economist, research associate) tend to suggest a purely academic 
functions rather than a more nuanced role that includes having a foot in both the academic and policy worlds. I'm 
not suggesting staff titles change, but I do think it's important to be aware of the perception that creates (with us, 
and potentially with others). At the end of the day, it is the communications and outreach functions that will make 
our center unique from (and more effective than) other academic or think tank research centers that simply do 
research on inequality or related topics, and it is those functions that both attracted us originally to the enterprise 
(as opposed to setting up research centers at other universities) and will best serve to attract other funders to 
WCEG. The research functions are important (identifying knowledge gaps, commissioning work, building a network 
of academics, etc...), but as we've discussed those research functions are ultimately "in service of" the more strategic 
communications and outreach efforts (e.g. translating, disseminating, bridging, targeting key policymakers, 
educating, etc...) that will ultimately determine the success of our endeavor. This is why I've been focused on your 
outreach hire and ensuring that they begin to develop an outreach plan that is vetted by a group of sophisticated 
group of outreach advisors. I know I sound like a broken record, but I really can't emphasize the points enough. 

In terms of the specific budget item re communications research, I don't see a problem if you want to pursue that, 
but you'll have to make choices within the budget we have. In other words, we're less concerned about a specific 
budget allocation you want to make (particularly, if it contemplates more communications and outreach work!), but 
we are not inclined at this point to grow the budget beyond what we've always understood it to be. 

I'm around if you want to discuss any of this further.

The ‘Moneyball’ effect on K Street: The influence game gets 
scientific

A few clicks of a mouse will show you that Sen. Rand Paul (R-Ky.) has co- 
sponsored more of Senate Majority Leader Mitch McConnell’s bills than any other senator’s over the past four years — 22, to be exact. 

A couple more clicks show that those bills range from the serious (a measure to expand lending practices to people living in rural areas) to the ceremonious (a resolution 
recognizing the 50th anniversary of the congressional declaration of bourbon whiskey as a distinctive U.S. product). Another click or two will show that McConnell has a 
better record of getting bills out of committee than most Republican senators — he ranks seventh of 54. 

A decade ago, such information — which is valuable to corporations, for-hire lobbyists and other outside interest groups looking to influence policymakers — might take years 
of working on Capitol Hill or K Street to accumulate. 

Today, it takes a few seconds to pull up on a computer screen, and it is available for less than $5,000 a year, in a neatly packaged online dashboard called Quorum Analytics , a 
start-up launched in January by two Harvard undergraduates. 

The idea of building searchable databases to track the movements of Congress is not new. Tools by CQ Roll Call and Bloomberg have long been used to follow legislation and search for 
contacts at committees and congressional offices. And lawmakers’ voting records, news releases and floor statements — all among the sources that Quorum’s 
algorithm pulls from — have always been publicly available. 

But what Quorum sets out to do is compile, distill and package the data in a comprehensive way. Every 24 hours, the company’s algorithm mines those sources, plus 
lawmakers’ tweets and district-level census data. Then Quorum uses that data to create snapshots of lawmakers and their relationships by showing which members they work 
with the most (based on the number of bills co-sponsored and the number of times they voted for other members’ bills or amendments). 

Quorum also measures each member’s effectiveness (based on the percentage of bills 

they’ve gotten out of committee and the percentage of bills they’ve sponsored that have been enacted) and ranks them against other lawmakers in their party. Another feature allows 
Quorum users to pick from a wide range of issues, from agriculture to international affairs, and generate a list of members ranked by how active they are in each area. 

Lobbyists can use those metrics to answer some basic questions: Whom should I meet with? How likely are they to care about my issue? Who are their most likely allies? 

Quorum co- 
founder Alex Wirth said the platform is not designed to predict the outcome of bills. “Our users are interested in data that informs their decisions,” he said, “but doesn’t make their de 
cisions for them.” 

Quorum is just the latest example of how companies rooted in data analytics are attempting to change the way lobbying is done in Washington. 

Since 2010, at least four companies, ranging from start-ups to billion-dollar public corporations, have introduced new ways to sell data-based political and competitive 
intelligence that offers insight into the policymaking process. 

They are turning lobbying, which was once based entirely on personal connections, into more of a science, and the idea is gaining traction among the field’s most established power br 
okers. Holland & Knight, Glover Park and Peck Madigan Jones — three of the nation’s top lobby firms by revenue — are among Quorum’s clients, and three Fortune 100 companies in 
the insurance, banking and energy sectors recently signed on as well. Quorum declined to share the names of the companies. Two think tanks — the Niskanen 
Center and Political Parity — also subscribe to its $4,8oo-a-year service, as does the office of U.S. Rep. Scott Peters ( D-Calif.). 

Other companies are emerging in the space with some success. For others, it’s too soon to tell. 

Popvox, founded in 2010, is an online platform that collects correspondence between 

constituents and their representatives on bills, organizes the data by state, and packages the information in charts and maps so lawmakers can easily spot where voters stand on 
a proposed bill. An early win was when nearly 12,000 people nationwide used the platform to oppose a proposal to allow robo- 
calls to cellphones — the bill was withdrawn by its sponsors. 

Popvox does not disclose its revenue, but co-founder Marci Harris said the platform has more than 400,000 users across every congressional district and has delivered more 
than 4 million constituent positions to Congress. 

FiscalNote, which uses data-mining software and artificial intelligence to predict the outcome of legislation and regulations, has pulled in $8.3 million in capital since its 
2013 start from big-name investors including Dallas Mavericks owner Mark Cuban, Yahoo co- 
founder Jerry Yang and the Winklevoss twins. The company says it achieves 94 percent accuracy. And Ipsos, the publicly traded market research and polling 
company, is amping up efforts to sell polling data to lobby firms. 

Though these companies have different goals in changing the influence game, they all rely on technology and the repackaging of data to achieve them. 

In some ways, technology is just automating and verifying knowledge that a lobbyist may already have, based on instincts and experience. 

“Much of the same result comes from intuition, the mental database that we carry with us after you’ve done this for a few years or decades,” said Gerry Sikorski, a longtime 
lobbyist at Holland & Knight, one of the first lobby firms to use Quorum. 

However, access to statistics is now key to selling lobbying services to clients, who increasingly want empirical evidence to back up even the simplest claims about a 
lawmaker’s reputation. 

“We instinctively know so-and- 

so is generally bipartisan on a particular issue, but Quorum helps us bring more analytical rigor to a statement as simple as that,” said Paolo Mastrangelo, a lobbyist at Holland & Knight 
who represents local governments, trade associations and corporations. “It helps us change the way we talk to clients on a daily basis.” 

Congressional staffers expect lobbyists to come to meetings armed with statistics they can take to their bosses, said Bruce Lacey, president of First Focus, an advocacy group 
for children. 

In meetings last year with staffers for U.S. Rep. Harold Rogers (R- 

Ky.), head of the House Appropriations Committee, Lacey’s group pushed for funding for a study on how Britain reduced child poverty rates and whether similar programs could wo 
rk here. 

“In the past, I might’ve been able to say, ‘You represent Appalachia, so it’s probably that 

way,’ ” Lacey said. “But now I was able to go into that meeting and say, ‘Your district is in the top 5 percent of kids living in poverty, therefore the issues we want you to think 
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about in the appropriations bill are disproportionately impactful to your kids.’ ” 

Mastrangelo uses data to figure out how clients can best focus their resources. For 

example, Quorum culls from census numbers to show which districts have the highest jobless rates and who in Congress represents those constituencies. A trade association with mem 
bers in all 50 states could pluck that information and quickly decide which lawmakers might be most receptive to a bill aimed at unemployment. 

“Traditionally, lobby firms would say, ‘Let’s figure out which members of Congress you have in your [geographic] footprint, what committees are they on . . . and set up who 
we’re doing outreach to that way,’ ” Mastrangelo said. Data analytics “helps us brainstorm and be more value added, instead of spending two days researching press releases, as we did 
in the past.” 

The push toward data analytics comes as the influence industry is expanding beyond traditional lobbying and is folding in services like law, consulting and communications. 

Ipsos, the $1.9 billion polling company, is beta-testing two products aimed at lobbyists and has hired public affairs strategist Phil Elwood from the crisis communications firm 
Levick to lead the effort. 

Its Leadership Index is a twice-monthly poll with five questions related to hot topics in Congress. It is sent to residents in districts represented by Senate leadership. The polls 
reach residents by landline phone, online and mobile, and the responses — at least 1,000 response per question are needed to be considered statistically significant — are 
returned within a few days. 

A second product, District by District Polls, is similar but will offer a quicker turnaround, between 24 and 48 hours. Ipsos is hoping lobby firms will pay a premium 
for such customized polls. It has not finalized the pricing model. 

“Ideally we’d like this to become something that every lobbying firm needs,” Elwood said. “We’d like it to become the Xerox machine, to have a pulse on what leadership is thinking, so 
that when you go into a meeting with a member of the leadership, you can show your position is in line with what their constituency thinks.” 

Ipsos has long been in the data business but is shifting its focus to repackage the data to appeal to lobbyists. 

“Shoe-leather lobbying is dead,” said Cliff Young, Ipsos’ president of North America Public Affairs. “You can’t just walk in as a former member [of Congress]. That doesn’t 
exist anymore. You have to say, X percentage of your constituency supports or opposes this.”

Topic Selection and Description 

In July 1861, the U.S. House of Representatives created the Select Committee on Government 
Contracts. [1J The Committee arose out of allegations that numerous government contracts granted in 

connection with the Union Army during the Civil War were entered into fraudulently. [2] During the Committee’s 
tenure, its work was the subject of media and political interest. [3] The Committee issued three reports after 
numerous hearings that demonstrated the truthfulness of the allegations. [4] As a result of this Committee’s 
work, the House passed the False Claims Act in 1863. [5] 

The False Claims Act remains an important tool in the government’s toolbox to investigate and deter fraudulent 
government contracting. Therefore, the work the Select Committee on Government Contracts did, in light of 
media attention and political rivalries, can provide a benchmark for other Select Committees today, such as the 
recent Select Committee on Benghazi. For my paper topic, I would like to evaluate the Select Committee on 
Government Contracts, comparing and contrasting where possible with recent Select Committees, in order to 
see what lessons can be learned for future committees that wish to make a lasting impact in the area they 
investigate.

ABC News' Rick Klein Reports: A watchdog group is launching an advertising campaign and filing an FEC complaint 
questioning the McCain campaign's ties to lobbyists, as Sen. John McCain and Sen. 

Barack Obama spar over each other's ties to special interests. 

The TV ad from Campaign Money Watch, set to run on Washington, D.C., broadcast and cable outlets starting Monday, 
focuses on McCain's role in the awarding of an Air Force contract that would eventually go to the French company Airbus 
instead of the American company Boeing. 

"Seven of McCain's staff and fundraisers lobbied for Airbus," the ad says. "And guess what? John McCain intervened, 
which helped Airbus get that Pentagon contract. Tell John McCain to kick those lobbyists off the Straight Talk Express." 

The group is also asking the Federal Election Commission to investigate two other public reports that touch on McCain's 
connections to lobbyists: That a lobbying company, the Loeffler Group LLP, made payments this year to McCain's 
national finance director, Susan Nelson; and that a company controlled in part by campaign manager Rick Davis sliced 
more than $100,000 off of McCain campaign's tab, when the campaign was starved for cash last year. 

While working for Loeffler, Nelson lobbied on behalf of Airbus. 

Newsweek reported last month that Nelson was rehired early this year as a consultant for the company, while on the 
McCain campaign's payroll. 

Campaign Money Watch alleges that the payments made by the Loeffler Group and the discount arranged by the 
company 3eDC could amount to illegal corporate contributions, according to an FEC complaint to be filed Monday. A copy 
of the group's letter to the FEC was provided to ABC News. 

"That both of these matters involve excess or illegal contributions from for-profit entities raises serious questions about 
the McCain campaign that must be answered," the complaint states. "Simply asserting, without evidence, that they have 
done nothing wrong does not, in our judgment, satisfactorily answer the serious possibility that federal election law has 
been violated on at least two separate occasions." 

The McCain campaign dismissed the allegations, calling them "baseless" 
and expressing confidence that the FEC complaint would be dismissed. 

On the Boeing-Airbus deal, McCain aides note that the senator did not directly intervene on Airbus' behalf, but rather 
encouraged the Air Force to level the playing field during the bidding process. 

"This is a joke," said McCain spokesman Brian Rogers. "John McCain's investigation of the bogus tanker deal saved 
taxpayers over $6 billion and exposed one of the biggest scandals in Pentagon history, for which executives and 
government officials went to jail. And now he's being attacked for fighting corruption and shaking up the status quo in 
Washington? It's absurd." 

Campaign Money Watch is a project of the Public Campaign Action Fund, a nonprofit organization that seeks to highlight 
politicians' ties to special interests. Officials said they would not disclose the size of their advertising buy.

STATEMENT 


I understand that many Americans have questions about the stories they hear on the news about emails and 
servers. As I said back in March, it clearly would’ve been better if I’d just used a government email account. 
Using a personal email account was a mistake, plain and simple. I am committed to doing everything I can to 
clear up any remaining confusion about this. That’s why I’ve asked the State Department to publish 55,000 
pages of my work emails. I’ve also repeatedly offered to answer questions before Congress and I look forward 
to doing so in October. 


I hope the State Department and other relevant authorities will sort out as quickly as possible which emails are 
appropriate to release to the public. In the meantime, my team has worked with the Department to ensure 
these files are stored in a safe and secure manner. To put to rest any on-going security questions from other 
agencies, I have directed my team to hand over my email server, as well as a thumb drive containing copies of 
all the emails already provided to the State Department. 


Going forward, I will continue doing my part for transparency and accountability. I’m also going to focus on 
what’s most important to everyday American families -- raising incomes, making college more affordable, and 
helping families get ahead and stay ahead. That’s why I’m running for President and that’s what I’ll be working 
on every single day.

Obama Returns, With Hopes for a 
Careful Look at the Refugee Debate 

By CARL HULSE 

Good Monday morning. Even with Congress out of town for the Thanksgiving 
holiday, the heated debate over refugees from Syria and Iraq continues to be a 
steady presence in Washington and on the trail. President Obama was on a trip 
to Asia during the back-and-forth and the Paris attacks that prompted it. But, on 
Monday, he comes home. 

Mr. Obama returns from 10 days overseas on Monday and will try to regain the 
political offensive on both the Syrian refugee question and his military strategy 
against the Islamic State. 

The president will have the Washington stage to himself with Congress out of town 
for Thanksgiving. Mr. Obama said on Sunday before leaving Malaysia that he hoped 
the interlude would provide an opportunity for the public to learn more about the 
stringent scrutiny that refugees from Syria and Iraq undergo before being allowed 
into the United States. 
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“My hope, though, is, is that now that we’ve got some time to catch our breath and 
take a look at this carefully, people understand that refugees who end up in the 
United States are the most vetted, scrutinized, thoroughly investigated individuals 
that ever arrive on American shores,” Mr. Obama told reporters. 

It was an eventful week for Mr. Obama during his time out of the country, with the 
Paris attacks followed by the rapid action in the House to put new standards in place 
for vetting refugees and by the terrorist attacks in Mali. He came under strong 
criticism by Republicans for his response to the violence in Paris and lost nearly 50 
Democrats in the House vote on the refugees. 

In his remarks on Sunday, he vowed that “we will destroy” the Islamic State and that 
“we will take back land that they are currently in,” even as he warned that 
discrimination and prejudice exhibited toward refugees would strengthen the 
terrorists while undermining national security. 

Mr. Obama will get a chance to again try to convince Americans that he has the right 
response to the bloody turmoil in the Middle East when he meets on Tuesday at the 
White House with President Francois Hollande of France, who is pushing for 
an aggressive international show of force against the Islamic State. Mr. Obama is 
then scheduled to repay the visit, traveling to Paris for climate talks early next 
week. 


What We’re Watching 

— Substance abuse, and the debate over mandatory minimums and other criminal 
justice issues related to the matter, have been components of several candidates’ 
policy proposals. Hillary Rodham Clinton, who proposed a $10 billion plan to 
fight the country’s drug epidemic, will be in Nevada on Monday and will visit a 
substance abuse center in Reno. 

— As a rise in heroin usage has fueled a large part of the country’s renewed focus on 
drug abuse, Senator John McCain of Arizona and state officials will hold a 
hearing on the issue in Phoenix. 

— Elsewhere on the trail, Senator Bernie Sanders of Vermont will be in 
Atlanta and will make a stop at the Martin Luther King Jr. Center for Nonviolent 
Social Change; Carly Fiorina and Senator Marco Rubio of Florida will each 
be in Iowa; Ben Carson will hold a rally in Nevada; Donald J. Trump will have a 
rally in Columbus, Ohio.

“ tangible evidence of the power of Palin’s endorsement in a Republican primary.” 

The memo is also tangible evidence of Kirk’s willingness to dramatically switch positions in order to gain political 
power. Last year, Kirk panned Sen. John McCain (R-AZ) selection of Palin as his running mate, telling the 
Chicago Tribune, “I would have picked someone different Asked about Palin’s qualifications for office, Kirk 
said, “Quite frankly, I don’t know 

However, it appears that Palin has rejected Kirk’s request for an endorsement. Recently, Kirk told 
ThinkProaress that he had been expecting her endorsement once she visited Chicago: 

TP: How about Sarah Palin? How close are you to getting her endorsement? 

KIRK: We sent a memo detailing the race, and she’ll be coming in to Chicago shortly.

However, Palin visited Chicago last week to tape an interview with Winfrey and made no mention of Kirk. 
Indeed, the Wall Street Journal noted that Kirk was “ unsuccessful ” in his bid for an endorsement, despite his 
detailed memo. 

Facing a competitive challenge from businessman Patrick Hughes in the Republican primary, Kirk is attempting 
to veer to the right. After voting in favor of cap-and-trade clean energy legislation during the summer, Kirk 
quickly changed his mind and told tea party activists that he would vote against the same bill in the Senate. 
Speaking to another assembly of conservative supporters in April, Kirk suggested that people should 
shoot Gov. Pat Quinn (D-IL) for raising taxes.

I’d like to get your advice on how our 180 members can be most effective in supporting the Clean Power Plan. 
We’ll have 30 or so of our members in DC for the DA Conference November 12 (when the Senate is out, 
regrettably) and a similar number in town Dec 2 for meetings with Senators. We’ve recently met with McCaskill 
and Casey, and will be doing more meetings with Senators and hopefully a few Governors post-election. Our 
message to them is to support the proposed regs and not do anything that would weaken them. 

It does seem increasingly likely that, no matter how strong or weak the final regs are, Presidential vetoes will be 
required to protect them. If that’s right, does that argue for making the final rules tougher: a) because a veto will 
be required regardless, so there is little added political cost from making them stronger; and b) If there is in the 
end a negotiation, and if the Prez feels he must give something, there would be something that could be traded 
away without going to the core of the big difference that the rules as proposed accomplish.

An O Imstead Challenge to WA State's 10% Across the Board Personal Care Hours 
Reduction 


The U.S. Supreme Court's landmark ruling in Olmstead v. L.C. , 527 U.S. 581 (1999), 
established that the unjustified institutional isolation of people with disabilities is a form of 
unlawful discrimination that violates the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) and 
Rehabilitation Act. That groundbreaking civil rights ruling has resulted in the 
deinstitutionalization of many thousands of individuals with disabilities, who now receive 
services in their homes instead of in nursing homes or other institutions as a result. 

But Olmstead may be in jeopardy. States facing legal pressure to continue funding for 
community based programs may seek U.S. Supreme Court review of lower court 
decisions applying the Olmstead decision. Such review could result in the dramatic 
undermining, or even the complete evisceration, of the Olmstead ruling and its attendant 
protections for people with disabilities. 

Specifically, in M.R. v. Dreyfus, Plaintiffs[l] brought an Olmstead suit challenging 
reductions to in-home personal care services for approximately 45,000 Medicaid 
recipients. The reductions, which were the result of a budget crisis facing Washington 
State, averaged 10%, with smaller percentage reductions for recipients with greater levels 
of disability and much larger percentage cuts for recipients who were identified as having 
fewer needs. 


The Plaintiffs sought a preliminary injunction on the ground that the 10% cut would 
violate the antidiscrimination provisions of the ADA and Rehabilitation Act by substantially 
increasing the risk that they would be institutionalized in order to receive care adequate 
to maintain their mental and physical health. The federal district court denied preliminary 
relief, but the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals reversed and granted a preliminary 
injunction for the twelve individual named plaintiffs. The Ninth Circuit rejected the 
argument that individuals with disabilities must be already institutionalized in order to 
invoke the protections of the ADA, and held that a "serious risk" of unnecessary 
institutionalization is enough to obtain injunctive relief. 

Washington state has indicated that it may seek U.S. Supreme Court review of this 
decision. In the lower courts, Washington argued that it would violate the U.S. 
Constitution for the ADA to prevent states from cutting services, even when those cuts 
will cause unnecessary institutionalization. But regardless of how narrowly or broadly 
Washington frames its challenge. Supreme Court review could put the Olmstead 
precedent in great jeopardy. In a number of recent cases, the Supreme Court has 
reached out to deliver far broader and more sweeping revisions of prior law than the 
parties actually sought or suggested, including reaching out to overturn or question 
major precedents. 

Olmstead itself was a divided decision, and might not come out the same way if it were in 
front of the current Supreme Court. Moreover, since Olmstead, the conservative 
Supreme Court majority has narrowed, and in some cases even struck down as 
unconstitutional, many important civil rights protections, including provisions of the 
ADA. In particular, the Court has been hostile to Congress' authority to impose 
obligations upon states - most recently as shown in the Supreme Court decision striking 
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down the Affordable Care Act's mandate that states receiving Medicaid funds expand 
Medicaid enrollment as part of national health care reform. 

This Supreme Court's hostility toward civil rights protections and friendliness to state 
challenges to federal authority do not bode well for how an 0 Imstead case would come 
out today. Washington's certiorari petition would thus put at risk the major 20th Century 
landmark disability rights decision. Washington should not seek Supreme Court review.

Reagan, Eisenhower, and Lincoln, as well as Mayor Giuliani, and "the 
American Soldier." The site was created by a Sacramento-based political 
consulting and advocacy firm which does work for Republican candidates, 
McNally Temple Associates, Inc. 

One of the partners in that firm, Raymond McNally, told The New York Sun 
last night that no solid funding was lined up for the so-called 527 group. 

"We wanted to get this up and running, have something for people to look at 
and kick the tires," Mr. McNally said. He said he was inspired to start the 
group after traveling to Iraq and Israel earlier this year. 

"I came back believing the election is about how we conduct ourselves 
internationally. There's a lot at stake because countries like Iran are 
sitting there and are not going to be happy until they incinerate Israel," 

Mr. McNally said. "It's not just domestic issues that will decide America's 
future." 

Neither the video nor the site mentions Mr. Obama or Mr. McCain. A 
disclaimer on the Web says that the group will not "advocate the defeat or 
election of any candidate." However, the language in the online video seems 
clearly intended to cut at the Democratic presidential nominee, Mr. Obama, 
while boosting Mr. McCain. 

Asked if the script should be understood that way, Mr. McNally said, "The 
bottom line, honestly, is people will interpret it as they will. This is the 
world the way we see it. We'll leave it to the viewers to walk away taking 
away what they will." 

The new organization could be particularly attractive to Republican donors, 
since Mr. McCain's campaign is relying on public funding and will likely be 
outspent several times by Mr. Obama, who is not. A link to contribute on the 
site was not active last night, but in an indication that the group may seek 
to keep its donors secret the site indicates that gifts are "not.... reportable 
under federal law." 

Mr. McNally supported Mr. Giuliani in the Republican primary, but the 
consultant said the new group has no tie to the former mayor despite touting 
him as a personification of courageous leadership. "We were looking around 
for people who are bona fide leaders. By anyone's means, Giuliani conducted 
himself in a strong and frankly heroic fashion after 9/1 1 . He steeled our 
nerves and reassured us," Mr. McNally said. 

"It is the purpose of the association to educate the public on the traits of 
leadership," Mr. Hiltachk wrote in the IRS filing registering the group 
under Section 527 of the tax code, which is reserved for political 
organizations. The lawyer did not return phone or e-mail messages last 
evening seeking comment for this article. 

If the group's purpose is solely educational, it could have registered under 
section 501(c)(3) of the tax code as a charity. In that event, donations 
would have been tax deductible. However, the 527 registration signifies a 
political purpose, even if the group claims not to be expressly supporting 
any political candidate. 

Mr. Hiltachk drew significant press attention last year for launching a 
drive for a referendum that would have reallocated California's electoral 
votes by Congressional district, effectively giving the Republican candidate 
about 20 of the state's 55 electoral votes instead of the zero the GOP 
candidate has gotten in recent elections under the winner-take-all system. 

The effort was attacked by Democrats as an underhanded attempt to fix the 
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election for the Republicans and in particular , as a proxy for Mr. 

Giuliani's campaign. 

Last September, Mr. Hiltachk resigned, citing his difficulty in getting full 
disclosure of funding for the electoral vote referendum. A New York hedge 
fund manager who supported Mr. Giuliani, Paul Singer, later disclosed that 
he had given $175,000 to collect signatures for the referendum. The drive 
was ultimately abandoned, at least for this year.

Clinton Seeks to Warm Up New Hampshire With 
New Energy Savings Plan 

A day after the close Iowa caucuses, she’s rolling out plans to boost 
efficiency in homes and buildings nationwide. 
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Hillary Clinton unveiled plans Tuesday to save energy in American homes and buildings, an 
initiative that her campaign said would save money for families in New Hampshire, where 
Clinton trails Bernie Sanders in most polls ahead of next week’s primary. 

The wide-ranging proposal would, according to Clinton’s campaign, cut annual energy costs 
for homes and businesses nationwide by over $70 billion, saving the average household about 
$600 per year. 

Many residents in the northeast— including New Hampshire— rely on costly heating oil and of- 
ten pay higher natural gas prices too. Clinton’s campaign estimates that the plan would save 
families in New Hampshire $900 annually. 

The plan sets an overall goal of cutting energy waste in homes, schools, businesses, hospitals, 
local government offices and other buildings by a third within 10 years. 

The plan includes grants for several state- and local-government energy efficiency initiatives 
aimed at homeowners and commercial buildings, drawing from the “Clean Energy Challenge” 
program that Clinton has previously announced. 

One portion would provide grants to phase out the use of heating oil and propane boilers and 
furnaces, and replace them with cleaner sources, which would also help shield consumers 
from oil price spikes, the plan states. 

Other grants would fund state and city efforts to: enhance building codes; help low-income 
households cut energy costs; streamline permitting and knock down other barriers to wider 
adoption of energy efficiency tools, such as programs that help consumers time their power 
usage to periods of lower demand and cheaper costs. That helps prevent the need for use of 
dirtier power plants during high demand. 

Another portion is aimed at providing energy consumers information that helps them con- 
serve, such as expanding the federal EnergyStar appliance labeling program. Clinton would 
also “extend” the Energy Department’s appliance and equipment efficiency standards. 

Her campaign called the efficiency platform a compliment to Clinton’s earlier proposals on 
expanding renewable electricity generation. “We also need to cut energy consumption, which 
will save families and businesses money and reduce the greenhouse gas emissions that drive 
climate change,” the new plan states. 

One promising avenue, the plan argues, is ensuring that energy efficiency is built into the 
home mortgage market. 

“Residential efficiency improvements, whether in new or existing homes, can significantly re- 
duce a household’s monthly energy bills, yet federal mortgage agencies do not take this into 
account in determining the value and affordability of home loans they underwrite. Clinton 
would fix this shortcoming, and work with companies like Zillow and Trulia to make expected 
energy cost information easily available to prospective buyers,” the plan states. 

Elsewhere, the plan seeks to cut energy use at local government buildings, schools, universities 
and hospitals via grants for retrofits and modernizing, and use of the “national infrastructure 
bank” that she has proposed (although proposals by Obama and others for such a bank have 
not been successful in Congress to date). 

The announcement comes a day after Clinton scored a razor-thin victory in the Iowa caucus 
and ahead of next Tuesday’s primary in New Hampshire. 
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The plan is the latest step in Clinton’s phased rollout of her environmental and energy plat- 
form. 

But Sanders has also emphasized energy efficiency and aid with home heating costs in the 
Senate, where he’s a member of the Energy and Natural Resources Committee, and in his own 
campaign platform. 

Sanders’ energy and climate plan notes his sponsorship of legislation to help provide loan 
financing for home efficiency upgrades, support for existing federal weatherization assistance 
and low-income home heating aid programs, and other efforts. 

Boosting efficiency is an important way to cut energy use and greenhouse gas emissions. And 
conservation generally enjoys more bipartisan support than Democratic efforts to restrict 
drilling and impose EPA carbon emissions mandates. 

Still, Clinton would need money from Congress for the “Clean Energy Challenge” program 
that would fund certain provisions of the plan, a campaign aide said.

"IT WON'T DO." That was our bottom line in 1984 when Rep. Geraldine Ferraro of New York, Democratic 
vice presidential candidate, balked at releasing her husband's income tax returns. Ms. Ferraro ultimately 
relented. It was our bottom line four years ago, when Teresa Heinz Kerry , wife of the Democratic nominee, 
refused to release her returns; Ms. Kerry relented as well. And it is just as apt now with regard to Cindy 
McCain 's tax returns. 


For a candidate who puts a premium on transparency and ethics, John McCain has been slow and grudging 
in releasing tax information. He did not commit to doing so until after he had secured the nomination, and then 
he disclosed only two years of taxes, far less than his Democratic rivals. Mr. McCain's wife, the heir to a liquor 
and beer distributorship, declined to release her returns, citing -- as Ms. Heinz Kerry did -- her children's 
privacy. Releasing tax information entails intrusion, but, as we wrote four years ago, presidential candidates 
and their spouses "relinquish a significant measure of privacy. Meanwhile, tax returns provide information not 
contained in financial disclosure forms, such as charitable contributions and the use of tax shelters." For Mrs. 
McCain to say, as she did on NBC 's "Today" show this week, that she would never release her tax returns, 
not even if she were to become first lady, is unacceptable. "This is a privacy issue," she said. "My husband is 
the candidate." 


The candidate should get his wife to reconsider. The last thing the country needs in a new 
president is more secrecy.

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Cindy McCain refuses to release her tax returns. This is not just a questionable political decision that 
threatens to haunt her husband's campaign for the next six months. It is also the wrong decision. Mrs. McCain 
needs to change her mind and release the returns as quickly as possible. How Republican John McCain, the 
presumptive presidential nominee who rightly fancies himself the king of transparency on Capitol Hill, and his 
campaign strategists can permit this open sore to fester is unimaginable. 

As the chairman of the Anheuser-Busch distributorship Hensley & Co., which her father founded, Mrs. McCain 
is an heiress whose income and assets will directly benefit from the tax policies espoused by her husband. Mr. 
McCain would also benefit. Taxpayers and voters are entitled to know how much these benefits will be. 

With a net worth estimated in the range of $100 million, Mrs. McCain would directly benefit from her husband's 
pledge to permanently extend the top income-tax rate of 35 percent (which was lowered from 39.6 percent in 
2001), the top capital gains tax rate of 15 percent (which was lowered from 20 percent in 2003) and the top 
dividend tax rate of 15 percent (which was lowered from 38.6 percent in 2003). Mr. McCain opposed those 
cuts in 2001 and 2003, but now wants to make them permanent. The McCains may also derive great benefit 
from his promise to completely eliminate the individual alternative minimum tax. Until she releases her tax 
returns, voters cannot know for certain. 

Moreover, during a crucial period of the Republican nomination contest — from last August (after Mr. 

McCain's campaign had collapsed financially) through February (when its remarkable political rebound 
effectively clinched the Republican nomination) — Mrs. McCain used accoutrements of her wealth to keep her 
husband's campaign literally "in the air," traveling from one campaign stop to another. 

Many of those photos you saw of Mr. McCain carrying his own luggage through airports during that seven- 
month period were snapped after he disembarked from the corporate jet owned by the company headed by 
his wife. According to an exhaustive analysis by the New York Times, Mr. McCain complied with federal law 
regarding the use of the plane. But he uncharacteristically exploited a massive loophole that the Federal 
Election Commission has been trying to close. That loophole allowed Mr. McCain to fly relatively inexpensively. 
The law, whose loophole specifically exempted aircraft owned by a candidate's family or by a company it 
controls, enabled the campaign to use that jet as a charter plane while paying much cheaper first-class fares 
and indulge in a subsidy. 

Mrs. McCain needs to end the "privacy" charade and release her tax returns.

Double standards are endemic in American journalism. But Cindy McCain, wife of the 
Republican presidential candidate, displayed poor taste in flaunting her family's special 
immunity from press scrutiny. Declaring on NBC's Today that she would "never" release her income tax 
returns even if she becomes first lady, the Arizona beer heiress showed no concern that she and her husband 
will have to meet the same tests as other would-be White House occupants — ever. 


Unfortunately, the arrogance of Mrs. McCain is probably well founded. 


While her personal net worth is estimated somewhere north of $50 million, she can surely rely upon the 
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discretion of right-wing media organizations and commentators, which so far have given her and her husband 
a free pass on the income tax question. In contrast to their unrelenting demands for absolutely complete 
disclosure by Bill and Hillary Clinton over alleged or suspected conflicts of interest, the so-called conservative 
media have remained mum about Mrs. McCain. 


That silence similarly contrasts with the hell raised four years ago over Teresa Heinz Kerry's reluctance to 
reveal her tax returns alongside those of her spouse, the Democratic presidential nominee and senator, John 
Kerry. Back then The Weekly Standard ran a smirking headline calling her Mr. Kerry's "sugar mommy" for a 
column that salivated over the "lavish lifestyle" and "vacation homes" to which her tax returns would draw 
attention. The Standard editors didn't even pretend to any substantive concern. They just wanted to play the 
politics of envy and elitism. 


But the National Review/ s editors cited weightier reasons for curiosity, including the very size of the Heinz 
Kerry holdings and the use of her money to finance her husband's presidential campaign, "at least in its 
bleaker moments," as well as the "potential ... for conflicts (or the perception of conflicts) of interest." So did 
The Wall Street Journal, in an editorial that said the Kerrys would be "the richest couple ever to live in the 
White House. . . . Their assets should be disclosed to the voters so that they can assess whether there are any 
potential conflicts of interest." The same editorial noted that since Senator Kerry was proposing to raise taxes 
on higher income brackets, "most people would probably like to know whether the Kerry household uses tax- 
avoidance techniques to avoid paying its 'fair share."' 


These partisan sleuths could scarcely contain their outrage when Mrs. Kerry, who had inherited the ketchup 
fortune of her late husband, John Heinz, cited the privacy of her children as an excuse to resist disclosure. 
"Privacy? Oh, come off it," scoffed the Review. "How can disclosure of any part of Mrs. Kerry's personal 1040 
relate to her children, all of whom are now in their thirties?" 


Now comes Mrs. McCain, whose case suspiciously resembles that of Mrs. Kerry. Although she and her 
straight-talking husband keep their finances separate for tax purposes, her company plane has been flying 
him and his entourage of lobbyists around the country at bargain rates, a particular boon during the many 
months when his campaign was out of cash. As for conflicts of interest, the patina of reform has long rubbed 
off of Senator McCain, whose penchant for using his office to assist donors with federal land swaps and other 
sweetheart deals should surprise no one paying close attention to his career. 


Is there further revealing information to be found in Mrs. McCain's tax returns? Nobody knows except Cindy, 
but the clues provided in her husband's returns would certainly tantalize those busybodies on the right, if only 
the McCains were Democrats. For instance, they appear to have used their charitable foundation, in part, to 
ensure that their children attended elite schools, by strategically donating very large sums to those institutions 
They also appear likely to have benefited very handsomely from the Bush tax cuts, which Senator McCain 
formerly opposed but whose extension he now supports in perpetuity. 


Yet Mrs. McCain is getting away with stonewalling on her taxes. "This is a privacy issue," she said, and 
nobody has responded with the mockery directed at Mrs. Kerry. (Imagine the gale-force media uproar if the 
Clintons had refused to release their returns because they claimed to be protecting Chelsea.) Indeed, the 
deputy editorial page editor of The Journal, who oversaw those august columns when they howled for 
disclosure from Mrs. Kerry in 2004, dismissed any concern over Mrs. McCain's tax returns as "a fairly marginal 
issue." 


The question that remains is whether other major media outlets — including newspapers, such as The 
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Washington Post , that have urged full disclosure from the Clintons and Kerrys — will challenge the McCains to 
live up to that same standard. So far, the record is not encouraging.

Who's Your Favorite Republican? 

Romney's Ratings Up; Palin Still Polarizing 

June 24, 2009 


Former Massachusetts governor Mitt Romney has seen his favorability 
ratings improve and now enjoys a positive balance of opinion among the 
general public: 40% rate him favorably, 28% unfavorably. This marks a 
reversal of opinion from February 2008, during the latter stages of the 
GOP primary campaign, when just 30% viewed him favorably and 44% 
expressed an unfavorable opinion. 

The latest national survey by the Pew Research Center for the People & 
the Press, conducted June 10-14 among 1,502 adults reached on 
landlines and cell phones, finds that impressions of Sarah Palin have not 
changed much since the presidential campaign. Palin continues to be a 
divisive figure among the general public, with about as many saying they 
have an unfavorable impression (44%) as a favorable view (45%) of the 
Alaska governor. 

Among Republicans, however, the 
balance of opinion about Palin is 
more positive than it is regarding 
Romney or two other leading GOP 
figures, Newt Gingrich and Michael 
Steele. More than seven-in-ten 
Republicans (73%) express a 
favorable opinion of Palin while just 
17% have an unfavorable opinion. 

Romney, Gingrich and especially 
Steele are less familiar figures -- 
among the public overall and Republicans -- than is Palin. While comparable percentages of Republicans rate 
Palin and the other Republicans unfavorably, far more view Palin favorably. And Palin continues to be 
overwhelmingly popular with key parts of the GOP base -- white evangelical Republicans (84% favorable) and 
conservative Republicans (80% favorable). 




Romney's Image Improves 


Since February 2008, shortly before he abandoned his race for the GOP presidential nomination, opinion of 
Romney has improved across most political and demographic groups, but the shift has been particularly 
pronounced among independents. In February 2008, just 29% of independents had a positive impression of 
Romney while 46% had a negative view. Today, that balance is reversed: 44% view Romney favorably and 25% 
unfavorably. 
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Positive opinions among both Democrats and Republicans have increased by eight points since early 2008. 
Among Republicans, Romney has made identical nine-point gains in favorability among conservative 
Republicans and moderate and liberal Republicans; currently, 61% of conservative Republicans and 52% of 
moderate and liberal members of the GOP express positive opinions of Romney. 


Romney's favorable ratings have not changed significantly among white non-Hispanic evangelical Republicans; 
54% have a favorable opinion now, compared with 52% in February 2008. Among all other Republicans, by 
contrast, positive opinions of Romney have increased by 1 1 points, while negative opinions have fallen 
considerably (from 31% to 16%). 

Sarah Palin Favorability 

Almost a year after capturing the attention of the political world as John McCain's running mate, Sarah Palin 
remains a broadly popular figure within the Republican Party, despite receiving mixed reviews from the public as 
a whole. 


Palin received her highest overall favorability rating of 50% in mid- ! 

September 2008, shortly after McCain named her as his vice-presidential 
running mate. At that time just 34% expressed an unfavorable opinion of 
the Alaska governor, while 16% offered no opinion. But her favorability 
slipped later in the campaign. In mid-October, more people expressed an 
unfavorable opinion of Palin (48%) than a favorable opinion (42%). Since 
the election, public views of Palin have shifted only slightly. 

Unlike Romney, Palin's ratings continue to be much better among 
conservative Republicans (80%) than among moderates and liberals in the 
party (62%). And while positive views of Palin have slipped among non- 
evangelical Republicans (from 77% to 67%), they remain overwhelmingly 
positive among white evangelical Republicans (84%, 85% last October). 

Notably, as was the case during the election, Palin is rated somewhat 
better by men than she is by women. About half of men (48%) say their 
overall opinion of Palin is favorable, while 40% say it is unfavorable. 

Among women, the picture is reversed: 48% offer an unfavorable view, 

41% a favorable one. This difference largely arises from gender differences in party affiliation. For instance, 
among Republicans, men and women express similar views of Palin (73% favorable). 

Palin receives a more favorable rating from those with a high school degree or less (48% favorable, 36% 
unfavorable) than she does from college graduates (41% favorable, 52% unfavorable). Regionally, she is 
somewhat better regarded in the South (49% favorable) than she is in the Northeast (39% favorable). 
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Newt Gingrich 


The public also is divided in its views of former Speaker of the House Newt 
Gingrich. More than a third (35%) express a favorable opinion of Gingrich, 
while 38% say they have an unfavorable view of him. More than a decade 
after resigning his House seat, Gingrich remains relatively well-known with 
most Americans (73%) able to offer an opinion of him. 

Opinion of Gingrich breaks along partisan lines, with the views of 
independents falling almost equidistant from those of Republicans and 
Democrats. A majority of Republicans (55%) rate Gingrich favorably, 22% 
rate him unfavorably. Democratic views are the reverse: 21% have a 
favorable opinion of Gingrich while 54% take a negative view. 

Independents are evenly divided (37% favorable, 38% unfavorable). 

As with other leading Republicans, Gingrich is rated higher by 
conservatives in his party than he is by Republican moderates and liberals. 

In addition, Gingrich is not as well-known among those younger than age 30 (44% no opinion) as he is among 
older Americans (22% no opinion among those ages 30 and older). 

Michael Steele: Not Widely Known 


Michael Steele's public profile is not as prominent as Palin's, Romney's or 
Gingrich's. However, the balance of opinion among those who offer an 
opinion of the Republican National Committee Chairman is generally 
favorable. About a quarter 23% have a favorable opinion of Steele, 14% 
express an unfavorable opinion and a 63%-majority cannot rate him. 

Positive views of Steele outnumber negative ones among both 
Republicans (28% to 14%) and independents (26% to 13%). Democrats 
who offer an opinion of Steele are evenly divided (19% favorable, 17% 
unfavorable). Among Republicans, Steele's two-to-one ratio of favorable to 
unfavorable ratings lags well behind the balance of positive-to-negative 
opinion for Palin, Romney and Gingrich. 

Notably, young people and African Americans are more familiar with Steele 
-- and express more favorable opinions of him -- than do older people and 
whites. Nearly half of those younger than age 30 express an opinion of 
Steele -- the highest percentage of any age group -- and the balance of opinion is more than two-to-one 
favorable (33% favorable, 15% unfavorable). Older age groups express more mixed opinions of Steele. 

The balance of opinion about Steele among blacks is also positive (33% favorable, 16% unfavorable). Among 
whites, 66% offer no opinion of Steele (compared with 51% of blacks), and just 20% have a favorable impression 
while 14% have an unfavorable one.

Looking back in the year 2015, a lot of focus was given to “Make in India” and the government 
has worked quite hard to fulfil some of the utopian requirements of the foreign investors. Later, 
down in this message, I have briefly touched upon the epic enactments on arbitration law 
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amendments and law on setting up the commercial courts. But in this maze of business focus, I 
must say the government has not lost sight of social improvement laws too. And I would like to 
deal with this aspect first. 

When Prime Minister Narendra Modi decided to spearhead the campaign to improve the child sex 
ratio by launching the BetiBachaoBetiPadhao scheme in January 2015, it seemed like the 
harbinger of better policies for women and children in the country. 

Towards the end of the year, the Rajya Sabha passed the juvenile justice bill, bringing down the 
age at which juvenile offenders could be tried as adults from 1 8 to 16 following the Nirbhaya 
case. While, these are some of the carrots to the social upliftment of the Indian Society, the recent 
UNDP report on Gender Inequality Index shows India still lagging behind war-torn Syria and Iraq 
and every South Asian neighbour barring Afghanistan. A lot still needs to be done in India yet. 

The Prime Minister has been stressing on steps to promote ease of doing business in India. End 
201 5 and the Parliament cleared two ordinances for speedy settlement of commercial disputes in 
the country, giving a fresh impetus to ease of doing business. 

The Union Cabinet, chaired by Prime Minister Narendra Modi, cleared ordinances to amend the 
Arbitration and Conciliation Act and bring into force the Commercial Courts, Commercial Division 
and Commercial Appellate Division of High Courts Bill, 201 5 [The Commercial Courts law (for 
short)]. For speedy settlement of commercial disputes, the Cabinet had in August cleared a bill to 
amend the Arbitration Act to fix a time line for arbitrators to resolve cases. The amendments to 
the law come amidst keenness of the government to attract the greater foreign investment. 
Certain foreign companies were said to be hesitant to do business in India because of the long- 
drawn litigations. Another amendment to the law puts a cap on the fee of an arbitrator. The 
arbitrator will now also have to spell out if there is a conflict of interest in a case he or she is 
taking up. The Commercial Courts law will also help in speedy disposal of business related 
litigations and offers a structure for justice delivered with 
alacrity. 

As in house counsel, we are also the keepers and safeguards of the transformation of law in 
business as well as society. What we need today is to innovate and drive legal upliftment in the 
society we live in, and not just merely be solution providers. We need to bring about excellence in 
legal execution while help transform businesses in 

which we work. We must set benchmarks in sunshine areas of legal knowledge sharing platforms 
and legal automation. 

I once again welcome all my friends and colleagues in the legal and business fraternity to yet 
another mega event The Grand Masters 201 6 and let us all come together to make it the most 
transforming event of the year 201 6 for legal eagles.

I met a grandmother in Keene whose daughter is addicted to heroin, in and out of treatment - often even on 
the streets. As a result, this grandmother is now taking care of her little grandson. And even though they love 
him so much, it’s a huge strain on their finances. And they’re so worried about their daughter. 


Here is the transcript from the event. 


QUESTION: All down the hallways were all our coat lockers. In there were all our little tables and chairs, and 
it made me feel so proud that I worked here that people were buying our products and utilizing them in another 
generation, where I remember going to church when I was four using products that were also made in here. 
They have some awfully old catalogues that (inaudible) one day. (Laughter.) I thought it was quite 
interesting, the little high chairs with the lambs on them. 


But it’s just so hard these days for - now I’m a grandmother. This little five-year-old lives with me, and I’m 
guardian - grandpa and I have guardianship of him because of all the growing drug problem in our area that 
my grandson’s mother can’t be quite so responsible. So we’ve picked it up and took over, but we also need to 
see more for substance abuse help in our area. There are very limited resources here. We would like to see 
something in that respect. Do you have any further ideas?

Subject: Update -- 1st Fed Rate Hike since 2006 


Mike & Co. -- 

It finally happened. This afternoon, Federal Reserve Chair Janet Yellen said the Fed would raise its benchmark 
interest rate target range to between 0.25 percent and 0.5 percent -- the first such increase by the Fed since 
June 2006. And there was no earthquake in the markets. In fact, markets rose after the announcement of a 
rate hike. The Dow and S&P 500 were up around 1 .5 percent by the end of Yellen's press conference; the 
yield on the 10-year Treasury note was up four basis points to 2.30 percent. 

Now what? If the rate hike marks the end of the Fed's historically long zero interest rate policy, what indicators 
will determine where the Fed might go from here? Below are some of the main factors the Fed will consider as it 
plots a new course in American monetary policy.

Fed Chair Janet Yellen has taken pains in recent weeks to stress that the Fed will be monitoring that data 
closely and may stop if there are signs that increases are damaging the economy and significantly slowing down 
hiring. “Even after the initial increase in the federal funds rate, monetary policy will remain accommodative,” 
Yellen told Congress this month. 

The rate hike was well-telegraphed to minimize economic volatility. The soft landing may also have another 
upshot: minimal political turbulence. 

That could keep voters from noticing that the Fed has ended the emergency policy born of the financial crisis 
and Great Recession that kept borrowing costs at historic lows. Rates for loans taken out to buy homes, cars, 
and other goods generally follow the Fed’s interest rates up. But with borrowing still so cheap, especially for 
mortgages, it is consumer industries will shoulder the effects of higher costs. After the November jobs report, 
the market largely “priced in” an assumed increase to interest rates for home loans. 

Savers may finally start to feel some relief after years of meager returns on investments in safe assets such as 
certificates of deposits and money market funds. Still, analysts cautioned that any improvement would likely be 
slow. Returns may not improve quickly enough from the perspective of those individuals who have already 
suffered through more than a half decade of historically low, and often inadequate, fixed income yields. . 

What will guide the Fed from here? 

Unemployment and Wages — One of the Fed's dual mandates is to maximize employment. The U.S. 
unemployment rate is at a seven-year low of 5 percent, with monthly hiring consistently solid. Strong jobs figures 
for November were seen as the final seal for a rate increase. Still, testifying to Congress the day before the 
November jobs report was released, Yellen stressed that Fed officials want to see economic growth fuel enough 
momentum to support additional gains in the job market. Investors will look to see if the Fed spells out what 
would constitute further gains in hiring to justify more rate increases in 2016. 

Some Democrats fret that wages are still slow to rise and that too many workers are not participating in the labor 
market or are being forced to take part-time jobs. The Senate Banking’s ranking Democrat, Sen. Sherrod 
Brown: “It's clear to me that our wages are still too flat, and I think raising interest rates is a mistake... I think 
they do have good intentions, certainly the chair does, but I'm hopeful they think a little more before making that 
decision." 

Inflation -- While the Fed has essentially achieved its employment goal, it hasn't met its other mandate: To 
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keep prices stable by maintaining an inflation target of 2 percent. The problem now isn't that prices are rising too 
fast. It's that they're rising too slowly. This is problematic because too-low inflation may signal underlying 
economic weakness. It can also cause consumers to delay purchases and make debt repayments more 
burdensome. The Fed's key inflation gauge has increased just 0.2 percent over the 12 months that ended in 
October. Testifying to Congress this month, Yellen suggested that inflation was being held back by shrunken 
energy prices and a higher-valued dollar, which reduces import prices. 

Yellen said she expected those effects to fade in 2016 as a stronger job market fuels faster pay raises. If that did 
occur, Yellen said it would suggest that inflation would rise toward the Fed's 2 percent goal. The government 
said Tuesday that a gauge of consumer prices that excludes volatile items like energy and food rose 2 percent 
for the 12 months that ended in November, a sign that Yellen's expectations for rising inflation might be starting 
to emerge in the data. Economists will monitor how much confidence the Fed signals about the likelihood of 
inflation going higher. Conversely, they will look for any word on how a persistently low inflation rate might affect 
the pace of future rate hikes. 

The Global Economy -- The Fed had been expected to start raising rates in September. But that was before 
China roiled global markets last summer with a surprise devaluation of its currency. The Fed chose to hold off 
on hiking rates. Minutes of the Fed's last two meetings show that the policymakers are monitoring overseas 
economic weakness and a higher-valued dollar, which has hurt American manufacturers by making their goods 
more expensive overseas. Investors will be parsing Yellen's words about global economic pressures. They'll also 
want to see whether she's concerned about problems that could result from a divergence in policy among 
central banks: once the Fed raises rates, it will be at odds with some of its counterparts, including the European 
Central Bank, which are trying to lower rates. 

Policy Consensus -- At one point, many economists thought a Fed hike in December might draw as many as 
three dissents in the statement the central bank will release when its meeting ends. Those dissents would 
presumably come from two board members — Lael Brainard and Daniel Tarullo — and Charles Evans, president 
of the Fed's Chicago regional bank. All three are considered "doves," who tend to be more concerned about 
unemployment than about potential inflation threats. But now, many economists think Yellen may achieve 
unanimity, with even the Fed doves backing a rate increase. She might be able to do so by accompanying a rate 
hike Wednesday with assurances that the pace of future moves would be modest and gradual and would occur 
only if the economy further improved. 

The Policy Tools Available -- Put simply, the optimal speed and trajectory of increases in the context of the 
data and conditions. How explicit has the Fed about the likely timing of future increases? Yellen is expected to 
keep the emphasis on a slow and incremental pace for additional hikes. She's rejected the possibility of 
returning to the formula the Fed used from 2004 to 2006, when it raised its target for the federal funds rate by a 
quarter-point at 17 consecutive meetings. Many economists think the Fed will raise rates only three or four times 
in 2016. Others think the Fed, if it raises rates Wednesday, might wait as late as June before raising them again.

The government’s current funding expires tonight at midnight so Congress will pass another short-term 
spending patch through December 22. Immediately thereafter, it will consider the sprawling, two thousand- 
page omnibus tax and spending package that leadership released at about 1 :30 a.m this morning following 
weeks of negotiations on Capitol Hill. 

Below is a look at some of more significant but less-noticed provisions the FY 2016 omnibus and more drill 
down on details of the tax extenders package. 

Later today will likely see at long last the Fed's liftoff from its zero interest rate policy. Details to follow.

OMNIBUS 


Here is the final disposition in the draft package of some significant provisions that have gone under the 
radar in the reporting: 

• Campaign Finance - Mitch McConnell pushed for language loosening federal restrictions on 
fundraising by political parties — a move meant to give parties more equal standing with independent 
“super PACs” that have the ability to raise unlimited amounts of money from private donors following the 
Supreme Court’s Citizens United decision. But Democrats and conservative Republicans joined together to 
oppose any loosening of party fundraising, one of the key provisions of the 2002 McCain-Feingold 
campaign finance reform bill, and the provision was not included in the spending deal. 

Included though was a GOP rider preventing the IRS from cracking down on the political activities of 501 
(c)(4) nonprofit groups, who are allowed to spend on the “promotion of social welfare” with much less 
disclosure than a campaign or political action committee. 

• Dodd-Frank - Democrats rejected all riders that would repeal or scale back the 2010 Dodd-Frank 
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Wall Street reform bill. Republicans wanted to block a proposed Department of Labor regulation that 
requires retirement investment advisers not to consider how much commission or what fees could be 
collected when advising clients. That rider was not included in the deal, nor was a widely discussed 
proposal to reduce the number of banks subject to stricter financial regulations as “systemically important” 
institutions. 

It does require OMB to submit a report to the Committees on Appropriations of the House of 
Representatives and the Senate on the costs of implementing the Dodd-Frank Wall Street Reform and 
Consumer Protection Act and may ban the SEC from requiring disclosure of political spending 

• First Responders -- Congress voted in 2010 to create a new federal health program for police 

officers, firefighters, construction workers and others who worked at Ground Zero in the immediate 
aftermath of 9/1 1 ; hundreds are suffering from cancer, respiratory illnesses and other maladies. The 

spending bill extends the health program until 2090 and adds another five years to a separate victims 
compensation fund, costing a total of $8 billion. 

• Extension of Riders -- Nearly all of the policy riders included in the 2014 cromnibus were carried 
over in the 2015 spending bill. Among the most watched policy areas addressed last year and carried over 
into 2016: 

• The bill still bans federal funding to perform most abortions and blocks the use of local and federal 
funding for abortions in the District of Columbia. Riders blocking the use of federal dollars for 
abortions for federal prisoners also remain in the bill. 


• The White House will still be barred from transferring terrorism detainees to the United States from the 
U.S. military base in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba 


EXTENDERS 


Below is a survey of how some of the major corporate and individual tax provisions fared in the extenders 
package (all did well; some did better than others): 

Research & Development - The bill includes Republican and corporate priorities such as making the 
research-and-development tax credit permanent for the first time since it was created in 1981 and expanding it 
so that some small companies that aren’t making profits can take the credit against payroll taxes. 

Small businesses would be able to write off as much as $500,000 in capital costs instead of the $25,000 they 
could deduct if Congress didn’t act, and those levels would be indexed for inflation. Banks such 
as Citigroup Inc. and Morgan Stanley would get to continue deferring U.S. taxes on their foreign income. 

Low-income Individual Breaks : Democrats, in turn, would win permanent extensions of some of President 
Obama’s priorities — expanded tax credits for low-income and middle-class families that are scheduled to lapse 
at the end of 2017, after he has left office. The child-tax credit, earned-income tax credit and a college-tuition 
credit would all get extended indefinitely at their current levels, though without the indexing to inflation some 
Democrats had sought. 

Cuts Made Permanent -- The following extenders would now graduate to permanent status: 

• An expanded Earned Income Tax Credit for low-income earners; 

• The Child Tax Credit for low and moderate income workers; 

• The American Opportunity Tax Credit to help students under age 40 pay college tuition and expenses; 

• Low income housing credits; 

• An expanded research and experimentation credit; 
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• Section 179 business expensing, which allows businesses to fully deduct the price of equipment and 
software investments; 

• State and local sales tax deduction; 

• Tax deductions for food inventory donated to food banks; 

• A deduction for land donated for conservation; and 

• A tax break for individuals to donate to charity from qualified retirement accounts. 


Five-Year Extensions - Some are now five-year rather than annual extensions: Republicans won an 
extension of bonus depreciation, which lets all companies deduct more than usual in the year they buy a capital 
asset. Breaks for hiring people from disadvantaged groups and investing in struggling communities would be 
extended through 2019. 

Democrats won five-year extensions of tax credits for wind and solar energy, including a change that lets solar 
projects qualify once they begin construction, instead of when they begin producing energy. Both the wind and 
solar credits would get phased out, though the details weren’t available in the tax bill and would be included in 
the spending bill.

House and Senate budget negotiators said tonight they are near final terms on text of legislation covering 
the FY 2016 budget, the extenders, and more. Before midnight, they hope they can release the draft bill, 
negotiated quietly but relentlessly for five days now, and proceed to votes on Thursday.

It is must-pass legislation par excellence. But the politics of the emerging "megabus" - the combined 
omnibus FY 2016 spending plan and the tax break extension package is paradoxical. Many in the GOP 
are reluctant to support the omnibus because it is the result of an earlier deal to increase spending over 
the next two years. House Democratic leaders, meanwhile, oppose the tax package because they argue it 
doesn’t do enough for lower-income workers and would make it more difficult to strike a tax reform 
agreement in the future by making breaks for businesses appear less expensive than those for middle- and 
low-income taxpayers. 

Rep. Tim Huelskamp, a member of the hard-line House Freedom Caucus, has already predicted that most 
Republicans would not support the omnibus spending bill. So it will take Democratic votes to pass, which is 
also why it took five days to work out. 

The product looks to be a thousand-page package of year-end legislation featuring: 

• The FY 2016 Budge t -- a $1 .1 trillion omnibus spending measure with plenty of policy proposals 

• The Tax Extenders Package - a tax measure including about $750 billion in tax breaks for 
businesses and low-income individuals. 

ACA/Cadillac Tax -- There is tentative agreement to alter major provisions of the Affordable Care 
Act, delaying a planned tax on high-cost health insurance plans 

Medical Device T ax - Under the tentative agreement, the device tax, which took effect in 2013, 
would be suspended in 2016 and 2017, 

US Crude Export Ban -- It would lift the 40-year ban on crude oil exports from the United States. In 
exchange, Republicans agreed to extend a series of expired or expiring renewable energy tax breaks. 
Both the wind production tax credit and the solar investment tax credit won five-year extensions in the 
tax and spending packag 

The Extenders -- The emerging agreement would permanently extend a popular business tax credit 
for research, one of many tax breaks that have been repeatedly renewed on a temporary basis. It 
would also continue a tax deduction for teachers who spend their own money for books, supplies and 
computer equipment used in the classroom, and a separate deduction for state and local sales taxes. 

The deal would permanently extend several tax provisions and reauthorize dozens more retroactively 
for one year and then extend them through 2016, setting up another tax debate at the end of next 
year. 


Zadroaa Coda - The bill would include the reauthorization and expansion of aid for emergency 
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workers suffering from ailments related to the Sept. 1 1 , 2001 , terrorist attacks in New York City to the 
tune of $4.6 billion for a victims compensation fund and an extension of health benefits through 2090, 
essentially making the program permanent. 

Loose End Outstanding -- Democrats are still pressing for money for ocean conservation in 
exchange for agreement to lift the ban on crude oil exports.

Mike & Co. -- 

Congressional negotiators appear near a bipartisan deal on a year-end spending and tax package 
tonight that would increase domestic and military funding, lift the ban on crude oil exports and extend 
several tax breaks for businesses and individuals. 

The omnibus negotiations have been going on around the clock almost without pause since Friday 
but every passing hour makes it less likely that an agreement can be reached in time for 
the Wednesday midnight deadline Congress has given itself to enact a budget for FY 2016. 

The difficulty of the omnibus talks may result in a more modest final package. The tax extenders 
piece may be severed from the omnibus, left to sink or swim on its own. And the length of the 
extensions themselves may be cut back in many cases from permanent to five years or from five to 
two years to broaden support. 

Meanwhile, the markets are bracing themselves for the now universally expected increase in interest 
rates at the FOMC meetings this week. Closer to home, the date of adjournment on the Hill is still 
unknown 11 days before Christmas. 

Below is a drill-down on the budget discussions, the main stumbling blocks, and the most likely 
outcomes.

You missed nothing if you heard nothing over weekend. So, to rehash the certainties at this point in 
the budget and tax discussions: 


• Total discretionary spending under the budget ultimately released and adopted will cost $1.1 trillion -- 
the proposed spending figures are not in dispute. 

• There are dozens of policy riders that lawmakers from both sides are working through. 

• Talks are "notably fluid" and remarkably secretive -- nobody quite knows what the final product will look 
like or when it will be released. 

• The Democrats appear ready to give in on lifting the crude oil export ban if Republicans respond with 
their own concessions. 


If a deal cannot be reached and the Senate's procedural hurdles overcome before Wednesday's deadline — 
even if the legislation is introduced as early as tomorrow -- it could force Congress to pass a second short-term 
funding extension. Speaker Ryan has pledged he’ll abide by the GOP’s three-day rule to give lawmakers 
enough time to read the massive bill. And if the bill isn’t introduced until tomorrow, the House vote will be 
delayed to Thursday, forcing Congress to pass yet another short-term funding extension. 

The holdup is the omnibus riders, which span a range of issues, from Wall Street reform and environmental 
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policy to labor regulations and a Republican bill to halt the Syrian refugee program and to ensure tougher 
screenings. 

The protracted omnibus negotiations have forced a decoupling of that bill from the similarly unfinished tax 
extenders package. Unifying the parallel discussions of the bills last week slowed progress on both of them. 

It is now a parallel battle over a separate legislative package extending a long list of tax breaks for both 
businesses and families. After a series of short-term extensions, many in both parties want to make many of 
those permanent. But House Democrats say the package has grown unwieldy and tilts too heavily in favor of 
corporations at the expense of individuals and federal revenues. 

This despite the fact there is general agreement on the basics of the tax bill. Parts of the Earned Income Tax 
Credit, Child Tax Credit and American Opportunity Tax Credit that are set to expire at the end of 2017 would be 
permanently extended. So would a popular credit for corporate research programs, expanded investment write- 
offs for small businesses and a deduction for state and local sales taxes, along with some other smaller 
provisions. The rest of the 50-odd extenders would be revived for either two or five years, though which tax 
breaks would get a shorter or longer life is still to be determined. 

The Democrats' push to index the child tax credit to inflation, at a cost of more than $70 billion, had been turned 
away by the GOP leadership. 

And the Democrats appear ready to accept a major policy change by allowing an end to the current ban on 
crude oil exports, long sought by the petroleum industry and the GOP. The language lifting the 40-year ban on 
crude oil exports could still end up either in the omnibus or the extender package. But the Democrats’ 
compromise won’t come without concessions, still to be determined. Some Democrats want extensions of 
renewable energy tax breaks in exchange for loosening a ban on oil exports. 

Sen. Durbin said Thursday he thought it would be reasonable to expand the renewable credits or scale back 
breaks that oil producers get already if the export ban is lifted. “There is strong feeling that something that’s 
worth up to $200 billion to the oil industry ought to be of some value to the rest of America too." 

Those leading the talks have appeared relaxed as they head to the finish line. Ryan and his kids, for instance, 
were spotted at Lambeau Field on Sunday for the Green Bay Packers-Dallas game.

The annual session-end crunch is on in Congress, with several big-ticket items under negotiation. As 
predictable as this yearly jam is, the outcomes are not at this stage. Congress is searching for just the right 
mix of provisions and bills until a permutation that can guarantee passage is found. Until then, the 
negotiators continue to try combinations of the puzzle pieces. 

To appreciate how few people have a grip on the current state of the overall negotiations at any given time, 
Sen. Klobuchar tracked down an out-of-breath Chuck Schumer at the Senate gym to get an update to report 
to a DSCC breakfast today. 

The most important pieces are the 40-plus omnibus riders -- substantive policy provisions, as opposed to 
appropriation amounts -- and the 50-plus extenders currently in play. Given the interest expressed in the key 
riders on the block, I itemize those below and give a snapshot of where the discussions stand. 

NB: the negotiations will not include Senate Banking Chair Shelby's comprehensive financial regulatory bill. 

He has not put up the white flag, but members and staffers are all saying that Shelby 2.0 is dead both as a 
standalone and as an omnibus rider.

FY 2016 negotiations are continuing into the night tonight and only one thing is certain. We will certainly see 
a OR passed and signed tomorrow . giving negotiators until next Wednesday the 16th -- otherwise the 
government shuts at midnight Friday It is possible, though unlikely, that we will see a draft omnibus or 
extenders package, or both. Either way, it will be a working weekend for the negotiators. 

When Congress is under pressure to pass several big-ticket items in a short period of time, it tries to 
determine if it can buy more time. Speaker Ryan made it clear-- no adjournment until a full-year FY 2016 
budget deal is done, no CR extending tables into January, as some in the House Freedom Caucus had been 
seeking. No shutdown. Senate Majority Leader McConnell has long held this position. 

With as little time as Congress has to pass a budget, the negotiators start by identifying the non-starter 
provisions on the table. These are "ideological" or "poison pill" omnibus riders. An example would be 
anything the president has promised to veto. None of the tax extenders are seen as non-negotiable. 

So the negotiators -- Congressional leadership, the Chairs of key committees such as appropriations, staff, 
and members of the administration - then buy off the non-negotiable items from their advocates with 
acceptable alternatives until the none of the bill's provisions would deprive it of a majority. 

The important remaining provisions are then paired off-- with D and R provisions matched on the basis or 
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priority to the proponents and votes it might sway if included in final passage. 

So which are the biggest pieces still on the board right now and where do they stand on it? 

Democratic priorities : 

• Expanding EITC and the Child Tax Credit 

• Adding new college tax credit 

• Extending 9/1 1 first responder health benefits 

Republican priorities : 

• Blocking the DOL Fiduciary Rule 

• Defunding sanctuary cities 

• Overturning President Obama's immigration executive orders 

• Overturning EPA greenhouse emissions regulations 

• Regulating inland waterways 

• Easing campaign finance restrictions (pushed by McConnell) 

Other kev items still in the mix : 

• Lifting the ban on U.S. oil exports 

• Reforming Visa waiver policy 

Off the table : 

• Defunding Planned Parenthood 

• Shelby 2.0, per the above 

• Indexation of the Child Tax Credit 

• Blocking refugee resettlement from Syria or Iraq 

• a very long-shot attempt to move an online sales tax compromise 

The Democrats have a tacit advantage in the negotiations. Almost everyone believes that a shutdown would 
be particularly costly to the GOP, so the Republicans need to keep their Democratic counterparts at the table. 


Furthermore, Speaker Ryan may need a substantial number of Democratic votes to get a budget passed in 
the House. The budget on which the bill will be modeled passed, 178 Democrats supporting it, with only 79 
GOP votes. 

The extenders package, which is much simpler and smaller than the omnibus (at most $700 billion over ten 
years vs. $1.1 trillion to be spent before September 30 ), might well be completed before the omnibus and 

therefore could be combined with it.

Most of the activity on Capital Hill this week is focused on the FY 2016 budget, but it has become so 
rider-ridden that few expect it to be competed by the Friday deadline for passage. Instead it is 
becoming likely that Congress will adopt a short-term continuing resolution that will push votes on (some 
number of) riders and final passage into next week. 

Meanwhile, Congress leaders are quietly putting the finishing touches on a customs enforcement 
measure, a key part of Obama's trade agenda. They're aiming to finish the measure this week and 
send it over to the White House, but top Democrats aren't sold yet. 

Sander Levin, Ways and Means' ranking member, said he isn't "optimistic that this committee will report 
the measure which reauthorizes the U.S. Customs and Border Protection agency, streamlines trade 
rules that aim to keep importers from skirting U.S. antidumping and countervailing duties, adds new 
protections for intellectual property rights and provides more tools to identify and address currency 
manipulation. 

The impetus behind the bill, per top Senate Finance Committee Democrat Sen. Ron] Wyden: "Too 
often, companies sneak counterfeit goods past our borders. Foreign governments spy on our 
businesses and enforcers. They bully our firms into relocating jobs and turning over intellectual 
property."

Senior Senate Finance and House Ways and Means staff were at the negotiating table much of 
this weekend, working on a growing tax extenders-plus package now rumored to cost in the $700- 
800 billion over ten-year ballpark. The package began with the Senate Finance bill reported in 
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July extending or making permanent the 50-odd tax breaks known as collectively as the 
"extenders." Late in the fall, once the GOP accepted the expansions to the EITC and child 
tax credit (CTC) included in the 2012 year-end fiscal cliff bill but due to expire in 2018, and credit 
for four-year college costs -- pushed by Senate Democrats and the administration -- and other key 
items were added, lending the package increasing legislative momentum. 

The bill now also delays implementation of the "Cadillac" plan tax in the ACA from 2018 to 2020. 

Before these trimmings, the extenders package had languished on the Senate sidelines for 
months. But the above inducements, combined with a tacit agreement that the package had 
grown beyond the constraints of PAYGO, mean it could end up being biggest tax deal since the 
Bush tax cuts were capped in 2012. 

The GOP appears to have signed off on a deal for the EITC and the CTC expansions. These can 
be made permanent, but "improper payments" to fraudulent claimants must be addressed, without 
addressing ways to reduce problems with the payments. Finance and Ways and Means staffers 
are working on an integrity proposal short of requiring a Social Security Number or an in-person 
Taxpayer Identification Number. And Democrats may yet give on a GOP tax priority of 
longstanding - a delay for a 2.3 percent tax on medical device manufacturers. Also still on the 
block: indexing the CTC for inflation and, if PAYGO is applied, a provision closing the carried 
interest loophole. 

The emerging package is taking so long to because it is not an just an across the board effort to 
extend or make permanent all of the 52 tax breaks. The latest versions have the bonus 
depreciation phasing out over the next four years, 201 6-2019, and the Subpart F exemption for 
active financing and CFC look-through is extended for two years through 2016. The wind 
production tax credit may be phased out in 2019 starting next year. The solar credit's fate has yet 
to be determined, but it's on life support. 

But such an extender bill is not yet a done deal. Some poison pill items are in the mix. Some 
Republicans want to bar undocumented immigrants from receiving refundable credits — a non- 
starter for Democrats. Unions and most Republicans want to repeal the Cadillac T ax on high-cost 
employer sponsored health plans and other lawmakers want to dump the ACA tax on medical 
devices. The White House may choke on some of those provisions. 

Other than that, the only obstacle to the bill may be its own size. The eye-popping numbers are 
raising the ire of Democrats who spent much of this year debating mandatory spending cuts to 
offset the cost of raising the spending caps set by the 201 1 Budget Control Act. 

Sen. McCaskill: “I’m going to have trouble supporting any extenders package. I think it’s too big 
and there are way to many goodies being given out to special interests. How are we ever going to 
get tax reform if we keep giving out goodies at Christmas?” Sen. Carper: “We’re running a $400 
billion budget deficit that’s expected to rise in the next half dozen years back to a trillion dollars. 
When we’re talking about an extenders tax package that is not paid for, small is better." A Pelosi 
aide said Friday, “The initial package is too big in the leader’s view.” 

Drilling down on the points of contention to be resolved before a deal can be announced: 

The Cadillac tax -- Both parties are interested in including language to repeal or delay of 
ObamaCare’s “Cadillac” tax on high-cost insurance plans in the extenders package. The Senate 
on Thursday passed an amendment to repeal the tax by a vote of 90-10. But the amendment was 
included in a bill that will be vetoed because it would repeal ObamaCare. The administration 
supports the Cadillac tax, which is currently slated to take effect in 2018, because it raises 
revenue and is an incentive to lower healthcare costs. The Congressional Budget Office 
estimated that a repeal of the Cadillac tax would cost about $93 billion in lost revenue. 

EITC -- Speaker Ryan and President Obama have propose to change the EITC provision in 
almost exactly the same way. They would phase in the credit more quickly as a worker’s earnings 
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rise, raise the maximum credit to about $1 ,000, and lower the eligibility age from 25 to 21 . These 
changes would make a big difference. Currently, a childless worker with poverty-level wages 
receives an EITC of $172, not nearly enough to offset the $1 ,188 he or she owes in income tax 
and the employee share of payroll taxes. The Ryan/Obama proposals would give that worker an 
$841 EITC, a major step towards lifting the worker back to the poverty line. 

Energy : The deal could extend the Wind Production Tax Credit and the Solar Investment Tax 
Credit for five years with a phase out. But the GOP wants to let the credits phase out as 
scheduled. The wind credit expired at the end of 2014, and the solar credit is set to expire in 
2016. There is also some interest in using the tax extenders package as the vehicle for lifting the 
ban on crude oil exports. Some lawmakers want to an end to the ban included in the bill in 
exchange for extending the renewable energy credits. Kevin Brady, Ways and Means Chair, said 
that Congress is looking at several possible vehicles for achieving that and said he favors lifting 
the ban. 

The price tag -- The sheer size of the deal, which could cost upwards of $700 to $800 billion 
over a decade, is a major a concern to fiscal hawks. These are dollar figures reminiscent of the 
stimulus. If it is tarred as such, it could lose moderates like McCaskill and Carper. Even 
Elizabeth Warren has taken issue with the fact that the bill wouldn’t be paid for. But the prevailing 
reasoning follows these lines. Rep. Charles Boustany, Chair of the House Ways and Means 
Committee’s tax-policy subcommittee: “We’re not going to raise taxes now at this point to give tax 
breaks in other areas." Kevin Brady: "We shouldn't have to pay for returning people's hard- 
earned money to them. People are just pulling these numbers out of the air. I’m convinced if 
there’s a package, it will be much more focused than what we’re seeing floating around." 

Length of Extension : The deal under consideration would make some expired breaks 
permanent, extend some for five years, and extend the rest for two years. Exactly which 
provisions end up in which bucket appears to be somewhat settled but may not be completely 
final. Aside from the tax credits benefiting families, the list of provisions that would be cemented 
include many of the business and other tax breaks that the House and the Ways and Means 
Committee voted to make permanent earlier this year.

Export-Import Bank Renewal 

“The Export-Import Bank is one of the best tools we have to help businesses of all sizes in 
Ohio and across our country grow, create jobs, and compete in the global economy. 
Renewing the Ex-lm Bank will ensure that American businesses aren’t put at a disadvantage 
to our foreign competitors." 

Buy America Provisions 

Brown pushed for a provision that would increase the amount of American-made steel and 
other components that will go into buses and subway cars. The bill requires transit rolling 
stock (buses and rail cars) to include 70 percent domestic content, such as steel, by 2020, 
up from 60 percent under current law. 

Regulatory Relief for Community Banks and Credit Unions 

The transportation bill "provides the kind of targeted relief for community banks and credit 
unions that Democrats and Republicans agree is long overdue. It will help America’s smallest 
financial institutions be more efficient, cut some of their administrative costs, and still protect 
consumers.” 

Key provisions: 

• Boosting the number of small banks that could be eligible for Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation examinations on an 18-month cycle, instead of an annual cycle. 
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• Eliminating the requirement that financial institutions send annual privacy notices to their 
customers, if their privacy policy hasn't changed. 

• Allowing privately insured credit unions to be eligible for membership in the Federal Home 
Loan Bank (FHLB) system and receive FHLB funding.

The holiday season ends December 16, apparently. On that day, almost all now agree, 
the seven-year national zero-interest rate season will end. It is as baked in as the sun 
in the morning -- barring calamity in the November jobs report, of course. 

All year long Senate Banking Chair Shelby has insisted his Dodd-Frank deregulation 
bill is just community bank relief and a few stocking stuffers. Now that we are in the 
stretch run to Christmas, is anyone buying it? More below.

If four moderate Senate Banking Democrats meet repeatedly to discuss which 
provisions in the Chair's bill they can sign onto and pass but neither the Chair nor the 
Ranking Member is involved in the discussions, does the bill exist and if so, will it pass? 

Answer: yes and no. In a sleight of hand move, veteran Banking Chair Shelby has 
steered his bill away from his Committee, which can only reach the floor from there if it 
is modified. He's also senior on Approps. and that's where it's hiding. In July, Shelby 
succeeded in attaching his original bill to an appropriations proposal approved in a 
partisan committee vote. 

Though the current discussions are happening as Congress gears up to pass 
legislation before December 1 1 that would fund the government and avert a shutdown, 
Democratic leaders have steadfastly opposed policy riders in spending measures, 
particularly if they walk back regulations in the 2010 Dodd-Frank regulatory law. 

House and Senate Republicans first proposed enabling regulators including the FSOC 
to pick which regional banks would be subject to the so-called enhanced prudential 
standards, replacing a fixed $50 billion asset trigger in place today. Senate Banking 
Democrats have pushed back on including FSOC in the process, and some appear 
more amenable to raising the threshold to a higher number, according to sources 
following the issue, who said $250 billion is a possibility. 

“The best I can say right now is that all of that is in play,” Sen. Crapo said yesterday. 

He confirmed discussion of a tiering approach -- giving regional banks below $500 
billion an opportunity to escape the tougher rules. 

Fed Chair Janet Yellen told a House panel last month she would only support a "very 
modest increase" in the $50 billion asset trigger. Treasury Secretary Jack Lew has 
said "even $150 billion, $200 billion institutions are large" and that "we have to be 
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careful not to get into a conversation where we start rolling back some of the core 
protections that have made our system safer and sounder.” 

Sen. Tester was central in the group of Committee Democrats and occasional 
Republicans who kept talks going after a partisan vote on Shelby's original proposal in 
May. But said he was not pushing for changes to the way the FSOC designates 
nonbanks as "systemically important," as proposed by Shelby in his bill. 

Where do things stand today? 

Tester: "The deal is far from complete. At this point in time, I don't know that it's going 
to happen." 

Sen. Donnelly, another member of the group: "I remain optimistic, but it is clear to me 
that this package is not ready for inclusion in the omnibus spending bill." 

Ranking Member Sherrod Brown: Democrats are "not negotiating any of the stuff 
Shelby really wants." 

Shelby has tried to include his bill in an upcoming government funding agreement, but 
Brown knows the battle has moved forums. Still, he says he is "confident" that Senate 
Appropriations ranking member Barbara Mikulski will "hold the line on Wall Street 
overreach." 

In fact, Brown implied he'd outfoxed the Chair, saying "big parts" of what he was 
advocating for in a package to help community banks in May was tucked in a 
transportation bill headed for the president's desk in the coming days.

The House will vote later today on a $253 billion, five-year reauthorization of 
the Highway Trust Fund, which expires tomorrow. The bill provides $205 billion 
in highway spending and $48 billion in transit projects over the next five years 
and is the first long-term highway bill in ten years. The bill also reopens the 
shuttered Export-Import Bank until 2019. 

The Senate is expected to follow suit quickly. Said the White House: "We would 
actually view this legislation as a step in the right direction, but only a first step 
because we believe that there are more infrastructure projects that are worthy of 
funding that would create jobs in the short-term and lay a long-term foundation for 
our ongoing economic strength over the long-term." Obama proposed a six- 
year, $478 billion highway bill earlier this year. 

The Fixing America’s Surface Transportation Act, or the FAST Act formally 
reauthorizes the collection of the unindexed 18.4 cents per gallon gas tax that is 
used to pay for transportation projects and includes $70 billion in pay-fors to 
close a $16 billion deficit in annual transportation funding that has developed as 
U.S. cars have become more fuel-efficient. 

The federal government typically spends about $50 billion per year on 
transportation projects; the gas tax only brings in $34 billion annually. Spending 
from the Fund has outpaced dwindling gas tax receipts for several years, 
resulting in the average annual shortfall of about $16 billion. Congress has been 
struggling for years to come up with ways to pay for a long-term transportation 
funding extension without raising taxes 

In a surprise, the Fed gets dinged for a chunk of the rest of the check this time. 
The two biggest offsets: 1) capping the Fed's surplus account at $10 billion and 
sweep the rest to Treasury, and; 2) reducing the dividend rate for capital that 
banks with more than $10 billion of assets in the Federal Reserve system. 

Several conferees said they begrudgingly swallowed many of the pay-fors, 
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including a plan to dig into the Federal Reserve's pockets and a separate idea to 
funnel revenue from a customs fee levied on airline and cruise passengers to the 
Fund. House Ways and Means Chair Kevin Brady said he opposed using 
revenue from the customs fees but ultimately signed off the conference report. 

The offsets also include changes to passport rules for applicants delinquent on 
taxes. Other mechanisms include contracting out some tax collection services to 
private companies — over the objection of unions that represent federal IRS 
workers. These and the other major offsets are detailed below. 

• FRB Dividend -- effective January 1 , the dividend paid to big banks will drop 
from 6 percent to the latest high yield on 10-year Treasurys (currently around 
2.15 percent, higher than the originally proposed 1 .5 percent ), but no higher 
than 6 . That is, banks would retain the lesser percent of the 6 percent and the 
10-year Treasury rate. Banks with assets under $10 billion would be exempted 
from the rate cut; the $10 billion cutoff would be indexed to inflation. 

Fed Chair Janet Yellen opposed the provision but not vociferously and the House 
in its own bill had replaced the provision with a permanent liquidation of a surplus 
fund the Fed keeps as a cushion against losses. 

The conferees did agree to shield banks with less than $10 billion in assets from 
the dividend reduction. Banks above the asset threshold would likely receive a 
smaller dividend linked to the yield of a 10-year Treasury note. 

Originally adopted in the Senate as a cut in the dividend to 1 .5 percent this 
summer but removed by the House, it is back in this modified version in the final 
deal. But the Treasury yield is rarely below 2 percent and could rise when the 
Fed raises interest rates so losses to banks will be marginal compared to the 6 to 
1 .5 percent cut first floated in July. 

*. Rainy Day Fund — A trim off a reserve fund held by the Fed capping the Fed's 
surplus account at $10 billion and transferring the rest to the Treasury to finance 
the Fund. Conferees agreed to let the central bank keep up to $10 billion in its 
surplus fund and send the rest to the Treasury. That fund today is around $29 
billion. The Fed has argued that the budget maneuver threatens its 
independence. Congress has tapped the Fund in the past but not to this extent. 

*. SPR Sales - Sale of 66 million barrels of crude oil from the Strategic Petroleum 
Reserve and tax compliance measures. Sales of 16 million in FY23, 25 mil in 
FY24, and 25 mil. in FY25. 

• GSE Fees - Extension of GSE guarantee fees from October 1 , 2021 to 
October 1 , 2025. 

• Automatic Extension - Repeal of the 3!4 month automatic extension for filing 
returns of employee benefit plans, Form 5500. 

• Debt Collection -- Authorization for the IRS to hire private debt collectors and to 
revoke passports of those with more than $50,000 of seriously delinquent debt. 
Efforts to use private collection agencies to collect federal taxes were scuttled 
twice in the past 20 years -- both times revenue fell. 

• Indexation -- Inflation adjustment of certain customs fees. 

With this latest bill, Congress once again looks the other way on the issue, 
meaning lawmakers will be back to square one on the funding shortfall in just a 
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few years. 

The conference expanded a suite of regulatory changes that went beyond some 
that the House passed in its draft of the highway bill. The changes target a range 
of issues from a key CFPB rule to legal barriers getting in the way of derivatives 
reporting. 

It would extend legal protections to lenders on mortgages with ballooning 
payments made in rural or underserved areas even if the lender does not 
predominately operate there. This would expand the amount of loans that would 
be considered "qualified mortgages" and thus meet the CFPB's ability-to-repay 
requirements that went into effect last year. The bill would also force the CFPB to 
accept petition requests to designate certain areas as rural or underserved that 
the bureau hasn't designated already -- one of the community banking sector’s 
top priorities. 

By the way, there is a coda on the Zadroga bill here. Sen. Boxer, confirming 
that the Zadroga provisions for 9/1 1 first responders were ultimately not included 
called it "really a big disappointment that that didn't get added at the end. I think 
we should have done it, but you know what? It's a negotiation. I didn't get 
everything I wanted." 

All but three Democratic conferees signed the report. Sen. Schumer didn't 
because the Zadroga bill was left out. Sens. Sherrod Brown and Ron Wyden 
didn't agree to the deal either for unrelated reasons.

Hi again -- hope everyone got a little downtime and home time during the 
Thanksgiving break. 

Congress is back in now for the home stretch to year-end adjournment, for 
which no target date has been set. The first deadline it faces is passing a 
long-term infrastructure bill after approving yet another short-term funding 
patch before leaving for Thanksgiving. That patch expires this Friday, 
December 4. 

Signs are good that conferees will approve a three-year package - 
that would make it the first transportation funding legislation to pass that 
lasts longer than two years since 2005. Ex-lm reauthorization is still in the 
mix. More on this in the coming days. 

Signs are indicating less certainty regarding the outcome yet of the 
negotiators on staff who worked nearly round the clock in a basement 
conference room over break on the FY 2016 budget. The reason rests with 
the many riders already attached -- Shelby 2.0, in toto, among them -- and 
others under consideration. A brief overview of the GOP's highest priority 
and the most policy-significant riders currently under discussion follows.

The budget deal that was John Boehner's swan song last month increased 
the overall discretionary spending level by $33 billion for fiscal 2016. But it 
did not specify how that money should be spent or what additional policy 
riders might be included in a year-end omnibus spending bill 
needed by December 1 1 to keep the government open. 

Looming over the negotiations is memory -- rueful to Dodd-Frank advocates 
-- of last year's iteration of this process when Congress approved the last- 
minute provision requiring the riskier derivatives trades made by bank 
holding companies to be conducted outside the units that hold deposits and 
enjoy the benefits of deposit insurance. 

The focus this year: 

CFPB -- Chief among the perennial riders geared toward hemming in the 
CFPB are ones to put the bureau under a five-member commission chosen 
by party leaders, instead of a single director; block the CFPB’s efforts to 
combat discriminatory auto loans; and curtail the use of forced-arbitration 
clauses with class-action bans. This year, Democrats are likely to remain 
united and successful in opposition to other areas of the law that 
Republicans want to change, in particular the CFPB. 

Community Banks/SIFIs — Republicans are expected to focus on aspects of 
it that moderate Democrats have said they are open to changing, such as 
easing rules for community banks. There may well also be sufficient 
bipartisan support for raising the SIFI threshold at which institutions face a 
more stringent set of Federal Reserve regulations because of their size. 
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This increased scrutiny now applies to banks with $50 billion or more in 
assets. The Shelby 2.0 cutoff is $500 billion. 

Fiduciary Rule - Another high priority rider for the financial community: 
preventing or delaying new conflict-of-interest provisions for investment 
advisers who manage retirement funds. 

EITC & CTC/Tax Extenders -- Negotiators are also working on a bipartisan 
compromise to make a series of provisions in Obama’s original stimulus 
program permanent that expire in 2017. These have expanded the 
earned-income tax credit that helps Americans with low incomes and 
created a child tax credit that has the same effect. In exchange for locking 
in these credits, Democrats would agree to make permanent the research 
and development tax credit and other business tax breaks that Congress 
typically extends anyway. 

Campaign Finance -- Mitch McConnell has a pet rider, a provision being 
discussed that would eliminate caps on the amount of cash that parties may 
spend in coordination with their candidates. 

Non-Profits - Another GOP-backed effort seeks to block the IRS and the 
SEC from enacting additional regulations and disclosure requirements on 
politically active nonprofit groups. 

Per Kevin McCarthy today, no votes on riders relating to Planned 
Parenthood funding. But what about the myriad others -- on my clean air 
standards, accepting Syrian refugees or a perennial issue such as health 
care -- any of which would instantly invite a veto and send us back to 
square one.

The terms of engagement for year-end changes to Dodd-Frank are 
being gamed out in various quarters around the Hill, with the CR's 
December 1 1 expiration now less than a month away. Last year, the 
spending bill came at a price -- and that was before the GOP took the 
Senate. 

For the first time since its passage in 2010, a significant amendment to 
Dodd-Frank (DFA) was enacted last year when the Section 716 swaps 
"push-out" provision was repealed. It was accomplished in an 1 1th- 
hour deal to get the must-pass "Cromnibus" over the finish line at year 
end. The deal enraged Sen. Warren and 21 of 54 Democrats voted 
against the bill even though its approval came less than three hours 
before a midnight deadline that threatened a federal shutdown. 

And gone was the requirement that some derivatives trades made by 
bank holding companies be conducted outside the units that hold 
deposits and enjoy the benefits of deposit insurance. 

Within weeks, Warren torpedoed an administration nomination to a key 
Treasury post overseeing Dodd-Frank. Though the nominee's views 
were not dissimilar from Warren's, he had spent the bulk of his years 
at Lazard, a blue chip Wall Street firm (and, possibly worse, French). 
No one has been nominated to the post since. 

House Financial Services has reported bills weakening, limiting, 
underfunding, or repealing various parts of DFA frequently this 
session, passing ten more similar measures in a marathon mark-up 
last week. But none of these has a chance of being picked up in the 
Senate, let alone of enactment on a standalone basis while Obama is 
President. 

In the Senate, the most comprehensive set of legislative limits to DFA 
yet to clear a major Committee, written by Senate Banking Chair 
Richard Shelby, cleared the panel on a 12-10 party-line vote in May. 
The bill has eight major titles and provisions ranging from increasing 
the SIFI designation threshold to changing the method of selecting the 
NY Fed President to requiring exams for community banks every 18 
months instead of annually. Have a look: http://

A party line 12-10 vote in committee isn't enough to get such a 
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sweeping bill to the floor and Shelby knows it. Reformers and industry 
have both taken a close interest in the congressional struggle to 
refund the government with eyes on December 1 1. The 
appropriations rider strategy has worked before. Shelby has 
now publicly stated that the appropriations process, with the implied 
threat of a government shutdown, offers the “best shot” of getting it 
enacted. Riders under discussion cover a range of issues 
including the Fiduciary Rule, the legal basis for nonprofit groups to 
challenge discriminatory housing and mortgage-lending practices, and 
CFPB governance. 

Seeking to put a tag on the price Democrats paid in last year's CR 
sweepstakes, Sen. Warren and Rep. Elijah Cummings of Maryland, 
ranking Democrat on the House Overnight and Government Reform 
Committee published a letter this week from FDIC estimating that 
the 15 banks currently registered as swap dealers along with their 
subsidiaries hold up to $9.7 trillion of the types of derivatives that 
would have been pushed out under Section 716 (totaling 4.4 percent 
of all outstanding derivatives contract holdings at federally insured 
banks, comprised of $6.1 trillion in credit derivatives, $1 trillion in 
commodity derivatives and $2.6 trillion in equities derivatives, per the 
FDIC letter). 

But in the quieter corners of the Capitol, with GOP majorities in both 
ends, a group of moderate Democrats is negotiating with Republicans, 
risking the wrath of Warren and maybe the Democratic base. The 
group includes Sens. Donnelly, and Heitkamp, coordinated by Tester, 
occasionally Warner. Donnelly said work is happening "every day." 
Sherrod Brown: "everybody's talking to everybody." 

Shelby is trying to find the price that the CR can bear, in terms of heft 
and scope of viable changes to Dodd-Frank. 

Sen. Moran: "That's been the discussion really from the beginning: 
How expansive can this be, and beyond community banks what more 
can be accomplished? The parameters have been narrowed, but, still, 
finding that sweet spot is in discussion." 


Treasury Secretary Lew on Tuesday: "We are open to discussions 
about things that are truly technical but we are very much opposed to 
anything that would undermine any of the core architecture of Dodd- 
Frank. The line between the two is sometimes hard to define." 

If it is only regulatory relief for community banks, it's like a win-win, 
most Democrats would agree. If it's a tenfold increase in the SI FI 
trigger, harder to say If it's closer to the scope and scale of Shelby's 
bill, a stormy December is in the forecast.

Obama Leads McCain, But Race Is Looking Tight 

Edge of Six Points 
Seems Small Given 
GOP's Unpopularity

WASHINGTON -- Barack Obama begins his presidential race against John McCain with a lead in the latest 
Wall Street Journal/NBC News poll , but not so great an edge as might be expected, given the gale-force 
political headwinds against Sen. McCain's Republican Party. 

Sen. Obama leads Sen. McCain by 47% to 41 %, a spread that is twice the edge he had in the previous poll 
in late April. Still, that lead is significantly smaller than the Democratic Party's 16-point advantage, 51% to 35%, 
when voters are asked, without candidates' names, which party they want to win the White House. 

The record unpopularity of President Bush and the Republican Party, combined with economic worries among 
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voters and a broad desire for change, would normally make this "the single best year for an Obama-type 
candidacy, and the single worst year for a McCain-type candidacy," says Democratic pollster Peter Hart, who 
conducts the Journal/NBC poll with Republican Neil Newhouse. 

But Sen. Obama continues to do poorly among white male voters, according to the poll. More ominous is his 
weakness among white suburban women, who generally are open to Democratic candidates and whose votes 
could be decisive. While Sen. Obama has a slight lead among white women generally, a plurality of suburbanites 
prefer Sen. McCain. 

Some good news for the likely Democratic nominee: Despite suggestions during the nomination contest that 
many Hispanics and Hillary Clinton supporters wouldn't support him, the poll shows both groups overwhelmingly 
do. 


The poll of 1 ,000 registered voters was conducted Friday through Monday, a "propitious time" for Sen. Obama, 
Mr. Hart noted, as Sen. Clinton conceded and endorsed her rival Saturday. Despite that timing and an 
"exceptionally strong" year for Democrats generally, Sens. Obama and McCain are in "a very competitive race 
for president," he says. The poll's margin of error is 3.1 percentage points. 


White men make up 40% of the electorate, and the Arizona senator has a 20-point lead over Sen. Obama 
among them, 55% to 35%. The pollsters say race does not explain the gap; recent Democratic nominees, all 
white men, lost big among white men.

The pollsters note that pluralities of white male voters say 
they don't like Sen. Obama and don't relate to his 
background and perceived values. In contrast, by a 2-to-1 
ratio, they express positive views of Sen. McCain and 
identify with his background and values. The difference is 
less stark for voters overall. By 50% to 42%, they identify 
with Sen. Obama, and by 55% to 37% with Sen. McCain. 


The pollsters say Sen. Obama's lower ratings reflect the 
wounds from his long contest against Sen. Clinton. In 
particular, he suffered from controversies over the racially 
charged sermons of his longtime Chicago pastor and the 
perceived elitism of his own remark at a San Francisco 
fund-raiser that working-class voters are "bitter" about 
inattention to their economic struggles and "cling" to social issues of religion and guns.

White suburban women, who make up 1 0% of the electorate, prefer a Democrat to be president by 1 1 points, 
47% to 36%, the poll shows. And if Sen. Clinton were the nominee and the election were held now, she would 
beat Sen. McCain among this group by 14 points, 51% to 37%. Yet Sen. Obama loses to Sen. McCain by six 
points, 44% to 38%, among the same group. 


The poll offers some evidence that Sen. Obama could be helped slightly by picking Sen. Clinton as his running 
mate. Offered a choice between an Obama-Clinton ticket and a Republican ticket of Sen. McCain and former 
Massachusetts Gov. Mitt Romney, 39% of previously undecided voters said they would choose the Democrats, 
with 26% favoring the Republicans. Among white suburban women, with Sen. Clinton on his ticket, Sen. Obama 
would go from six points down against Sen. McCain to a two-point edge. 

Obama advisers privately have indicated Sen. Clinton is not a likely choice. Polls and politics aside, a big 
consideration is the potential conflict inherent in having a vice president whose spouse is a former president and 
active internationally. Still, Mr. Newhouse says of Sen. Obama's search, "You've got to look at anybody who 
moves your numbers." Mr. Hart agrees: "She should be on the list, period." 


Among all women, Sen. Obama has a big advantage: 52% to 33% over Sen. McCain. Among all men, Sen. 
McCain's lead is 49% to 41%, less than half his edge among white men only. Sen. Obama leads among 
independent voters, 41% to 36%. 


To Sen. Obama's advantage, the Journal/NBC poll results seem to debunk two widely held conclusions from the 
Democrats' nomination contest. Exit polls of Democratic voters suggested many of Sen. Clinton's supporters 
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wouldn't vote for Sen. Obama in November if he is the Democratic nominee. In particular, pro-Clinton Hispanics 
were generally thought to be cold to Sen. Obama. 

In the poll, however, voters who chose Sen. Clinton in the primaries said by a 3-to-1 ratio, 61% to 19%, that they 
plan to vote for Sen. Obama over Sen. McCain in November. "Hillary's embrace of Obama really made a 
difference," Mr. Newhouse says. 

By 62% to 28%, Hispanic voters support Sen. Obama. "That does not bode well for Republicans" in the 
Southwest, the Republican pollster added, in swing states such as Nevada, New Mexico and Colorado, where 
Hispanic voters are numerous enough to tip the result. Sen. McCain, who comes from a state with a large 
Hispanic population and has favored liberalizing policies toward illegal immigrants, has hopes of matching Mr. 
Bush's record of winning more than 40% of Hispanic voters. 

Another Obama advantage: his supporters' satisfaction and excitement with his candidacy. While half of pro- 
Obama voters say they are motivated mainly by support for him, rather than opposition to Sen. McCain and 
Republicans, fewer than 40% of McCain voters are motivated by support for him personally. That is a measure 
of voter energy that could translate into greater turnout for Sen. Obama in November. 

If that energy gap persists, Mr. Hart says, "it is going to be a huge problem for Republicans this fall." Mr. 
Newhouse agreed: "It is not that these voters aren't for McCain," he says. What's lacking is "the enthusiasm, the 
passion, the energy" of the other side. 

"I think the real story is the shadow that George Bush is casting over this election," Mr. Newhouse adds. What's 
hurting Sen. McCain is voters' sense that "he will pattern his policies after George W." 

Mr. Hart called the president "a 200-pound ball and chain" around McCain's ankle, a linkage Sen. Obama and 
the Democratic National Committee are trying to reinforce daily in voters' minds. "Unless he finds some way to 
cut it loose," Mr. Hart adds, "he's going to be dragging it right through the election." 

The anti-Bush evidence is overwhelming. The latest poll findings add to the stretch of more than three years in 
which majorities have expressed disapproval of Mr. Bush's job performance. And increasingly, voters don't like 
him personally. By 60% to 30%, they have negative views of him, his worst showing ever. 

Mr. Newhouse says it is a measure of Mr. Bush's dismal standing that his best job-approval score is for handling 
the unpopular war in Iraq: Only 33% approve, yet that is 12 points higher than his rating for handling the 
economy and five points higher than his overall-job score. 

The Republican Party remains unpopular, with 47% of voters holding negative views and 28% expressing 
positive ones. In contrast, the Democratic Party is viewed more positively, with 43% holding a favorable view to 
32% negative. 

Sen. McCain's own negatives are up slightly among all voters, while Sen. Obama is viewed more positively. For 
the Republican, 39% hold positive views and 34% negative; in the April poll, voters by a 10-point spread, 40% to 
30%, rated Sen. McCain favorably. 

By 15 points, voters view Sen. Obama more favorably than negatively, 48% to 33%, up from a nine-point net 
positive rating in late April. Separate findings show he also is seen as more likeable, easy-going, inspirational 
and compassionate than Sen. McCain. The 71-year-old Arizona senator scores higher than his 46-year-old rival 
for experience, leadership qualities and readiness to be commander in chief. 

But by a majority of 54% to 42%, voters say they'd prefer a president "who will bring greater changes" over one 
who is "more experienced and tested." 

As in recent Journal/NBC polls, 70% of voters believe the country is "on the wrong track." The same percentage 
agreed "America is in a state of decline" and that is the highest figure recorded since the question was first 
asked in 1991. Mr. Newhouse says that perception of decline suggests voters fear the nation's problems may 
not be temporary or easily overcome, and it explains their overwhelming desire for change. 

Concerns about the Iraq war and the economy dwarf all other issues, including terrorism, illegal immigration, the 
mortgage mess, the environment and global warming. Congress's 79% to 13% disapproval rating is the worst in 
the Journal/NBC poll's 18-year history. Yet voters prefer that Congress, not Mr. Bush, take the lead on the issue 
of energy and gasoline prices. Their sense that Congress has not done so -- that it is "a bystander," in Mr. 
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Newhouse's words -- may explain its low score, he says.

Iraqi officials hopes for US troop pullout by 2010

Iraq's government spokesman is hopeful that U.S. combat forces could be out of the country by 2010. 

Ali al-Dabbagh made the comments following a meeting in Baghdad on Monday between Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki and 
Democratic presidential contender Barack Obama, who arrived in Iraq earlier in the day. 

The timeframe is similar to Obama's proposal to pull back combat troops within 16 months. The Iraqi government has been 
trying to clarify its position on a possible troop withdrawal since al-Maliki was quoted in a German magazine last week 
saying he supported Obama's timetable. 

The Iraqi government later said the prime minister's remarks were misinterpreted.

BAGHDAD (AP) — The U.S. military in Iraq says it has arrested a suspected propaganda expert linked to a militant group 
that receives training from Iran. 

The military says it believes the man is a member of the Hezbollah Brigades, an Iraqi group it describes as "an offshoot of 
Iranian-trained special groups." That's how the U.S. refers to Shiite fighters defying a cease-fire order from radical cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr. 

A military statement says the man uploads to the Web images and video of attacks on Iraqi and U.S. -led forces. The 
information is allegedly used to raise money and other kinds of support from Iranian backers. 

The suspect was arrested Monday in Baghdad.

I just wanted to give you a heads up that our new enterprise, the Learning Policy Institute, will be formally 
announced tomorrow. As you know, our goal is to conduct, commission and communicate high-quality research to 
shape policies that support equitable and empowering learning for all children. I am retiring from Stanford 
(although I will still teach periodically and stay connected to SCOPE, I will have a much reduced load and no faculty 
meetings or committees ©) and will be spending the lion's share of my time focusing on how we can help key 
stakeholders access good evidence in usable form and make it available for policy work. 

The framework for the Institute is the new moment for education — tied to the knowledge explosion that is rapidly 
changing our world and the associated expectations for new forms of learning. If we are to prepare all children - not 
just a small few — with the problem-solving, critical-thinking, and collaboration skills they need to meet the complex 
challenges they face, we will need to redesign teaching, school organizations, education systems, and policies. While 
we know a great deal more than we once did about how to create environments that support this new learning, it is 
critical that we learn to translate this knowledge into practical strategies that can create such environments at scale.

As we speak, Congress is deliberating on vast and important changes to the system of health care in the 
United States. This issue is one of crucial importance to all Americans, but of particular interest to those 
Americans who interact with public health insurance more than almost any other group — people with 
disabilities. Ranging from veterans with disabilities who receive care through the Veteran's Administration 
health care system to the many low-income disabled adults who are eligible for Medicaid, the disability 
community interacts with the public health care infrastructure in the United States in a wide variety of ways. 
As we consider how to reform, streamline and expand that infrastructure through any of a variety of means, 
it is incumbent upon us to remember the key issues for making sure that health care reform doesn't leave 
disabled adults and youth behind. 

1. Long Term Services and Supports (LTSS): Ever since the passage of the Americans with Disabilities 
Act 19 years ago, the main priority of the disability rights movement in the United States has been 
eliminating the institutional bias in Medicaid. This bias imprisons Americans both young and old in nursing 
homes and institutions in order to get the basic services necessary to survive. This is both tragic and 
unnecessary. Individuals and families are forced to choose between having to fend for themselves or living 
out their lives in institutional care. Both research and the experience of countless people with disabilities 
show that, with the right support, people can live in the community rather than be relegated to institutions. 
Community living settings, when properly implemented, improve quality of life, reduce the risk of abuse, 
make it more likely that a person with a disability will be able to work and are actually much less costly than 
institutional care. 


Right now, the main obstacle to LTSS reform is the bias in Medicaid long term care policy which reimburses 
states for costly and segregated institutional care but makes it extraordinary difficult to use the same 
money to support adults in the community instead. A person who uses a wheelchair or an adult with a 
developmental disability such as autism or Down Syndrome can get the government to pay for a costly 
institutional placement with low quality of life, but often must spend years on a waiting list for far less 
expensive services, such as attendant care that could keep them in their home or their family's. The abuses 
that take place within nursing homes and institutions are well documented and are truly shocking. This 
situation benefits nobody but lobbyists for the nursing home/institutions industry, which has been quite 
active in opposing reform on this issue. 

The Senate Finance Committee has recognized the need for some action on LTSS, but so far has only 
recommended limited reforms like increasing the federal Medicaid reimbursement for Fiome and 
Community Based Services by 1%. The real answer can be found in the Community Choice Act, which 
would add a benefit to Medicaid that would require states to allow people who meet an institutional level of 
care to instead control their own supports while choosing to live at home or with their families. President 
Obama won kudos from the disability community by supporting the Community Choice Act during his 
campaign, but since then the White Flouse has signaled that this issue will not be considered as part of 
health care reform. The Community Choice Act should be properly considered a civil rights issue, as it 
means the difference between segregation or integration for millions of disabled citizens as well as many 
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senior citizens for whom LTSS reform may be what keeps them out of a nursing home and living a life of 
dignity. Health care reform that fails to include this issue is health care reform that fails to meet the needs 
of over 50 million Americans with disabilities. 

2. Health Care Disparities for People with Disabilities: Both Congressional leaders and the President 
have talked about the importance of addressing health care disparities on the basis of race, income and 
geography. But what about disability health care disparities? Too often, medical problems faced by people 
with disabilities are assumed to be normal and unavoidable as a result of being disabled. However, 
disability and ill health should not be considered synonymous. People with disabilities face significant 
barriers to access quality health care, due to both poverty and accessibility problems. In addition, most 
physicians lack necessary expertise on common co-existing medical issues that people with disabilities of 
various kinds face. 

For Autistic adults and children, who often have sensory hyper- and hypo-sensitivities as well as trouble 
with social and/or verbal communication, communicating medical problems can be exceedingly difficult. For 
people with Down Syndrome and other developmental disabilities, a doctor's expertise on co-existing 
medical issues can mean the difference between living full, meaningful and fulfilling lives or facing an early 
death due to preventable secondary conditions. For Deaf people, getting access to sign language 
interpreters in hospitals and doctor's offices is often exceptionally difficult. For many wheelchair users or 
people with other mobility impairments, even getting in the door to the doctor's office can be a problem. If 
they can, they often face inaccessible examination tables and other medical equipment that prevents them 
from getting the same medical care available to any other person. One woman with a mobility impairment 
was told by her physician that the scales they possessed were inaccessible to people with her disability, but 
that she should consider going to the post office and being weighed on the scale for large packages 
instead! 

Respectfully, people with disabilities are not postal mail. It is disturbing to think of the number of 
preventable medical conditions caused by lack of access to appropriate medical care. This is imposing a 
cost that can be measured both in terms of quality of life and dollars spent later on preventable secondary 
medical conditions. Congress must recognize people with disabilities as an underserved population subject 
to health disparities by undertaking both data collection and serious policy reform to ensure that issues of 
access, expertise and coverage are address for the disability community. 

3. Insurance Discrimination: According to the Executive Director of Access Living, a Center for 
Independent Living in Chicago, and past Chair of the National Council on Disability Marca Bristo, insurance 
discrimination has been one of the single largest obstacles to full integration of people with disabilities in 
society. States have tried to address this matter with a patchwork of insurance mandate laws, virtually all of 
which have represented disability and methodology-specific approaches that do not come close to 
comprehensive reform. As Congress determines the structure of our updated health care system, it is 
important that obstacles to access, such as pre-existing conditions, as well as obstacles to coverage, such 
as the refusal of many insurance companies to cover "habilitative" care for children and adults with 
developmental disabilities, be considered and addressed. 

4. Stop discrimination in the provision of care: Too often, people with disabilities are denied necessary - 
- sometimes even life-saving — medical care because of assumptions that non-disabled people make about 
our quality of life. For many people, disability is still considered a fate worse than death instead of a part of 
the human experience. As a result, it has been disabled people who are pushed over the side first when 
resources become scarce. /As recently as last year, a task force including doctors from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, the Department of Homeland Security and the Department of Health and 
Human Services issued guidelines stating that, in the event of a flu pandemic or similar emergency, people 
with intellectual disabilities as well as those with chronic health conditions may be excluded from care. 

The eugenic impulse that views people with disabilities as "burdens on society" or "life unworthy of life" is 
still regrettably alive and well within our health care system. Just last week, Disability Rights Wisconsin, the 
state's protection and advocacy system for people with disabilities, filed suit against the University of 
Wisconsin hospital as a result of their decision to withhold medication and basic nourishment from two 
patients with intellectual disabilities who had pneumonia. These individuals were not in a persistent 
vegetative state, were not dying and one even asked for food. The decision to refuse anti-biotics, nutrition 
and fluids for a treatable medical condition was made by hospital officials based on their determination of 
"quality of life" for the individuals in question. Health care reform must include non-discrimination 
protections that prevent these types of atrocities by health care providers. 
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These concerns are also relevant because of the likelihood that cost containment measures will be 
included in the health care reform initiative. Congress should avoid repeating the highly controversial 
Oregon Health Plan of the early 1990s, whose priority list of services ranked medical conditions in order to 
ration out care on the basis of a government determination of severity. Americans, with or without 
disabilities, deserve not to be pitted against each other in their efforts to obtain the health care services 
they need. With limited resources, Congress will need to make difficult decisions - yet discriminating 
against people with disabilities in the provision of health care services should never be considered an 
acceptable option. 

One of the key critiques of the Disability Rights Movement has always been that, for many of us, the 
problems we face are not inevitably associated with whatever condition or diagnosis we may possess but 
are as much the result of societal discrimination in the form of infrastructures that were built without 
consideration that people like us might one day use them. Nowhere is this issue clearer than in health care. 
A health care reform agenda that includes these concerns can drastically improve the lives of many millions 
of Americans. One that simply reinforces the status quo will represent yet another wasted opportunity. It is 
no longer acceptable to doom a considerable portion of the American populace to more discrimination, 
more segregation and more disparities in access to meaningful health care. 

Disability has often been called the great equalizer — our community reaches throughout every racial, 
religious, gender and political classification. Furthermore, though we are wide and varied, including both 
people with acquired disabilities, such as many of our brave men and women in uniform coming home from 
overseas, and others who were born with their disabilities, such as myself and the rest of the Autistic 
community, we can unite around our common dream for full participation, inclusion, integration and equality 
of opportunity for all. The disability message is a civil rights message. It is time for Congress and the 
President to hear our voices: Nothing About Us, Without Us!

AFN was formed in 1966 to address Alaska Native aboriginal land claims. From 1966 to 1971 , AFN devoted most 
of its efforts to passage of a just land settlement in the U.S. Congress. On December 17, 1971 , Congress 
recognized those efforts with the passage of the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act (ANCSA). Today, AFN is 
the largest Native organization in Alaska. Its membership includes 178 villages (both federally recognized tribes 
and village corporations), 1 3 regional for profit corporations (established pursuant to ANCSA), and 1 1 of the 1 2 
regional Native nonprofit tribal consortia that contract for and run a broad range of state and federal programs 
for their member villages. The overall mission of AFN is to enhance and promote the cultural, economic, and 
political voice of the Alaska Native community.

Thank you, Robin. You paint pictures well with words. 

Of course, those of us old enough, could not help comparing what we saw on TV the last few days with the Washington of 1968 — 
Except that I think the Washington riots were more widespread - west to 19 th Street and east at least to the Anacostia, south 
almost to Pennsylvania Avenue and north on some streets almost to the District line. And I can not recall the Baltimore of 
yesterday materializing in DC. 

Incidentally, GULC played a role. For one thing, we were close enough to see the fires and smell the smoke. For another, we 
mobilized scores if not hundreds of law students (under a hastily passed student practice rule) to represent defendants in 
arraignments for 3-4 24 hour days. It was a tragic time, but the GULC reaction was one to be proud of.

A number of friends and colleagues have asked me over the last few days how i am, and more generally how baltimore 
is doing.... i thought i'd respond with a group email, if uninterested, no need to read further! 

Here’s the main thing I want to share: Baltimore had a GOOD day yesterday. I'm not sure the MSM caught the flavor 
of the day. I'm fully aware that today or tomorrow might be a bad day, but i want to convey that yesterday was a very 
good day. 

There was virtually no violence. But more important is what there was. Here’s my sense of it, garnered from local 
news and social media (which I know you can also access, but might not. . ..). Community organizers, three hundred 
man march group members, activist ministers, mothers galore, neighbors and volunteers from all over the city including 
even from baltimore county god bless them, local artists, musicians and dangers were out in loving force yesterday. The 
neighbors and volunteers helped clean up the streets. The organizers and the ministers counseled and calmed teenagers, 
telling people with signs and bullhorns at the end of the day when the curfew hit to Go Home. Community and city 
leaders linked arms with neighbors and protestors, forming lines and placing themselves between the police and the 
national guard, on one side, and teenagers on the other, effectively urging restraint and peaceful protest on the two sides. 
In West Baltimore, a Baltimore brass band played music and people danced and roller bladed. There was singing in the 
streets - quite a lot. There was a lot of talking. There was a lot of organizing. There was protest. There were 
expressions of despair and anger at city-wide injustice that were offered up hand in hand with expressions of civic pride 
and community loyalty. 

Everyone with a TV set who has watched even a single episode of The Wire is aware of the tale of two Baltimores... 
East and West Baltimore are poor and majority black, North Baltimore is wealthier and whiter the further north one goes, 
South Baltimore is mixed racially and economically — hip, young, edgy, gentrified, home to excellent ethnic restaurants, 
the inner harbor, Camden Yards, Fort Mchenry, and other places Washingtonians regularly visit. That’s the familiar tale 
of two Baltimores: East/West, on the one hand, North/South, on the other. The Wire, The Comer, and Homicide are set 
in various communities in East and West Baltimore, with occasional glances at South.. ..If you're familiar with, visit, or 
live in North/South Baltimore, then East/West is the “other Baltimore.” If you live in or visit East/West Baltimore . . . etc.

McCain's campaign said she had received an extension on her 2007 tax returns and planned to make those public when they are filed. 

Under a prenuptial agreement, the McCains have separate assets and file separate tax returns. John McCain made his tax returns public last 
month. 

McCain's campaign only released the top two summary pages of Cindy McCain's 2006 return. In them, she listed itemized deductions totaling 
nearly $570,000. Mrs. McCain is the heiress of a large Arizona beer distributorship.

Dear Knox Community: 

One of the most important reasons I came to Knox four years ago was that I admired the passion and vibrancy of the 
Knox students, faculty, and staff-Knox is full of people who care deeply about what they learn, what they teach, how 
they live, and how they interact with others. I imagine this passion is why many of you decided to pursue your 
education here, or to teach here, or to work here. And it's why the events centered around social injustice that are 
playing out here on campus, as well as on the national stage, affect so many of us profoundly. Although we are not 
always in agreement about the way forward, we feel anger, hurt, grief and disappointment that the promise of the 
21st century is yet unrealized. 

Over the last year, I have seen our students, faculty, alumni and staff demand that attention be paid to gaps between 
our values and our actions. We take pride in the College's historic mission of access, yet many of our students don't 
have enough resources to take advantage of all the opportunities Knox offers. We introduce the promise of Knox as 
One Community during new student orientation, yet that community often splinters once orientation gives way to 
daily life on campus. We know that not every student, faculty, or staff member feels that they are heard, respected, 
and safe at Knox. 

We must all work together to close this gap between our rhetoric and the lived experience of every member of our 
community. I am committed to working with the campus community to make the necessary changes in Knox culture 
and practices, and I invite every member of our community to join in the effort to make Knox a better place — each of 
your perspectives and experiences will add much to the work we're already doing and that which lies ahead. 

Some efforts are already under way to address issues of diversity and inclusivity-the introduction of Intergroup 
Dialogue to campus and its formalization in the curriculum, the addition of a new counselor and sexual assault 
advocate in the Health and Counseling Center, the commitments outlined in the Knox 2018 strategic plan. Yet I 
recognize that these changes are piecemeal in nature-we at Knox have yet to create a comprehensive response that 
connects the dots between the individual experiences of members of our campus community. And I regret the fact 
that our efforts for change have not been more comprehensive, more timely, and more systematic. 

The College will soon close for the holiday break. As you return to campus in January, you will have a number of 
opportunities to engage with the College community around these important issues. I encourage each of you to join 
the community conversations and open forums to ensure that your experiences and voice are heard as we work to 
make Knox a truly inclusive community. These conversations will help us identify the practices and programs 
needed to move from talk to action. 

Earlier this fall, the College engaged a national leader in campus diversity and inclusion, Dr. Alma Clavton- 
Pederson. senior scholar at the Association of American Colleges and Universities (AAC&U), to partner with us in a 
comprehensive effort to bring diversity into the core of all we do at Knox and to truly live Knox’s mission and values. 
Dr. Pederson visited the campus over the December break to meet with the President's Council and both past and 
present members of the Campus Diversity Committee. She will return again in winter term to meet directly with 
additional faculty, staff, and students and, again, in February to meet with the Board of Trustees. 

Additionally, the Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. Day Convocation on January 19 will be dedicated to the recent events in 
Ferguson, New York, and other cities around the country. Administrators, faculty, the Center for Intercultural Life, 
student clubs and organizations, including ABLE, Union Board, and the Student Senate Diversity Committee, have all 
worked over the past few months on identifying additional ways to engage the campus in conversation and 
education. For example, ABLE is sponsoring a series of discussions and fireside chats throughout the months of 
January and February concerning diversity and inclusivity, and in early February, Union Board is sponsoring the 
showing of the recent movie Dear White People, followed by a question and answer session. [More information and 
additional events will be shared via e-mail and on the Knox events calendar in January.) I encourage all of us to 
attend these events and actively participate in these important discussions so that we can inform ourselves as 
members of the Knox community and as agents of wider change. 

I wish each of you joyful holidays and a peaceful new year and look forward to January, when we reconvene once 
again as a community and work together to live up to our values and ideals as a nation and as a college.

David Axelrod, a former adviser to President Obama, said Tuesday that Hillary Clinton needs to establish a rationale for her 
presidential candidacy, saying when he hears "Ready for Hillary," he thinks, "Ready for what?" 

"What happened in 2008 was that Hillary's candidacy got out in front of any rationale for it, and the danger is that that's 
happening again," Axelrod, who was a top adviser to Barack Obama's come-from-behind win over Clinton in 2008, said on 
MSNBC's "Morning Joe." 

"You hear Ready for Hillary; it's like, 'Ready for what?' " 

Axelrod said Clinton could be using the time before she announces her candidacy to decide the answer to that question. 

"Now Hillary's task is to define what it is that she's running for and running about," Axelrod said. "And what would the future 
look like under another President Clinton, and I suspect that's what she's taking her time working through now, but she has to 
answer that question." 

Liberal groups have been pushing forward with an effort to convince Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.) to challenge Clinton from 
the left on economic issues. 

MoveOn.org, one of the groups, announced Monday that it has passed 100,000 signatures on its "Run Warren Run" petition. 
Warren insists she is not running but always phrases the denial in the present tense, which some see as leaving the door 
open. 

Asked if there is an opening for Warren, Axelrod said, "I suppose there is." 

"My suspicion is that what she's doing is trying to influence how Hillary frames her candidacy and the issues she focuses on," 
Axelrod said. "I think Elizabeth is very sincere about her concerns about what's happening in the American economy, and 
Hillary hasn't yet said what exactly her program will be, what she's running on. I think Elizabeth knows she's got maximum 
leverage by still being in the conversation." 

Many of Axelrod's fellow Obama campaign alumni are now working for Clinton's campaign-in-waiting in some capacity. Jim 
Messina, Obama's 2012 campaign manager, for example, signed on as co-chairman of the pro-Clinton super-PAC Priorities 
USA. 

Two more top campaign aides, Mitch Stewart and Jeremy Bird, have joined Ready for Hillary.

I just have a couple of thoughts. . . 

I think “Fatigues” could be made to work with the priorities message if the chyron and voiceover more explicitly linked the money spent in Iraq to 
what it hasn’t been spent on at home. I also think we need to update the $486 billion number. I’m pretty sure we can get away with calling it a 
trillion dollar war at this point, or at least “almost” or “nearly” $1 trillion. 

I like the priorities spots with Rose, but I thought we had all agreed with John that we should change “1000 years” to “100 years” to make the 
message sound more credible. Agree with Paul that it would make sense to add “Iraq War Veteran.” 

I liked “Happy Together” as well but I’d suggest playing with the text a bit. Perhaps something like: 

• “McCain supports keeping our troops in Iraq for decades. . . just like Bush” instead of “opposing bringing our troops home. . . just like Bush.” I 
think the proactive framing of him wanting to keep troops there forever is a bit more powerful than simply opposing withdrawal. 

• “They’ve spent $1 trillion on Iraq instead of health care, qualities jobs and new energy sources” instead of “spent $486 billion on Iraq instead 
of health care.” I think with the economy becoming more and more the issue, it makes sense to include an explicit reference to jobs. And 
why not also include energy to round out the big three? 

• “Make Bush’s tax cuts for the wealthy and big corporations permanent” instead of “Make the tax cuts for the wealthy permanent.” ?

"Fatigues" does not get to the misplaced priorities/economic argument about Iraq. The only takeaway is endless war. 

"Happy Together" is, as you know, the spot I've fantasized about for two years. I love it. It feminizes McCain and ridicules him. Will generate buzz 
and perhaps piss the old sailor off. It certainly draws the link between McCain and Bush. I think it's sticky and memorable. 

Of the ads with Rose and her baby, "Priorities" and "Priorities alt" are the only ones that get to the misplaced priorities message. The others suffer 
from the same problem as "Fatigues": they're "endless war" spots. Fine for 2006, a half-step off for 2008. But Rose is a star and that baby is 
adorable. I would add the phrase "Iraq War Veteran" under her name and National Guard status, just to drive home the point that she was shipped 
out to Iraq; she's not "just" a mom. 

Those are my two cents.

I apologize for bothering you with this, but I am told that they are getting close to deciding on the service secretaries. I am also told that you 
offered Arnold Punaro the job of under secretary for personnel and readiness, but he said no to that. 


I actually think he would not be as good for that job. That is a job that requires daily conciliation, and Arnold isn’t as good at that. 


But I do think Arnold would be quite good as Secretary of the Army. More than anything, you want a guy in that job who won’t make dumb 
political mistakes (since the Army is institutionally prone to do that), and will know how to manage political problems when they emerge. No one 
is better than Arnold in this dimension.

To the Members of the Georgetown Law Community, 

I was personally saddened by Justice Scalia's death Saturday. He was one of the most important legal 
figures of our time, and he cared deeply about the law and the Court. As a legal scholar, even though 
I often disagreed with them, I consistently learned a great deal from his intellectually powerful 
opinions and scholarship. As a member of this community, I was grateful to him for his remarkable 
generosity to us. Over the years, he was a frequent guest in our classrooms and in our lecture halls. I 
will never forget how, after he spoke to our first year class in November, while we had expected him 
to leave immediately, he stayed in the Health and Fitness lobby long after the talk was over to speak 
with students and engage with them on any topic they wanted to discuss. His presence here on so 
many occasions reflected a striking commitment to the next generation of lawyers. I know how many 
members of this community are experiencing a very personal sadness at this time because they knew 
him, appeared before him as advocates, worked with him. My heart goes out to his family and 
countless friends at this time of loss. 

I issued a statement on Saturday saying that the law school community mourned the Justice's death. 
As you may know, some faculty have disagreed with my statement. I am writing now to reaffirm my 
belief that this a time for us to mourn. Justice Scalia was an individual who provoked strong and 
divergent views; the debate about his legacy is long-standing, and it will continue for many years. But 
this moment is a moment of grief. It is a time of loss and a time when many in our community are in 
pain. It is a time for mourning. 

I would like to express again my sadness at the Justice's passing and to extend my condolences to his 
family and friends.

Poll: Majorities support recall of two Wisconsin GOP senators 

By Greg Sargent 

Here's something that could give some momentum to efforts to recall Wisconsin GOP state senators in the wake of last night's 
end-run passage of Scott Walker's measure to roll back public employee bargaining rights. 

I've got an advance look at some new polling by Survey USA that finds solid majorities in two GOP senate districts support the 
recall of their senators. The poll was paid for by MoveOn, which obviously has an ax to grind in this fight, but Survey USA is a 
respected non-partisan pollster that's routinely cited by major news organizations. 

Here are the numbers, sent over by a MoveOn official, in the districts of GOP senators Dan Kapanke and Randy Hopper. 

When asked if they would vote for Hopper or something else if a recall election were held right now, 54 percent said they'd vote for 
someone else, versus only 43 percent they'd vote for Hopper. 

In Kapanke's district, the numbers were even worse: 57 percent said they'd vote for someone else, versus only 41 percent who 
said they'd vote for Kapanke. 

It gets even more interesting. The poll was taken yesterday, before last night's events, and fifty-six percent of voters in Kapanke's 
district, and 54% of voters in Hopper's district, said if their Senator voted for Walker's plan, it would make them more likely to vote 
for someone else. Last night, both Senators did vote for Walker's rollback of bargaining rights. 

Survey USA surveyed 400 voters in the district of each Senator. In fairness, this poll asks people to choose between their senator 
and an unnamed opponent, when in reality they would face a real live human being in a recall election. But this is how recalls 
work: First support needs to be built up for the recall of an official, and once the key procedural hurdles are surmounted, someone 
steps up in the role of challenger and is nominated by the opposing party in what is effetively a special election. 

This poll suggests that in two districts at least, support for recall is already there, which is a good gauge of the intensity of 
grassroots anger at Wisconsin Republicans and will only give momentum to efforts to gather the signatures required to make the 
recalls happen. 

UPDATE, 11:34 am: A MoveOn official adds that the organization has already raised over $800,000 to support the recall drives 
against GOP senators.

Bi II Clinton: It’s time to 
overturn DOMA 


The writer is the 42nd president of 
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the United States. 

/n 1996, I signed the Defense of 
Marriage Act. Although that was only 
17 years ago, it was a very different 
time. In no state in the union was 
same-sex marriage recognized, much 
less available as a legal right, but 
some were moving in that direction. 
Washington, as a result, was swirling 
with all manner of possible 
responses, some quite draconian. As 
a bipartisan group of former senators 
stated in their March 1 amicus brief to 
the Supreme Court, many supporters 
of the bill known as DOMA believed 
that its passage “would defuse a 
movement to enact a constitutional 
amendment banning gay marriage, 
which would have ended the debate 
for a generation or more.” It was 
under these circumstances that 
DOMA came to my desk, opposed by 
only 81 of the 535 members of 
Congress. 

On March 27, DOMA will come 
before the Supreme Court, and the 
justices must decide whether it is 
consistent with the principles of a 
nation that honors freedom, equality 
and justice above all, and is 
therefore constitutional. As the 
president who signed the act into 
law, I have come to believe that 
DOMA is contrary to those principles 
and, in fact, incompatible with our 
Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines 
marriage as being between a man 
and a woman, same-sex couples who 
are legally married in nine states and 
the District of Columbia are denied 
the benefits of more than a thousand 
federal statutes and programs 
available to other married couples. 
Among other things, these couples 
cannot file their taxes jointly, take 
unpaid leave to care for a sick or 
injured spouse or receive equal 
family health and pension benefits 
as federal civilian employees. Yet 
they pay taxes, contribute to their 
communities and, like all couples, 
aspire to live in committed, loving 
relationships, recognized and 
respected by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included 
a statement with the admonition 
that “enactment of this legislation 
should not, despite the fierce and at 
times divisive rhetoric surrounding it, 
be understood to provide an excuse 
for discrimination.” Reading those 
words today, I know now that, even 
worse than providing an excuse for 
discrimination, the law is itself 
discriminatory. It should be 
overturned. 

We are still a young country, and 
many of our landmark civil rights 
decisions are fresh enough that the 
voices of their champions still echo, 
even as the world that preceded them 
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becomes less and less familiar. We 
have yet to celebrate the centennial 
of the 19th Amendment, but a society 
that denied women the vote would 
seem to us now not unusual or old- 
fashioned but alien. I believe that in 
2013 DOMA and opposition to 
marriage equality are vestiges of just 
such an unfamiliar society. 

Americans have been at this sort of a 
crossroads often enough to recognize 
the right path. We understand that, 
while our laws may at times lag 
behind our best natures, in the end 
they catch up to our core values. One 
hundred fifty years ago, in the midst 
of the Civil War, President Abraham 
Lincoln concluded a message to 
Congress by posing the very question 
we face today: “It is not ‘Can any of 
us imagine better?’ but ‘Can we 
all do better?’” 

The answer is of course and always 
yes. In that spirit, I join with the 
Obama administration, the 
petitioner Edith Windsor , and the 
many other dedicated men and 
women who have engaged in this 
struggle for decades in urging the 
Supreme Court to overturn the 
Defense of Marriage Act.

A new measure on the public option will be unveiled next week, which Senate Democratic leaders hope will 
break the logjam on healthcare reform. 

Sen. Tom Carper (D-Del.), who has been tapped by Majority Leader Harry Reid (D-Nev.) to come up with a Plan 
B approach to the public option controversy that has divided Democrats, has been working closely with liberal 
and conservative Democrats, as well as Sen. Olympia Snowe (R-Maine). 

In an interview, Carper acknowledged that Reid’s “opt out” public option bill does not have 60 votes necessary 
for passage, even though it cleared a procedural hurdle last month. 

If it attracts widespread support, the Carper measure could be added to Reid’s bill, which is expected to be 
debated on the Senate floor over the next several weeks. 

Sensing that his bill may need changes, Reid recently called on Carper and Sens. Charles Schumer (D-N.Y.) 
and Mary Landrieu (D-La.) to come up with new legislative language on the hot-button issue of the public option. 

Carper indicated that significant progress has been made and it is a question of when, not if, the new healthcare 
plan will be unveiled. Carper initially said an outline of his measure could be issued later this week, but later said 
it is more likely to emerge next week. 

Legislative text may not be available next week, Carper said. 

“I expect early next week we’ll have something to share — not just with our colleagues, but with the broader 
community,” Carper told The Hill. 

Reid’s office did not comment for this article. 

The 62-year-old former governor said he is trying to “thread the needle” between conservative Democrats such 
as Blanche Lincoln (Ark.) and 

Independent Joe Lieberman (Conn.), who oppose a public option, and liberal senators such as Sherrod Brown 
(D-Ohio) and Roland Burris (D-lll.), who are insisting on it. 

Carper, a junior member of the Finance Committee, was tight-lipped on the details of his plan, but noted that he 
has been talking extensively with Snowe. He pointed out that he served with Snowe, and her husband, former 
Maine Gov. John McKernan (R), in the House. 

Snowe favors a trigger proposal, where a public option would go into effect if the private health insurance 
market falters. The trigger has been soundly rejected by some liberals in Congress. 
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Carper has been working on variations of the public option for months. Recently, he has touted a so-called 
hammer public option that he believes answers centrists' criticisms that the public option in Reid's bill is 
government-run and government-funded. The public option would kick in for states where insurance companies 
fail to meet standards of availability and affordability of plans. Unlike Snowe's trigger proposal, which would give 
insurers at least one year to satisfy those requirements, Carper's public option would start the first year the bill 
goes into effect. States might be permitted to opt into the public option even if the benchmarks are met. 

Under Carper's proposal, the bill would establish a national public insurance program founded by the 
government but managed by a non-governmental board. In addition, the plan would be unable to access any 
taxpayer dollars beyond its initial seed money. This public option would operate alongside private insurance 
and, potentially, the nonprofit healthcare cooperatives and state-based public plans authorized by Reid's bill. 

This plan is fluid and final details are expected to be ironed out in the coming days. 

A final vote on the underlying Senate bill “must” happen before the end of the month, Carper said, adding that 
the upper chamber has been tackling healthcare reform throughout 2009. 

Carper said he has spoken “a number of times” with Snowe, who supported Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Max Baucus’s (D-Mont.) healthcare bill, but cast a procedural vote against Reid’s opt out bill before 
Thanksgiving. 

Carper added that he has talked to Lieberman and Lincoln “a fair amount” and is also reaching out to other 
Republicans. 

“It’s unlikely that there will be more than one Republican — but there may be one,” he said, referring to Snowe. 

“A public option is not the most important element,” Carper said. “But it’s not unimportant. . . The question is, if we 
allow states to do all of those things and there are still states where there’s not very much competition and as a 
result there’s not very good affordability, what do we do about it?” 

While Carper works behind the scenes to win over key centrists, some of the senators he is targeting offered 
signs Tuesday that they are pleased with a cost analysis released this week that found the Reid’s legislation 
would accomplish the goal of making insurance cheaper for many and more widely available. 

Among those praising the findings in the report by the Congressional Budget Office and the Joint Committee on 
Taxation were Snowe and Lieberman. 

“I found it generally encouraging,” Lieberman said of the cost analysis. “I think when you consider the fact that 
Sen. Reid’s proposal covers 30 million more people with insurance than are covered now, it’s quite an 
accomplishment to be able to do that without raising premiums.” 

Though he was pleased with the news about the bill’s effect on premiums, Lieberman emphasized he still 
opposes the public option. 

“The public option is an unnatural and dangerous appendage to healthcare reform,” he said.

This summer has been busy and productive! I’m proud to report that the much-needed VA reform bill compromise that I helped 
negotiate has overwhelmingly passed both the House and Senate. This is important news for the thousands of veterans in 
AZ01 and across the nation who have been harmed by the toxic culture and lack of accountability throughout the system. 

During my in-district work period over the next five weeks, my team and I will be speaking with veterans and their families about 
how this agreement is the right first step to fixing the system and no longer burdening rural and tribal veterans’ access to care 
simply because of where they live. 

Read on to learn more about VA reform and other updates from the district, including the opening of our latest field office in 
Casa Grande. Thank you and I hope to see you at one of our many events in AZ01 this month! 

VA Reform 

I was proud to see two important bills pass this month: my bill honoring the late “Arizona Kid" SSGT. Manuel Mendoza was 

passed out of the House and the VA reform bill passed both the chambers of Congress by wide margins. 

The final VA reform legislation will institute much-needed accountability measures (such as giving the VA Secretary the power 
to immediately fire senior managers), enable the hiring of more doctors and nurses, and allow veterans to seek care outside 
the current system if prompt care isn’t available or if a VA facility is too far away. This bill also expands a scholarship program 
for veterans and qualifies all veterans for in-state college tuition. 

This enormously important reform is a major step in the right direction to restore trust in the VA and create a veterans-centered 
system moving forward, but this is only the start of the ongoing efforts to improve the VA and care for our vets properly. 

However, there is still much work to do — which was clear this month during a House Veterans’ Affairs Committee hearing 
where my fellow committee members and I listened to whistleblowers describe a toxic culture of retaliation and fear at 
facilities across the country for any employee who pointed out the dire problems at the VA. In response to those stories, I 
introduced a VA Whistleblower Protection bill that would create a national hotline and website where employees and patients 
can report issues anonymously, empower the Inspector General to properly investigate complaints and create other 
accountability measures. 

While we are finally moving in the right direction to bring real reform to the VA, the bullying of patients and employees who report 
wrongdoing must stop now. Without whistleblowers, the deep and troubling failures of this system never would have come to 
light. We must do all we can to create a new environment of transparency and accountability at the VA. Our veterans deserve 
nothing less.

Seven of the ten men voted for Kerry in 2004. 


McCain’s initial standing in tonight’s groups was quite strong. The raw impressions participants brought to the groups were 
mostly positive and three major attributes stood out consistently. First, McCain was universally respected as a war hero and 
admired for his military service, sacrifice, and love of country. Second, participants saw McCain as an experienced and 
strong leader. And third, McCain was repeatedly applauded for being a straight talker who stands by his convictions, even if 
they are unpopular. Nothing here is a surprise, but when I went through all of the handouts the repetition was 
remarkable. The only universal concern that participants initially had about McCain was his age and health. Participants 
were not overly aware of McCain’s hot temper, but it was raised in both groups. 

Some participants initially had questions about McCain’s ability to bring change and some wondered if his policies would be 
a continuation of Bush. However, most did not make this conclusion on their own at the outset of the groups. It seems that 
McCain’s brand (war hero, experience, straight talker) was so defined for these participants that they lacked clarity on his 
actual policies. Indeed, participants needed a push tonight to derive that McCain is not going to bring the change they seek 
and that he will continue the Bush agenda. 

On the economy, participants were extremely troubled by McCain’s assertion that he doesn’t understand the economy and 
the fundamentals are strong. This was true especially in the group of lower income women where many were struggling 
with rising costs and job losses. As we heard in the last Dcorps groups, these participants tonight were very concerned 
about the economic future but also angry about the economic disparity. That’s why the hit on McCain defending his 
opposition to min wage by saying he had forgone a pay raise causing his own family hardships has potential. One woman 
said, “he doesn’t have a clue what it is like to live on dollars for an hour.” And another chimed in, “yeah, that’s where 
economics comes in. Take a class.” These participants think McCain is out of touch with their reality and therefore how 
can he improve their situation? In addition, they said that being president is not the time to “learn the ropes.” 

Participants were mostly unforgiving about McCain’s recent economic blunders. McCain may be a straight talker on the 
economy, but he is dead wrong. 

When it came to Iraq though, participants were a bit more willing to give McCain the benefit of the doubt. They mostly 
trusted his military expertise and also his commitment to America- there was this sense that he always does what is in the 
best interests of the country. But participants were concerned upon learning that McCain wants to continue the war and will 
keep the troops in Iraq indefinitely. The key here is that McCain wants to continue the war, though. Again, participants 
defended McCain with the 100 years attacks because they made a clear distinction between a US presence in Iraq and an 
active war. They were OK with a presence like Korea and actually thought it was important, but they were wary of 
continuing the war that includes fatalities and trillions being spent in Bagdad. (On a side note- the 1000 years figure is not 
credible. Must use 100 years). Participants were very receptive to the priorities hit, especially when they visualized their 
kids and grandkids fighting in Iraq and they think money is being wasted over in Iraq that could be used at home. The ads 
and the narrative attacks need to draw these conclusions for them, though. McCain may be a straight talker on Iraq, but he 
is dead wrong. 

Participants also found some of the facts that discredit the straight talker image altogether. From his flip flop on Bush tax 
cuts to immigration to abortion, participants were very surprised to leam that McCain has changed his position so

drastically. In addition, both the hits on his ties to big oil and lobbyists were eye opening and disturbing to the group. As 
one participant said, “He has more baggage than I thought.” Some of this also helps tie him to Bush. As one participant said, 
“He’s [McCain] an oil man, that’s his bread and butter and that’s why he has an interest in these big oil companies over here, that’s 
his interest, him and Bush.” One by one, these facts mounted a case against the straight talker and muddled the image of him. 
At the end, more participants admitted that they really didn’t know where McCain stood on a number of issues.

THE BIG IDEA by Paul Kane: So, just how much time does Joe Biden really 
have to decide whether to enter the Democratic presidential race? 

Officially, the vice president’s advisers say he will decide by “the end of summer” whether to 
run. To be clear, that means the actual changing of the seasons, Sept. 23, not 
Labor Day weekend. Biden stoked more intrigue over the weekend when he made an 
unplanned trip to Washington to huddle in his residence with Sen. Elizabeth Warren, 
who progressive activists would’ve liked to draft into the Democratic contest. 

The Wall Street Journal reported on Sunday night that Biden was “leaning toward” a run 
if “it is still possible he can knit together a competitive campaign at this late date, people 
familiar with the matter said.” Meanwhile, Biden chose Kate Bedingfield — a former 
spokeswoman for John Edwards’ 2008 presidential campaign — as his new White House 
communications director. Bedingfield was vice president for corporate communications at the 
Motion Picture Association of America. 

Many observers think he’s already too late. Recent history has not been kind to late-entry 
candidates (Rick Perry, August 201 1 ; Fred Thompson, early September 2007; Wesley 
Clark, mid-September 2003). None of them, however, were a sitting vice president with 
universal name recognition. So, we wait for Biden. 

There are several key events, however, that will force action. The first 
Democratic debate is Oct. 13, and Biden has a standing invite, but only if he’s an 
announced candidate by then. 

The next big target dates: Nov. 9-10. That is when the first deadlines arrive for 
getting on primary ballots, starting with Arkansas and Texas. And through the rest of 
November and December come 1 1 more ballot deadlines, including the all-important vote in 
New Hampshire (Nov. 27 deadline) and massive states with a huge delegate hauls at stake 
such as Florida, Illinois, Michigan, North Carolina and Virginia. 

So, logistically speaking, early November is the drop-dead, latest point anyone 
could get into the race and assure ballot access in all critical states. 

Some Democrats believe Biden’s best bet is to see how Hillary Clinton performs in Iowa and 
New Hampshire; if her scandals have left her critically wounded, Biden could jump in then. 
Just one problem there: time. 
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By Feb. 9, New Hampshire primary day, the filing deadline will have passed for 
most states. There would be enough time to only enter primaries in a dozen states and 
about eight caucuses. Those are some massive states - including New York, California, 
Pennsylvania - but it would be statistically impossible to win the nomination entering the race 
at that late stage. 

The best Biden could hope for in that scenario would be to win enough late states, by big 
margins, to keep Sen. Bernie Sanders (l-Vt.) or any other insurgent from winning enough 
delegates to secure the nomination, forcing a brokered convention in Philadelphia in August. 

Given those logistical hurdles, that’s why the best answer to the initial question is 
pretty much Biden’s own answer: end of summer. If not sooner.

. Trump said he he thinks Biden and Clinton are “the same” in terms of a challenge 
to him in an interview with ABC News’ George Stephanopoulos. 

. On CBS’ Face the Nation, Trump said he will take donations to his campaign but not 
from lobbyists or special interests. He added that he would force hedge fund managers 
to pay more in taxes because they “are getting away with murder.” 

. When pressed about the estimated $400-600 million cost of deporting undocumented 
immigrants, Trump said he would use “management” instead of a “bunch of political 
hacks” appointed by President Obama. 

• The New York Times reported that Trump may be more than a summer fling , to 
the chagrin of Republican Party leaders. The businessman “has built a broad, 
demographically and ideologically diverse coalition, constructed around personality, not 
substance, that bridges demographic and political divides. In doing so, he has 
effectively insulated himself from the consequences of startling statements that might 
instantly doom rival candidates,” the paper wrote, pointing out that Trump leads among 
Republican women, evangelical Christians, moderates and college-educated voters. 

He also leads among likely and frequent voters. 

• Gabriel Sherman at New York magazine says Trump plans to go “all the 
way,” in the businessman’s own words, predicting that a losing Trump will be far more 
dangerous and erratic than a winning one. Sherman reports that Trump blames Jeb for 
his problems with Univision. “Trump believes it all goes back to Jeb,’ the friend says. 

‘He thinks Jeb and his wife, Columba, are close with [Mexican billionaire] Carlos Slim 
and Univision got pressure from Slim operatives.’ In a move that further confirmed 
Trump’s suspicions, Univision has hired Miguel Estrada, a Washington lawyer with 
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deep Bush ties.” 

. ...BUT, the online marketplace Predictit shows Trump trading lower than Marco 
Rubio and Jeb Bush among those willing to put money behind who will be the 
next POTUS.

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WHILE YOU WERE SLEEPING: 

— French President Francois Hollande on Monday knighted the Americans 

who stopped the gunman aboard a Paris-bound train. At the Elysee Palace, Hollande 
said the Americans deserved France’s highest honor (the Chevaliers of the Legion of Honor) 
because they had “shown that in the face of terror, you can resist,” identifying the gunman for 
the first time as Ayoub el-Kazaani. The Americans — Airman 1st Class Spencer Stone; 
Specialist Ale k Skarlatos; and childhood friend Anthony Sadler — said they moved to 
the first-class train car at the last minute because Wifi where they were wasn’t working, a 
twist of fate that saved many lives. Meanwhile, Europe pondered security at “soft targets” 
like trains, especially when el-Kazaani, a Moroccan, was known to authorities in France and 
Spain. 

— Global stocks fell sharply overnight, led by a sell-off in China . The Shanghai 
Daily Composite lost 8.5% of its value, erasing its gains for the year in the biggest drop since 
February 2007. The decline is being triggered by fears of a weaker Chinese economy 
following the recent devaluation of the yuan. European stocks followed suit, with London’s 
FTSE 100 falling 2.05% and Germany’s DAX slipping 2.29%, the New York Times 
reported. Standard & Poors futures trading indicated a bad day on Wall Street, the NYT 
added. 

GET SMART FAST: 

1. A Quinnipiac poll on the issues in swing states Pennsylvania, Florida and Ohio released 
Monday finds that by a 2-1 margin, voters oppose the Iran nuclear pact. In what could 
be a troubling sign for Hillary Clinton or Biden, if he enters the race, the poll finds that 
voters in Florida (71 - 26 percent), Ohio (72-26 percent) and Pennsylvania (74 to 24 
percent) overwhelmingly don’t want another four years of President Obama. 
Meanwhile, voters in those states oppose defunding Planned Parenthood, support 
allowing undocumented immigrants to stay in the country (with a path to citizenship) and 
want the U.S. to send ground troops to Iraq and Syria to fight ISIS. 

2. Meanwhile, Obama continued to pile up support for the Iran nuclear deal as Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid (D-Nev.) “forcefully” announced his support for it , in a 
phone call with the Post’s Paul Kane. “I’m going to do everything in my power to make 
sure the deal stands,” Reid said, becoming the 27th Senate Democrat to back the plan, 
with only two Senate Dems — Chuck Schumer (N.Y.) and Bob Menendez (N.J.) — 
opposing it. 

3. ISIS militants destroyed a temple at the historic Palmyra ruins in Syria. The group 
detonated explosives around the Temple of Baalshamin, close to a Roman ampitheater 
where it recently held a mass execution. The action comes on the heels of the recent 
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beheading of the site’s chief antiquities scholar. ISIS believes anything built before 
Islam’s birth represents paganism. 

POWER PLAYERS IN THE NEWS: 

1. Sen. Rand Paul (R-Ky.) can continue to run for both president and 2016 Senate 
reelection after the Kentucky GOP state central committee replaced its primary with a 
caucus over the weekend. In Kentucky, candidate is prohibited from appearing on the 
ballot for two different offices. 

2. Dennis Hastert has drawn prosecutor Diane McArthur, who tried the 1 5-count 
heroin smuggling case against Piper Kerman, the woman whose story became the 
basis for the Netflix series “Orange is the New Black.” 

3. Scott Walker is not sticking to a position on birthright citizenship, saying he won’t 
change the Constitution to alter the 14th Amendment. That’s after earlier in the week 
saying he wanted to abolish birthright citizenship, then appearing to reverse his position. 

4. GOP Sens. Pat Roberts (Kan.) and Tim Scott (S.C.) wrote a Wall Street Journal 
op-ed calling “preposterous” the idea of transferring inmates from Guantanamo prison 
camp to the United States. They’re concerned about recent visits by Defense 
Department officials to facilities in their states. 

5. Deez Nuts , the 15-year old rising Iowa sophomore high school student otherwise 
known as Brady Olson, has endorsed John Kasich (R) and Bernie Sanders (D) 
in their respective primaries. His endorsement goes to, well, himself, in the general 
election. 

6. Ex-New Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson endorsed Hillary Clinton, saying he and the 
Clintons patched up their differences (they were on the outs over Richardson’s 
endorsement of Obama over Hillary in 2008). 

7. Former President Jimmy Carter taught Sunday school to record crowds of more 
than 700 in Plains, Ga,. following the disclosure of his illness last week. 
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Sen. Ted Cruz will take on a leading role in the fight to defund Planned Parenthood, 
attempting to mobilize evangelicals — a key constituency in the crowded GOP presidential 
field. (Photo by Olivier Douliery/Getty Images)

Snell: “Republicans may control both the House and Senate, but any hope of 
enacting spending bills laden with conservative priorities — like defunding Planned 
Parenthood and Obamacare — will almost certainly die when budget negotiations begin in 
earnest later this year. That’s because the hardening reality on Capitol Hill is that for GOP 
leaders to avoid government shutdowns or debt defaults they need to rely on Democratic 
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votes in both chambers. And the minority party isn’t about to lend its support to bills 
containing policies it strongly opposes.

FACT SHEET: U.S. Leadership and the Historic Paris Agreement to Combat Climate Change 

Today, more than 190 countries came together to adopt the most ambitious climate change 
agreement in history. The Paris Agreement establishes a long term, durable global framework to 
reduce global greenhouse gas emissions. For the first time, all countries commit to putting forward 
successive and ambitious, nationally determined climate targets and reporting on their progress 
towards them using a rigorous, standardized process of review. 

The Agreement provides strong assurance to developing countries that they will be supported as 
they pursue clean and climate resilient growth. The deal builds on the unprecedented participation 
of 187 countries that submitted post-2020 climate action targets in advance of the meeting, and 
establishes a framework to ratchet up ambition by driving down global emissions in the decades to 
come. 

This new global framework lays the foundation for countries to work together to put the world on 
a path to keeping global temperature rise well below 2 degrees Celsius and sets an ambitious vision 
to go even farther than that. This Agreement sends a strong signal to the private sector that the 
global economy is moving towards clean energy, and that through innovation and ingenuity, we can 
achieve our climate objectives while creating new jobs, raising standards of living and lifting 
millions out of poverty. 

The Paris Agreement is also the culmination of a broader effort by nations, businesses, cities, and 
citizens to reorient the global economy to a path of low-carbon growth - progress that will 
accelerate as a result of the Agreement's provisions on mitigation ambition, transparency, and 
climate finance. 

An Ambitious Agreement 

The Paris Agreement sets forward an ambitious vision for tackling climate change globally. This 
includes: 

Strengthening long-term ambition: The Agreement sets a goal of keeping warming well 
below 2 degrees Celsius and for the first time agrees to pursue efforts to limit the increase in 
temperatures to 1.5 degrees Celsius. It also acknowledges that in order to meet that target, 
countries should aim to peak greenhouse gas emissions as soon as possible. 

Establishing a universal approach for all countries: The Agreement moves beyond dividing 
the world into outdated categories of developed and developing countries and instead 
directs all parties to prepare, communicate and maintain successive and ambitious nationally 
determined climate targets. This approach - where countries set non-binding targets for 
themselves - paved the way for 187 mitigation contributions this year and will form the basis 
for a long-term, durable system to ratchet down emissions. 
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Locking in five year target cycles: Under the Agreement, all countries will communicate 
their climate targets every five years, starting in 2020. Targets must be submitted 9-12 months 
before they are finalized, creating time for other countries and civil society to seek clarity 
about the targets submitted. 

Ratcheting up ambition over time: Each target should reflect progress from the prior one, 
reflecting the highest possible ambition that each country can achieve. This durable, long term 
framework will drive greater climate ambition as technologies improve and circumstances 
change. 

Rigorous assessment of global climate action: To help inform further domestic and global 
efforts, the Agreement puts in place a mechanism to assess collective progress on global 
mitigation action using the best available science. This process will begin in 2018 and occur 
every five years to help inform countries' future targets and strategies. 

Sending a market signal on innovation and technology: The mitigation components of the 
Agreement, combined with a broad push on innovation and technology, will help 
significantly scale up energy investments over the coming years - investments that will 
accelerate cost reductions for renewable energy and other low-carbon solutions. This set of 
actions will create a mutually reinforcing cycle in which enhanced mitigation increases 
investment and enhanced investment allows additional mitigation by driving down costs. 

A Transparent and Accountable Agreement 

The Paris Agreement establishes a robust transparency system to help make sure that all countries 
are living up to their commitments. This will send a market signal to the private sector and investors 
that countries are serious about meeting the targets they have set. These steps include: 

Putting in place an enhanced transparency system for all countries: A critical component of 
the Agreement, the transparency framework agreed to by parties ensures that all countries 
are on a level playing field with the United States with flexibility for those developing 
countries with less capacity. 

Requiring countries to report on greenhouse gas inventories : For the first time, the 
Agreement requires all countries to report on national inventories of emissions by source. 

This breakthrough will give unprecedented clarity to the public's understanding of emissions 
and pollution in countries throughout the world. 

Requiring countries to report on mitigation progress : Also for the first time, countries are 
required to report on information necessary to track progress made in implementing and 
achieving the targets and strategies countries have put forward. 

Establishing a technical review process with agreed upon standards: To help ensure 
countries are meeting transparency requirements, countries are subject to a comprehensive 
technical expert review process that analyzes whether reporting is in line with the standards 
adopted. Countries will also engage in a multilateral review with their peers to share their 
experiences and lessons learned. 

An Agreement for a Low-Carbon Future 

Tackling climate change will require shifting global investment flows towards clean energy, forest 
protection, and climate-resilient infrastructure. Developing countries, particularly the most 
vulnerable, will need support from the global community as they pursue clean and resilient growth. 
The Paris Agreement makes real progress on this front by: 

Providing a strong, long-term market signal that the world is locking in a low-carbon 
future: The submission of ambitious national targets in five-year cycles gives investors and 
technology innovators a clear signal that the world will demand clean power plants, energy 
efficient factories and buildings, and low-carbon transportation not just in the short-term but 
in the decades to come. This will make it far easier to draw in the largest pools of capital that 
need long-term certainty in order to invest in clean technologies. 

Giving confidence that existing financial commitments will be met: Many developing 
countries, particularly the poorest and most vulnerable, came to Paris seeking reassurance 
that a global climate deal is not just about the big emitters but also supports their transition to 
a low-carbon growth path. In this regard, we are already making strong progress towards 
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meeting the existing goal to mobilize $100 billion from a wide variety of sources, including 
both public and private, by 2020. The Paris outcome provides further confidence that this goal 
will be met and that climate finance will continue to flow. For the first time, the Agreement 
recognizes the reality that countries like China are already joining the base of donor countries 
contributing to climate finance and encourages developing countries to contribute to climate 
finance, while reaffirming that the United States and other developed economies should 
continue to take the lead. 

These components of the Agreement build on steps the United States took in Paris to demonstrate 
its commitment to mobilizing finance from public and private sources for both mitigation and 
adaptation activities in developing countries. These steps include: 

Launching Mission Innovation: On the first day of the conference. President Obama joined 
other world leaders to launch Mission Innovation, a landmark commitment to accelerate 
public and private global clean energy innovation, and dramatically expand the new 
technologies that will define a clean, affordable, and reliable global power mix. Twenty 
countries representing around 80% of global clean energy research and development (R&D) 
funding base committed to double their R&D investments over five years. In addition, a 
coalition of 28 global investors led by Bill Gates committed to support early-stage 
breakthrough energy technologies in countries that have joined Mission Innovation. 

Doubling U.S. grant-based public finance for adaptation by 2020: Secretary of State John 
Kerry announced that the United States will double its grant-based, public climate finance for 
adaptation by 2020. As of 2014, the United States invested more than $400 million per year of 
grant-based resources for climate adaptation in developing countries. These investments 
provide vulnerable countries with support - through both bilateral and multilateral channels - 
to reduce climate risks in key areas, including infrastructure, agriculture, health and water 
services. 

An Agreement Complemented by Subnational, Private Sector and Citizen Action 

Because the Agreement should serve as a floor for future ambitious climate action, complementary 
actions outside of the Agreement by sub-national governments, enterprising businesses, investors 
and entrepreneurs, and an enlightened global public are important complements to the Paris 
Agreement. As part of these global efforts, Americans have demonstrated their dedication to 
climate action through a wide variety of commitments. 

Compact of Mayors: 117 United States mayors have signed onto the Compact of Mayors 
pledge. The Compact establishes a common platform to capture the impact of cities' collective 
actions through standardized measurement of emissions and climate risk, and consistent, 
public reporting of their efforts. 

Under-2 MOU: States including California, Oregon, Vermont, Washington, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, and New York have signed onto the Under-2 MOU. The MOU commits 
signatories to cut greenhouse gas emissions 80-95% below 1990 levels, share technology and 
scientific research, expand zero-emission vehicles, improve air quality by reducing short-lived 
climate pollutants and assess projected impacts of climate change on communities. 

American Business Act on Climate Pledge: 154 companies have signed the White House's 
American Business Act on Climate Pledge. These companies have operations in all 50 
states, employ nearly 11 million people, represent more than $4.2 trillion in annual revenue 
and have a combined market capitalization of over $7 trillion. As part of this initiative, each 
company expressed support for an ambitious Paris Agreement and announced significant 
pledges to reduce their emissions, increase low-carbon investments, deploy more clean 
energy and take other actions to build more sustainable businesses and tackle climate change. 
American Campuses Act on Climate Pledge: 311 colleges and universities representing over 
4 million students have demonstrated their commitment to climate action by joining the 
American Campuses Act on Climate Pledge.

The Holyland corruption scandal was one of the worst in the State of Israel's history, involving former PM Ehud 
Olmert and his secretary Shula Zaken. 


OccupyTLV, September 13 - in the course of Jewish New Year's greeting, Prof Asa Kasher, a leading Israeli 
ethicist, was asked to opine regarding integrity of IT systems of the Israeli courts in general, and integrity of the 
records in the Holyland corruption scandal in particular. 

The Holyland corruption scandal was one of the worst in Israel's history. In criminal prosecution in the Tel-Aviv 
District Court, Judge David Rosen purportedly convicted former PM Ehud Olmert on bribes taking, judged it to 
be "Breach of Loyalty", and added his interpretation - that "Breach of Loyalty" under such circumstances 
amounted to treason. 

However, the records in the Holyland corruption litigation are uniquely perverted, many of the decisions missing 
any form of signature and/or truncated. Most notably - no lawful Verdict or Sentencing records, pertaining to 
Defendant Ehud Olmert were registered in the electronic court file. 

Today's request, following correspondence in this matter between Joseph Zernik, PhD, and Prof Asa Kasher, 
again noted Prof Kasher's unique qualifications for providing such ethics opinions: Prof Kasher was trained in 
mathematics and applied mathematics by Prof Michael Rabin - one of the founders of Cryptology (which forms 
the theoretical foundation for electronic signatures), he specialized in philosophy logic and ethics, he won the 
Israel Prize, he is a member of the Public Police and Government School of Hebrew University, now emeritus - 
he held the Chair for Professional Ethics and Practical Philosophy, he authored over 40 material Ethics Codes in 
Israel, he served as a member of the Public Council of the State Ombudsman... 

Today's letter has focused four issues, relative to which Prof Kasher's ethics opinions were requested: 

1) Conduct of the Administration of Courts and the judges in general, which included the implementation of an IT 
system in the courts ("Net-HaMishpat"), which displays to parties in litigation and to the public at large only 
images of signatures (graphic signatures - which are deemed invalid), but fails to display any data regarding 
certified electronic signatures (which are deemed valid, pursuant to the E-sign Act) on judges' decision and 
judgment records. 
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2) Refusal of the judges to permit parties in litigation and the public at large to inspect any data, which would 
enable to ascertain, which of the records, displayed in Net-HaMishpat, bear certified electronic signatures. 

3) Conduct of Judge David Rosen in the Holyland corruption court file - which included on the one hand the 
registration of a series of perverted/truncated/unsigned (not even by graphic signatures) decision records, and 
on the other hand - failure to register lawfully made "Verdict" and "Sentencing" records, pertaining to Defendant 
Ehud Olmert. 

4) Conduct of the Supreme Court in the Holyland corruption court file - which includes the running - in these 
very days - an appeal process, pertaining the purported conviction and sentencing of Defendant Ehud Olmert by 
Judge David Rosen in the Holyland corruption case, where there are no lawfully made "Verdict" and 
"Sentencing" records, registered in the Tel-Aviv District Court file.

Happy and Blessed New Year, and request for ethics opinion regarding IT systems of the Courts 
and the Holyland court file in particular. 

Dear Prof Kasher, 

Thank you for your quick response and for the greetings for the New Year. 

Below, I tried to focus four ethics issues for your convenience. 

It appears to me that the latest post in this matter, [1] relative to Judge David Rosen's failure to sign his 
decisions in the Holyland corruption scandal in particular, and the refusal to disclose electronic signature data in 
court files in Net-HaMishpat (IT system of the courts) in general, presents sufficient data for an ethics opinion 
regarding at least some of these issues. 

Similarly - the short article, which I published in the European Conference on E-Government this past summer, 
and which I have previously sent to you. [2] 

If necessary, I would be glad to provide additional responses or clarifications in writing, or present to you, at your 
convenience, an informal seminar, where I details the central findings, answer your questions, and provide 
clarifications to the best of my ability. 

There is no doubt that you hold unique and exceptional background to provide ethics opinions in these matters, 
as one who was trained in mathematics and applied mathematics by Prof Michael Rabin - one of the founders of 
Cryptology (which forms the theoretical foundation for electronic signatures), specialized in philosophy, logic 
and ethics, won the Israel Prize, is a member of the faculty of the Public Police and Government School of 
Hebrew University, held the Chair for Professional Ethics and Practical Philosophy, authored over 40 material 
Ethics Codes in Israel, and served as a member of the Public Council of the State Ombudsman... 

Likewise, there is no doubt that you realize the seriousness of the situation, which I putatively described in the 
attached paper as "unannounced regime change", which took place in Israel over the past decade. 

Alternatively, the circumstances may be described as Social Disintegration, or Lack of Social Contract - 
conditions where the ruling and educated classes, including the legal community and the data security 
community, at their highest levels, are engaged in Breach of Loyalty to the State of Israel and its law, or as 
interpreted by Judge David Rosen himself in the Holyland corruption court case - "Treason". 

The matters, regarding which I request your ethics opinion are: 

1) Conduct of the Administration of Courts and the judges in general, which included the implementation of an IT 
system in the courts ("Net-HaMishpat"), which displays to parties in litigation and to the public at large only 
images of signatures (graphic signatures - which are deemed invalid), but fails to display any data regarding 
certified electronic signatures (which are deemed valid, pursuant to the E-sign Act) on judges' decision and 
judgment records.

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4) Conduct of the Supreme Court in the Holyland corruption court file - which includes the running - in these 
very days - an appeal process, pertaining the purported conviction and sentencing of Defendant Ehud Olmert by 
Judge David Rosen in the Holyland coruption case, where there are no lawfully made "Verdict" and "Sentencing" 
records, registered in the Tel-Aviv District Court file.

Dear Trustees, 

I'm writing to report on the meeting of the Executive Committee, which was held on Friday, October 9. 

We began the meeting with Teresa's report on recent developments at the college. She briefed us on the recently completed 
annual audit (no surprises); a fall-off in first to second-year retention of Latino students, but a gain in retention of Latino 
students between years 2 and 3 and 3 and 4 (the recently awarded Mellon grant of $800,000 will help support Knox's efforts to 
retain such students); the Perkins and MAP loan programs (please see section about these programs in Teresa's recent memo to 
the faculty— attached); the start-up of the academic year and new leadership at The Knox Student; an "unbelievable" month of 
success in Knox athletics, with three teams (men's and women's soccer, women's volleyball) leading the Midwest Conference; 
personnel developments— a new sustainability coordinator is about to be hired, and the search for a vice president for student 
development is moving ahead aggressively, with the hope of having someone in the position by January 2016. Teresa also 
reported on planning for the breakfast roundtable discussions with faculty at next Friday's board meeting, which will focus on 
different topics such as sciences, humanities, experiential learning, and study abroad. She also reminded us of the college's 
emergency preparedness procedures, in light of the recent campus incidents in Oregon and Texas. 

Next, Dave Schulz gave a report on the work of the Nominating Committee, which met recently to consider candidates for the 
position of Vice Chair of the Facilities and Infrastructure Committee. Dave will bring a proposal forward from the committee for 
the board's consideration at next week's board meeting in Galesburg. 

The committee then had a discussion about possible changes in faculty and student participation on the board and its 
committees. In advance of the discussion, members had reviewed information on practices at peer colleges. This initial 
discussion will be followed by a second discussion at the Committee on Trustees next week before we bring the topic to the full 
board for its consideration. 

Sue Blew then updated the committee on plans for the April 2016 board retreat in Chicago. Thanks to Sue and Laura Rosene for 
moving this project along. After the October board meeting, we'll announce a planning committee for the retreat. If you are 
interested, please let me know. 

The committee then discussed plans for the October board meeting, and Jerry Vovis clarified a financial matter related to the 
Whitcomb Arts Building. 

We then excused Teresa and Denise and discussed possible terms for Teresa's contract extension for serving a second five-year 
term as president. The committee had a useful discussion of possible terms, and I'll be briefing you on this discussion and 
seeking your thoughts as well in the closing executive session at our meeting next week. 

If you have any questions about the Executive Committee meeting, please let me know. 

I look forward to seeing you next week on campus for the October board meeting.

John, 

If you would like help on the transition team for energy matters I would be happy to help out. I have attached my resume. 

Washington generally regards Oklahoma as a black hole when it comes to alternative energy. We're seen as part of the old guard, an oil and gas 
state, enemies of alternative energy initiatives and hostile to concerns about global warming. Our Congressional delegation leaves that impression, 
no doubt. 

The truth is more layered. T rue, we are the 3rd largest domestic producer of natural gas and the 5th largest producer of domestic oil. I know both 
industries well. I also know the dangers to national security, the economy and the environment of an energy policy of more of the same. 
Consequently, the focus of my efforts as the Secretary of Energy for the last 5 years has been to introduce alternative, sustainable energy 
solutions in Oklahoma, to build public acceptance and legislative support for a new course. 

We have been remarkably successful. Some of the highlights, we have 

• Authored and passed legislation to establish a $40 million Oklahoma Bioenergy Center to develop both feedstock (cellulosic) and 
conversion technologies for biofuels. The OBC currently has collaborations with Oakridge, Idaho National Lab, Abengoa, Ceres Inc and has 
established a 1000 acre switchgrass farm; 

• Established cost sharing formulas across the Southwest Power Pool (FERC approved) to facilitate the build out of electric transmission to 
40,000 +/-megawatts of wind power in western Oklahoma, western Kansas and the Texas Panhandle; 

• Initiated a Demand Side Management rule making so that the electric utilities understand that their duty to promote efficiency, as well as to 
provide electricity safely and reliably; 

• Established task forces on C02 sequestration management, promulgation of new statewide efficiency standards, conversion of 
government fleets to alternative fuels; 

• Established a state agency to manage trading in carbon credits. 

At the regional and national level, I served as the Governor's representative to the Western Governor's Association (WGA) where I co-chaired 
the Alternative Transportation Fuels Task Force (report issued in January 2008) and co-chair the WGA Transportation Fuels Council. I am 
Governor's representative on the Governors' Ethanol Coalition, the Governors' Wind Coalition as well as other groups (see resume). 

As for policy, the common argument is that we need to do everything. We can't. I would identify those areas where we get the most leverage, 
where federal government initiatives can make a difference, including some likely to yield near term results. A sample of four areas on which the 
US should concentrate are 

• vehicle fuel efficiency ( lowest hanging fruit and the only way to really dent oil imports in the short term); 

• build out of a smart, fully integrated national electricity transmission infrastructure (enabling the more efficient use of generation capacity); 

• development of advanced battery technology (the key to deep market penetration of PEHV and ultimately the full use of our wind power); 

• development of advanced, affordable solar technology and deployment to the residential and commercial sectors (moving that load off the 
grid). 

I am leaving office in mid-December to return to the private sector. I am joining others in a new venture to invest primarily in the alternative energy 
sector, However, if I can be of help, let me know.

The stalemate in the Israeli-Palestinian peace process will make it hard for 
Washington to continue blocking international initiatives on this issue, U.S.

Greek Parliament Set to Recognize Palestine 

Greece’s parliament is set to recognize the State of Palestine in a vote on 
December 22 in a largely symbolic move that will be non-binding for the Greek 
government. The move of recognition through parliament, rather than the state, is 
in order “not to disturb good relations with Israel.” If passed, the resolution will 
join similar non-binding gestures by other European legislatures over the past 14 
months, including the parliaments of the UK, France, Spain, Ireland, Belgium and 
Portugal. Sweden has gone further, officially recognizing Palestine as a state. In 
December of last year, the European Parliament overwhelmingly backed the 
recognition of a Palestinian state “in principle,” though this was a watered-down 
version of the resolution sought by Palestinians.

Palestinian Authority President Mahmoud Abbas on Thursday accused Israel of 
deliberately targeting Palestinian youth and children, whom he described as the 
“defenders of the dream and future generation.” Palestinians are facing a “nakba 
(catastrophe) that is aimed at uprooting them from their lands and denying their 
existence,” Abbas said, in a statement on the occasion of Human Rights Day. 
Palestinians are facing a “fresh assault by the Israeli occupation and its settlers 
in the frame of their continued aggression against our rights, lands, and Islamic 
and Christian holy sites,” he said.

An Israeli Arab who previously served in the Israel Defense Forces has become 
the latest ISIS recruit from Israel. Israeli site Walla reported on Thursday. 
The man — reported to be the first Israeli citizen to have served in the IDF and 
joined ISIS in Syria — was from an Arab village in northern Israel. According to 
his army identification card, he would have been released in January 2014, which 
makes him in his early 20s. According to Walla, which based its article on Arab 
media reports, he probably flew from Israel to Turkey, and from there 
traversed the vast and rather porous border to Syria. His dog tag apparently 
traveled with him.

Israel's Government is Ignoring the Time Bomb of 
Poverty 

Despite the increase in employment, poverty rates have gone up, even in families 
with two breadwinners.

In recent years, successive governments have taken pride in being “the most 
social-minded.” The poverty report that came out Wednesday stresses once again 
how cut off the politicians’ statements are from reality. 

After all, 1.7 million poor people, 770,000 of them children, are not a “mistake” - 
not when the data and their significance have long been known to anyone who 
took an interest. The figures in the National Insurance Institute report show that 
the government isn’t really interested in treating the poverty problem. 

Despite the increase in employment, poverty rates have gone up, even in families 
with two breadwinners. This shows that employment is not the be-all and end-all, 
despite finance ministers’ promises over the years. The data show that even a full- 
time job is not a guarantee against poverty. 

The poverty rate among households with two breadwinners reached 5.6 percent 
this year, continuing the rise of the past decade. This happens partly in the public 
sector because of the use of human resource companies, yet only a few people, 
most of them outside government, call for restrictions on this type of employment. 

According to another key find in the report, last year the poor became poorer and 
their average income came in at about 35 percent below the poverty line. The 
situation of the poorest of the poor also got worse. 

But the rich got richer; the disposable income of the top 20 percent climbed 5.3 
percent, compared with 2.6 percent for the middle class and 0.4 percent for the 
bottom 20 percent. 

In the summer of 2014 the Committee to Fight Poverty, headed by current Kulanu 
MK Eli Alalouf, released a report. To this day the report has not been discussed by 
the cabinet and most of its recommendations have not been implemented. 

In fact, from the promises inherent in the committee’s name, only the word 
“poverty” is left. Today only Mexico has a worse poverty rate than Israel among 
OECD countries, and its lead is marginal. Based on the government’s failures, it 
won’t be long before we take first place. 

Finance Minister Moshe Kahlon, who blamed the previous government for the 
situation, hangs his hopes on the restoration of child allowances. He must 
implement a government program in areas such as education, housing and health 
to tackle the ticking time bomb of the poverty problem. Israel’s government must 
treat this issue with the seriousness it deserves.

Is this Palestine's Arab Spring?

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip - The Arab Spring model , represented by the sweeping 
Arab revolutions in Tunisia, Egypt and Libya, has failed to free the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank from the political division between Fatah and Hamas. The 
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trouble started in June 2007, when the latter took control of the Gaza Strip by force 
of arms. It has also failed to bring down the existing regime and build a new one. 

This decentralization in leadership, whereby social media has become the main 
driver of protests, is very much akin to the Arab Spring revolutions, such as those 
in Tunisia and Egypt. 

Mohammed Abu Rab, a media professor at Birzeit University, told Al-Monitor, “We 
cannot exactly say that the current uprising is being led through social media. 
Social networking sites are actually the main means to mobilize young people, as 
most events are called upon through social communication and not through 
political parties.” 

According to Abu Rab, the absence of any leadership in charge — whether in the 
field or on social media — would cause these mobilization and advocacy calls to 
lose momentum without new developments or events to stimulate them. 

Abu Rab further said that there are clear similarities between the Palestinian 
uprising and the Arab Spring in terms of relying on social media to ramp up 
support and the absence of anyone leading the movement. 

“However, there is a major difference that needs to be pointed out. The Arab 
Spring revolutions were against the different Arab regimes, while the Palestinian 
uprising is against an occupation force,” he added, stressing that the latter is 
more difficult, given the harsh punishment measures set by the Israeli forces, 
such as arrests, house demolition and killings. 

“This is true despite the fact that ramping up support and mobilization against an 
occupation force is easier than a revolution against a regime,” Abu Rab added. 

Social media and free communication on the Internet at large have raised a new 
awareness among young people, prompting them to adopt a new rhetoric of 
patriotism unrelated to factional and partisan affiliations. In an Oct. 19 post on his 
now-deleted Facebook account, Ahmed al-Herbawi , 19, who died on the eastern 
border of the Gaza Strip after taking a bullet in the chest , wrote, “I do not stand 
with the Ramallah authority, nor with Hamas, the [party] of hypocrisy, injustice 
and lies.” 

That Palestinian political parties have yet to officially claim leadership of the 
current uprising is further proof that young people are its lifeblood. They are 
pinning their hopes on the Palestinian people to make the Arab Spring work in 
Palestine whether in the field or online. Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu criticized the social networks as a key instigator of the escalation 
in Jerusalem and the West Bank. 

“The main battle should be focused against the instigating social media 
networks,” Netanyahu said. 

Ahmed Youssef, a Hamas leader, told Al-Monitor, “A great part of the greatness of 
this intifada lies in its ambiguous aspect and the secret identity of the people 
behind it, which is one of the reasons for its success. ..I am convinced that these 
young people are the leaders of this spontaneous outburst of protests. They are 
relentless and persistent, working under the banner of one national flag and one 
anthem, rather than the banner of one party,” he added, stressing that there are 
long-term plans and objectives and that every day brings a new achievement and 
another surprise. 

For his part, political writer in the Palestinian Al-Ayyam newspaper Akram 
Atallah believes that young Palestinians have gone beyond the different factions, 
acting on their own without any directives, as the different Palestinian factions 
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have proved in past years unable to bring about change, stop the rampant 
settlements and save Jerusalem . 

“Young people took the initiative to act, as they saw the political parties 
indifferent to the national interests. They decided to rise up on their own but not 
with the intention to belittle these parties, but to incite and encourage them to 
become more efficient and join the ranks of the uprising,” Atallah told Al-Monitor. 

Bahaa Alian . 22. who died attacking Israelis on a Jerusalem bus on Oct. 13, 
was a living example of the will of the young people to distance themselves from 
the banners of the political parties. “I ask the different factions not to embrace 
and adopt my martyrdom, as I died for the sake of my homeland, not yours,” he 
said 10 months before he carried out his attack. 

Atef Abu Sef, editor-in-chief at the Institute of Public Policies , believes that the 
true leader of the uprising is the arena itself, “The protest arena is the leader of 
this intifada, as young people act impulsively when on the ground.” He stressed, 
however, that while many of the youth are politicized and typically follow a 
specific party, in this uprising no one is following their party’s political program, 
but rather responding to the situation on the ground. 

“The intifada does not raise any big slogans. It simply reflects the real pulse of 
the people,” he added. A statistical study published Nov. 9 by the Jerusalem 
Center for Israeli and Palestinian Affairs Studies showed that among the overall 
attacks carried out by Palestinians since the beginning of October, lone 
operations amount to 60%, 22% had organizational connections and 18% were 
affiliated with groups — which does not mean that the organizations or groups 
claimed the attacks, clarified the study. 

For her part, activist Ibaa Rizk told Al-Monitor that what distinguishes this intifada 
is that every young man is a leader in it, as there is no centralized leadership, 
arguing that political parties have lost their credibility in the eyes of the young 
people. 

She added that despair is the main thing pushing young Palestinians to rise up. 
“We are the generation of disappointments and losses. We have lived through the 
recent wars, blockade, infighting, the failed Palestinian reconciliation and peace 
process, and the false promises to open crossings and improve the situation,” 
she said. 

Rizk is reluctant to call the events in Palestine a Palestinian Arab Spring, as “the 
Arab Spring revolutions brought nothing but disasters to the Arab world. That is 
why we shall wait and see the turn of events without labeling what is happening 
now,” she said.

Former White House Speechwriter Has A Problem With Michelle Obama Being A Demanding Boss

First Lady Michelle Obama has created a high-pressure environment and a few people who used to be on staff don't like it. That's 
one of the apparent messages from Reid Cherlin's recent article on her called "The Worst Wing." 

It's clear from his conversations with staffers that Obama is a perfectionist who demands high performance from her staff. 
"Former staffers describe a high-stress, high-stakes workplace," he writes, "in which Mrs. Obama scrutinized the smallest facets 
of her schedule." She conveyed that her time wasn't to be wasted. "Mrs. Obama made it clear to her staff that... her time was a 
valuable asset and requests to use it would have to meet an exceptionally high bar," he says. One ex-aide said the message 
conveyed about events was, "Don't do it if it's not going to be perfect." 

That certainly sounds stressful. One ex-aide told Cherlin that the situation "just made you super anxious." But would the 
situation have been different if, say, they worked for the president? Or for a Senator? The nature of working in a high-stakes 
political environment is that you have to cope with a lot of intense demands. 

Yet there's something about Michelle Obama creating this environment that seems to grate at Cherlin. 

Perhaps the problem is that people don't like to work for demanding female bosses. No doubt her husband expects incredibly 
high performance from his staff and gets frustrated when his time is wasted. But the article hints at one potential problem for 
Michelle: a former employee told Cherlin that employees "don't want to work for her; they want to be friends with her." 

This is a trap that ensnares many women in leadership roles. As sociologist Marianne Cooper writes, "decades of social science 
research. ..has repeatedly found that women face distinct social penalties for doing the very things that lead to success." We 
stereotype women as warm, friendly, nurturing - but "if a woman acts assertively or competitively, if she pushes her team to 
perform, if she exhibits decisive and forceful leadership, she is deviating from the social script that dictates how she 'should' 
behave," and that leads to a backlash. Americans prefer working for a male boss over a female one by 12 percentage points - 
although the good news is that a growing number say they don't care. But the backlash doesn't just come from male 
underlings. Two-thirds of women in a British survey said they preferred a male boss. Both men and women sav they prefer a 
man to fill a senior executive role or to be president of the United States. 

Another problem is that, it seems, she's a perfectionist who doesn't like to take risks or go off message. This may in part come 
from her time working as a corporate lawyer. One alum from her staff says, "[Sjhe's a lawyer. She's really disciplined. She cares 
about the details. She's never going to wing it." She has also always held herself to a high ideal. "She's your ultimate straight-A 
student," one former aide says, "she was used to being perfect." 

And it makes sense that Michelle Obama has had to hold herself to the highest standards and stay disciplined. Women and 
people of color have the odds stacked against them in the workplace, particularly in high-wage professions like the law, and 
Michelle Obama faces both sets of barriers. Black job applicants are half as likely as equally qualified whites to get callbacks 
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or offers. In one experiment looking at women's chances of getting hired for a math job, they were half as likely to get the offer 
based just on their gender. Nearly a third of women say they have experienced discrimination at work. It takes intense 
determination and peak performance to overcome those barriers as she has. 

Michelle Obama also has to tackle these double standards in a role that is already rife with antiquated sexism. Cherlin 
acknowledges that "the position of first lady has become embarrassingly anachronistic," filled with banquets and social 
engagements and representing an uncharted sea of how to take on an agenda with substance. In her book on the Obamas , Jodi 
Kantor writes that Obama "knew the history of first ladies - like Nancy Reagan and [Hillary] Clinton - who had been deemed 
meddlers, unelected figures who wielded unearned power." 

But like them, she came to the role with her own personal accomplishments and interests. Cherlin is clearly in the camp of those 
who were disappointed that she wasn't able to transform the role to suit those accomplishments. He had hoped that her 
"political appeal and charisma would enable her to transform it into something that reflected the role of modern women as 
equal participants in the political process" - a daunting task given what has faced past first ladies who tried the same. 

And even so, it's hard to say that she has failed. Cherlin accuses her of "outlin[ingj a distinctly narrow vision," but on her resume 
are Let's Move, a campaign to tackle the problem of obesity among the country's children, and Joining Forces, which helps 
military families and veterans. Next up is her new effort to tackle inequalities in our college system. While the article note that it 
has "so far fallen short of one of the strategic plan's key recommendations— that it be supported with substance, like proposals 
for legislation or policy changes," it has only been public since November . And as some have noted, like MSNBC's Melissa 
Harris-Perry, simply being mom-in-chief is a radical act for a black woman, busting the Mammy stereotype.

Before we get started, I’d like to take a minute to talk about the topic. ..of emails. 

I think there has been some confusion out there about my emails as Secretary of State, so I want to talk about it 
directly. 

When I was in the Senate, I used a Blackberry for both work and personal emails. When I got to work as 
Secretary, I wanted to do the same thing. So I opted to use my personal email account - which was permitted by 
the department - because I thought it would be easier to carry just one device for my work and for my personal 
emails, instead of two. 

A lot of you know, I’m not exactly a technological whiz. 

Looking back, it would have been better if I had simply used a second email account and carried a second phone, 
but at the time, this certainly didn't seem like an issue. 

I sent my work emails to government employees at their government addresses, which meant they were 
immediately preserved on the system at the State Department. 

After I left office, when the Department asked for all emails from former secretaries of state sent from their 
personal accounts, I responded right away and we have turned over all of my work related emails, which total 
roughly 55,000 printed pages. 

I have also asked that the State Department make all of these emails public so everyone can see them for 
themselves.

Gayle - this is an excellent memo. I have a few small comments. 

1 . I would delete the option on p. 4 of creating a single staff for mulitiple WH councils. I know Ivo has pushed this idea, but it seems utterly 
impractical to me. You wouldn't want the moral equivalents of Bob Rubin and Sandy Berger clashing over who is using which staff people on 
given matters. Plus the NEC has a mostly domestic focus and, if anything, overlaps much more with DPS. I just don't how this would work 
efficiently and don't see the point. Unless John has a different view, I wouldn't serve this up to Obama. 

2. On the Timeline on p. 1 1 , 1 wouldn't say "November 5" for decision on number of WH Councils. I think we're in mode not to try to force any pre- 
election decisions on O that he doesn't have to make. I think you could say "Week of Nov. 5" for the WH Councils decision, but not literally the day 
after election. He's going to have a full plate and will just be recovering from the biggest night of his life. 

3. One fact point: you credit Bush, on p.2, with the "important innovation" of creating a new Deputy NSA for International Economics. That was 
Clinton - Tarullo and then Lael served.

Todd - attached is the long version of the NSC memo, based more on decisions than on a review, per se. We 
will also be attaching charts of Clinton NSC, Bush NSC and one that captures the options. 

There is more than you need to know, but for overall White House structure, I think the key pieces are: 

the number of deputies (and to a lesser extent the number of Directorates), where I think the view of the NS 
team (Jim and Susan have also reviewed this) is fewer deputies and empowered senior directors; 

the role and placement of the cross-cutting functions (like press, communications, legislative) and whether they 
are embedded in the NSC and relate to or are dual-hatted with WH offices or are in WH offices and relate back 
to NSC (strong view of NS team is that they need to be embedded, largely in order to have the full picture and 
regular access to skiffs and classified). I realize that this position might be contrary to where you are going, but 
note that paper reflects all options; 

the relationship between the NSC and other WH policy councils (how and who do you dual hat, how and where 
is staff "shared" or dual hatted); and 

who reports to the President (the current administration has many deputies all with "Asst to the President" 
status, which seems at best inefficient. 

Finally, we have flagged the need for a legal/legislative memo on the disposition of the HSC and the position of 
WMD coordinator given the legislative requirements there. Am sorting out now who needs to do that so that 
once we get the go ahead we can get it done in advance as this will inform the options. 

We have done this as options rather than recommendations, as per our instructions. Let me know if you have 
any questions. I am going to do one final review of this before submitting, but you can assume it is basically 
done.

The news out of Politico this morning is that Hillary Clinton is likely to push her formal presidential announcement all the way 
back to July, a three-month delay from the original plan and one born of a desire to make sure the candidate and the campaign 
are fully ready to go when things are made official. 

Here's Mike Allen: 

The delay from the original April target will give her more time to develop her message, policy and organization, without the 
chaos and spotlight of a public campaign.The thinking goes like this: Clinton does best - in the eyes of the public -- when she is 
seen as above or removed from politics. Her numbers, which were damaged by the 2008 presidential race, soared during and 
after her time as secretary of state. The less political she looks -- and you always look less political when you aren't running for 
something -- the more people like her. 

Here's Gallup's long-term trend on Clinton's favorability ratings. The peaks (and valleys) tend to correspond with her times out 
-- and in -- campaign mode. 

That reality is, of course, not new. So, what changed that has Clintonworld at least contemplating a slowdown in her 
announcement timetable? 

Elizabeth Warren or, more accurately the lack of Elizabeth Warren. The senator from Massachusetts and the buzz around her 
as a possible Democratic candidate has gone dormant -- or gotten quieter - over the past month. There isn't the daily 
drumbeat of stories about the left's unrest with Clinton (and pining for Warren) that was seen a few months back. And, more 
important, Warren and her people continue to insist -- publicly and privately -- that she has no interest in running, and she has 
not built a team to suggest that she does. 

Without Warren, the primary is of no real threat to Clinton, as people such as Bernie Sanders, Jim Webb and even Martin 
O'Malley can't raise the money or generate the sort of generic excitement needed to topple her. 

It makes all the sense in the world. But, waiting so long does carry some disadvantages. 

The biggest one is financial -- you need to be a candidate to raise the tens of millions of dollars to run a top-tier presidential 
race. Clinton, at least according to Allen, may form an exploratory committee in early April -- the start of the second quarter -- 
that would allow her to raise money without making a formal "I'm in" speech until the summer. (By comparison, Clinton 
entered the 2008 presidential race on Jan. 20, 2007 via web video.) It would also give her two bites at the "I'm running" 
apple; scads of press coverage for the formation of the exploratory committee and scads-plus for the formal announcement 
speech. 

Then there is the fact that politics abhors a vacuum. It was that vacuum theory that led me to write that Clinton should get in 
sooner rather than later back in mid December. Clinton appears to have weathered the initial burst of Warren chatter but it's 
hard to imagine that the left, elements of which remain deeply unhappy with her coronation as the Democratic nominee, 
doesn't start to agitate to know what she's doing sooner than Clinton's preferred timetable. (To be clear: She may not care at 
all about those voices. But those voices, quiet now, will re-emerge.) That agitation doesn't seem likely to change Warren's 
mind about running or to make Sanders or Webb or O'Malley any stronger. What it will do, however, is drive some media 
coverage focused around the idea that Democrats still aren't sold on her. 

Finally, there's the symbolism of it all. "Hillary Clinton clearly feels she's entitled to the presidency and is taking the race for 
granted like she did in 2008," Republican National Committee Chairman Reince Priebus said in a statement Thursday morning. 
"Instead of hiding from voters waiting for her coronation, she should be out there making her case as to why she wants to 
continue President Obama's agenda four more years." 

Now, Republicans are going to find less-than-flattering things to say about Clinton no matter what she does or when she 
announces her candidacy. But, that word "coronation" doesn't sit well with people -- whether they are Democrats or 
Republicans. And that goes double when your last name is "Clinton" and your husband spent eight years as president. Part of 
Clinton's problem in the last race was the sense that, at least in the early stages of the race, she wasn't all that interested in 
doing the hard work it takes to win - a sort of "to the manor born" sentiment. What Clinton does not want to happen is for 
that narrative to take hold again; while it might not matter in a primary due to the lack of any serious challenge, that 
perception could be corrosive in a general election. 

So, we wait. And Clinton waits. We probably won't know for quite some time whether all of this waiting got her anywhere.

Clinton camp split on when to launch campaign (CNN)

Washington (CNN)An internal debate among Hillary Clinton supporters about the timing of when she should launch her 
expected campaign for the presidency has erupted once again. 

Several Democrats have told CNN that there is a desire on the part of Clinton and her innermost circle to go as late as possible. 
But the potential for a summer start to the official Clinton 2016 campaign, first reported this morning by Politico, is only one of 
the options on the table. The spring launch plan is still seen by most Clinton watchers as the most likely timing scenario. Under 
the spring scenario, Clinton could form an exploratory committee or other official vehicle, which has FEC-regulated restrictions 
for potential candidates, but would enable Clinton to publicly indicate her intentions and begin a new phase of the process 
without formally launching a full blown campaign until later in 2015. 

There is some concern among Clinton loyalists that as the increasingly crowded Republican race heats up, the attacks on 
Clinton could begin to stick without an apparatus in place to answer them. 

Mitt Romney, the 2012 Republican nominee who is pondering another run, invoked Clinton numerous times during recent 
speeches. 

The liberal superPAC American Bridge has been countering Republican attacks on Clinton's behalf but the cover has not 
necessarily been to the satisfaction of all in Clinton's orbit. The Democratic National Committee is beginning to take on a 
larger role in an effort to protect Clinton and the party brand but many Democrats are concerned even that won't be enough. 
Some Democrats have also expressed concern that a later start to Clinton's campaign will appear like the nomination is 
shaping up to be more of a coronation and a race - something Clinton and her advisers are looking to avoid. 

However, those pushing for a later start argue that the more Hillary Clinton can stay out of the daily to and fro of presidential 
politics, the better that is for Hillary Clinton. No top Democrats have made serious moves to challenging Clinton's informal and 
all but certain campaign. In addition, with the uptick of Obama's approval ratings and easing of economic pessimism among 
the voters, some supporters of a later start argue that Clinton might want to continue to benefit from those environmental 
conditions before jumping into the daily presidential campaign mix. 

Last fall an internal debate emerged about whether a campaign should form in January or February of 2015 or if it would be 
better to wait for Spring. Those arguing for a Spring start won that debate at the time, but it clearly did not stand as the final 
word on the matter. 
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Benghazi Hearing: A Prelude to Clinton 2016? (WSJ)

Congress's investigation into the terrorist attack in Benghazi, Libya, that killed four Americans seems certain to spill into the 
2016 presidential race, with Republicans moving to question Hillary Clinton at a politically opportune moment when her likely 
presidential campaign is up and running. 

Mrs. Clinton, the former secretary of state, has agreed to testify before a House select committee that is examining the 
September 2012 attacks at a U.S. diplomatic mission, lawmakers say. She took questions from Congress about Benghazi in 
January 2013, but Republicans wouldn't mind seeing her back on the hot seat. 

The key question: When will she appear? 

Two scenarios present themselves. The first is advantageous to Republican opponents of Mrs. Clinton; the other, not so much. 

A Clinton appearance that comes in the thick of the presidential race could prove perilous, drawing more public scrutiny and 
leaving her less time to recover from any gaffes. 

That's the anti-Clinton time frame. 

An early appearance by Mrs. Clinton might help defuse Benghazi as a campaign issue before she enters the race and the 
spotlight on her intensifies. She could try to put Benghazi behind her, laying out her role in responding to the attacks and once 
again accepting responsibility and expressing regret over the loss of life. Should she stumble, she'd have ample time before the 
November 2016 election to limit the fallout. 

We'll call that the pro-Clinton timetable. 

Republicans aren't in any particular hurry to hear from her now, 649 days before election day. They seem to prefer option #1. 

For their part, Democrats wouldn't mind getting her testimony as soon as possible. They like option #2. 

Whenever she appears, Mrs. Clinton will face tough questions from Republican lawmakers looking to make the point that 
Benghazi is an indelible stain on her record at State. But Mrs. Clinton has a chance to use the moment to her advantage. She 
can show herself to be a leader unafraid of scrutiny and eager to make right any security lapses that made the facility 
vulnerable to attack. 

The top Democrat on the panel. Rep. Elijah Cummings of Maryland, sent a letter to committee chairman Trey Gowdy (R., S.C.) 
on Thursday saying that he had contacted Mrs. Clinton last year and learned she was willing to testify as early as last month. 

Mrs. Clinton "responded without hesitation that she was willing and able to testify in a public hearing - as early as December 
2014 - to answer any remaining questions," Mr. Cummings wrote. 

(As an aside, it wasn't always clear that Mrs. Clinton was prepared to testify before Congress one more time. In her book 
"Hard Choices," published last year, she suggested she was done cooperating with congressional inquiries into Benghazi. 

"Those who insist on politicizing the tragedy will have to do so without me," she wrote). 

Republicans say they're not ready to hear from her just yet. Mr. Gowdy, in a reply to Mr. Cummings on Thursday, said the 
committee needs more emails, diplomatic cables and other documents from the State Department "to facilitate the most 
constructive conversation." 

In an interview with Fox News this week, Mr. Gowdy said: "You would have me on the show citing me for legal malpractice if I 
examined the witness before I had the documents." 

Investigative committees tend to work best when they operate in bipartisan fashion. This one is having trouble meeting that 
standard. As of now, the Benghazi committee has split along partisan lines over the timing of Mrs. Clinton's testimony. 

"I'm not sure in addition to what Secretary Clinton already testified to on the subject she can really add," said Rep. Adam Schiff 
(D., Calif.), a member of the panel. "But there's obviously great political value for the Republicans in bringing her back before 
the committee. And they can maximize that benefit by delaying it as long as possible in the presidential cycle."

Shut-out Dems longing for Hillary - and Bill (Politico)

Congressional Democrats for the past six years have lamented their chilly relationship with President Barack Obama. He 
doesn't schmooze enough, they say. He is missing the glad-handing gene that makes politics fun. He just doesn't get it. 

But they are starting to see light at the end of the tunnel: the prospect of a Clinton back in the White House. 

Hillary Clinton's all-but-certain 2016 bid has perked up Democrats, as they once again dream of invites to 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, rowdy late-night dinners, overnights in the Lincoln Bedroom and, not least, consultation on policy and politics. 

While Hillary is certainly different than her husband, former President Bill Clinton, Democrats have seen her in action on the 
Hill, where she was adept at developing relationships. And more recently, she's shown she isn't afraid to tangle with Congress 
on Benghazi. 

"There was a very close connection between House Democrats and the Clinton presidency," California Rep. Zoe Lofgren said. 
"Usually I would be over at the White House at least once a week doing something, and I thought that built a lot of goodwill. I 
think if [Hillary] does run, she will become president, and there is a lot of excitement on that. He was a very collegial person, 
and she is her own person but she knows her way around." 

Of course, Bill and Hillary Clinton come with baggage. Bill had a sexual tryst in the Oval Office, was impeached by the 
Republican House and Hillary faced an endless barrage of questions about her own business dealings. 

Those memories are faint. 

Philadelphia Democratic Rep. Chaka Fattah, who was elected in 1994, described Bill Clinton's relationships on the Hill as 
"extraordinary." 

"I don't think this is just looking at it through rose-colored glasses," Fattah said, noting that when Clinton came to Philadelphia, 
he would meet the president at the airport, ride in the limo and take him to play golf. After one of Fattah's first legislative 
victories for an educational program called Gear Up, Clinton traveled to a middle school in Pennsylvania and credited him for 
getting the bill signed into law. 

"There was a lot of personalized interaction and they were engaged in this political effort, but it was also substantive," Fattah 
said. 

Clinton, who served from 1993 until 2001, led House Democrats into the minority for the first time in 40 years. Still, what 
lawmakers focus on aren't his stumbles but differences between his and the Obama administration's interactions with Capitol 
Hill. 

"He did something that this president doesn't do at all. Every time the 747 lifted off the ground, it was filled with members of 
Congress, Republicans and Democrats. I went to India with him, I went to South America with him, I went to Asia ... and I went 
to Africa," said Rep. Jim McDermott. "He was inclusive." 

The Clintons were so close to the Washington state lawmaker that Bill Clinton helped raise money for him when the House 
Ethics Committee investigated him over leaking a recorded telephone conversation during the 1997 investigation of then- 
Speaker Newt Gingrich. 

When asked to compare Clinton and Obama's Hill interactions, Rep. Jerry Nadler said there was a big difference. 

"There is much less contact, no question about it," Nadler responded. 

The New York Democrat said that even though he was a freshman when Clinton arrived at the White House, there was a 
dialogue with his congressional liaisons on major issues like free trade. Clinton spent time with members at the annual picnics 
and other social events, he said. 

"You got the feeling he knew you," Nadler said, remembering how Clinton stopped him in a receiving line soon after his 
election to chat about his six-way primary contest after his predecessor unexpectedly died. 

"How the hell did he know?" Nadler said. "I'll never forget the Marine guards were saying 'move on, move on,' and he wanted 
to talk to me." 

Other lawmakers agreed that despite serving one term as an Illinois senator, Obama hasn't worked to make allies on Capitol 
Hill. 

"He can connect, but many times he doesn't give himself the time," said New Jersey Democrat Bill Pascrell, who was elected 
in 1997 during Clinton's second term. "I don't know whether it's inborn or it's learned. It's not schmultz. It's not glad handing, 
or massaging and patting on the back. It has a lot more to do with your empathy toward other human beings. That's natural 
to some people and others it's forced." 

It's not just lawmakers who have been impacted by the Obama administration's aversion to personal politicking. Democratic 
lobbyists have griped privately for years, and some have even complained publicly over Obama's disdain for their profession. 
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That wasn't the case during the Clinton administration, according to several lobbyists. 

"The Clinton administration had a different view of lobbyists from the Obama administration," said Tony Podesta, a veteran 
Washington powerbroker. "More important to being invited to parties, friends of the president, friends of the administration 
were frequently called upon to provide thoughts, advice, suggestions and be an echo chamber for what the White House was 
trying to do." 

"It was not only effective, but it was so much fun too," said veteran lobbyist Tom Quinn. "The social events at the White House 
were fun. He would have a DNC event followed up with a state dinner." 

Quinn, who was special observer to Ireland during the Clinton administration, said that personal relationships go a long way in 
persuading lawmakers to support legislation. 

Of course, building personal relationships with the executive branch is not important to everyone. 

"I've got plenty of things I need to do other than be schmoozed," said Rick Larsen (D-Wash.). "It doesn't get me votes and 
gives me more unwanted attention than I need. It takes me off message." 

Still, several Democrats said they look forward to working with a potential Hillary Clinton administration and believe better 
cooperation between the White House and Congress would benefit the party. 

"I think people always feel better when they feel they are included in the team and that their views are valued, and I think 
that's smart politics too," said REp. Gerry Connolly (D-Va.). 

And Democrats say Hillary Clinton is no stranger to her former Capitol Hill colleagues. 

"We had good contact. Now, it was one state with 29 members in those days, but you knew her. You knew her staff well," 
Nadler said. 

And, if Clinton's time as first lady and as a New York senator illustrates how she'll operate, several Democrats said it would be 
a good thing. 

"I talked with and worked with Mrs. Clinton a lot when she was putting together her health care plan because I had 95 votes in 
the caucus for single payer and she needed some votes," said McDermott, who remembered her coming to his office two or 
three times a month to discuss the issue. "Since I know her, I expect I would have some opportunity to be involved."

It was December 2007, and the Democratic race for the presidential nomination had taken a bit of a nasty turn. Billy Shaheen, 
then co-chair of Hillary Clinton's New Hampshire campaign, had speculated to The Washington Post that Republicans would 
attack Sen.

"I made a mistake and in light of what happened, I have 
made the personal decision that I will step down," he said in a statement. 
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Hillary Clinton Faces Scrutiny for Use of Private Jets (Bloomberg)

Hillary Clinton took more than 200 privately chartered flights at taxpayer expense during her eight years in the U.S. Senate, 
sometimes using the jets of corporations and major campaign donors as she racked up $225,756 in flight costs. 

Clinton, 67, the frontrunner for the Democratic presidential nomination in 2016, reported the travel in official filings with the 
Senate. The records were provided to Bloomberg News by a Republican operative. 

Some of the companies whose planes she used included Coca-Cola Co., Citigroup Inc. and Saban Capital Group Inc. 

While the flights fell within congressional rules and were not out of the ordinary for senators at the time, they could play into 
the emerging Republican line of attack that Clinton's wealth and years in government office have left her out of touch with the 
voters she'll court on the campaign trail. 

Republican Mitt Romney, who is considering another bid for president, took a swipe at Clinton's suggestion to voters that 
"corporations and businesses" don't create jobs when he spoke in Starkville, Mississippi, last night. 

"How can Secretary Clinton provide opportunity for all if she doesn't know where jobs come from in the first place?" said 
Romney, who battled similar charges due to his wealth in his earlier campaigns. Clinton later revised her remarks by saying she 
meant that tax breaks that reward businesses for moving operations overseas don't create jobs in the U.S. 

An unnamed aide to Romney told multiple news outlets this week that Clinton would have a hard time portraying Romney as 
out of touch in a 2016 campaign when she owns multimillion dollar houses and seldom flies commercial. 

Nick Merrill, a Clinton spokesman, said she flew on chartered planes to make it easier to visit her constituents, one reason the 
Senate allows lawmakers to use private jets. 

'Tireless Work' 

"As a cornerstone of her tireless work on behalf of New York, she constantly crisscrossed the state to meet with the people she 
represented," Merrill said in a statement. "As anyone in the Senate representing a large state knows -- and as reported down 
to the penny in public filings - that means going to hard-to-reach places, not just those conveniently located near major 
airports." 

Clinton took all forms of transportation to get around the state and her constituents rewarded her for it, Merrill said. 

"She did whatever it took to get to where the people of New York actually lived and worked," he said. "Based on her 
resounding re-election, that's exactly what her constituents expected of her." 

Taxpayer Money 

Members of the Senate spent $1 million in taxpayer money on privately chartered flights in 2013, according to a report in USA 
Today. The practice became a political issue last year for Democratic Senate candidates, including Louisiana's Mary Landrieu, 
who lost, and Virginia's Mark Warner, who won a closer-than-expected battle for re-election. 

Landrieu spent $47,000 on charter flights in 2013 and Warner spent $8,500 on a tour around his state that year, USA Today 
reported. While some senators don't charter flights at all, Clinton's eight-year average of $28,125 per year falls within the 
range of other lawmakers. 

Still, Clinton is facing criticism from Republicans for flights she took more than six years ago. 

"The examples of how out of touch Hillary is continue to rack up," Republican National Committee Chairman Reince Priebus 
said in a statement. "Hillary's love of private jet travel doesn't even stop at taxpayer dollars." 

Company Jets 

In Clinton's case, private air travel involved jets owned by companies including Coca-Cola, Citigroup and Abbott Laboratories. 

There is no evidence her Senate trips, which ranged in cost from less than $200 to upwards of $3,000 per flight, ran afoul of 
Senate rules, which were tightened by a 2007 ethics law. Before the law was changed, senators were required to pay the cost 
of a first-class ticket to ride aboard a private jet -- or, in some cases, even less. In Clinton's final two years in the Senate, 
lawmakers who flew on private or chartered planes had to pay their proportional share of the cost of the flight based on the 
number of passengers. 

The figures don't include money spent for aides who accompanied her, which are also a public record. 

Private Companies 

Clinton also reported traveling on jets owned by a handful of private companies and investment groups, including InfoUSA, now 
known as InfoGroup Inc., Avenue Capital Group LLC and Saban Capital Group. 
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The latter firm was founded by longtime Clinton campaign financier Haim Saban, who, along with his wife and their family 
foundation, contributed between $10 million and $25 million to the Clinton Foundation through 2013. 

Last year, he told Bloomberg Television that he will spend "as much as needed" to help elect Clinton president in 2016. 

Clinton turned to friends and donors for help getting from place to place as she campaigned for re-election to the Senate in 
2006, and for the presidency in 2007 and 2008. 

When she criticized President George W. Bush's use of the powers of the presidency at a women's leadership forum in 
Providence, Rhode Island, on April 8, 2006, she flew round trip on Avenue Capital Group's plane at a cost of $408. The firm, run 
by Clinton campaign benefactor Marc Lasry, later hired Chelsea Clinton, Hillary's daughter. Chelsea Clinton worked there until 
2013, when she turned her focus to the Clinton Foundation. 

Abbott Plane 

Three days after the trip to Providence, Clinton told the Economic Club of Chicago that the public and private sectors must 
work together to build a stronger economy. She flew back to Washington on an Abbott Laboratories plane at a cost of 
$475.93. 

"We do have a choice about how we deal with globalization and the competitive threat that it poses," she said. "We can 
choose to unleash the power of innovation and enterprise in ways that promote our economic growth and our values so that 
all Americans share in the prosperity." 

Clinton flew from White Plains, New York, to Washington to pick up top aide Huma Abedin on the way to Charleston, South 
Carolina, on December 30, 2005, according to records kept by the Senate. They rode aboard InfoUSA's jet, which company 
founder Vinod Gupta, a close family friend, often used to transport and entertain the Clintons and other recognizable figures, 
according to court filings. Hillary Clinton billed the Senate for $858 to fly on his company's plane. 

Bill Clinton made more than $3 million as an adviser to InfoUSA after leaving the White House in January 2001 and also was 
given options on 100,000 shares of stock, which were never exercised. In 2010, Gupta paid a $7.4 million settlement after the 
Securities and Exchange Commission charged him with misappropriating company funds, and he later paid a larger sum to 
settle a shareholder suit. 

Lecture Circuit 

As first lady and as secretary of state, Clinton traveled mostly on government-owned planes, including Air Force One and a 
Boeing 757 used by the nation's top diplomat. With few exceptions, they weren't available to her when she was a senator 
from 2001 through early 2009 or on the paid-lecture circuit after she left the State Department in February 2013. 

After her tour as the nation's top diplomat, Clinton required groups to pay for private air travel when they booked her to 
speak. And fellow Democrats paid $1.5 million from political accounts to fly Clinton and her husband, former President Bill 
Clinton, to campaign events in the 2014 election cycle, according to Politico. 

Clinton Donor 

The bulk of Clinton's Senate flights were chartered through Aircraft Services Group Inc., which boasts two Gulstream IV jets 
and a 16-seat Embraer Legacy among its managed fleet. 

The president and chief executive officer of Aircraft Services Group, George Reenstra, donated $500 apiece to Clinton's Senate 
and presidential campaigns in 2006 and 2007, according to Federal Election Commission records. 

Clinton charged taxpayers $14,801.86 for 11 privately chartered trips she took between the time she announced her first 
presidential bid in early 2007 through the end of the Democratic primary in June 2008. In each case, she flew between 
Washington and New York or between cities within her home state. 

The issue isn't so much whether Clinton added to government spending, said Steve Ellis, vice president at the Washington 
nonprofit Taxpayers for Common Sense. The money came out of her Senate office budget, which is a fixed sum. Rather, Ellis 
said, it's a question of how her use of that budget reflects on the way she would allocate the larger federal spending pie. 

"It's important to see where lawmakers think they should be spending their resources," he said. 
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Clinton took taxpayer-funded private jet flights as senator (Hill)

Hillary Clinton took more than 200 flights on private jets that were charged to taxpayers as a senator, Bloomberg reports, 
further opening the former secretary of State to attacks that she is wealthy and out of touch. 

The flights racked up $225,756 in costs during Clinton's time in the Senate, from 2001 to early 2009, according to Bloomberg. 

The charges are noted on Clinton's official Senate filings, which were provided to Bloomberg by a Republican operative. 

Some of the planes used by Clinton were owned by companies including Coca-Cola and Citigroup, according to the report. 

Bloomberg found no evidence that Clinton had violated ethics rules; senators frequently use privately chartered planes for 
travel. 

USA Today reports that two-dozen senators rode on private jets to, from or around their home states for a total of almost $1 
million in charges in 2013. 

The news, however, may help feed the Republican narrative that Clinton, expected to make a bid for the White House in 2016, 
is out of touch. The Republican National Committee has already labeled Clinton "High-flying Hillary" over her more recent 
travel expenses on her way to paid speeches. 

RNC spokesman Sean Spicer tweeted a link to the story on Thursday along with the question, "Out of touch?" 

Clinton spokesman Nick Merrill defended the travel to Bloomberg as a mark of Clinton's hard work ethic, traveling around the 
state to visit constituents. 

"As a cornerstone of her tireless work on behalf of New York, she constantly crisscrossed the state to meet with the people she 
represented," Merrill said. "As anyone in the Senate representing a large state knows — and as reported down to the penny in 
public filings — that means going to hard-to-reach places, not just those conveniently located near major airports." 

"She did whatever it took to get to where the people of New York actually lived and worked," he added. "Based on her 
resounding re-election, that's exactly what her constituents expected of her." 

In the 2012 campaign, Democrats were able to portray as out of touch then-nominee Mitt Romney, who is considering 
running again. 
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Bernie Sanders: Hillary Clinton 'probably not' bold enough for 2016 (WAPO)

Sen. Bernie Sanders (l-Vt.), a potential candidate for president, on Thursday expressed little faith that Hillary Clinton would be 
an acceptable standard-bearer in the 2016 presidential election. 

"Based on her history, do I think she is going to be as bold as needs to be in addressing the major crises that we face? Probably 
not. I may be surprised," Sanders said in an interview with The Washington Post. 

Sanders, a self-described "socialist," is considering running for president as either Democrat or an independent. Asked 
repeatedly about Clinton's record, he mostly declined to weigh in on specifics. 

"I have no assessment," he said. 

But it was clear that Sanders is not convinced Clinton, the presumed Democratic frontrunner for president, has made a 
forceful enough argument about how to combat income inequality, a central focus of the Vermont senator. 

"Not much," responded Sanders when asked about what he has heard from Clinton on income inequality and related issues. 

Pro-Clinton group Correct the Record pushed back on the former secretary of state's economic record. "Hillary Clinton has 
fought all her life to ensure that all Americans have the opportunity to succeed — championing equal pay for equal work, 
advocating for middle-class tax cuts, and pushing for a raise in the minimum wage," said spokesperson Adrienne Watson. 

Sanders focused deep concern on the gap between rich and poor, an issue both Democrats and Republicans are speaking 
about with more frequency, and sharply criticized the billionaire industrialist Koch brothers, whose vast political network said 
this week it was prepared to spend nearly $1 billion in advance of the 2016 election. 

"You're looking at the undermining of American democracy," said Sanders. 

A Kochs spokesperson did not immediately respond to a request for comment. 

As he weighs a bid, Sanders has been traveling to the early nominating states. He is headed to New Hampshire again this 
weekend and will return to Iowa in the coming weeks. 

He said he will not run unless he thinks he "can do it well," so he does not undermine the issues he cares about. 

'"Can you bring people out on the streets? Can you mobilize people? Can you tap the anger that's out there?"' said Sanders of 
the questions facing him as he weighs a potential presidential bid. "And the answer is, you know what, at this moment, I don't 
exactly know that you can." 

Sanders said he plans to decide "reasonably soon" whether to run, likely before the summer. 

"You can't wait indefinitely, that's for sure," he added. 
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Democrats Facing 2016 Debate Dilemma (National Journal)

Democrats are facing a growing logistical dilemma as their planning for the next presidential election gets underway: They 
need to start organizing a process for presidential primary debates, but there aren't any candidates to invite. And with Hillary 
Clinton likely to clear the field of serious competition, she may want to avoid debating her opposition altogether. 

National Democrats have begun the process of planning for primary debates, but they stress that everything is in the very 
early stages. Top Democratic National Committee aides are in touch with interested TV networks and potential cosponsoring 
groups to discuss dates and formats, as well as with representatives of all prospective 2016 Democratic candidates. 

But how many debates, where and when they're held, and what they look like depend entirely on which Democrats end up 
getting into the race— and if Clinton faces second-tier opposition, there's a chance there won't be any debates. Unlike with 
Republicans, who have long known the likelihood of a big field and could plan their debates accordingly, the Democrats' 
process has always been more uncertain. 

Initial conversations about the next year's debate schedule have taken place, but party officials acknowledge the details won't 
be ironed out until it's clear who's running and who isn't. 

"We've met with [the DNC], I know others have as well— but they just don't know what the field is going to look like," said one 
TV network source. "There's a scenario where Hillary is the only kind of serious credible candidate, in which case they might 
want zero debates or very, very few." 

A few things are certain: There will be fewer Democratic debates than in 2008 and they'll start considerably later in the cycle. 
Obama and Clinton debated 27 times during the 2008 primary, a staggering number that party officials have no desire to 
repeat. And instead of a spring start for those debates— the first one of the 2008 cycle was held in late April 2007— networks 
and the DNC anticipate the earliest a debate could start is the fall. 

But if the field is small and Clinton is far ahead in polling, insiders expect her to have a lot of sway over the debate process and 
schedule— which may mean a much trimmer debate schedule than in years past. 

"In a prospective Clinton candidacy ... there's a very strong chance she'll start off with a very strong lead," said veteran 
Democratic strategist Chris Lehane. "That would give her a little bit of a stronger hand to play in terms of both determining 
how many debates are actually proposed and which ones she actually agrees to." 

Hillary Clinton's candidacy looks to be a near-certainty at this point, but what's less clear is which of her potential opponents 
will actually decide to run. Vice President Joe Biden, Maryland Gov. Martin O'Malley, former Sen. Jim Webb of Virginia, and 
Sen. Bernie Sanders of Vermont have all expressed interest in the race; progressive supporters of Elizabeth Warren are hoping 
to pull the first-term senator from Massachusetts into the race as well, but thus far she's shown no interest. 

Republicans announced a tentative debate schedule earlier this month for the 2016 primary, beginning with an August event 
in Ohio. 

Depending on how the field shapes up, Clinton could be in a tough spot either way when it comes to debates. On one hand, if 
she faces a field with minimal opposition— with only one lesser-known candidate, such as Sanders or Webb— her campaign, 
and the TV networks, might be less interested in organizing that face-off than they would with a bigger field. 

Observers likened 2016 to the race between Al Gore and former Sen. Bill Bradley in the 2000 Democratic primary: Gore, as 
the sitting vice president, was the favorite for the nomination, but Bradley put up a legitimate challenge and even outraised 
Gore at points along the way. The two faced off in a total of nine debates between October 1999 and March 2000. 

But Lehane, who worked for Gore that year, said that Clinton, in 2016, could have the option not to debate if she didn't want 
to— a luxury neither Gore nor Bradley had in 2000. That primary "wasn't a situation where Al Gore was at 80 percent [in the 
polls] and Bill Bradley was in single digits and Gore could just ignore debates," he said. 

Still, many Democrats feel that not debating could be just as dangerous. The challenging debates between Obama and Clinton 
in 2007 and 2008 made them both better candidates, according to several top Democratic officials. Many Democrats feel that 
Clinton, whose presidential bid began eight years ago, could use the practice to sharpen her skills ahead of the general 
election. Holding no debates would be a public relations challenge for the Democratic Party, too. They're media events, and 
they help bring visibility to the party's eventual nominee. Without debates, Republicans would get all the highly publicized, 
televised face-offs to themselves. 

"Barack Obama and Hillary Clinton (as well as Joe Biden, Chris Dodd, Bill Richardson, John Edwards, and more) had at least two 
dozen debates in 2008. From that clash, Barack Obama emerged stronger, tougher, smarter— and the Democratic Party 
quickly united around him," longtime Democratic strategist and Clinton ally Paul Begala said in an e-mail. 

"So while I am for Hillary, big-time ... I think some good, challenging debates would be good for her and good for the party," he 
said. 
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What to Wear? First Ladies Are Steeped in Protocol (NYT)

WASHINGTON -- The first lady, Michelle Obama, bared her head in Saudi Arabia, but covered it at the Vatican and at an 
Indonesian mosque. Laura Bush wore a head scarf only briefly in Saudi Arabia and to tour the Dome of the Rock in Jerusalem. 
Hillary Rodham Clinton covered her head in Eritrea, the West Bank and Pakistan, but did not in Saudi Arabia. 

Mrs. Obama inspired headlines and Internet chatter this week when she was photographed without headgear during a visit 
with President Obama to Riyadh, the capital of a conservative Muslim kingdom where women are compelled to cover their 
heads. But her attire was in keeping with diplomatic protocol and longstanding custom for Western women visiting Saudi 
Arabia. 

And that is no accident. 

There are dozens of rules and customs that govern what an American first lady should wear and what she should not while 
visiting other countries, and first ladies have to follow them all. 

"Mrs. Obama always wanted to be briefed completely on all the cultural traditions, from food to greetings to attire, and we 
would prepare a detailed memo before each trip," said Capricia Penavic Marshall, who, as the chief of protocol for the United 
States from 2009 to 2013, oversaw protocol matters for the president and first lady abroad. 

"These are not unilateral decisions she is making," Ms. Marshall said. "No one just decides one day that this is what I'm going 
to wear. It is very carefully planned." Mrs. Obama in particular, she added, "likes to be well-informed." 

Adhering to the rules is an elaborate business for first ladies, whose every outfit and accessory is scrutinized for political 
significance and cultural import, particularly when traveling to countries where customs bear little resemblance to Western 
practice. 

When Mrs. Bush traveled to Saudi Arabia as first lady in 2007, she went bareheaded in public almost the entire time. But when 
a group of breast cancer survivors she met with surprised her with a handmade black hijab, or head scarf, with tinges of pink 
that signify breast cancer awareness, she immediately put it on in solidarity with the women. 

"It was a very organic moment," said Anita McBride, Mrs. Bush's chief of staff at the time. "Anyone would have done it. But 
there was a little bit of a flap about it." 

The hijab was a rare spontaneous episode in what are otherwise meticulously planned sartorial strategies on trips by first 
ladies. White House aides always prepare a "wardrobe memo" that accounts for cultural norms (head scarf or no?), climate 
and terrain (short sleeves or long? high heels or flats?), and the nature of the events (gown or suit?). 

"When you're in the White House, you always tend to err on the side of being prepared," Ms. McBride said. "The wardrobe 
memo was a very key ingredient and component of that." 

In Mrs. Obama's case, the stop in Saudi Arabia was a late addition to her itinerary for a trip that was initially planned only as a 
visit to India. When King Abdullah of Saudi Arabia died on Jan. 23, President Obama hastily changed his plans and diverted to 
Riyadh to pay respects. 

It is not clear whether Mrs. Obama knew in advance to pack for a visit to the kingdom, and the White House refused on 
Thursday to comment on any aspect of how Mrs. Obama chose what to wear. 

The first lady dressed modestly, in loose-fitting black pants and a blue tunic-length blouse, with her arms covered by a three- 
quarter-length coat in a matching print. 

Some Saudi bloggers criticized her on Twitter, using an Arabic hashtag that roughly translates to #MichelleObamaUnveiled. 
Many Westerners, including Senator Ted Cruz, Republican of Texas, praised her for making a stand in defiance of Muslim law. 

"It turned out to be much ado about nothing," said Melanne Verveer, who as a top adviser to Mrs. Clinton traveled 
extensively with her when Mrs. Clinton was the first lady. "Yes, your clothes do matter. Yes, they can be interpreted, but if you 
dress appropriately to the society you are visiting, you make sure that no one makes news with something not intended to 
make news." 

Like Mrs. Obama in Indonesia in 2010 and Mrs. Bush in Jerusalem, Mrs. Clinton would cover her head when visiting a mosque, 
but not when meeting with officials in Muslim countries. The same is true for an audience with the pope at the Vatican, where 
women are expected to cover their knees and shoulders as well as their heads. 

"There may not be a code per se, but there was guidance from the State Department, and it was to be respectful, to be 
accommodating in conservative societies," said Ms. Verveer, now the director of the Georgetown Institute for Women, Peace 
and Security. "Don't wear your sundress." 

Even the best-laid wardrobe plans can go awry for a first lady, so Ms. McBride said she would often take head coverings for 
unforeseen events when traveling in the Middle East. 

She slipped a few extra scarves into her luggage during a trip to Afghanistan with Mrs. Bush, and each woman grabbed one 
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when they disembarked from Air Force One. 

"We put them around our shoulders just in case we might need to pull them on for any reason when we arrived," Ms. McBride 
said. "You never know."

The ad -- called "California's Sarah Palin" - 
compared Ms. Whitman to Sarah Palin for their shared views on global warming, raising 
questions about whether Whitman's strategy of attacking environmental legislation makes 
sense in California. 

Ms. Whitman felt so threatened by the Courage Campaign's radio ad and our campaign that 
her campaign manager sent out a fundraising email attacking us. Candy Crowley 
mentioned the ad in a CNN story on Whitman, and the Los Angeles Times called Whitman's 
position "a risky move" and cited the Courage Campaign's ad as an example of how 
Whitman's stance has generated public reaction.

COLORADO / ProgressNow Colorado: 

ProgressNow Colorado has launched accountability campaigns focusing on right-wing 
candidates for statewide office in Colorado. The campaign will highlight the extreme 
positions and ethical lapses of candidates for Governor, Senate, and Congress. 

ProgressNow Colorado also has served to coordinate rapid-response media for the 201 0 
legislative session that began in early January. On January 27th, for example, we 
coordinated a press conference at which seniors, students, and working families 
gathered to respond to corporate special interests who earlier on the day held a rally at 
the Capitol to bash the Democrats' balanced plan for balancing the state's budget. The 
corporate special interests objected to a proposal to suspend a small fraction of the more 
than $2 Billion in giveaways at the expense of taxpayers in Colorado. The corporations 
proposed instead a new tax on groceries. Our press conference helped frame the issue 
as corporations versus seniors, students, and working families and praised our 
progressive leadership for their efforts to find a balanced approach to balancing the 
state's budget. This press conference generated both television and print coverage and 
effectively framed the issue from a progressive perspective. 



FLORIDA / Progress Florida: 

Pushing back against right wing spin 

In the first week of 2010, two of Florida's most right wing legislative leaders, Speaker 
Designate Dean Cannon (R-Winter Fhrk) and Senate President Designate Mike Haridopolos 
(R-Melbourne), announced they were holding a "jobs summit" on January 1 5th in Orlando. 
They included their email addresses in the announcement urging Floridians to contact them 
with their ideas. Knowing that Cannon and Haridopolos wanted to use this so called "jobs 
summit" as an unabashed opportunity to promote boilerplate right wing economics: 
deregulating corporations, tax cuts for the wealthy, gutting smart growth laws and drill, 
baby drill, Progress Florida organized an online letter writing campaign in response. 

In less than 48 hours, Ffogress Florida Netroots activists generated nearly 1 ,000 letters to 
the legislative leaders, urging them to make Florida a leader in creating a "green economy" 
and generating job growth by investing in energy conservation and a clean energy future. 
Progress Florida is laying the groundwork to help derail the right wing economic agenda 
expected dominate the fast approaching 201 0 Florida legislative session.

MICHIGAN / Progress Michigan: 
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Progress Michigan has been leading the fight to expose tea party activists and their right- 
wing friends in the state Legislature and drive the progressive narrative that the right is 
pushing a no-nothing race to the bottom. When Governor Jennifer Granholm's delivered 
her State of the State address, a tea party protest was staged in front of the State Capitol 
and Progress Michigan took to the streets and created the video, What Happens When 
You Join a Tea Party? With nearly 700 views, the video created an immediate buzz among 
lawmakers and put a face on the tea party that cut through the claims their activists are 
mainstream. 

When right-wing state Senator Majority Leader Mike "Mikey Blue Eyes" Bishop unveiled 
conservative "reforms" in mid-January amid a blitz media coverage and presentations to 
corporate lobbyists, ProgressMichigan exposed his proposed $1 .8 billion in pay and 
benefit cuts for middle-class union families as blatant hypocrisy and pushed the message 
that the "reforms" were weak and politically motivated. While Bishop, a candidate for 
state attorney general, was saying the state needed to balance its budget on the backs of 
workers, he was also exempting himself and his legislative colleagues from a proposal to 
end free lifetime health care benefits for state lawmakers after just six years in service. 
The Detroit Free Press editorialized against Bishop's plan. 



MINNESOTA / Alliance for a Better Minnesota: 

Setting the Agenda for the 2010 Governor's Race 

It has been 17 years since Democrats have controlled the governor's office in Minnesota. 
Alliance for a Better Minnesota is laying the groundwork to make sure that Democrats win 
in November. We just concluded a poll, which discovered that voters are evenly divided 
between supporting an unnamed Democrat and unnamed Republican in 2010. This 
information will guide the development of a message frame that will resonate with voters. 

During the legislative session, we have the opportunity to advance legislative proposals 
and a message frame that will move our targeted voters to the Democrat side. In a difficult 
economic environment the state will have make important decision about what we value. 
Republicans have focused their effort at protecting corporate tax breaks at the expense 
of critical areas of investment such as education and senior services. 

We are launching an effort to protect cuts to Minnesota's meals on wheel program by 
ending wasteful corporate tax breaks. An independent audit of corporate tax breaks 
found that they do nothing to keep jobs in Minnesota. This effort will show Minnesotans 
that Democrats care about making government more accountable and investing in 
programs that reflect out shared values. 



NEVADA / ProgressNow Nevada: 

ProgressNow Nevada has taken the lead in advocating progressive solutions to the 
state's $900 million deficit. In January we helped a partner group with the launch of their 
major initiative petition to increase the tax on mining companies doing business in Nevada. 

Additionally, we offered an alternative "State of the State" address Monday, Feb. 8 in 
which we call for a no-cut solution to the crisis. The governor proposed 22 percent cuts 
to higher ed (which would result in at least two colleges being closed); 1 0 percent cuts to 
K-12 (resulting in a 4-day school week); and laying off at least 300 state employees. He 
and Democratic leaders also said no new taxes. Since we began pushing lawmakers to 
seek additional revenue we have seen movement from the governor and Legislature on 
taxes to the mining industry. At the start of the special session we handed Depends 
undergarments to each legislator (some of the cuts involve adult diapers). We also gave 
legislative leaders a petition urging them to raise taxes. 



NEW HAMPSHIRE / Granite State Progress: 

Rep. Al Baldasaro, an ex-Marine archconservative who has bills in the NH State House 
requiring recipients of public assistance to give urine samples before collecting food 
stamps, a mandate to remove New Hampshire from federal health care reform plans, and 
a "no amnesty for immigrants" declaration to the U.S. Congress, is also part of a town-by- 
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town effort to pressure for a statewide vote on the definition of marriage. 

Baldasaro and his cohorts are trying to use the NH town meeting process this spring to 
create a wedge issue for the November ballot and build media for anti-GLBT purposes. 

But Granite State Progress has quickly formed a group of stay-at-home moms, gay and 
lesbian couples and other community allies to present a strong and unified front against 
hate and prevent the vote to discriminate from appearing on the ballot in his own 
hometown. In the meantime, a member filmed some of Baldasaro's outlandish comments 
during the public hearing on marriage equality repeal bills, the NH Democratic Party used it 
to call for Baldasaro to step down, and other Granite State Rogress members worked the 
press to help get it covered locally and nationally. 



OHIO / Progress Ohio: 

Work on Mayor Michael Bloomberg's Mayors Against Guns (gunshow loophole) 

After being approached by Mayor's Against Guns, ProgressOhio conducted a sting on 
illegal Gun Sales at the Sharonville Convention Center outside of Cincinnati. The program 
centers on gunshow loopholes which are being exploited in shows around Ohio. 

Building off a previous sting last Fall, ProgressOhio's press conference on Saturday 
January 23 garnered front page news in the Cincinnati Enquirer and all area television 
stations and statewide press. 

During the second half of 2009, FfogressOhio made the AP and Reuters wire 9 separate 
times, resulting in our work being seen in thousands of outlets. In the past two years, 
ProgressOhio has been cited for its work by prominent media outlets such as the New 
York Times, Los Angeles Times, NPR and Politico. Ail of this is in addition to the hundreds 
of stories over the years that we've broken or contributed to in papers, television and 
radio shows across Ohio. 



PENNSYLVANIA / Keystone Progress: 

Keystone Progress organized the first Pennsylvania Progressive Summit the last weekend 
in January. It was the largest, most dynamic gathering of progressive activists ever 
assembled in Pennsylvania, with at least 600 progressive activists and leaders in 
attendance. We held 48 workshops and panels with on communications and media, 
organizing strategies, electoral campaigns and advocacy. The Summit included sessions 
with national experts on the environment, jobs, equality legislation, healthcare and 
immigration, including USAction Resident William McNary, United Steelworkers 
International President Leo Gerard and healthcare whistle-blower Wendell Potter. 

The Summit also included the first Gubernatorial Debate with ail four Democratic 
candidates answering pointed questions from progressive activists and organizational 
representatives. The debate was followed by U.S. Senate forum with Senator Arien 
Spector and Congressman Joe Sestak facing hard questions about the issues 
progressives care about. 

The summit received great media coverage, and is likely to become an annual event that 
will add unity to the progressive movement and give new skills to hundreds of progressive 
leaders. 



WASHINGTON / Fuse Washington: 

Fuse's comprehensive campaign to generate stronger leadership from elected officials 
includes both an electoral accountability program and a legislative organizing program. 

Fuse has started allocating funds to our PAC to support an independent expenditure 
program this fall. Our 2010 budget makes a substantial allocation to external spending on 
independent expenditures, in addition to in-kind staff work. These funds will be invested in 
challenges to underperforming legislators and defending progressive champions. We are 
working closely with other progressive stakeholders on these efforts, and our 
investments should be substantially leveraged by allies' contributions. 

Our efforts to build a progressive caucus in the state House continue to be productive. 
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Fuse organized a facilitated planning retreat for progressive House members that allowed 
them to establish an agenda for the session, decide how they will make decisions and 
work with allies, and identify other legislators they want to recruit. Without our efforts, 
they would have started the session as a well-meaning but completely disorganized 
bunch. We are also providing them with dedicated staff support during the session - 
enabling them to organize meetings, implement plans, and coordinate with stakeholders. 



WISCONSIN / One Wisconsin Now: 

One Wisconsin Now, through its ground-breaking Wisconsin Research Project, compiles 
all of the state's executive and legislative opposition research for polling and message 
development for progressive issue advocacy. One Wisconsin Now's research has raised 
the issue of fair taxation in three issue campaigns using multi-millionaire conservative 
Terrence Wall's avoidance of state personal income tax, local property tax and business 
tax as a backdrop. One Wisconsin Now has unearthed that Wall, who is challenging 
incumbent U.S. Senator Russ Feingold: 


• Created Delaware companies to avoid state income tax for his multi-million dollar 
development empire; 

• Had net state income tax in only one of the past 1 0 years; 

• Rezoned three prime pieces of commercial real estate to agricultural to avoid 
$34,000 in property taxes and created a phantom pumpkin patch to do so. 

• Owns dozens of businesses which used loopholes to have zero state tax burden. 


One Wisconsin Now's research and message development on this issue has highlighted 
the issue of tax avoidance in media across the state and nearly every one of the hundred- 
plus articles that have been written about Wall includes at least one of the pieces of 
research compiled by One Wisconsin Now. The Wisconsin Research Project has also 
been the lead progressive organization raising the issue of executive management 
competence, ethics and priorities around the poor performance of conservative 
Milwaukee County Executive Scott Walker, who is running in Wisconsin's open 
gubernatorial race.

Voices from the Classroom: 

What do the budget cuts mean to you and your students? 

Students packed into classes that have nearly doubled in size. No after-school tutoring, field trips and music and 
limited library access. Fewer aids and other resources to help special education students and English language 
learners. 

These are the realities that result when lawmakers cut spending on public education, and these are the things 
that keep educators and parents up at night. The fact that some lawmakers would dangle the threat of further 
deep cuts to education to get their way in the ongoing Washington budget battle isn’t sitting well with those 
who see the tough consequences of funding cuts every day in schools across America. 

No one is in a better position than educators to explain the devastating impact education cuts can have on 
students and middle-class families. Here’s proof: 

“I work for the poorest high school in Washington County. Further budget cut to us would mean fewer 
services to the most at-risk and highly mobile student body in the county. These kids have the highest 
mental health needs, as do their parents. Cuts would mean they wouldn’t receive the already limited 
assistance. Congress needs to ensure these kids don’t suffer further because bureaucrats can’t come 
together and make the budget work for kids. They are our future.”

“We have some class sizes over 40, no libraries, no computer labs, one nurse for 5,000 students and no 
music or art in our district. This is not what is needed to educate our students. Restoring funding is crucial 
and must happen, now!”

“My class sizes are significantly larger than they were a few years ago. I cannot adequately serve all the 
kids who need extra help. Several are falling through the cracks. In addition to teaching, I coach high school 
football, middle school track, keep the scoreboard for winter sports, work summer football camps, paint and 
power wash houses, and will begin umpiring baseball games this year. I routinely work 60-70 hours per 
week, which puts a tremendous strain on me and my family. My wife and I have delayed having another 
child because we struggle to pay for our one kid now. I did not enter education to become rich but a 
comfortable living wage is expected with two teachers working. I would like to see one of these politicians 
live on our salary (without accepting gifts from special interest groups) for one month. I would bet that would 
increase school funding immediately.”

“Teachers and students in Oklahoma cannot afford more budget cuts. I teach, and I am a single mother of a 
child with disabilities. It is a sad day when I cannot even pay our basic bills from my teaching salary, have 
had my vehicle repossessed, and possibly will have to file bankruptcy. Teachers in Oklahoma haven’t had a 
cost of living raise in years. Not only that, but our classes are filled with wall to wall desks because of 
reduction in force in spite of our district growing. Stop cutting from education, unless an illiterate nation is 
your goal. Your education cuts hurt me, my son, my students, and ultimately our nation.”

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“When will enough be enough? My district has already lost more than 350 teachers and support staff in the 
last three years due to education funding cuts and Governor Corbett’s disdain for public education. In turn, 
parents have become dissatisfied with the lack of services currently being offered compared to what their 
children previously received and the great exodus has begun: We have lost more than 1,000 students 
since we no longer offer after school tutoring, computer classes, math support services for grades K-2, field 
trips, assemblies, and the list goes on. That means more staff cuts and more building closures. Congress 
needs to wake up and stop the madness before the greatest country on earth becomes the most illiterate 
and unable to sustain the workforce needed for engineering, science and math related jobs. Please act 
before the damage is too great to reverse!”

Highlight of 
the morning was one of the hosts, whose stage name is "Foolish" asked a question, 
to which HRC replied "Well, Foolish, that is far from a foolish question."

I don't think she was too hot either. I like the passion. 

The one thing I would work on is what she does during applause. Especially when she is in the middle of a tough riff, she sometimes looks annoyed while she's 
waiting for the applause to stop.

Good afternoon! 

I had a few hours of peace and quiet this morning to expand on this email. Per our discussion, we need two 
calls next week: one with the three of us and one with the full team (I'm fine w everyone from the Thurs mtg, but 
could be smaller if that's better). I've put draft agendas below. Cheryl, do you need me to coordinate those, or 
will Joanne do that? 

Attached is a proposed "workplan" for the tour-the idea is to prompt discussion about how to plan it. I think it's 
helpful, but let me know what you think. I also attached a revised timeline (Cheryl, I know you wanted an 
alternative, but wanted to discuss with you guys first). Other materials coming shortly. 

Few notes: 

-EXPLORATORY PLANNING 

In putting together this tour workplan, two things popped up for me: 

(1) As we strategize, we should make sure this tour is seen as a tactic nested in a larger rollout strategy. I think 
it has a bigger role in HRC's mind-as it should. My assumption (which may turn out to be incorrect) is that there 
will be some leaking of the exploratory and her tour around the DNC meeting. ..she will make a fairly important 
speech at the DNC meeting. ..there will be some sort of finance strategy operating in the background. So, there 
are a lot of moving pieces and I want to make sure we don't work on the tour in isolation. Obvious, but worth 
flagging. 

(2) I think we should be deliberate about what we know and don't know and when we make what decisions 
about the tour. I think it would be a mistake, for example, to plan out the tour today. ..I even think it's a bit of a 
misnomer to call it a "listening tour" today, since we may learn that voters are desperate to hear her SHARE 
something.

"I'm running for president because I think that Americans and their families need a champion, and I want to be this 
champion," Clinton said Tuesday as she sat around a table with seven students and educators. "I want to stand up and fight 
for people so that they cannot just get by, but they get ahead and they can stay ahead." 

Instead of a raucous rally, Clinton opened up with a wonkish — and at times dull — seminar on education policy at Kirkwood 
Community College. She spoke before 22 people and a few reporters in Monticello, a town of agricultural machinery 
merchants, hardware stores, wooden homes with peeling paint and, incongrously, a Mexican restaurant, nestled on the Iowa 
prairies. 

She did, however, allow herself a stop at Chipotle on her way to Iowa and a fancy coffee once she got there. 

Campaign theater 

The theater of the first few days of Clinton's latest presidential bid is noticeable since most campaign launches are designed 
to make a splash. This one seems designed to do the exact opposite. 

The former first lady, senator and secretary of state is being born again as a reformed presidential candidate, and seems 
determined not to give off the air of entitlement and inevitability that doomed her last time. 

"I'm here in Iowa to begin a conversation ... to hear from people about what's on your minds, what the challenges that you 
see are," Clinton said. 

Aides promised that ideas and policies will come later. 

It's a far cry from the 112 nation odyssey which encompassed some of the world's most exotic spots when Clinton was 
secretary of state. It's also a million miles away from the plush lifestyle of corporate jets and presidential suites that 
cushioned her on the corporate speaking circuit.

As she spoke, President Barack Obama, the man who built an Iowa grassroots movement which kept her from the White 
House in 2008, was unveiling historic moves in his rapprochment with Communist Cuba. 

Once, such sweeping foreign policy drama would have been her responsibility. 

But here was Clinton addressing the more prosaic concerns of what her campaign is calling "Everyday Americans" — how to 
pay for further education, how to survive as a working mom and how kids can stack up college credits while still at high 
school. 

Clinton's "conversation" on Tuesday was decidedly of the softball variety. There was little chance for reporters to pose 
questions about the most controversial aspects of her candidacy. And her interlocutors in the roundtable had other things on 
their minds. 

That meant Clinton did not have to weigh in on her controversial private email account from her days at the State 
Department, her mixed record as secretary of state or on foreign donors to her family's philanthropic organization. 

Traditions 

There is nothing new about candidates dodging tough questions. But what is unique about Clinton's launch is the other new 
campaign traditions that didn't happen.

The start of most presidential campaigns see large press packs of reporters descend on gymnasiums or sports arenas packed 
with supporters, in a show of strength meant to make a point about a candidate's viability. 

Often, candidates choose a symbolic spot. In 2007, Obama drew thousands of people on a frigid morning to the Illinois 
statehouse in Springfield where Abraham Lincoln once held court. 

This time around, Republican Ted Cruz made clear his intentions to court evangelical voters by launching his campaign at 
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Virginia's Liberty University, which was founded by the late preacher Jerry Fallwell. Another fellow Republican senator, 
Marco Rubio of Florida, on Monday chose Miami's Freedom Tower, where the government once processed Cuban 
immigrants fleeing the Castro government to stress his family's roots and humble origins. 

Clinton's aides have said a bigger unveiling will come in May. But for now, he only remarkable thing about Clinton's launch 
pad was how nondescript it was. 

The college building was situated opposite of shining agricultural silos next to a highway close to the Wisconsin and Illinois 
borders. The scent of a freshly manured field wafted on the breeze. 

Clinton's task 

But then, Clinton's task is different than that of most candidates. 

She hardly has a problem with name recognition, will likely raise piles of campaign cash and may end up with no serious 
Democratic opposition in the first-in-the-nation caucus state. 

But Clinton is hoping there is a second chance for her to make a good first impression with Iowa's notoriously exacting 
political activists, who like to prod, poke and get to know a candidate personally before committing to support them.

Clinton learned the perils of not connecting with Iowans in 2008. She has none of the affection for the state that she and her 
husband, former president Bill Clinton, reserve for New Hampshire, which has saved their political hides several times. But 
she is trying. 

When the black van in which she had journeyed on a road trip from New York crossed the Iowa border, it marked the first 
time she had visited the state as a presidential candidate since the fateful night of January 3, 2008, when she lost the 
caucuses. 

Not only did she come in behind Obama on that disastrous night, Clinton couldn't even beat former North Carolina Sen. John 
Edwards, who had camped out in Iowa for years. 

Now she's back and determined not to make the same mistake again. Clinton is vowing not to repeat the top down, 
complacent campaign that led Iowans to turn against her last time. This time, its bottom up, Obama style. She's positioning 
herself as the vessel for the hopes and dreams of the Americans left behind by the tepid economic recovery. 

She arrived not in a sleek corporate jet, or a rented plane full of media and staff, but in her van trailed by a Secret Service 
SUV — the legacy of her time as first lady. 

Some of the big time Washington journalists who had traveled to Iowa to cover her 2016 debut couldn't even get into the 
building, so keen was the campaign to offer an intimate setting and to make Iowans the focus. Only a small pool of reporters 
was allowed. 

"Right now, we are focused on this ramp up period," said a Clinton campaign official, speaking anonymously to discuss 
strategy. "There will be time later for bigger events. Especially in this first period we are focused on allowing Hillary to have 
these one on one conversations and hear from Iowans from all parts of the state." 

Surreal moments 

But while events inside the building lacked a little in spectacle, there were surreal moments outside. 

When Clinton's van arrived and drove around the back of the building, a pack of journalists staged a mini running of the 
bulls-style charge and set off in pursuit, causing a stir on social media that may be remembered longer than the candidate's 
heavy-going seminar. 

The GOP at least made a token attempt to picket her appearance, sending a "Nerd Squad" to distribute flyers offering to turn 
Clinton's email servers over to experts to retreive her deleted communications.

And a man on a bike rode up with a sign reading "she has a better body than Christie and a far better hairdo than Trump — 
there may be hope for Hillary after all." 

But for all her outreach to Iowans, she still found a home away from home for a New Yorker during an unannounced stop at 
a coffee shop selling a special masala chai tea and caramellow latte.

David Brock resigns from Hillary Clinton PAC 


David Brock on Monday abruptly resigned from the board of the super PAC Priorities USA Action, revealing rifts that threaten 
the big-money juggernaut being built to support Hillary Clinton's expected presidential campaign. 

In a resignation letter obtained by POLITICO, Brock, a close Clinton ally, accused Priorities officials of planting "an orchestrated 
political hit job" against his own pro-Clinton groups, American Bridge and Media Matters. 

Those groups - along with another pro-Clinton group, the super PAC Ready for Hillary - had their fundraising practices called 
into question last week by a New York Times report. It pointed out that veteran Democratic fundraiser Mary Pat Bonner got a 
12.5 percent commission on funds she raised for Brock's groups, and a smaller percentage commission on cash she raised for 
Ready for Hillary. 

In his letter to the co-chairs of Priorities' board - former Michigan Gov. Jennifer Granholm and former Obama campaign 
manager Jim Messina - Brock alleged that "current and former Priorities officials were behind this specious and malicious 
attack on the integrity of these critical organizations." 

The letter - and Brock's resignation - offer a rare glimpse into a network of groups upon which Democrats are relying to keep 
the White House and stave off increasingly robust big-money efforts on the right. The public airing of dirty laundry comes as 
sources say Priorities is struggling to live up to the hopes of some Clinton allies, who had argued it should aim to raise as much 
as $500 million to eviscerate prospective Clinton rivals in the primary and general elections. 

Brock, who spent his early career in Washington as a self-described "right-wing hit man" before experiencing a political 
awakening and emerging as the leader of an empire of hard-hitting liberal attack groups, contends in his letter that Priorities is 
trying to damage his groups' fundraising efforts, "while presumably enhancing Priorities' own. Frankly, this is the kind of dirty 
trick I've witnessed in the right-wing and would not tolerate then. Our Democratic Presidential nominee deserves better than 
people who would risk the next election - and our country's future - for their own personal agendas." 

Brock did not respond to requests for comment about the letter, his group's relationship with Bonner or with the other big- 
money groups boosting Clinton. 

Craig Smith, a senior advisor to Ready for Hillary, said his group is still working with Bonner, as well as with Priorities and 
Brock's groups. "We have worked with them for almost two years. We continue to work with them. We all do very different 
things, so there's not a lot of overlap." 

Asked if he thought rivals on the left were circulating negative information on Bonner, he said "I would hope not. Not that I'm 
aware of." 

Priorities spokesman Peter Kauffmann denied that Priorities had anything to do with the Times story, which also noted that his 
group paid fundraising commission on at least $2 million worth of checks, including from California tech billionaire Irwin Jacobs. 
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Sources say Jacobs was upset by the revelations. 

Kauffmann said Priorities is no longer paying fundraising commissions, and that it maintains close working relationships with 
the other groups boosting Clinton. 

"Priorities USA Action and allied organizations demonstrated a clear ability to work together effectively in 2012 and we look to 
replicate that success again in 2016," he said. 

Still, Priorities and Ready for Hillary do to some extent compete with one another - and with Brock's outfits - for big checks 
from wealthy Clinton backers. At one point. Priorities' allies tried to force Ready for Hillary to shut down. But the groups - 
along with Brock's - eventually entered into a sometimes uneasy alliance to lay the groundwork for the former Secretary of 
State to run for president in 2016. Together, the groups formed an unprecedented shadow campaign that combined to raise 
millions in 2014. American Bridge's Correct the Record Project defends Clinton against political attacks, while Ready for Hillary 
builds files of voter and small donors, and Priorities cultivates relationships with major donors. 

The idea was both to build an infrastructure that would allow Clinton to hit the ground running if and when she declared her 
candidacy for the Democratic nomination and also to project a financial show of force that would overwhelm any prospective 
rival in the primary or general elections. 

In his resignation letter, Brock asserted a "serious breach of trust between organizations that are supposed to work together 
toward common ends has created an untenable situation that leaves me no choice but to resign my position."

Here is the account from the NY Times : The pension board of the United Methodist Church — one of the 
largest Protestant denominations in the United States, with more than seven million members — has 
placed five Israeli banks on a list of companies that it will not invest in for human rights reasons, the board 
said in a statement on Tuesday. 

It appeared to be the first time that a pension fund of a large American church had taken such a step 
regarding the Israeli banks, which help finance settlement construction in what most of the world considers 
illegally occupied Palestinian territories. 

The five banks - Bank Hapoalim, Bank Leumi, First International Bank of Israel, Israel Discount Bank and Bank 
Mizrahi-Tefahot - are each involved in financing settlement construction in Israeli-occupied Palestinian 
territories. 

Rabbi Michael Lerner, editor of Tikkun magazine, the largest circulation voice of liberal and progressive Jews 
and our interfaith and secular-humanist non-Jewish allies (and the winner of the Best Magazine of the Year 
Award from the Religion Newswriters Association in both 2014 and 2015) issued the following statement 
January 13, 2016: 

“Although we at Tikkun do NOT support a general boycott of Israel, and wish to see Israel remain strong and 
its security intact, we welcome the action of the United Methodist Church Pension Fund. The action of the UMC 
Pension Fund is narrowly focused on boycotting and divesting from Israeli and other firms that help perpetuate 
Israel’s Occupation of the Palestinian people in the West Bank and the construction of "Jewish-only" 
settlements. 

"The Occupation of the West Bank with its attendant oppression of the Palestinian people is not only a violation 
of the highest values of the Jewish people, it is also the Israeli activity that most threatens to turn Israel into a 
pariah state and thereby weaken its ability to protect its citizens from the real threats it may face from 
surrounding hostile powers and forces. For that reason, we support all efforts to boycott the products produced 
on the West Bank in Israeli “Jewish only” settlements and to disinvest from Israeli and global corporations and 
institutions that help make the Occupation possible. The Jewish people in centuries to come will thank those 
friends of Israel, like the United Methodists, Presbyterians USA, and the United Church of Christ, who are doing 
all they can to reverse Israel’s self-destructive policies in the West Bank while distancing from the BDS 
movement that aims not only at the Occupation of the West Bank but at the totality of Israel and the Israeli 
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people.”

(a) emails to bill (when they were to bill's staff) and (b) i only used one device -- BB, when 2 weeks earlier, 
it was an iphone, BB and ipad. As Ann and I discussed, hopefully that's a timing issue and whilst in state, 
she only used one. :) 


For my question , it's basically some variation of [not quite phrased right yet]: I know when I talk to my friends who are attorneys we are all struggling with what happened to the emails and 
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aren't satisfied with answers to date. While we all know of the occasional use of personal email addresses for business, none of my friends circle can understand how it was viewed as ok/ 
secure/appropriate to use a private server for secure documents AND why further Hillary took it upon herself to review them and delete documents without providing anyone outside her 
circle a chance to weigh in.

The goverenment of the 21 st 
century will need to be more nimble, and quicker to respond to rapidly changing busiensses, yet also ensure that it's not rash, and it regulates for not just for today but the future, 
too 

3) we'll see whether asked - but I would suspect something on the balance of 4th amendment and cyber - and the US govt's request for companies to provide a backdoor to 
encryption - we discussed that yesterday. 

4) Number three leads to a more general and i think thoughtful question - -which permeates every aspect of our country - from the economy, to the government to institutions like 
health care, defense, education and the justice system. 

Trust of the American public in American institutions : A poll was just released showing that trust in Congress, the presidency, the Supreme Court, big business, Wall Street, etc. 
is at historic lows. That does not bode well for the country (and in fact the military seems to be the only institution that Ameicans trust, which is evocative of a third world nation and 
not of the world's leading nation, for now).

The Supreme Court today rescued an administration-supported rule that promotes electricity 
conservation, handing a big victory to environmentalists and President Barack Obama. 

The 6-2 decision overturned a federal appeals panel ruling and affirmed the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission's authority to incentivize programs that reduce power consumption during peak demand 
periods by paying large users to curb their demand. Although states could opt out of FERC's regulation, 
the lower court argued that the agency had overstepped its powers. 

Those "demand response" programs help grid operators avoid blackouts and keep consumer costs 
down, reducing the need for generators to turn on older, dirtier power plants.

> The reformed group drew immediate attention with an ad that painted McCain 

> as a clone of President George W. Bush on the economy. But the extended ad 

> campaign promised by many within Progressive Media USA never materialized - 

> likely due to a lack of available resources. 

> 

> The financial struggles of Progressive Media USA are the rule not the 

> exception in this presidential election. Soft-money groups seemed to have 

> reached their zenith in 2004 when progressive-aligned organizations like 

> America Coming Together and Media Fund as well as conservative-backed groups 

> like Progress for America and Swift Boat Veterans for Truth had an 

> undeniably large influence over the outcome of the election. 

> 

> Four years later, outside groups on both sides of the aisle have experienced 

> all sorts of problems in securing the cash to fund any sort of serious 

> independent effort. That lack of success is particularly true at the 

> presidential level, where Progressive Media USA's collapse comes on the 

> heels of a decision to turn Freedom's Watch from a conservative-aligned 

> presidential vehicle to one that spends its time and money on House races. 

> 

> It's hard to imagine that big-dollar donors won't seek to exert their 

> influence in some substantial way in the run-up to the 2008 election. But so 

> far the vehicles that have tried to do just that have run out of gas after 

> traveling just a few miles.

Are we comfortable with this (Stella O'Leary wants to raise money in WJC's name for a program at the Cinton Centre in 
Enniskillen that would connect youth in Northern Ireland and Kosovo)? I think there are some fundamental reputational 
concerns with WJC's name being associated with the Centre, but given that it already is, and that Stella is someone known to 
WJC and wants to raise money for a program of the Centre that actually IS worthwhile, it might be ok as long as we ensure 
she cannot use WJC's name in printed materials or invitations without our prior permission.

Following up on your letter to me I have been working with the staff at the Clinton Centre in Enniskillen to 
advance their Kosovo/Northern Ireland program. The program has the potential to provide both therapy 
and research on the subject of post traumatic stress in youth populations of post-conflict areas. The 
Kosovo youth have been to the Clinton Centre for psychological and skill training and to interact with their 
counterparts in Northern Ireland. I spoke with the Director of the Post Traumatic Stress division of the 
American Psychiatric Association and they are interested in holding their annual meeting at the Clinton 
Centre and doing some research there. 

The Centre has submitted a Commitment to the Clinton Global Initiative. Being part of CGI would provide a 
network for the Clinton Centre and an opportunity to cooperate with other CGI programs that overlap with 
the Kosovo work. 

The Centre needs funding if it is to develop and sustain a top-quality program. I have volunteered to 
organize a support group in the U.S. to help raise funds for them. This Friends of the Clinton Centre would 
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solicit funds from existing Northern Ireland funding agencies, The International Fund for Ireland, the 
American Ireland Fund, the British Council (they have already committed) and the Dublin Dept, of Foreign 
Affairs which has expressed an interest in helping. We will also solicit money from private corporations and 
interested individuals. We would like to raise money for the current programs and also establish an 
endowment to sustain the program in perpetuity. 

We are seeking your approval to raise money in support of the Clinton Centre. We will put safeguards in 
place to guarantee the highest ethical standards. I will form a Committee of those who worked on the Irish 
issue with you, people such as Tom Quinn, Niall O'Dowd, Mary Beth Cahill, Brian O'Dwyer, Jim Lyons and 
others. We will submit all funding requests to the Clinton Foundation for approval before application. Both 
the International Fund for Ireland and the American Ireland Fund have offered to do the accounting for the 
Friends of the Clinton Centre and they would submit quarterly reports to the Clinton Foundation on the 
status of the programs and the financial accounting.

1 . We strongly recommend that you put the yes or no boxes back in and check yes on all. Even if 
you can’t check yes on every single one, it’s much better to have them in there and check yes on 
the vast majority. Removing them is unprecedented and will definitely be cause for concern. 

2. We would love to see more bold, visionary and personal language included, especially on the 
climate change questions. For starters, it would be good to include some of the very strong climate 
language from the 6/13 launch. There is also strong language from both the Reid Clean Energy 
Summit and the LCV NYC dinner in 2014 that could be good to include. 

3. In Q1, Q2 and elsewhere, there are references to sharing new ideas in the days ahead - if 
possible it would be helpful to include some of those ideas. Please note that we absolutely intend 
to keep this confidential as we move through the process, but of course we can’t 100% guarantee 
that it wouldn’t somehow leak through a political committee member. 

4. Q3: Be more specific, especially on $100B for GCF. And how about that successful GCF 
amendment in Senate Approps yesterday! 

5. Q4: Note that you do not answer whether you support permanent extension of PTC and ITC. 

6. Q5: It’s good to see her moving in the right direction, and we know she has been clear that she 
is not going to comment while the process is still underway, but it’s hard to imagine we can move 
forward until she makes clear she now opposes KXL. 

7. Q7: This language is fine if you check the yes box. Otherwise, it seems a bit squishy as written 
and requires far more specific responses. 
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8. Q8: Drop the 1 st paragraph, and we strongly recommend that you explicitly oppose Arctic 
Ocean and mid-Atlantic drilling. 

9. Q9: It’s great that she supports closing the Halliburton loophole - good to make that a little 
more explicit. We recommend that you also support regulating existing sources of methane. 

10. Q10: Please answer the question more explicitly. 

11. Q16: She supported Arctic Refuge wilderness bills as a senator, so it seems pretty 
straightforward to say that you support permanent protection question. 

12. Q20: You answer the constitutional amendment, but please also answer the part about 
whether you support legislation to increase the influence of low-dollar contributions.

House Minority Leader John Boehner (R-OH) and House Republican Conference Chairman Mike Pence (R-IN) 
held a press conference today to explain why progressive health reform would hurt seniors and to highlight the 
GOP’s “better solutions.” In an email yesterday , Boehner instructed readers to go to the GOP healthcare 
website “and you can see all of our proposals.” 

The website ostensibly outlines the “Republican Plan” for “common-sense health care reforms” — but seniors 
are not addressed in the plans presented. In fact, there are no occurrences of the words “senior,” “elderly,” or 
“older Americans” at all. An archived version of the website can be found here 

Think Progress asked Pence to address the notable omission. Seemingly unaware of the failure, he merely 
instructed us to “stay tuned.”

The GOP has been engaged in a months-long campaign to scare seniors about health reform. In August, 
Michael Steele tried to prey on seniors’ fears by rolling out the “ Seniors Health Care Bill of Rights Now, it 
appears Republicans have simply forgotten about them.

Poll: Obama Leads McCain by 32 Points 
With Unmarried Women 

Unmarried Women Prefer Obama’s Positions on 
Iraq, Economy, Health Care, and Equal Pay 

Even Post-Hillary, Single Women, at 26% of Electorate, Are Poised to Turn Out In Record 

Numbers 

A poll released today shows Obama leading by 32 points over McCain with unmarried women, with Obama besting McCain 
61 to 29. The poll demonstrates the importance of marital status in political choices - Obama leads by only 1 point with 
married women (polling 49-48 against McCain), a “marriage gap” of 3 1 points. The poll, conducted by Greenberg Quinlan 
Rosner Research for Women’s Voices Women Vote Action Fund, also shows no significant drop in support for Obama 
among unmarried women after Hillary Clinton left the race. 

“Unmarried women are poised, once again, to determine the outcome of this election. Economically hard-pressed, less 
likely to have health insurance, the first against the war in Iraq, these women will help drive the agenda and the results of the 
general election. Based on those issues, they’re far more likely to prefer Obama and are energized about the election,” said 
Page Gardner, President of Women’s Voices Women Vote Action Fund. 

Unmarried women are those who are single, divorced, or widowed. Findings from the poll include: 

• DOUBTS ABOUT McCAIN ON POLICY : At least two-thirds of unmarried women express serious doubts about John 
McCain because of his positions on Iraq, the economy, and health care. Sixty -nine percent express serious doubts or 
very serious doubts about him because of his health care policies; 67 percent because of his economic and equal pay 
policies; and 65 percent because of his support for continuing the war in Iraq. 

• PREFER OBAMA ON THE ISSUES: When presented with each candidate’s policies, unmarried women favor Obama 
over McCain on equal pay for women (73-19, a 54 point difference), on Iraq (67-27, a 40 point difference), and on 
access to abortion services (66 to 27, a 40 point difference). Other distinguishing issues are health care (unmarried 
women favor Obama’s policies 59 to 25, a 34 point margin), the economy (60 to 29, a 31 point margin), and gas 
prices (53 to 34, a 19 point margin). 

• ‘WRONG TRACK’ : Unmarried women describe America as “on the wrong track,” rather than “going in the right 
direction,” 82 to 9. That compares to 78 to 15 for the voting population overall. 

• OBAMA’S WEAKNESSES: Among unmarried women, Obama is weakest with white seniors and white women 
without a college education. While 56 percent of white senior unmarried women are Democrats or lean Democrat, 
only 48 percent are backing Obama, an eight point margin. Among unmarried white women with no college 
education, 54 percent are or lean Democratic, but 44 percent back Obama, a 10 point margin. 

“We’ve heard a lot about how women will vote, but what really determines how a woman will vote isn’t her gender - it’s 
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whether or not she’s married,” said Anna Greenberg of Greenberg Quinlan Rosner. “Unmarried women are looking at the 
candidates’ positions on the economy and Iraq, and the overwhelming majority are picking Obama,” she concluded. 

There are approximately 53 million unmarried women who are eligible to vote in the US. They are equal in size to married 
women. They are racially diverse, roughly mirroring the population. Thirty-one percent are under 30 years old; 23% are 
over 65. Twenty percent have children under the age of 18 living at home.

TIME: McCain Taps Lobbyist for Transition

A prominent Washington lobbyist who has worked for every Republican president since Richard Nixon has been tapped 
by the McCain campaign to conduct a study in preparation for the presidential transition, should John McCain win the 
election, according to sources familiar with the process. 

William E. Timmons, Sr. is a Washington institution, having worked in the Nixon and Ford administrations as an aide for 
congressional relations, and assisted the transition teams of both Ronald Reagan in 1980 and George W. Bush in 2000. He 
was also a senior adviser to both Vice President George Bush in 1988 and Senator Bob Dole in 1996. 

Timmons is the chairman-emeritus of Timmons and Company, a small but influential lobbying firm he founded in 1975, 
shortly after leaving the White House. According to Senate records, he registered to lobby in 2008 for a wide range of 
companies and trade groups, including the American Petroleum Institute, the American Medical Association, Chrysler, 
Freddie Mac, Visa USA, and Anheuser-Busch. 


His registrations include work on a number of issues that have become flashpoints in the presidential campaign. He has 
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registered to work on bills that deal with the regulations of troubled mortgage lenders Freddie Mac and Fannie Mae; a bill 
to provide farm subsidies; and bills that regulate domestic oil drilling. 

By tapping Timmons, McCain has turned to one of Washington's steadiest and most senior inside players to guide him in 
the event of a victory — but also to someone who would represent the antithesis of the kind of outside-of- Washington 
change he has recently been promising. One Republican familiar with the process said the decision to involve Timmons 
could become a political liability for the campaign's reformist image, especially in the wake of the controversies over the 
lobbying backgrounds of other McCain staffers, including campaign manager Rick Davis. "It's one more blind spot for Rick 
Davis and John McCain," the person said. 

Under the McCain campaign's conflict of interest rules, announced in May, lobbyists who volunteer for the campaign must 
disclose their clients, agree not to lobby the campaign or McCain's Senate office, and refrain from "involvement in any 
campaign policy-making on the subjects for which they are registered." 

Timmons, who is not leading the effort, is working on the McCain transition planning with former Navy Secretary John 
Lehman, Jr., a friend and traveling companion of McCain's, who runs an investment bank and recently served on the 
national commission that investigated the terrorist attacks of September 11, 2001. 

McCain campaign communications director, Jill Hazelbaker, said in an Email that the campaign would not comment on 
news stories about the transition process. Messages left at Timmons' office and home Thursday afternoon were not 
returned. A spokesman for Lehman referred questions to McCain campaign manager Rick Davis. 

It is typical for presidential campaigns to begin working on the transition effort months before the election, given the short 
window available to set up a new government between election day and the inauguration. The Obama campaign has also 
started a transition planning effort, recruiting John Podesta, a former chief of staff to President Clinton who now runs a 
liberal think tank, the Center for American Progress, to help oversee the preparation.

The Contract terms include rules 
about limits on liability for personal injury or death and for loss, damage, or delay of goods and baggage, check-in times, 
overbooking, security issues, reservations, denial of carriage, refunds, claims limits and restrictions, including time 
limitations for filing a claim or lawsuit, and schedule changes and irregularities. The Contract of Carriage contains further 
detail of these terms. 

• Additional Terms - Depending on the rules applicable to the fare paid, one or more restrictions including, but not limited 
to one or more of the following, may apply to your travel: (1) the ticket may not be refundable but may be exchangeable 
for a fee with another restricted fare ticket meeting all the rules/restrictions of the original ticket (including the payment of 
any difference in fares); (2) a fee may apply for changing/canceling reservations; or (3) travel may be restricted to 
specific flights and/or times and minimum and/or maximum stay may be required.

Subject: University Response to Tax Fraud 


Dear Colleagues, 

The University recently learned that several members of the community were the victims of federal tax fraud. There is no indication 
that these incidents are related to any compromise of Georgetown University systems. However, Georgetown takes information 
security very seriously, and is working with those affected to gather information and provide assistance. Our colleagues at other 
universities report very similar information, also with no indication of a system compromise at their institutions. 

It is not known exactly how the personal information used in this theft were obtained; but, we do know that the number and scale of 
reported breaches last year (by companies such as Anthem, Premera, JP Morgan Chase, and others) encompassed more than 1 
billion stolen records, increasing the overall risk of identity theft significantly for all of us. 

If you have been the victim of this theft, please notify the University Information Security Office, securitv@aeoraetown.edu . Law 
Center faculty and staff should also notify the Law Center CIO, George Petasis. This will help us better understand the scope of 
impact on the University community. 

Those who believe they may be the targets of tax fraud should consider immediately taking the following steps, as recommended 

by the Federal Trade Commission . 

1 . File a report with your local police. 

2. Report the fraud to the Internal Revenue Service, Identity Protection Specialized Unit: 1-800-908-4490 . 

3. Create an Identity Theft Report by filing an identity theft claim with the FTC and filing a police report. 

4. Send a copy of your police report or an IRS ID Theft Affidavit Form , along with proof of your identity, to the IRS. 

5. Update your files. 

6. Record the dates you made calls or sent letters. 

7. Keep copies of letters in your files. 

8. Put a fraud alert on your credit reports. 

9. Order and monitor your credit report. 

The FTC also provide a comprehensive identity theft action document fPDF) with step-by-step instructions on recovering from 
this crime.

CLINTON ACCUSES OBAMA OF WATERING DOWN HEALTH CARE PLAN. Sen. Hillary Clinton 
criticized Sen. Barack Obama's take on health care reform as inadequately universal and similar in nature to 
Republican proposals. The AP (1 1/29, Espo) reports that Clinton accused Obama "of flinching from the struggle 
to provide health care for all Americans and said, 'I am not afraid of the Republican attacks' on the subject. 
'We've got to put up a candidate who's willing to stand up for it and fight for it,' said the former first lady in her 
most pointed criticism to date of" Obama. Clinton further called Obama equivocal on his plan's universality, while 
Obama countered that Clinton "was making 'more of a political point' than anything else. He said while her plan 
nominally requires coverage for all, 'she hasn't told anybody how she would enforce this mandate.'" Meanwhile, 
"Not to be outdone, [John] Edwards released a statement Wednesday outlining how he would enforce a 
coverage mandate." This article was published in some 80 papers and websites, including the San Francisco 
Chronicle, the Miami Herald, the Spartanburg (SC) Herald Journal, the Albany Times Union, the Charlotte 
Observer and the Waterloo Cedar Falls Courier. 

ABC World News (1 1/28, story 6, 2:45, Snow, 8.78M) reported, "In Des Moines today, Hillary Clinton attacked 
Barack Obama's health plan." Senator Hillary Clinton: "When it comes to truth in labeling, it simply flunks the 
test." CNN's The Situation Room (1 1/28, 4:05 p.m., Blitzer) reported, "today Senator Clinton slammed her 
opponent Barack Obama on health care" saying his plan "will leave 15 million Americans without healthcare." 

The Des Moines Register (1 1/28, Jacobs, Clayworth, 158K) reported on its website that Clinton said Obama's 
"plan for helping uninsured Americans 'flunks the test,"' and "singled out Obama for claiming to have a 'universal' 
health care proposal when his plan would in fact leave 15 million uninsured. 'He has called his plan universal, 
then he called it 'virtually universal,' but it is not either,' said Clinton, a U.S. senator from New York. 'When it 
comes to truth in labeling, his plan simply flunks the test.' Obama's camp accused Clinton of picking a policy fight 
because her lead is slipping in Iowa." Speaking in Ankeny, Iowa, Clinton "said all the other Democratic 
candidates except Obama 'agree with me' that the government should require all Americans to buy health 
insurance. If they can't afford it, the government would help them pay for it, she said." 
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Obama, Edwards Outline Sanctions For Mandatory Coverage Scofflaws. The Washington Post (1 1/ 

28, Murray, Bacon Jr., 723K) reported on its 'The Trail' blog that Clinton "offered her harshest critique yet of 
Sen. Barack Obama's approach to health care reform. Meanwhile, in the ongoing debate over which Democratic 
candidate offers the best plan, Obama and John Edwards outlined ways in which they would force people to 
purchase coverage. In an effort to provide insurance to the estimated 47 million Americans who don't have it, 
both Clinton and Edwards have called for mandating health coverage. But yesterday for the first time, Edwards 
outlined the consequences for people who don't want to buy insurance, proposing to garnish their wages. 
Obama, who would require all parents to provide coverage for their children, said he would fine parents who 
failed to do so, although he did not detail how much this would cost." 

BILL CLINTON'S APPARENT INCONSISTENCY ON IRAQ WAR DRAWS MEDIA SCRUTINY. The CBS 
Evening News (1 1/28, story 3, 1 :20, Couric, 7.66M) reported, "Bill Clinton is supposed to be Hillary Clinton's 
secret weapon on the campaign trail, but he may have caused a problem for her in Iowa." During a "campaign 
stop yesterday, the former president brought up the Iraq war." Bill Clinton: "Even though I approved of 
Afghanistan and opposed Iraq from the beginning." Couric: "He opposed Iraq from the beginning, he said. But 
that doesn't square with his past statements. In 2002, he supported the Senate resolution that authorized 
military force against Iraq, a resolution Hillary Clinton voted for and is now trying to distance herself from." 

ABC World News (1 1/28, story 6, 2:45, Snow, 8.78M) reported, "What may draw fire from Clinton's opponents is 
something her husband said in Iowa yesterday." Bill Clinton, former President of the United States: "Even though 
I approved of Afghanistan and opposed Iraq from the beginning, I still resent that I was not asked or given the 
opportunity to support those soldiers." Snow: "That quick statement that he opposed the Iraq war from the 
beginning sounds to most trained ears like rewriting history." Ron Fournier, political writer, hotsoup.com: "He 
was speaking to the crowd, which Clinton tends to do. He was giving them what they wanted to hear." Snow: "In 
the run-up to the war, Bill Clinton did not clearly publicly oppose it. He consistently called for UN weapons 
inspectors to be given more time to do their work in Iraq, yet, he railed against Saddam Hussein." On a 
"conference call with reporters today, Senator Obama was asked about Bill Clinton's claim that he opposed the 
war from the beginning." Senator Barack Obama: "Well, if he did, I don't think most of us heard about it." Snow: 
"Clinton advisors defended the President." 

NBC Nightly News (1 1/28, story 5, 3:00, Taibbi, 9.87M) reported it "raised eyebrows when former President Bill 
Clinton who once told TIME Magazine, I have repeatedly defended President Bush against the left on Iraq. And 
his would-be president wife has not disavowed her vote to authorize said this in Iowa." Bill Clinton: "Even though 
I approved of Afghanistan and opposed Iraq from the beginning." Taibbi: "Opposed Iraq from the beginning? 

That was new. But with his wife in a nail biter in Iowa against avowed anti-war candidates and Barack Obama, it 
wasn't just Republicans wondering whether the Clintons, plural, were trying to rewrite history." David Gergen, 
Harvard Kennedy School of Government: "It's awkward for his wife. It resurrects an issue that she would like to 
have go away, and that is, where was she, where was he, were they both on this war?" 

The Washington Post (11/29, A8, Kessler, Kornblut, 723K) reports that former Bush administration White House 
director of Persian Gulf affairs Hillary Mann Leverett "disputed Bill Clinton's statement this week that he 
'opposed Iraq from the beginning,' saying that the former president was privately briefed by top White House 
officials about war planning in 2003 and that he told them he supported the invasion. Clinton's comments in Iowa 
on Tuesday went far beyond more nuanced remarks he made about the conflict in 2003. But the disclosure of 
his presence in briefings by Rice — and his private expressions of support -- may add to the headaches that the 
former president has given his wife's campaign in recent weeks." 

Bill Clinton's Comments Seen As "Misleading, Self-Absorbed." The AP (11/28, Fournier) reports that 
Clinton "was long-winded, misleading and self-absorbed. 'Good Bill' and 'Bad Bill' (his nickname among some 
aides) returned to the public arena Tuesday as Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton brandished her double-edged 
sword of a husband to fend off rivals in the Jan. 3 caucus fight." In the first 10 minutes of his speech, "he used 
the word T a total of 94 times and mentioned 'Hillary' just seven times in an address that was as much about his 
legacy as it was about his wife's candidacy." The piece continues to detail Clinton's statement about the war in 
Iraq, continuing, "In truth, Clinton did not oppose the Iraq war from the start - at least not publicly. If the former 
president secretly opposed the war but did not want to speak against a sitting president (as some of his aides 
now claim), what moral authority does he have now? And did he share his objections with his wife? She started 
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out as a hawkish Democrat but is now appealing to anti-war voters." This article was posted on the website of 
MSNBC. 

OBAMA CLOSES ON CLINTON IN SOUTH CAROLINA; GOP RACE REMAINS FLUID. The State (SC) 
(11/29, O'Connor, 112K) reports that a Clemson University Palmetto Poll of 450 "registered and likely" South 
Carolina Democratic primary voters conducted Nov. 14-27 (+/- 4.6%) shows Sen. Hillary Clinton leading the 
Democratic presidential field with 19%, followed by Sen. Barack Obama with 17% and John Edwards with 12%. 
On the GOP side, the Clemson University Palmetto Poll of 450 "registered and likely" South Carolina Republican 
primary voters conducted Nov. 14-27 (+/- 4.62%) shows Mitt Romney leading with 17%, followed by Fred 
Thompson with 1 5%, Mike Huckabee with 1 3%, Sen. John McCain with 11%, Rudy Giuliani with 9% and Rep. 
Ron Paul with 6%. The State notes that Giuliani "enjoys just half the approval he did in an August Clemson 
University poll, when he claimed 18 percent of voters. Likewise, Clinton's double-digit lead has narrowed, down 
7 percentage points, from 26 percent, since August. 

CLINTON LEAD DWINDLES, ROMNEY'S GROWS IN NEW HAMPSHIRE POLL. The AP (11/28) reports 
on the results of a Suffolk University Political Research Center for WHDH-TV. The survey of 600 likely primary 
voters, including 300 Republicans (+/- 5.65%) and 300 Democrats (+/- 5.65%), conducted over November 25- 
27, shows that on the Democratic side, 34% would vote for Hillary Clinton; 22% would vote for Barack Obama; 
15% would vote for John Edwards; 9% would vote for Bill Richardson, and 12% were undecided. 

On the Republican side, 34% would vote for Mitt Romney; 20% would vote for Rudy Giuliani; 13% would vote for 
John McCain; 8% would vote for Ron Paul; 7% would vote for Mike Huckabee; and 14% were undecided. 

The AP adds that "compared to a June poll by Suffolk University, Clinton appears to be losing ground to Obama. 
In the earlier poll, Clinton had an 18-point lead over Obama compared to a 12-point spread in the latest poll. On 
the Republican side, Romney is pulling away from Giuliani." 

ROBERT KENNEDY JR ENDORSES CLINTON. The AP (11/29) reports Hillary Clinton "has collected the 
endorsement of Robert F. Kennedy Jr." Kenney plans to "announce his endorsement Thursday in a series of 
appearances in eastern Iowa. The endorsement announcement was included in a statement provided to The 
Associated Press on Wednesday night." Kennedy said "Hillary Clinton has the strength and experience to bring 
the war in Iraq to an end and reverse the potentially devastating effects of global warming." 

KONDRACKE SAYS CLINTON LOSS IN IOWA COULD BRING "CASCADE" TO NOMINATION 
DEFEAT. In a column posted on the website of Roll Call (11/28), Morton M. Kondracke suggests that Sen. 
Hillary Clinton is still likely to be the Democratic nominee and president, but that it's "a lot less certain than it 
used to be. ... if Clinton wins the Iowa caucuses on Jan. 3, she's almost certain to be the nominee. But now you 
can easily see her losing in Iowa. And if she finishes third or significantly trails as No. 2 - especially behind Sen. 
Barack Obama (III.) - it could set off a cascade that causes her to lose New Hampshire and then the nomination. 
Polls suggest that Clinton has built up lots of firewalls in states after New Hampshire. ... Yet, defeats in Iowa and 
New Hampshire could burn through the firewalls and re-create the dynamic of 1984, where the establishment 
candidate, former Vice President Walter Mondale, almost lost the nomination to fresh-face challenger Sen. Gary 
Hart (Colo.)." 

OBAMA HELPED FORMER BOSS LAND $1 MILLION FROM CHICAGO CHARITY. The Chicago Sun- 
Times (1 1/29, Novak) reports, "Seven years ago, Sen. Barack Obama was on the board of a Chicago charity 
when his former boss, Allison S. Davis, came looking for money. At the time, Davis was a developer represented 
by the law firm where Obama worked, as well as a small contributor to Obama's political campaign funds. He 
wanted the charity to help fund his plans to build housing for low-income Chicagoans. Obama agreed. He voted 
with other directors of the Woods Fund of Chicago to invest $1 million with Neighborhood Rejuvenation Partners 
L.P., a $17 million partnership that Davis still operates. It's not clear whether Obama told other board members 
of his ties to Davis, whose family would go on to donate more than $25,000 to Obama's political campaigns, 
including his bid to be president of the United States. 'Let me get back to you on that,' Obama presidential 
campaign spokesman Bill Burton said when asked about that two weeks ago. He never did." The Sun-Times 
notes, "The Woods Fund -- whose board is chaired by Laura Washington, an opinion-page columnist for the 
Chicago Sun-Times -- has no records to show whether the board knew about Obama's ties to Davis, said 
Woods Fund president Deborah Harrington. Under its agreement with Davis, Harrington said, the fund cannot

OBAMA FIGHTS RUMORS RELATED TO MUSLIM BACKGROUND. A front-page story in the 
Washington Post (11/29, A1, Bacon Jr., 723K) reports on the attention focused on Sen. Barack Obama's 
"connections to the Muslim world," noting that despite his membership in a Christian church in Chicago, Obama 
"has had to combat rumors that he is a Muslim or that he had received training in Islam in Indonesia, where he 
lived from ages 6 to 10." The Post notes the persistence of rumors about Obama being "a 'Muslim plant' in a 
conspiracy against America." Obama has mentioned his paternal grandfather's Muslim faith "as part of his case 
that he is prepared to handle foreign policy." However, "'If I were a Muslim, I would let you know,' he said in 
Dubuque, Iowa, recently, according to CNN.com. 'But I'm a member of Trinity United Church of Christ on 95th 
Street on the South Side of Chicago. We've got the best choir in town, and if you want to come and worship with 
us, you are more than welcome."' 

AS PRESIDENT, OBAMA SAYS HE'D HIRE BILL CLINTON "IN A SECOND." The New York Post Ml/ 
29, Haberman, 648K) reports, "He's running hard to topple Hillary Rodham Clinton in the Democratic primary, 
but Barack Obama says he would hire her 'talented' husband 'in a second' if he won the White House, according 
to Time magazine. In an interview that hits newsstands tomorrow, the Illinois underdog - asked whether he would 
hire Bill Clinton for a job in an Obama administration were he to win in 2008 - said, 'In a second.' 'There are few 
more talented people in this country,' said Obama, who also said he would bring on former Vice President Al 
Gore 'in a minute,' citing Gore's work on climate change and global warming." 

EDWARDS CAMPAIGN WON'T RELEASE TAR HEELS TICKET "WISH LIST." The AP (1 1/29, Baker) 
reports, "When John Edwards returned to his alma mater in 2005 to found a poverty think tank, the 
multimillionaire attorney sought more than just a salary: He also wanted tickets to University of North Carolina 
sporting events. But the exact details of what Edwards asked of the Tar Heels remain a secret. Neither the 
school nor the Democratic presidential candidate is willing to release a 'ticket wishlist' described in an e-mail 
between an Edwards adviser and the school's former law school dean." Noting the scarcity of Tar Heels tickets 
given the popularity of the school's athletic program, the AP adds, "School spokesman Mike McFarland said only 
a select group of senior administrators -- such as deans and vice chancellors -- are provided or promised sports 
tickets in connection with the hiring process. Edwards was not in that category, he said. 'Senator Edwards 
received no tickets -- and no promise of tickets -- in connection with his university employment,' he said." This 
article was published in at least 68 papers and websites, including the Los Angeles Times, the Washington 
Examiner, the Miami Herald, the Charlotte Observer, and Newsday.

Apple will use such information to fulfill your requests, provide the relevant product or service, or for 
anti-fraud purposes. 

- In the U.S., we may ask for a government issued ID in limited circumstances including when setting up 
a wireless account and activating your device, for the purpose of extending commercial credit, 
managing reservations, or as required by law. 

How we use your personal information 

- The personal information we collect allows us to keep you posted on Apple's latest product 
announcements, software updates, and upcoming events.

Wyden Ready to support and to tell him what she needs and when she needs it. HRC said that it means a 
lot to her. 

HRC would like to set up a call for the next couple weeks to discuss things further, but wanted to give 
Wyden a chance to get TPA message out there. HRC is going to try to say that she is withholding 
judgment for as long as she can. 

HRC said when she is eventually forced to have to answer, she obviously would like the president to draw 
the hardest bargain, make the case for trade agreement of America’s interest. 

Wyden prefaced by saying he was for HRC under any circumstance. A number of senators that HRC and 
he like, that are sitting on the fence, but want to be for TPP. 

Wyden said most trade opponents have good points, but obviously trying to get agreements and that he is 
pushing to go a lot further than the President. What Wyden is proposing is the “stuff that labor used to 
dream about”. Wyden wants to add an early warning alert. Labor has always said enforcement process is 
a joke and there is no way to do anything. Wyden has a plan for things electronically and is insisting to 
Orrin Hatch that he wants this early warning system because labor and business want it. 

Wyden suggests she keep a window open, even if HRC is skeptical about procedures, to try to wait to see 
what a final agreement looks like. He mentioned that Patty and Maria feel so strongly about this. Labor 
people don’t give up oversight role. Got Orrin Hatch for a procedure in TPA where you can turn off fast 
track. Also there will be a requirement that TPP by law is to be published by 60 days before the President 
signs it. Wyden said to T rumka that this means we’re going to start having a fair fight, Trumka thought the 
fight was rigged. Wyden said he is a progressive democrat, basic proposition that trade opponents have a 
lot of good points. Wyden said that at the end of the day, it’s going to be a fair fight - not just Baucus, 
Camp, Ryan where it all goes through too easily. Labor will still be opposed but it will look different than 
what Baucus was talking about. 

Only issue outstanding is TPA, which also is a huge issue. It might not drop this afternoon. Dislocations in 
markets, have to have help for workers, could still blow up over this. So desperate to do this. We’ll 
probably have 10-12 senate D’s. 

Wyden asked HRC when she was likely to say something - HRC responded by saying she would try to 
postpone saying anything for as long as she could and try to wait for Wyden to make the case. If it doesn’t 
drop today then HRC will not say anything until it’s out there. HRC mentioned that turning off fast track 
changes the calculation. HRC just wanted Wyden to know that she was going to have a hard time being 
positive. 

Wyden said the time table is - most likely to get dropped today or tomorrow and most likely to have mark 
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up in a week (end of next week - Thursday) - and suggested that HRC hold off saying anything until after 
the mark up.

The only time President Obama meaningfully talked about women during his speech to the 2012 Democratic 
National Convention, it was to warn that Republicans want to “control health care choices that women should be 
making for themselves.” 


But when he talks about women now, as he did at the Democratic Women’s Leadership Forum in September, 
he’s more likely to talk about economics. “Some folks still talk about women’s issues as if they’re something 
separate, over there, and economics is over here - that’s nonsense. When women succeed, America succeeds,” 
he said. 


He emphasized the point in an entire speech on Friday in Rhode Island dedicated to boosting women’s 
participation in the economy. 


That shift is emblematic of the way Democrats across the country, including those on the campaign trail, are 
talking about issues important to women this year. The moralistic “war on women” has taken a back seat to 
messages about economic security, and even abortion and contraception are now filtered through an economic 
lens. 
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“What we’re seeing Democratic candidates evolve to do is to make the connection between economic security 
and the health benefits of reproductive rights,” I lyse Hogue, the president of NARAL Pro Choice America told 
msnbc. “It’s long overdue.” 


Informed by extensive research, Democratic women’s groups have encouraged the move to pocketbook issues. 
After all, they say, a woman can’t finish school or compete in the workplace if she can’t control when she’s going 
to become a mother. 


“Birth control is only a social issue if you haven’t had to pay for it. It’s all economic issues,” said Stephanie 
Schriock, the president of the Democratic women’s group Emily’s List at a forum this week in Washington hosted 
Sirius/XM radio. “What’s driving this election and what’s motivating our women voters in particular are equal pay 
for women, minimum wage increases, access to full health care, paid sick leave. These are the driving issues.” 


Not on the list: Bugaboos from 2012 like shutting down abortion clinics, mandatory invasive ultrasounds, and 
legitimate rape. And that’s not a mistake. 


Groups like the Center for American Progress, Planned Parenthood Action Fund, and SEIU, have coalesced 
around a message of giving women a “fair shot.” On that campaign’s website, the groups list “leadership” and 
“economic security” above “women’s health.” 


The “fair shot” message has popped up in campaign ads for top women candidates from Sen. Jeanne Shaheen 
in New Hampshire, to Wisconsin gubernatorial candidate Mary Burke to Massachusetts gubernatorial candidate 
Martha Coakley. And a “toolkit” produced by American Women, an offshoot of Emily’s List, which provides best 
practices suggestions to Democrats, encourages candidates to “talk about women and their families, not just 
women.” 


It’s not that candidates aren’t talking about choice and contraception, said Geoff Garin, a top Democratic pollster 
who has worked for Hillary Clinton among others. It’s that they’re working those issues into the broader 
economic message - “frequently in the very same commercials in a way that says this is person who does not 
look out for what’s best for women,” he said on a conference call Friday organized by Planned Parenthood 
Action Fund. 


The New York-based National Institute for Reproductive Health, commissioned a poll in October which they say 
shows most voters “connect access to safe and legal abortion to financial stability and equal opportunities for 
women. 


Hogue says this evolution is both a recognition of the impact reproductive rights have on economic security, and 
a response to Republicans’ own evolution on these issues. 


Two years ago, Republicans Senate candidates Todd Akin and Richard Murdoch made themselves idea foils 
with offensive comments about rape. Democrats could convincingly claim that Republicans didn’t understand 
women by pointing at their comments. 


Sandra Fluke, the reproductive rights activist who was viciously attacked by Rush Limbaugh, delivered a prime 
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time speech to the Democratic National Convention that didn’t mention the economy once. Instead, she 
condemned “the extreme, bigoted voices” inside the GOP. 


But Republicans have learned since 2012. “That sort of became the rape election,” Hogue said. “They’ve 
definitely cleaned up their act.” 


The GOP has trained their candidates to avoid using offensive language, invested in outreach and networking to 
women, recruited female candidates, and seized on Democrats’ own gendered attacks on female opponents. 


And they say that Americans are turned off by “war on women” rhetoric, as they highlighted in a video released 
Friday. Americans are “tired of the Democrats’ attempts to label women as single-issue voters,” said Republican 
National Committee co-chair Sharon Day. 


In Congress this year, Democrats have focused on advancing legislation to improve women’s economic security. 
You’re far more likely to hear Republicans talk about abortion than Democrats, according to a Sunlight 
Foundation analysis of speeches on the floor of the House and Senate. Republicans accounted for 73% of 
mentions of the term from January 2013 through now, while Democrats are more likely to talk about “equal pay” 
or “paycheck fairness.” 


“The number one thing we can do to help our economy grow is tap into the economic potential women who need 
and want to be in the workforce,” Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand, a rising star in the party, said recently at a forum on 
women and politics hosted by the Center for American Progress. 


It’s a message familiar to one of the party’s most powerful women, likely 2016 presidential candidate Hillary 
Clinton. In her recent memoir about her time as Secretary of State and in speeches, Clinton often discusses how 
she would win over skeptical male foreign leaders to the importance of women’s’ rights by emphasizing the 
economic benefits. 


Campaigning in Iowa this week for Democratic Senate candidate Bruce Braley, Clinton said Braley’s female 
opponent does not have the best interest of women in mind. “This is not just a women’s issue. It’s a family issue, 
it’s a fairness issue, and its an economic issue,” she said. 


And where Democrats have focused more narrowly on abortion in and of itself this year, they’ve stumbled. “They 
Democrats tried the ‘war on women’ rhetoric this time and it just doesn’t seem to be resonating,” said American 
University Professor Jennifer Lawless, pointing to Sen. Mark Udall’s campaign in Colorado. 


Udall has come under fire for his narrow focus on his Republican opponent’s (now withdrawn) support for so- 
called Personhood laws, which would outlaw abortion and some forms of birth control. 


The Denver Post, a typically liberal publication, decided not to endorse Sen. Mark Udall because of the 
“shocking amount of energy and money [he spent] trying to convince voters that Gardner seeks to outlaw birth 
control.” A debate moderator infamously called the senator “Mark Uterus.” 
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“In 2012, Democrats were basically handed a menu of Republican errors,” Lawless said. “2014 looks more like a 
typical election cycle. To appeal to women this time around, Democratic candidates have to do it with a broader 
array of issues.”

Terry Gipson (D-Dutchess, Putnam), who's defending his seat 
against Dutchess County Legislator and businesswoman Sue Serino. 


"Two years ago Terry promised to deliver results and he has done just that," Clinton says on the tape. 


"He has fought against the rising tide of outside money in politics. He has reached across the aisle to secure 
funding for Lyme disease research and treatment. And now he is fighting to raise the minimum wage and make 
sure homeowners get property tax relief." 


Higher up on the ticket, of course, Clinton and her ever-popular husband have lent their support to Gov. 
Cuomo's re-election bid.

[Subtitle:] The Ready for Hillary strategy session this month will feature officials from Priorities USA, EMILY’S List, 
and longtime Clinton backers like James Carville. 


Members of the Clintonworld enclave laying the groundwork for Hillary Clinton’s possible presidential campaign 
will convene at a hotel in Midtown Manhattan later this month for a day-long strategy session hosted by Ready 
for Hillary. 


A few hundred Democrats plan to meet at the Sheraton on Nov. 21 for the group’s second-annual National 
Finance Council meeting. Like last year, the confab will feature speeches, panel discussions, and undoubtedly 
no small amount of behind-closed-doors gossip, traded among the operatives and donors who make up a 
coordinated network of super PACs and nonprofits backing a Clinton run. 


Among the featured speakers are three operatives who are often mentioned as a possible Clinton campaign 
manager: Guy Cecil, the executive director of the Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee; Ace Smith, a 
prominent California strategist who worked for Clinton’s last campaign; and Stephanie Schriock, the head of 
EMILY’S List, a national group that supports pro-choice female candidates. 


Another operative, Robby Mook, is mentioned as a leading contender for the top campaign job. In 2008, he ran 
three states for Clinton. And last year, he managed the race of her longtime friend, Terry McAuliffe, for Virginia 
governor. 


Mook will not be attending the Ready for Hillary council meeting. 


The outcome of the senate races next week may affect Cecil’s fate in a campaign. But people close to Clinton 
have said midterms losses wouldn’t dissuade the former secretary of state from selecting Cecil. Schriock is said 
to have less of a relationship with Clinton than the others. And Smith, who represents many of California’s top 
Democrats, is seen by Clinton watchers as a dark horse choice. 


The meeting will be Cecil and Schriock’s first public event with Ready for Hillary. 


Smith spoke at the same gathering last year. He has informally advised the PAC, serving as a “sounding board,” 
according to one person familiar with the group. 
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Ready for Hillary, a super PAC based in northern Virginia, has worked since early last year to gather a long list 
of voters who would support Clinton if she decides to run for president a second time. That outcome seems 
increasingly likely. 


Clinton has spent this month on the trail, stumping for other Democrats and sharpening a speech that could 
translate to her own campaign.

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Politico: “Democratic donors prepare for disappointment”

Democratic operatives, worried that election night could be a major disappointment, are preparing a damage 
control offensive meant to convince the rich liberals who opened their wallets wide in 2014 that their money 
wasn’t spent in vain. 


Efforts are being made to temper donors’ expectations by reminding them that oddsmakers had been predicting 
a Republican wave, while emphasizing the potential long-term impact of sustained big spending to promote 
liberal candidates and ideas. 


The goal is to avoid a big money drop-off from rich Democrats who had initially been reluctant to embrace super 
PACs but who came off the sidelines in a substantial way for the first time in 2014. The plan is to quickly shift 
their focus to 2016, when Democrats face a much more hospitable Senate map and a potentially historic 
presidential campaign. 


The influential Democracy Alliance club of wealthy liberal donors is convening a closed-door conference 
beginning Nov. 12 called “To 2020 and Beyond: Our Progressive Vision.” Meanwhile, major donors and 
operatives supporting Hillary Clinton’s prospective presidential campaign are planning to urge her to announce 
her intentions in the coming weeks to re-energize major donors behind her candidacy or, if she passes on the 
race, allow them to rally behind another candidate. 


“If Hillary is going to run, it would be best to do it quickly post-election,” said Houston trial lawyer Steve Mostyn, a 
Democracy Alliance member who is on the national finance council of a super PAC paving the way for a Clinton 
run. “Any midterm election hangover ... would resolve quickly.” 


Mostyn, along with his wife, Amber, and their law firm, donated more than $2 million to Democratic politicians 
and committees in 2014. Donors “will not be happy,” if the Democrats lose the Senate,” he said, “but I believe it 
will have little effect, because the field flips in 2016.” 


But while supporters see a Clinton 201 6 campaign as a uniting force, it also could splinter the liberal moneyed 
class. There is a faction of very affluent anybody-but-Hillary Democrats — including a significant contingent 
within the ranks of the Democracy Alliance — eager to fund a rival who would run to Clinton’s left on issues 
including income inequality, climate change and national security. 


Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren — who has repeatedly said she does not intend to run for president 
despite being urged to do so by Democracy Alliance donors — will address the group’s conference, according to 
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a draft agenda reviewed by POLITICO. 


Clinton, however, was not invited, according to sources familiar with the conference. 


Democracy Alliance President Gara LaMarche said Warren is slated to talk about economic opportunity — one 
of the major themes of the conference. “It’s not a roadshow for a presidential candidate,” he said. “Hillary Clinton 
is a very popular person in the Democracy Alliance.” 


The club’s four-day conference is the Democracy Alliance’s traditional annual winter gathering, and was not 
planned specifically to buck up its donors — or partners, in DA parlance — after a midterm election that has long 
looked to favor Republicans. But there are a number of sessions that seem intended to demonstrate the 
effectiveness of big money spending, regardless of the final Senate result. 


One session featuring Democratic data gurus Laura Ouinn of Catalist and Tate Hausman of the Analyst Institute 
“will peek behind the curtain to describe and illustrate how the progressive community combined Catalist data 
and Analyst Institute experiments to mobilize voters in 2014.” Called “More Bang for the Buck,” the session is 
hosted by billionaire Democracy Alliance founding partner George Soros, as well as the AFL-CIO and the 
National Education Association, among others. 


Another panel, featuring Planned Parenthood President Cecile Richards and veteran Democratic pollster 
Celinda Lake, will endeavor to answer some key questions about the midterms: “Were progressives able to 
mobilize base voters, persuade swing voters and lay the groundwork for a progressive restoration in 2016?” 


The group that could be under the most pressure to justify its 2014 spending is Senate Majority PAC, a super 
PAC blessed by Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid. Through the middle of October, it had raised $53 million for 
its 2014 efforts, largely from major donors, including key Democracy Alliance partners. The DA had 
recommended they consider contributions to the group and to a super PAC endorsed by House Minority Leader 
Nancy Pelosi called House Majority PAC. 


Reid and Pelosi had assiduously courted major donors to give to the super PACs, while operatives warned that, 
without well-funded outside groups, Democrats risked getting drowned under a gusher of Republican big money 
in 2014. 


Senate Majority PAC, in particular, has been pre-emptively making the case that, even if Democrats don’t keep 
the Senate, it succeeded in significantly improving the landscape and very likely blocking a national GOP wave. 
It spent millions of dollars airing advertisements that sought to define GOP candidates challenging Democratic 
incumbents in Arkansas, Colorado, Louisiana and North Carolina — all races that are neck-and-neck headed 
into Election Day. 


“In the worst political environment for either party in 25 years, one of the reasons why every one of these races 
is a competitive jump ball is because of early outside spending by groups like ours, combined of course with 
good candidates with a positive vision for the country,” said Ty Matsdorf, a Senate Majority PAC spokesman. 


Democratic fundraisers have been careful not to engage in the sort aggressive overpromising that came back to 
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haunt some of the Republican groups that combined to raise about $1 billion in 2012 for an unsuccessful effort 
to unseat President Barack Obama and capture the Senate. 


Karl Rove’s Crossroads groups, in particular, faced angry calls from donors demanding to know how its overly 
optimistic projections had proved so wrong. 


“People are prepared,” LaMarche said. “If we lose, the consequences of Republican control of the Senate won’t 
be so good on things like judicial confirmations. But as a political matter, I don’t read the donors as being 
discouraged about their investments. I think they will have felt they did the best job they could in a difficult 
environment.” 


Plus, LaMarche pointed out, Democrats stand to do well in governor’s races across the country. That, he 
argued, would be “a repudiation” of the agenda implemented by Republicans who rode the tea party wave of 
2010, and it would also help advance the long-term goals of Democracy Alliance donors and groups. 


Pointing to the conference’s name, LaMarche said his club’s focus is on creating a political landscape in which 
progressives and their policies can carry the day for years, not just a single election. 


“We’re thinking about the next three or four cycles. So that, by 2020 or 2021 , progressives are in the position to 
make sure the lines aren’t drawn in a way that impairs our power for the next 1 0 years,” he said, referring to the 
once-a-decade congressional redistricting process, which both sides target as a major strategic battleground. 


Getting donors to buy into a long view of public policy and political fights is a technique used to great effect by 
the political operation created by the conservative billionaire brothers Charles and David Koch. Their operation 
spent $400 million in the run-up to 2012 but largely avoided the types of doubts from its donors that dogged 
Rove. That’s partly because the brothers and their allies went to great lengths to detail how the cash was spent 
and how they could improve, but also partly because they’ve long cast their efforts as a generational struggle to 
re-center American politics around their ideas. 


That’s the way 2014’s biggest donor of disclosed cash — Tom Steyer — sees it, though he has portrayed 
himself as the Koch brothers’ antithesis. 


The San Francisco hedge fund billionaire, a Democracy Alliance partner, has donated more than $74 million in 
2014, including $67 million to his own super PAC, NextGen Climate Action, devoted to elevating climate change 
as a voting issue. Though it’s spent the bulk of its cash opposing Republican Senate candidates deemed bad on 
the issue, Steyer will not be discouraged if Republicans win control of the Senate, asserted his political adviser 
Chris Lehane. 


“This has always been a multi-cycle plan,” Lehane said, asserting that the effort has already been successful in 
changing the way that politicians talk about climate change and showing that it can be used as a wedge issue. 


“The activity this cycle is only going to intensify because of the urgency of climate,” he said, explaining that “this 
is really the pivot to ’16.” Steyer, he said, is “just getting started.”

Grimes — but Mitch McConnell isn’t sweating it. 


“I don’t think it’s personal. It’s just business,” the Kentucky Republican told reporters after appearing at a 
campaign rally Friday afternoon at SRC of Lexington. “This is the Clintons’ business to go around the country. 
The president is so unpopular that the only person they can send out that everybody’s heard of is President 
Clinton. And he’s always enjoys and even jokes about being the old war horse who is brought out again before 
the election.” 


Clinton was in Louisville, Kv. . Thursday afternoon to stump for Grimes. Hillary Clinton is scheduled to 
campaign for Grimes in Lexington and Northern Kentucky on Saturday. 


The Clintons are just some of the Democratic big guns that Grimes is campaigning alongside in the days before 
the election. Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.) is also slated to campaign with her Tuesday. 


McConnell is also looking for an assist with his fellow home state Sen. Rand Paul campaigning across the state 
with a “fly-around” push Monday where the two will visit seven airports and hangers. 


Still, McConnell was quick to point out that he doesn’t think the Clinton’s will help his Democratic opponent at the 
ballot box. 


“He eeked out a narrow victory and I beat Steve Beshear by a very large margin,” said McConnell, speaking 
about the 1996 election. “Bill and Hillary were both in here multiple times in ‘08. Hillary came to Hazards the day 
before the election. I carried Hazards, so I always welcome the Clintons back.” 


When asked whether he would be able to work with Hillary Clinton if she becomes president. 


“Well, I’m hoping that doesn’t happen, that we don’t have to figure that out,” he said.

During a recent visit to Arkansas, former President Bill Clinton took issue with a news story that implied he has 
been returning to his home state lately only because of the midterm elections. 


He ticked off some recent visits. “I buried two cousins and one of my mother’s best friends this year. I’m about to 
go to my 50th high school reunion. I hate it, but I am,” Mr. Clinton said.” 


“I love my native state,” he told a crowd at a political rally. “Without you, I never would have had a chance to do 
anything.” 


While Mr. Clinton’s affection for his state seems genuine, he is also determined to preserve his political legacy 
there. If Senator Mark Pryor, the last Democrat in the state’s congressional delegation, loses, it would strike a 
potentially fatal blow to the Clinton-style Arkansas Democrats whose moderate politics and personal charisma 
have allowed them to transcend party, even as other states steadily abandoned the Democratic Party. 


On Sunday, Mr. Clinton will return to Arkansas for the sixth time since April to make a final push for a Democratic 
ticket packed with old friends. Locals said the last time he campaigned this hard, his wife, Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, was on the ballot. 


Mr. Clinton tacked on a final Arkansas swing to his packed pre-Election Day schedule, with stops in rural areas 
of the state where turnout of white working-class and black voters could make a critical difference. 


“After his wife’s campaign I’ve never seen anything like it,” said Paul Neaville, a Democratic operative from 
Arkansas who worked on the Clinton-Gore campaign in 1996. “He’s making his own campaign schedule at this 
point,” Mr. Neaville added. 


Mr. Clinton rose to prominence amid the state’s traditions and retail politics, a New Democrat who made his 
polices palatable by delivering them through a folksy, gun-toting relatability. 


“He is coming home to people he knows and a state he loves,” said Vincent Insalaco, the state Democratic Party 
chairman. 


But centrist Arkansas Democrats like Mr. Clinton, Gov. Mike Beebe, the state’s popular Democratic governor, 
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and Mr. Pryor’s father, David Pryor, a longtime senator and former governor, appear to be an endangered 
species teetering on the brink of extinction ahead of Tuesday’s election. 


“This whole state was historically Democratic,” said Jay Barth, a political science professor at Hendrix College in 
Conway, Ark. Mr. Clinton “is just trying to stop the bleeding.” 


Republicans, meanwhile, are doing their part to associate the Democratic ticket with President Obama, rather 
than Mr. Clinton, who remains popular in his home state. “We’re not bothered by President Clinton’s support of 
Senator Pryor,” said David Ray, a spokesman for Representative Tom Cotton, Mr. Pryor’s Republican 
opponent. “What bothers us is Senator Pryor’s support of President Obama.” 


Supporters of Mr. Pryor, who has been running slightly behind Mr. Cotton, are hoping the former president’s 
presence will send a message that the race is not lost. 


On Sunday, Mr. Clinton will do an “Arkansas Victory 2014” tour with get-out-the-vote rallies in Texarkana, 
Blytheville, West Memphis and Fort Smith, where turnout of black and rural white voters could help Mr. Pryor 
edge out a come-from-behind victory. 


“Bill Clinton is one of the smartest people you’ve ever met, and he goes where the action is,” said Bob Edwards, 
a Little Rock lawyer and Mr. Pryor’s campaign treasurer. “If he thought this race wasn’t winnable, he’d go help 
someone else.” 


Last month, Mr. Clinton headlined events in Hot Springs, Hope, North Little Rock, Pine Bluff, Forrest City and 
West Memphis. “He ain’t letting Ark. go without a fight,” tweeted John Brummett, a local columnist and author of 
“High Wire: From the Back Roads to the Beltway, the Education of Bill Clinton.” 


In the governor’s race, Mike Ross, the Democrat hoping to succeed Mr. Beebe, who must leave office because 
of term limits, trails his Republican rival, Asa Hutchinson, 44 percent to 47 percent, according to an NBC News/ 
Marist poll of likely voters conducted Oct. 19 to 23. 


(Adding another personal connection to the race, Mr. Ross served as Mr. Clinton’s driver in his 1982 race for 
governor, and Mr. Hutchinson, a former congressman, helped lead the fight to impeach Mr. Clinton in 1998.) 


After Mrs. Clinton, who appears on the verge of a 2016 presidential campaign, Mr. Clinton has been the most in- 
demand Democratic surrogate in an election year when Mr. Obama’s name is an epithet, particularly in the 
South. 


Although Mr. Clinton has not lived in Arkansas since he moved to the White House in 1993, he has maintained 
deep ties there. Some 62 percent of voters in Arkansas have a favorable opinion of him, while only 34 percent 
approve of Mr. Obama, according to NBC News/Marist polls. 


Mrs. Clinton does not draw the same affection from Arkansas voters: 49 percent said they had an unfavorable

opinion of her, according to a Suffolk University/USA Today poll. Mrs. Clinton hosted a fund-raiser for Mr. Pryor 
in New York but has not included Arkansas on her packed schedule of midterm events. 


By Tuesday, Mr. Clinton will have made multiple visits to help Democrats in Kentucky, Louisiana, Florida, 
Maryland, Connecticut and Michigan. In addition to the Arkansas swing, he plans to spend the final days before 
the election helping the Senate candidates Michelle Nunn in Georgia, Kay Hagan in North Carolina and Bruce 
Braley in Iowa and the Democratic candidate for governor in Florida, Charlie Crist. 


In Arkansas, Mr. Clinton often tacks on midterm events and fund-raisers to previously scheduled commitments 
like a speech at the Southern Governors’ Association. The former president also prefers to sleep at his 
residence at the William J. Clinton Presidential Center while campaigning in nearby states.

The former president had come Friday to Paschal's, the famous Atlanta soul food restaurant, as the Democrats' 
closer, the man who gives them their best chance to squeeze out a Senate victory in this rapidly changing 
Southern state. 


Standing beneath a six-foot-tall portrait of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., he urged the crowd to vote, saying 
Republicans were more focused on the White House than the issues. "They're saying, this is your last chance to 
vote against the guy," he said, pausing to gesture at a group of elderly civil rights leaders watching from the 
balcony. "We've seen this movie a thousand times before — those of us who are above a certain age." 


The nation's so-called first black president is going where the actual first black president cannot: The South. 
While black voters still support Obama, his low popularity with the general electorate makes him a liability in 
states with competitive Senate races. The problem is particularly acute in the South, where Democrats are 
counting on solid support from working-class whites as well as high turnout from black voters in states such as 
Georgia, North Carolina, and Louisiana. 
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Enter Bill Clinton, who in 1992 was the last Democratic presidential candidate to sweep a swath of the South, 
including Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, and his home state of Arkansas. Today, both Bill and Hillary Clinton are 
in heavy demand in Senate races in those states. His stop in Georgia was sandwiched between campaign 
events in Kentucky and North Carolina; she is due in New Orleans on Saturday to campaign for incumbent 
Senator Mary Landrieu. 


Their Southern strategy underscores an argument by Hillary Clinton supporters: That her presidential candidacy 
could help Democrats regain ground in the South, which turned red in 2000 and remained so during the Obama 
presidency. 


"Both with women and men, the Democrats have very significant challenges winning votes among working class 
whites," said Geoff Garin, a Democratic pollster who worked on Hillary Clinton's 2008 presidential bid. "One of 
the things that's interesting about Hillary Clinton is the votes she can get that other Democrats can't." 


In 2008 and again four years later, Obama's campaign focused on broadening the Democratic coalition by 
getting greater numbers of young people, Latinos, and black voters to the polls. Team Clinton wants to keep 
those gains, but also see an opportunity to bring back some of the party's traditional working-class white 
supporters. 


Georgia could provide one of the best tests of that theory. The state's population grew by nearly 20 percent 
over the last decade, with much of the influx coming from minorities and more progressive whites. 


Democrats and their allies have spent months working on extensive voter registration efforts. The New Georgia 
Project and a dozen partner organizations say they've registered 80,000 new voters. (The group is now 
embroiled in a series of lawsuits with the Republican secretary of state.) Latinos, who make up 4 percent of the 
Georgia electorate, have been conducting their own efforts, registering new citizens at naturalization 
ceremonies, partnering with Hispanic media, and canvassing neighborhoods. They've signed up more than 
7,000 newly naturalized citizens over the past year, said Jerry Gonzalez, the executive director of the Georgia 
Association of Latino Elected Officials. "When we first started this year, Latino voters didn't know there was an 
election," he said. 


But Democrats cannot win on minority votes alone. Even unusually high black support won't be enough unless 
Democrats capture close to 40 percent of the white vote, according to recent analyses. 


That's where the Clintons come in. Joseph Crespino, a professor of Southern political history at Emory 
University, said they remind voters of the popular, pragmatic Southern Democrats of the 1970s and 1980s. "The 
Clintons are perfect," he said. "They have a great relationship with the African-American community and they 
don't alienate the white voters." 


In Atlanta, supporters lined up outside Paschal's, the historic center of black political power, where civil rights 
leaders once planned marches, Jesse Jackson kicked off his presidential campaigns, and Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. loved the vegetable soup. Today, the banquet hall is surrounded by quirky coffee shops and trendy lofts-a 
sign of the rapid pace of change in the city. 


Yet reminders of history were also on display as Clinton stood beside Senate candidate Michelle Nunn and 
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gubernatorial candidate Jason Carter. Clinton campaigned with Nunn's father, a long-serving Georgia Senator 
who endorsed Clinton early in his first presidential bid. He spent decades working and sparring with Carter's 
grandfather, Jimmy-another Southern governor who ended up in the White House. 


"I wanted to be Sam Nunn when I grew up,” Clinton said. "He proved you could be a Democrat and be for civil 
rights, and be for inclusive government, and be for a strong national defense." 


On the balcony, some of the civil-rights leaders who once frequented the restaurant cheered, including 
Representative John Lewis, Atlanta Mayor Andrew Young, and former Washington, D.C. Mayor Marion Barry. 


Community leaders had their theories about why they were hearing from Clinton and not Obama, though they 
were reluctant to spell it out too clearly. "President Clinton is someone who speaks in tones that the African 
American community relates to, so there's still a great deal of affection," said Rev. Raphael Warnock, senior 
pastor at Ebenezer Baptist Church, King's old congregation. "Not just from African-Americans, but all 
Americans." 


And at least a few in the crowd remembered Clinton's first presidential race, when he crisscrossed the state, 
selling his southern background to rural farmers and urban Atlantans. "I grew up in the segregated South," he 
told black college students in February 1992, less than a mile from Paschal's. "Every time we have permitted 
ourselves to be divided by race in this region, we have been kept dumb and poor." 


Though 22 years have passed, his message on Friday wasn't much different. "I'm used to having my kinfolks 
played in every election. Get people mad and they can't think," he told the crowd. "Don't be fooled-and don't let 
the young people stay home." 


Politico: “Bill Clinton plugs Kay Hagan in N.C

RALEIGH, N.C. — Former President Bill Clinton joined some of the biggest Democratic names in North Carolina 
to fire up a crowd of supporters here Fridav afternoon with a simple message: Get as many people as you can 
to the polls, or else be prepared for Sen. Kay Hagan’s defeat and a GOP takeover of the Senate. 


Clinton — along with former Gov. Jim Hunt, the longest serving governor of the state, and Reps. David Price and 
G.K. Butterfield — hailed Hagan as the choice for working families, women and minorities. The former president 
name-checked issues like education, equal pay for women, voting rights, the influx of money in politics and the 
minimum wage to loud cheers from the crowd of about 1 ,300 — some dressed in Halloween costumes — at a 
high school gym in Raleigh. 
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Calling the race between Hagan and Republican challenger Thom Tillis as the most crucial contest North 
Carolina has seen in a generation, Democrats warned the crowd with four days left to go that if they didn’t show 
up — and bring three other people with them, as Hagan challenged — Tillis would go to Washington with a 
Republican majority and push an “extremist” agenda similar to what Republicans, or the “wrecking crew,” 
pushed in the state legislature. 


“Here we are in the most expensive Senate race in the country, where you are being invited to tell yourselves 
and to tell the rest of America whether you’re going back to being the state of the future — where we work 
together and grow together,” Clinton said during his roughly-20-minute-long speech. “Or whether you chose to 
be a state that goes back to trickle-down economics, where we grow apart and fight like crazy.” 


While hitting a litany of issues to excite the Democratic base, Clinton told the crowd not to be fooled by the ads 
from Tillis and his allies that tie Hagan to President Barack Obama. 


“So what is the Republican’s strategy? Well, he doesn’t want talk about the differences they have on the issues, 
because he knows then you would vote for her and not him,” he said. 


Clinton went on to mock Tillis’ record in the state legislature. “It’s pretty hard to say, ‘Vote for me for U.S. Senator 
I took $500 million away from school teachers.’ ... ‘Vote for me for I actually voted to tax college kids meal plan,”’ 
he said. 


“He’s trying take to her off the ballot and put the president on it,” Clinton continued. “Isn’t that what’s going on? 
He knows the president’s having a hard time.” 


Before working the ropeline for several minutes, the former president closed by comparing himself to a “retired 
race horse.” 


“I can’t believe I’m still doing this,” he said. “I’m like a retired race horse. My life has nothing to do with politics 
most of the time — and then an election comes up and somebody come to my barn with a little extra hay and 
they fatten me up, and then they come in and rub my coat down and take me out to the track and schlep me 
around. ... I’m trying to go around this track for Kay Hagan because I believe in her.” 


Hagan, who spoke before Clinton, repeated the Democrats’ usual attacks on Tillis based on his record in the 
state legislature and went on to slam the outside money pouring into the race. She specifically called out the 
Koch brothers and GOP operative Karl Rove, whose groups have been airing ads against her. For her part, 
Hagan has also received millions in air cover from the pro-Democratic group Senate Majority PAC. 


“The eyes of the nation are on North Carolina,” Hagan said. “Together, we are going to show our state, and 
we’re going to show our nation that grassroots efforts can triumph out-of-state billionaires who are trying to buy 
this seat.” 
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“I want you to help me send a message,” she added. “I want it to be loud. I want it to be clear, and I want my 
opponent and his special interest allies to hear. I want David and Charles Koch and Karl Rove to hear this too: 
North Carolina is not for sale.” 


The crowd repeated after her, “North Carolina is not for sale.” 


Total spending on the deadlocked race topped $100 million earlier this week. Two polls out Friday — from CNN 
and Fox News — showed Hagan up by just 2 and 1 points, respectively. 


Hagan also wove in the birth of the Clinton’s first grandchild into her stump speech. “I bet Chelsea and Mark had 
Carolina on their minds when they named their baby girl Charlotte,” she said. “And if the next one is a boy, how 
do you think Raleigh sounds?” 


The surprise addition to the rally was an appearance by former Gov. Jim Hunt, who served in the role for four, 
nonconsecutive terms. The crowd erupted the second he walked on stage. 


Hunt said he was “happy to come out and shout and holler,” but the gravity of the race has been keeping him up 
at night as he thinks about what else he can do. 


“Now folks, this is going to be a really tight election,” he said lowering his voice. “Don’t you think you’ve got it 
made. Do you know how much Kennedy won by against that evil Dick Nixon? One vote per precinct. This is not 
a race that’s going to be decided by a lot of votes.” 


Boston Globe: “Former Mayor Thomas M. Menino planned his funeral”

Thomas M. Menino made countless friends over the course of his life, and many of them would like the chance 
to bid farewell to Boston’s former mayor at his funeral Monday. 


So who decides who gets a seat inside the Most Precious Blood Church in Hyde Park where the service will be 
held? Menino, of course. 


In the months before his death, the former mayor, who died Thursday at the age of 71 , left unambiguous 
instructions about his funeral and his burial, which will be at Fairview Cemetery in Hyde Park, as well as 
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attendees. 


Vice President Joe Biden will be among them. He is planning to attend Menino’s funeral, his office 
announced Friday evening , but it’s unclear if other national political figures, including President Obama or 
former President Bill Clinton or Hillary Rodham Clinton may be there. 


“This is the toughest ticket in town. The mayor would have loved it,” Menino’s longtime spokeswoman Dot Joyce 
said with a tiny melancholic chuckle. 


Most Precious Blood Church, a Gothic-style church with a graceful spire where Menino was baptized and where 
he married his wife, Angela, in 1966, can accommodate about 700 people in the main sanctuary and another 
300 in the basement chapel. 


Joyce said Menino was emphatic that family members be “front and center” at the service, and that Mayor 
Martin J. Walsh and Governor Deval Patrick be among the speakers. 


“The mayor made his arrangements and we’re fulfilling his wishes,” Joyce said. “He’s just giving us another 
challenge.” 


“We have a crackerjack team, and we’ll make sure everyone we can fit into the church will be there,” she said. 


Joyce declined to say who, specifically, is being invited to attend the funeral, but she said the former mayor 
made his wishes well known, and she and others are working to contact people. A website 
— TomMenino.org — has been created with details about the funeral. 


The details of the service were discussed Thursday during a gathering at Menino’s house on Chesterfield Road 
in Hyde Park attended by Joyce, members of the former mayor’s family, and Richard Gormley, a longtime close 
friend of Menino’s and the funeral director at William J. Gormley Funeral Service, which is handling the 
arrangements, she said. 


Gormley, who last spoke to Menino a month ago, called it “an honor” to handle the former mayor’s funeral 
service, though he said their personal relationship makes it particularly emotional. 


In advance of Monday’s funeral Mass, Menino will lie in state at Faneuil Hall starting at 10 a.m. Sunday . There 
were indications Friday night that Hillary Clinton was likely to visit Faneuil Hall on Sunday. Also on Sunday, a 
Mass will be said for Menino at 11:15 a.m. at the Cathedral of the Holy Cross. 


A procession will lead to Most Precious Blood Church Monday morning , in what his staff members are calling 
Menino’s “last ride home.” 


It will pass locations that were special to the late former mayor, leaving Faneuil Hall at about 10:45 a.m. , then 
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to Boston City Hall, Parkman House, Boston University and Kenmore Square, Fenway Park, Dudley Square, 
Grove Hall, Franklin Park, the Bowdoin-Geneva neighborhood, the Mattapan Library, Roslindale Square and, 
finally, the church in Hyde Park. 


Gormley said he has received several phone calls from associates and friends of the former mayor’s inquiring 
about attending the service. 


He said the list of attendees is likely to include many of the same people who were invited to Menino’s annual 
State of the City address. That event at Faneuil Hall typically drew a crowd of 800 people, including the 
governor, members of Congress, and scores of elected officials, community leaders, and businesspeople. 


Biden released a lengthy statement Friday praising his longtime friend “Tommy,” whom he characterized as 
“without a doubt one of the finest mayors this nation has ever seen.” 


As details for the official memorials began to fall into place, members of the public signed condolence books at 
City Hall and in neighborhood libraries and community centers.

The Hill blog: Ballot Box: “Rendell on 2016: ‘Well, why not?’”

Former Pennsylvania Gov. Ed Rendell (D) says that if former secretary of State Hillary Clinton doesn't run for 
president, he'd consider a 2016 White House bid. 


Rendell, a prominent Clinton supporter, said the remaining Democratic field would make him rethink his political 
future, in an interview for Philadelphia magazine. 


"If Hillary announced tomorrow she wasn’t running, I look at the remaining Democratic field and I say, jeez, I 
never thought I was presidential timber. I just never did," Rendell said. 

"It’s not that I’m modest, but I always thought the president has to be A-plus. But when I look at the people 
who’ve run for president who are my contemporaries, I say to myself, well, why not?" 
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Rendell cited the grueling campaign season as one reason he wouldn’t run. 


"I don’t want to spend two of my remaining years in Iowa and New Hampshire, no offense to the Granite State or 
the Hawkeye State,” he said. 


“Hillary has the same thought process. I think she’s gonna do it, but I’m not 100 percent certain," Rendell added. 


Rendell said that he thinks 2012 GOP nominee Mitt Romney would be the most competitive Republican 
presidential candidate in two years. 


"I don’t think [former Florida GOP Gov. Jeb Bush] is going to run, and I don’t know that Jeb would do all that well 
in the Republican primaries," Rendell said. "I actually think if Romney runs again and says, 'I told you so.' ... 
Romney would still be a dangerous candidate in a general election. 


“More dangerous than [Sens.] Rand Paul [R-Ky.] or Ted Cruz [R-Texas] or even Marco Rubio [R-Fla.]." 


While Rendell is not likely to run for president, Pennsylvania political watchers wonder if he'd consider running 
for mayor of Philadelphia again, a post he held before the governorship. 


"There’s only one thing that’s stopping me from running for mayor again: common sense," Rendell said. 


"A lot of people come up and ask me, and I’ve given it some thought,” he said. “I don’t think I could do it as well 
as I did it before."

When a Clinton 'Ally' Isn't an Ally At All 

February 18, 2015 There are Clinton "insiders" and Clinton "allies." Clinton "loyalists" and Clinton 
"confidantes." People "familiar with Clinton's thinking" or "in Clinton's orbit." 

No doubt, Washington is filled with Democrats who have worked for, advised, donated money to, or 
rubbed elbows with Hillary or Bill Clinton over the duo's three decades in politics. But as the former 
secretary of State prepares a 2016 campaign, these "allies" are posing a problem for Clinton's real team. 

Ever eager to voice opinions on everything from the timeline of Clinton's announcement to her 2016 
message to how her "hipster black-rimmed glasses" fit with the optics of a Brooklyn-based operation, self- 
labeled advisors are going rogue. And by freelancing, they're taking the Clinton story out of Clinton's 
hands, even as she tries to build a team that's more leak-proof and less willing to air dirty laundry than in 
2008. 

"There are three parties to this equation: we're one, the source is two, and the media is three. And arguably 
we have the least amount of influence on any of this," said longtime Clinton aide Philippe Reines. He 
conceded, though, that there's no real way for her team to control it: "We just have to sit back. We just 
have to grin and bear it." 

The issue is singularly frustrating for people who work and have worked in Clinton's press operation and 
dealt with the issue first-hand— enough so that several of whom, like Reines, were willing to give rare on- 
the-record interviews for this story.

"This is a constant problem," said Howard Wolfson, who served as Clinton's communications director in 
2008. "There is an enormous number of people who have had, or claim to have had, an association with 
the Clintons over the years— and many of them claim to have some degree of knowledge of her plans or 
activities that they don't in fact have." 
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Unlike on the Republican side, where a crowded field makes candidates and their staffs happy to dish to 
reporters about big hires, early-state plans, and behind-the-scenes machinations, movements to and 
within Clinton's growing operation are closely held. Indeed, Republicans have used a running tally of 
the "no comment" responses from the Clinton camp to paint the former senator and first lady as out-of- 
touch— "OFF THE RECORD: no comment," read the headline on one recent Clinton-related release from 
the Republican National Committee. 

So with Clinton's staff keeping public comments to a minimum, the quasi-"insiders" largely have the floor 
to themselves. 

Certainly, former staffers eagerly offering up their own takes or speculation isn't unique to Clinton, but for 
her it's magnified by the amount of time she and her husband have spent in the public eye. There are 
decades' worth of former staffers to contend with: there are the Arkansas people, the Clinton White House 
advisers, New York Senate staffers, 2008 campaign aides, Clinton Foundation associates, and State 
Department aides, among others. 

Asked how the campaign could get a handle on all the anonymous outside chatter, Reines placed much of 
the blame back on the media for being willing to grant anonymity to sources who don't know what they're 
talking about. Unless the unnamed "advisers" stop talking to reporters, or reporters stop quoting them, 
Reines added, there's no way to get the issue under control. 

"What gets lost is there are no consequences for [the source or the media] when they're wrong— there just 
aren't," he said. "If you were to go back and look at the last three, four, five, six months of coverage about 
Secretary Clinton, you're going to see certain reporters who cover her closely whose accuracy rate is less 
than 50/50." 

Any reporter covering the Clinton beat knows it's tough to navigate the sphere known as Clintonworld. A 
source who offers up good information for one story might be totally wrong on another, and most 
Democrats are understandably squeamish about talking on the record about anything Clinton-related 
because nearly all of them are hoping for jobs with her. (More than a dozen people contacted for this piece 
said they were happy to discuss it— but only on background.)

The thing is, a Clinton "ally" could be anyone: a top donor or former staffer in the know, sure, but also a 
Democratic strategist on the outside who is just sharing an opinion, wants to feel important, or is hoping to 
settle a score. What's more, it's far harder for the campaign to chastise someone for saying things they 
shouldn't— or stop telling that person privileged information— if they're quoted anonymously and you don't 
know for sure who said what. 

"Any time someone actually says their name and publishes a quote, it's easy for the campaign to call them 
up and say, 'Please don't do that anymore,"' said Michael Trujillo, who served as a senior staffer for 
Clinton's 2008 campaign in California, Texas and North Carolina. But with anonymous quotes, you don't 
know where they're coming from. 
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(Reines warned it's not difficult to figure out: "It’s not like you read something and say, 'Oh my gosh, that 
could have been 97 people.' You tend to know. Not 100 percent of the time, but ... I think sources would 
probably shrivel up if they knew that when these things happen, there's usually a four-minute 
conversation about, 'Oh, that was probably X ... I think people would be mortified. I don't think they 
realize how much that happens.") 

Mike McCuriy, Bill Clinton's White House press secretary in the 1990s, also pegged the problem not to the 
campaign but to reporters who "hyperventilate" about 2016. "I love Mrs. Clinton and hope she decides 
what is best for her. But anyone that would quote me 'on background' would be misleading their audience 
because I have no real idea what they are thinking," he wrote via email. "I believe 75% (conservatively) of 
what I read about the political strategy inside the Clinton camp is from people who want to be in the 
'inside circle' but probably aren't." 

The dynamic in 2008 is just a preview of what the chattering "allies" will be like this time around. Trujillo 
said more than once he and his team were stunned at news reports about Clinton's plans in each of those 
states— which often had sources who were in direct contradiction with what was actually happening inside 
the campaign. 

"To read that in the paper and know it was the complete opposite ... it's never helpful, it's never asked for," 
said Trujillo, now a Los Angeles-based senior adviser for Ready for Hillary. "You're not being helpful by 
pontificating on what she is or isn't going to do." 

So what's the eventual Clinton campaign to do? No one reached for this story had a good answer. Some 
suggested the outside "allies" would be given less status once it's clear who's actually involved in the 
campaign and who isn't. Others said John Podesta, the expected campaign chairman, might be able to 
instill order among the older generations of Clinton loyalists, many of whom he's worked with in the past. 

Ben LaBolt, the press secretary for the Obama 2012 campaign, said the eventual Clinton campaign needs 
to make it very clear to reporters who's actually on the campaign and in the know— and who isn't. 

"Campaigns should bend over backwards to limit the number of people that speak officially for the 
campaign and to make sure the media understands exactly who serves on that team," he wrote in an 
email. "Otherwise, you're forced to apologize for, correct or condemn statements by people who don't 
actually have anything to do with the campaign." 

But sometimes, Wolfson said, the 2008 staff took a step back and just laughed about who some 
anonymous sources could have been. "In the '08 campaign, we used to laugh and say, 'Okay, that was the 
shoe-shine guy.' 'That was the guy who ran the sandwich shop down the street,"' he said. "There was, in 
my experience, a very elastic and loose definition of who constitutes a 'Clinton loyalist,' 'Clinton insider,' 
'Clinton confidante.'" 

The reporting and speculation about her intentions and campaign plans, Reines said, often baffle even 
Clinton herself: "When you're talking to the person whose life is being written about and they're like, 
'Where do they get this stuff?' It's really sobering."

Matt McKenna has requested via Bari and HR an increase of 1500 monthly in his foundation consultant work to cover what he 
claims and Bari claims is work he is doing on behalf of CVC as it relates to her role with CF. The new breakdown of his total 
compensation would be as follows if we approve this: 

4000 Foundation (2500 Non CVC + 1500 CVC) 

2500 CESC 

1500 CVC Office (For profit work) 

I have no idea how they achieved what is a 50/50 split on his CVC work between her for profit and CF activities. I think it's more 
heavily weighted toward her for profit and would think it would be closer to a 75/25 split. I have pushed back on Matt via HR 
several times asking for written justification and job responsibilities. He has given me nothing but generic statements so he's 
being less than cooperative. He bitched to Bari who relayed to HR that he hasn't had an increase in his CF fee in 2 years. I don't 
know if that is true, lam checking. Regardless, his concern for not getting an increase for CF (if that's the case) in 2 years, as I 
have pointed out, is not a reason to arbitrarily just add costs to CF in the name of CVC. CVC has apparently approved this but I 
will double check with her directly, if we are going to increase him for CVC CF related work (and I agree that makes sense) it 
shouldn't be arbitrary. It should be based on the estimated time she expects for the duration of his 6 month contract 
incorporating her actual time to date, as we do with CESC employees, to arrive at a figure that has some basis. I have also 
insisted that any increase be accompanied by a time sheet outlining the hours he is spending on CF - CVC and non CVC to ensure 
that he is tracking and we are approving them. 

Please advise on what you want me to do. Thnx. LG

St. Paul, MN - Today, a coalition of the nation's leading environmental groups announced the launch of the Paid for by Big Oil 
campaign. The campaign will serve to highlight how the Republican leadership in Congress is paid for by big oil— evidenced by 
their repeated opposition to clean energy and their consistent support of taxpayer subsidies for big oil companies. The 
campaign was unveiled as more than a dozen Members of Congress prepare to speak at the Republican National Convention 
in Minneapolis this week. 

At an event in St. Paul, Cathy Duvall of the Sierra Club and David Sandretti of the League of Conservation Voters discussed 
the campaign and its goals. 

"The Republican leadership in Congress has spent two years blocking progress on clean energy and doling out subsidies to 
big oil," Duvall said. "Now they are looking to return to Washington and call for more drilling on the industry's behalf. It's time 
for the Republican leadership to stop being paid for by big oil and start working for the American people. 

The campaign will include paid and earned media efforts alongside grassroots outreach through organizers in dozens of 
states. It will target key Flouse and Senate leaders who have accepted significant contributions from oil and gas interests 
while voting against clean energy and in favor of massive subsidies to the oil industry. 

"The Members of Congress speaking at the Convention this week have taken more than $7 million in campaign contributions 
from oil companies," Sandretti said. "In the last two years, they have cumulatively voted against clean energy 119 times and 
supported taxpayer subsidies for oil companies 63 times. That's how we know they are paid for by big oil." 

The House of Representatives is expected to vote on an energy bill addressing clean energy next week. The groups urged 
Members of Congress to support a clean energy future that provides Americans with real solutions to our energy crisis. 

The League of Conservation Voters, Sierra Club, Natural Resources Defense Council Action Fund, Environment America, 
Defenders of Wildlife Action Fund and Oil Change USA are participating in the Paid for by Big Oil campaign.

Sub'ect' ' srae ' Ombudsman refuses to accept whistle-blower Rotem's complaint against PM Netanyahu - 
corruption of the Tax Authority, murder of a source 


Israeli Ombudsman refuses to accept whistle-blower Rotem's complaint against PM Netanyahu - corruption of the Tax 
Authority, murder of a source 

The case of whistle-blower Rafi Rotem is no longer a case of the Tax Authority corruption alone. The case provides clear evidence for systemic, 
widespread corruption of the Israeli courts and justice system.

Wednesday around 9:00pm. 


OccupyTLV, October 29 - activists and Rafi Rotem - the Israeli Tax Authority whistle-blower spend this evening about five hours (4:00-9:00pm) in 
Direct Action Civil Disobedience - a sit-in in the Tel-Aviv offices of the State Ombudsman - in protest of the Ombudsman's office to accept Rotem's 
complaint against Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu. 

Rotem and the activists arrived at the Ombudsman's office during public hours (3:00-5:00pm), but after a very short meeting of Rotem with a senior 
staff member, once she realized that the complaint pertained to Prime Minister Netanyahu, she left the room and refused to return and accept the 
complaint. 

In response, Rotem and the activists refused to leave the office. Around 9:00pm, hours after normal closing time, staff of the Ombudsman's office 
called the Israel Police, which evacuated Rotem and the activists from the location. 

With it, Rotem and the activists promised to return during public hours and again attempt to have Rotem file his complaint against Netanyahu. 

Today's events were not the first time that the State Ombudsman, Judge (ret) Joseph Shapira, refused to accept Rotem's complaints regarding 
corruption in the Tax Authority. For months, during the first half of the current year, the State Ombudsman issued a standing order to the security 
detail of his office to prevent Rotem's entrance to the office during public hours, in order to prevent Rotem from filing complaint regarding corruption 
in the Tax Authority. 

In response, Rotem and the activists a arrived on a routine basis every Wednesday and recorded the refusal of the State Ombudsman's office to 
accept complaints. 

The refusal of the State Ombudsman to accept Rotem's complaints should be deemed blatant violation of Human Rights - denial of Equal Protection 
under the Law. 

During the summer, probably under pressure from media, the Ombudsman changed his approach. In a series of meetings between the staff of the 
Ombudsman's office and Rotem, a large volume of evidence was filed, pertaining to various corruption cases. The cases included, among others, 
the undermining and obstruction of tax investigations worth NIS tens and hundreds of millions against tycoon Nohi Dankner, against organized 
crime figure Reuven Gavrieli, and against Gibor-Sport Corporation, involving figures related to Netanyahu's Likud Party. 

However, in the months that passed since the end of the series of meetings this summer, it became clear beyond doubt that the Ombudsman did 
not intend to examine Rotem's complaints at all. The Ombudsman refused to issue complaint numbers - a routine commencing procedure - a letter 
typically issued within a week or two after receipt of the complaint material, indicating the complaint number. 

Today's events represented return of the Ombudsman's office to the same pattern of obstruction, which it had practiced earlier this year. Again 
Rotem faced refusal to even accept the evidence. 

The complaint, which Rotem tried to file today, had never been previously discussed during the meetings with the Ombudsman's staff. The 
complaint pertains to the period during which Netanyahu served as Minister of the Treasury. A key member of Netanyahu's Likud Party was 
caught trying to smuggle a container full of electronic goods. While Rotem (then a senior intelligence/investigations officer in the Tax Authority) and 
others were examining the container, a phone call arrived from Netanyahu's bureau, ordering them to release the container. 
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The intelligence source, who provided the lead for the capture of the container, was later murdered. The source realized that his life was in danger, 
since his relationship with law enforcement was leaked somehow to the corresponding crime organization. Therefore, the source urgently 
contacted Rotem, and asked to enter protective detention. Rotem immediately forwarded the request to his superiors. To his amazement, the 
request was denied. 

A few days later, the source was murdered in a hotel room, and evidence of torture was found on his body. Police initially claimed that it was a 
suicide. The source's family initially had no idea of the circumstances that led to his death. However, after the affair was exposed by Rotem in 
media reports, the family filed a law suit for damages against the State. The case is still pending before the courts. 

Of all the corruption affairs, so far exposed by Rotem, the electronics container case is the one that ties the corruption in the Tax Authority in the 
clearest and most direct way to the highest government office holder in Israel. 

Parts of Rotem's claims, regarding corruption in the Tax Authority, were confirmed earlier this year in a plea bargain deal with former Prime Minister 
Olmert's personal secretary Shula Zaken, during the trial of the former. According to media reports, when Judge David Rosen examined the 
evidence, provided by Zaken as part of the deal, he found the parts, pertaining to the Tax Authority "the most shocking". However, as far as 
reported by media, such evidence only tied Zaken, her brother, and Tax Authority figures to the affair. 

In an interview with Haaretz daily in 2013, then former Attorney General, today Supreme Court Justice Menachem Mazuz stated that the Tax 
Authority corruption scandal was the closest to organized crime in the highest offices of government. However, Mazuz did not elaborate exactly 
how "high" such "offices" were... 

About a month ago, Rotem was informed by Supreme Court Justice (ret) Mishael Chesin, that Rotem was elected a "Knight of Government Quality" 
by the Israeli Quality Government Movement. 

In contrast, the State Ombudsman, Judge (ret) Joseph Shapira, like his predecessors, adamantly refuses to examine the complaints of corruption 
in the Tax Authority. 

Similarly, the Israeli courts were described by media as 'abusing a justice advocate for over a decade'. Such conduct spanned about a dozen 
court cases, starting from the Tel-Aviv District Labor Court, continuing through the Tel-Aviv Magistrate Court, and ending in the Israeli Supreme 
Court. 

Moreover, over the past year and a half, Judge Yael Pradelsky of the Tel-Aviv Magistrate Court, in collusion with both Police Prosecution (in Israel 
Police can prosecute!) and the Public Defender's office have been engaged in Fraud upon the Court in a criminal litigation against Rotem, baseless 
from its foundation, for "insulting a public officer". The evidence for fraud in conduct of the Tel-Aviv Magistrate Court in this case was repeatedly 
submitted to Chief Justice of the Israeli Supreme Court Asher Grunis, who refused to take corrective actions. 

Today's exposure, of evidence for the direct involvement of Prime Minister Netanyahu in the Tax Authority corruption scandal, is probably the most 
plausible explanation for the conduct of the Israeli justice system in the Rotem's case. 

Viewing the case from its general perspective, the scandal is by now far from a Tax Authority corruption scandal. The evidence, which has been 
gradually accumulating in this case over the past decade, clearly presents systemic, widespread corruption of the courts. 

It should be noted that conduct of the Israel Police tonight was faultless.

JOE SCARBOROUGH: [...] the Republican Party right now is as unpopular as it's been since 
Watergate. You've got a president with approval rating [sic] that's somewhere between the high 
20s and low 30s — actually 25%, according to the latest poll. That is even below Jimmy Carter and 
let me tell you something it is hard to do worse Jimmy Carter —

KING: What is the McCain camp going to do to try to define Barack Obama? 

ROMNEY: Well I think Barack Obama is increasingly well-defined in the minds of the American voters. They see 
him as a very charming person. They also see him as somebody who has appealed very strong to the most left- 
wing of his party. And they see him as somebody who's very inexperienced and whose judgment they question.

CORZINE: We are exactly one dollar year over year on the average gas price. That's a tax. For the people of 
New Jersey, for the people across this country their disposable income has gone down dramatically. Each cent 
is a $1 .42 billion collection for the people that we buy the oil from, most of whom are offshore. 

JOE SCARBOROUGH: Can you believe that? And now we were just celebrating, governor the fact that our 
CNBC update that oil's down to what? 

MIKA BRZEZINSKI: One twenty-two. 

SCARBOROUGH: One-hundred and twenty-two dollars, yeah. That's good news?! And look at this [CBS poll]. 
Gas prices have caused financial hardship, yes; serious financial hardship. [...] I had an evangelical, right-wing, 
evangelical republican from northwest Florida, the redneck Riviera who has never voted for a democrat who told 
me he was gonna vote for Barack Obama. Why? You know why? He drives a diesel truck, which he has to drive 
because of work and a lot of other things and he said he can do no worse than republicans. 

CORZINE: [...] The fact is people want this war ended. They want something done about energy 
prices. They want something done about health care. They want the economy moving. People are 
upset. [...] Now's the time for democrats to unite around Barack Obama and move forward so we get this 
country out of the problems and challenges that we have. 

And it's not that McCain is a bad guy. That's just not a good argument to make, but there is a change of 
policy that has to be done on every major, single item that we're about and, if democrats don't get that, then you 
know we're not gonna need those votes. [. . .] 

SCARBOROUGH: [...] independents, according to this new CBS poll, support John McCain by 
eight percentage points over Barack Obama. That's surprising. It's counterintuitive. Why is that? 
Why is McCain ahead of Obama among independents? 

CORZINE: Historically he's been an independent fella. [...] I worked with him and you know, he 
came across the aisle more than most republicans did and so, you know he has a case to make. 

SCARBOROUGH: Did he ever yell atchya? 

CORZINE: He actually never yelled at me. I didn't like some of the campaigning he did with my 
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opponents in New Jersey, but other than that we don't have too much problem. And you know 
you have to admire what he has done with his life. 

Obama and McCain Have a History of Disagreeing in the Senate (CNN 06/05/08 07:07am) 

KYRA PHILLIPS: according to a CBS poll, 48% of the voters are for Obama. 42% are for McCain. Now John 
McCain and Barack Obama have a history of mixing it up since Obama came to the senate just three years ago. 
Ed Henry is live at the White House with a preview of what we can expect in the general election. 

ED HENRY: Senators McCain and Obama are the last two men standing in this ring, but you're right, there are 
sharp differences and they were first exposed two years ago when they started exchanging blows on capital hill. 
That could give us a taste of what's ahead. The shadowboxing was playful, but it came after a nasty spat 
between these two senate heavyweights over ethics reform. In February 2006, Barack Obama fired off a letter 
suggesting John McCain was slow walking reform by pushing a task force to mull the issue.

HENRY: That infuriated reformer McCain who did not like a lecture from a freshman. McCain flashed his anger 
in writing; I'm embarrassed to admit I failed to interpret your previous assurances as typical 
rhetorical gloss routinely used in politics to make self-interested partisan posturing appear more 
noble. I hold no hard feelings about your earlier disingenuousness.

MCCAIN: I don't believe there was any venom. I think it was a straight talk. 

HENRY: Obama said a cranky McCain had overreacted, but the two men halved it off a 
couple days later. 

OBAMA: I'm particularly pleased to be sharing this panel with my pen pal John McCain. 

MCCAIN: Senator Obama and I are moving on and will continue to work together, and I value his input. 

HENRY: But now they're sparring again, over who can shake up Washington, and it's getting testy. 

MCCAIN: He hasn't been willing to make the tough calls, to bring real change to Washington. I have. 

OBAMA: I respect his many accomplishments, even if he chooses to deny mine. 

HENRY: Now, a ban on gifts for lawmakers and more lobbying disclosure did pass last year. Obama claimed 
some credit by voting for this. McCain actually in the end voted against that bill because he thought it 
didn't go far enough. And what is interesting is McCain allies portray this fight from two years ago as a sign that 
maybe Obama was not ready for prime time, that it took someone like McCain, a veteran legislator, to get this 
done. The Obama allies say McCain basically lost his temper during this debate two years ago and it 
took the cold demeanor of Obama to actually push this legislation through. So you can see already that's the 
exact kind of debate we're going to hear in the months ahead.

But in Wednesday's Town Hall, a 
more intimate setting, he's loose and relaxed. And that's the field of battle where he wants to 
meet Barack Obama. Rule two; defend your territory until you can advance. McCain has been working 
hard in states where he's already doing pretty well, like here in Louisiana. He's likely to camp out later 
this year along the Appalachian Trail, West Virginia, Kentucky, Southern Ohio. Rule three; focus on the 
opposition's weak points.

Let me tell you what 
they are. This is who my party is. This is what I represent. This is what I'll do. Other people can make promises, I 
stand for real stuff. That's what he oughtta do.'

MIKA BRZEZINSKI: [...] Gail Collins points out today in her op-ed that McCain doing that speech 
up against Barack Obama on all the cable networks the other night was just another sign of the 
fact that he doesn't do well in that category. 

SCARBOROUGH: It was just terrible. It was just terrible. He can't read teleprompter. He's never 
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been able to read teleprompter effortlessly [...]. They need to keep him in town hall meetings and 
keep him away from a teleprompter. 

NOONAN: [...] The real problem, I thought, with McCain's speech also with Obama's is that 
they're rolling out these bromides. These bromidic formulae in which they can' t help but they're 
brains go to sleep [...]. We all start to fall asleep at these phrases, do we not? [...] 

SCARBOROUGH: [...] What is the truth about the Bush administration? Do they push people like Scott 
McClellan to lie? 

NOONAN: [...] Look, the central assertion was that this has become sickly political. Government now in 
Washington — the White House doesn't exist to govern each day. It exists to handle the media each day. It is a 
permanent campaign about perceptions. 

Obama Leads in Head-to-Head, McCain Leads Among Independents (MSBC 06/04/08 7:15am) 

WILLIE GEIST: [...] a new CBS poll, just out that shows in a head-to-head matchup, Barack Obama beating John

In his State of the Union address last night, President Obama urged the Senate to adopt pay-as-you-go rules 
(PAYGO), which essentially stipulate that all spending increases will be offset by either cuts elsewhere or tax 
increases. “When the vote comes tomorrow, the Senate should restore the pay-as-vou-ao law that was a big 
reason for why we had record surpluses in the 1990s,” Obama said. 

Today, the Senate followed through , and considering all of the deficit fearmonaerina that has been going 
on in Congress, you’d think that it would have passed by a fairly wide margin. But no. Instead, the rules passed 
on a partv line vote of 60-40 . 

And the blanket Republican opposition is particularly interesting considering that some Senate Republicans used 
to support PAYGO, even when it was opposed by their own party. For instance, in 2004, three current Senate 
Republicans — Sen. Olympia Snowe (R-ME), Sen. Susan Collins (R-ME), and Sen. John McCain (R-AZ) — 
joined 47 Democrats in adopting PAYGO , against the majority Republicans’ wishes (although the rule was 
ultimately scuttled when Congress failed to pass a budget ). The next year, the same three senators were 
joined by Sen. George Voinovich (R-OH) in a failed attempt to implement the rule. 

Yet all four of them opposed the rule today. Here’s what they’ve had to say in favor of PAYGO in the past: 

VOINOVICH : I just don’t understand how we can continue to go this way. We’re living in a dream world. 
This deficit continues to grow. 

COLLINS : [PAYGO is] much-needed restraint for members of Congressas we wrestle with fiscal 
decisions. 

SNOWE : I believe now is the time for both ends of Pennsylvania Avenue to commit to pay-as-you- 
go rules for both revenues and spending. 

Just last year , Snowe approved of Obama’s advocating for PAYGO. And in the last few weeks, all of these 
Republicans have voiced concerns about the deficit and spending. So what changed? And why did all 
the supposed deficit hawks in the Senate — like Sen. Judd Gregg (R-NH) — vote against it as well? Could it be 
that they’re actuallv deficit peacocks , who “like to preen and call attention to themselves, but are not 
sincerely interested ” in addressing deficits? 

In last night’s address, Obama chided Senate Republicans, saying that “just saying no to everything may be 
good short-term politics, but it’s not leadership . We were sent here to serve our citizens, not our ambitions. So 
let’s show the American people that we can do it together.” They’re not off to a good start.

Sen. John McCain’s trip to Colombia and Mexico is yet one more 
example of how out of touch he is with working families, and how close 
he is to corporate special interests. Working people have seen bad 
trade deals send their jobs overseas and decimate their communities, yet 
McCain enthusiastically supports the proposed U.S. -Colombia Free Trade 
Agreement and celebrates the effects of NAFTA. 

McCain has said he would negotiate a “free trade” agreement with 
“almost any country willing to negotiate fairly with us” - 
without any consideration of the negative job impact on American workers 
or the egregious abuse of workers’ rights abroad. In Colombia, 
hundreds of trade unionists have been systematically murdered, tortured, 
kidnapped and threatened by paramilitary organizations during the tenure 
of President Alvaro Uribe. Yet Sen. McCain will tout the supposed 
benefits of the proposed U.S. -Colombia FTA in the resort city of 
Cartagena, Colombia, while ignoring the real threats that workers in 
Colombia face every day.

Illegal 
immigration flows from Mexico have doubled since NAFTA, since it is 
harder and harder to earn a decent living - despite the inflow of 
foreign capital along the border. 

The business leaders Mr. McCain will talk to on this visit have done 
very well under these deals, not surprisingly. However, working people 
in Canada, Mexico, and Colombia have borne the brunt of these failed 
corporate trade policies - just like workers here in the United 
States.

Subject: Bixby Center budget 


Dear Wyss Board, 

Thank you all for a great meeting in Cambridge. We really appreciate the support, and are excited about the work we are all 
undertaking. 

I wanted to provide a follow up to a question that was raised about the budget of the Bixby Center at the University of California. 
The Bixby Center is an academic institution focused on advancing women's health globally through research, training and policy 
change. The bulk of its $45 million budget is spent on University faculty, fellowships, and teaching programs on a wide array of 
sexual and reproductive health issues (including abortion, adolescent health and unintended pregnancy). 

Our project (called "Beyond the Pill") is a small part of its work. Last year the budget for this project was $1,300,000. With a $1 
million grant from the Foundation in the coming year the project budget will rise to $2,691,000. This will allow Bixby to expand 
the project to train 320 clinic staff at Federally Qualified Health Centers (health centers for the poor) and 160 abortion 
providers, serving a combined total of 120,000 women. As the board requested, we will monitor the project over the course of 
the year to see if Bixby could use additional funding to help expand the reach even further. Part of that will depend upon how 
quickly it will be able to expand capacity to reach more facilities.

Subject: 2014 Memo "Outside Employment Activities" 


Dear Colleagues, 

As we prepare for the 2014-15 academic year, I am writing to remind you of the relevant 
rules governing "Outside Employment Activities." Needless to say, all faculty members 
must honor these rules. If you anticipate you will not be in compliance with these 
rules in the upcoming year, please provide a brief memo notify me as to that fact, and 
contact Katie Wrede in my office to set up a time for us to meet. 

1). University Rules. The University Faculty Handbook provides: 

"A regular full-time faculty member shall not accept regular or part-time employment as 
a full- or part-time teacher during the academic year in another institution, without 
the approval of the Department Chair and the appropriate Dean(s). 

"While full-time status will not afford much extra time, faculty members may serve as 
consultants. Such consultation or other remunerative occupation outside the University, 
however, should not exceed an average of eight hours a week and must not be undertaken 
until the Chair of the Department is satisfied that teaching, research, mentoring, and 
committee and other school obligations will be met. 

"Occasional participation in traditional scholarly activities such as, but not limited 
to, service on study sections and review panels, delivery of academic seminars, the 
review, presentation or writing of scholarly papers, and service on editorial boards is 
considered part of the routine academic duty of faculty members. No advance review is 
required for activities of this type so long as they do not conflict with other faculty 
duties. Major and ongoing extramural academic commitments that are expected to require 
commitment of University resources and/or to conflict with other faculty duties do 
require advance consultation and agreement with the Department Chair, the Dean, or other 
appropriate administrative officer to assure that teaching, research, mentoring, and 
committee and other school obligations will be met." 

2. ) Law School. The University rules apply to all faculty, including our faculty. In 
years past, deans routinely sent out an annual memo asking faculty to report on 
"substantial external professional activities" and reminded faculty of the University's 
rules. As I have previously observed (quoting from an email Wendy Perdue sent around at 
the time of the last site visit), "The Law Center's guideline, which has been in place 
since 1984, is based on the principle of limiting outside activities to one day a 

week. Thus more than 52 days of outside activities annually or more than approximately 
500 billable hours per year probably exceeds the guideline." 

3. ) Finally, ABA Standards focus on requiring each school to have an adequate full-time 
faculty and limit outside employment for full-time faculty members. Standard 402(b) 
provides : 

"A full-time faculty member is one whose primary professional employment is with the law 
school and who devotes substantially all working time during the academic year to the 
responsibilities described in Standard 404(a), and whose outside professional 
activities, if any, are limited to those that relate to major academic interests or 
enrich the faculty member's capacity as a scholar and teacher, are of service to the 
legal profession and the public generally, and do not unduly interfere with one's 
responsibilities as a faculty member." 

Interpretation 402-4 provides: 

"Regularly engaging in law practice or having an ongoing relationship with a law firm or 
other business creates a presumption that a faculty member is not a full-time faculty 
member under this Standard. This presumption may be rebutted if the law school is able 
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to demonstrate that the individual has a full-time commitment to teaching, research, and 
public service, is available to students, and is able to participate in the governance 
of the institution to the same extent expected of full-time faculty."

The Republican research group America Rising is calling on the Clinton Foundation to make sweeping public disclosures about how it spends its 
money, after Hillary Clinton said she’s donated her six-figure speaking fees to her family’s nonprofit. 

Clinton’s payments from universities have become controversial in the wake of an uproar over her $225,000 speaking fee from the University of 
Nevada, Las Vegas. School officials said over a week ago that the honorarium will be paid to the Bill, Hillary and Chelsea Clinton Foundation. 


Some critics have questioned the propriety of accepting large speaking fees from universities at a time when tuitions and student debt are rising. In 
many cases, officials have said, the money was earmarked from a donor and not from tuition. Clinton said in recent days that she’s given those 
speaking fees, which are estimated at more than $2 million, to the foundation. 


The foundation files IRS Form 990 (for tax-exempt organizations) annually, although America Rising executive Tim Miller said the one due last month 
had not yet been filed. Miller called for a more thorough accounting on a number of specific points. 


“In the past, the Clinton Foundation has spent millions on opulent travel and lodging for her family, financed glitzy, celebrity-fueled donor events and 
paid key Democratic aides who would likely play key roles in her presidential campaign,” Miller said. “For Americans to credibly believe these 
speaking fees are being donated to charitable endeavors, the foundation must be transparent about how and where it has spent its millions since 
Hillary Clinton joined last year.” 


Clinton aides declined to comment on the America Rising push. 


The foundation became fodder for critics last year after media reports about an internal review of practices that was conducted in 201 1 . Clinton 
allies argue the foundation was always going to come under renewed scrutiny if she ran for president, but the speaking fees controversy has 
accelerated that process. 


Miller called on the Clinton Foundation to release any financial audits stemming from the 201 1 review; a full list of staff or paid consultants who 
have worked for Bill or Hillary Clinton in their official government offices, the Democratic National Committee or the Obama campaign; costs related 
to the Clinton Global Initiative; travel expenses incurred by all three Clintons; and whether Bill Clinton had any of his own speaking fees paid to the 
foundation.

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House Republicans are planning to spend as much as $3.3 million for this year's operations of the special committee they created in May to 
investigate the September 2012 Benghazi attacks, a bigger budget than the House Veterans Affairs and Bhics committees were given this year. 


According to a committee document provided by Democratic leader Nancy Pelosi's office, House Republicans want a $3.3 million budget for this 
year's operations of the 1 2-member select committee on the Benghazi attacks. As with most congressional committees, the document indicates the 
majority party gets the bigger share of the resources for the panel; the budget provides just under $2.2 million for Republicans and just over $1 
million for Democrats on the committee. There are seven GOP lawmakers and five Democrats serving on the committee, and it is expected to have 
a staff of 30. 


By comparison, the House Committee on Veterans' Affairs — which has a roster of 25 lawmakers and about 27 staff members — spent $2.5 
million in 2013 and has a $3 million budget for 2014. The Ethics Committee budget for 2014 was more than $3 million, with a staff of about 25 
serving 10 lawmakers. 


Amanda Duvall, spokeswoman for committee chairman Trey Gowdy, R- S.C., said Monday, the budget is "the high end estimate, and we expect 
there will be less spent as the staffing process is still ongoing, and since not all the staff came on board immediately in May." USA TODAY has 
reported that hiring for the committee was going slowly because of the need for security clearances. 


Duvall noted that the funding for the committee "comes from already-appropriated legislative branch funds," so it does not represent a new 
expenditure. 


"This money funds the functions of an investigatory committee and ensures sufficient funds are available to the Republicans and Democrats at a 
two-thirds, one-third split, per typical committee allocation," Duvall explained. "These costs include salaries for staff, technology, IT support, 
publications and document management for classified information." 


Since the Benghazi committee was created in May, its full-year equivalent budget would be more than $5 million. This is more than the House 
Intelligence Committee, which has a $4.4 million budget this year and spent $4.1 million last year. The largest House committees — Energy and 
Commerce; Oversight and Government Reform; Transportation and Infrastructure — have budgets between $8 million and $9.5 million for the year. 


A special committee on Energy Independence and Global Warming created by Democrats in 2007 spent about $2 million a year until it was shut 
down by the new Republican majority in January 201 1 . 


The Benghazi committee has no deadline for a final report, and it is almost certain it will continue into next year. 


Rep. C.A. Dutch Ruppersberger, the senior Democrat on the Intelligence Committee, said, "It is unfathomable that House Republicans are spending 
more taxpayer money per day on this new committee to re-investigate Benghazi than the committee charged with oversight of the entire U.S. 
intelligence community." 


The budget for the Benghazi committee does not include the costs of other Benghazi investigations that have already been done by four other 
House committees: Oversight and Government Reform; Foreign Affairs; Intelligence; and Armed Services. Those costs are impossible to calculate 
because they are part of the committees' regular operating budgets.

On Sunday, Edward Klein wrote what was supposed to be an explosive story in the New York Post setting up the "blood feud" between the 
Obamas and the Clintons in 2016. 


Klein is the author of Blood Feud, a new book documenting the (allegedly) frosty relationship between the Obamas and the Clintons. Klein's book 
currently sits at No. 2 in The New York Times' list of nonfiction bestsellers — right behind Hillary Clinton's own book, Hard Choices. 


In his Post story, Klein reports that Resident Obama "quietly promised" to fully support Elizabeth Warren if she decided to run for president, and he 
instructed Valerie Jarrett to "conduct a full-court press to convince Warren to throw her hat into the ring." 


On Monday, The Wall Street Journal alley-ooped Klein's thesis with its own story positing that Clinton is trying to distance herself from the Obamas 
"in tone and substance." The evidence? A less cheery tone about the economy, and this money quote: 


“Bill Whalen, a research fellow at the Hoover Institution and former chief speechwriter for Pete Wilson when the Republican was California's 
governor, suggested that Mrs. Clinton's distancing strategy at least partly reflects Mr. Obama's lackluster popularity.” 


This type of sourcing is completely irrelevant and guaranteed not to produce any real news, just pot shots (it's not Whalen's fault; if you give a 
mouse a cookie, etc.). But the narrative that Klein et al are crafting is basically Dems In Disarray, 2.0 — a theme that relies on reports from both 
conservative and liberal voices that are short on facts and long on speculation. 


It's true that Clinton and Obama don't exactly have a Vulcan mindmeld — but they never have. Check the 2008 Democratic primaries. That doesn't 
mean Clinton is "distancing" herself from Obama. It means that Clinton and Obama have always held fundamentally different views on some topics 
(such as foreign policy), and now is a convenient time in the news cycle to talk about them. 


The reports of an impending Warren-Clinton catfight are also overblown. Warren has repeatedly said, "I am not running for president," while 

avoiding a Shermanesque statement about whether she will be running in the future. In 2003, Warren called Clinton a hypocrite for allying with 

corporate interests on a bankruptcy bill. Since then, however, Warren has publicly endorsed a Clinton candidacy. "All all of the 

women — Democratic women, I should say — of the Senate urged Hillary Clinton to run, and I hope she does. Hillary is terrific," Warren told ABC in 

April. 


Klein also doesn't attribute any of his juicy tidbits to a source until the 1 0th paragraph of the story — and all of his sources are, naturally, 
anonymous. In the story, one "Obama administration source" tells Klein that Warren, like Obama, "wants to transform America into a Ejropean-style 
democratic-socialist state." But, ruling out some serious Deep Throat-level subterfuge, it's hard to believe that a source with that negative a view of 
Obama would have the clearance level within the White House required to actually know that. 


Klein does not exactly have the reputation of Woodward and Bernstein. In the past, Klein has suggested that Hillary Clinton is a lesbian. His 
support? Clinton attended Wellesley, an all-women's college, and has friends who are gay. Klein has somewhat of a fixation on powerful 
women — he's written one other book about Clinton, along with a book about Katie Couric and three separate books about Jackie Kennedy. 


Media Matters has called Klein a "smear peddler" and a "conspiracy theorist," and points out that even conservative pundits such as Brian 
Kilmeade, Rush Limbaugh, and James T aranto have called Klein's sourcing into question. (All of these accusations raise the question: If the Clintons 
are as devious and coldly strategic as Klein paints them, wouldn't they have ferreted out his sources by now?) 


And then there's the criticism Klein has gotten from the left. When his last book, The Amateur, came out in 2012, White House spokesman &ic 
Schultz had this to say: "EJ Klein has a proven history of reckless fabrication in order to sell books. Nobody in their right mind would believe the 
nonsense in this one." 


Unlike Klein and his ilk, left-leaning news outlets haven't settled on a unified Warren-versus-Clinton narrative. Last August, Daily Kos argued that a 
Clinton-Warren primary challenge would be terrific for the Democratic Party. In November, Noam Scheiber wrote a much-shared cover story for 
The New Republic calling Warren "Hillary's Nightmare" (since then, he's written another cover story calling Clinton the inevitable Democratic pick). 
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It's a good rule that when there is a news vacuum, pundits will happily fill the void with "truthy" theories about 2016. But until you see photos of 
Warren and Clinton brawling outside a Georgetown bar, you'd do well to take these reports with a big block of Himalayan salt.

There are no Benghazi hearings on the House calendar, but the silence doesn’t mean the investigation is fading away. 

Rep. Trey Gowdy is launching a special committee to wrangle a probe that’s sprawled across the jurisdictions of multiple headline-hungry 
committee chairmen. 


And while the South Carolina Republican isn’t committing to specifics, such as whether there will be public hearings with high-profile witnesses 
like former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, his methodical approach could help the GOP savor a scandal that has at times looked more like a 
political sideshow. 


“No one [has] defended the five-minute questioning [process] as the most calculated way of eliciting the most amount of information,” Gowdy said 
in an interview. “There is most assuredly a place for hearings but not if your primary focus is to gather facts.” 


While there isn’t much happening publicly, the House select committee investigating the Sept. 1 1 , 2012, attacks on the U.S. facility in Benghazi, 
Libya, is busy behind the scenes. 


The panel is examining subpoenas from committees that previously investigated the Benghazi attacks to develop a list of unanswered questions 
from the Obama administration. There is also outreach to agencies that received requests for information. 


Meanwhile, Gowdy is planning a series of closed-door meetings this month that could include a screening of a classified video from the Benghazi 
compound. He’s also checking with the 1 1 other lawmakers on the panel about working through the August recess. 


And committee leaders from both parties are busy staffing up. 


The response to the 2012 attack on a diplomatic mission in Benghazi deeply divided Congress. The attack left four Americans, including 
Ambassador Chris Stevens, dead. Republicans accuse the Obama administration of covering up evidence that the attack was linked to terrorism 
while Democrats argue the GOP is simply drumming up a scandal. 


As the committee’s investigation unfolds, perhaps the biggest challenge for Gowdy is to prove that his work isn’t simply a partisan exercise. 


“I don’t want to appear naive but I do hold out some hope that a few things left remaining in politics, or in our society, can be above politics,” 
Gowdy said. “People who have worked with me in the past and the people on the other side of the aisle who I work with now, I don’t think they 
are at all surprised this is the approach that I am taking. My goal is to find out what happened.” 


So far, Gowdy seems to be forging productive relationships with Democrats. He meets regularly with Maryland Rep. Elijah Cummings, the top 
Democrat on the panel, and the two often chat privately in the speaker’s lobby during House votes. 
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“I have a great working relationship with Chairman Gowdy, and I am hopeful that this will be the serious, bipartisan fact-finding investigation that he 
has promised,” Cummings told POLITICO. 


Speaker John Boehner (R-Ohio) gave Gowdy a loose set of guidelines to pursue his investigation: Determine how the attacks occurred and issue 
recommendations on ways the U.S. could avoid future assaults on diplomatic outposts. Gowdy isn’t setting a timeline for the committee, but the 
investigation is expected to extend into 201 5. 


The committee has been allocated an expansive budget from the House. The panel has $3.3 million to spend this year on operations, according to 
documents from Minority Leader Nancy Pelosi’s office. 


That amounts to about $2.2 million for the Republicans and just above $1 million for the Democrats. 


The budget was first reported by USA Today. 


Panel members are already examining the notes, documents and interview transcripts provided by the other congressional committees that 
investigated the terrorist attacks, including the House Oversight and Government Reform, Armed Services, Foreign Affairs, Intelligence and 
Judiciary committees. 


That amounts to nearly 25,000 pages of documents, Gowdy said, which all need to be reorganized and categorized for the new committee. 


“They have to be assimilated,” he said. “I was on OGR, but I would have no way of knowing what Intel or HASC had or how it was cataloged.” 


Beyond sifting through documents, Gowdy said most of the focus right now is on hiring employees for the committee. He plans to personally 
interview job candidates, but finding qualified staffers with the appropriate security clearance is a slow-going task. The committee will dive into 
classified material, which limits much of the staffing pool to those with established clearances. 


“Obviously, going from not existing to fully functioning takes some time,” Gowdy said. “Hiring staff is widely important but not always terribly 
exciting from a reader’s or viewer’s standpoint You have to do that before you can fully constitute a committee and start work.” 


Republicans tapped former Smith-Free Group Vice Chairman Phil Kiko as the panel’s staff director in May. The party hopes to fill roughly half of the 
staff positions by the end of July. 


Democrats on the committee recently hired Susanne Sachsman Grooms as their staff director. She is a former Department of Justice prosecutor, 
who was the lead attorney for Oversight Committee Democrats on three highly controversial investigations: the Fast and Furious gun-walking 
operation, the IRS targeting of tea party groups, and Benghazi.

Mrs. Clinton was the industry’s home state senator, and the financial sector was the second-largest giver to her presidential campaign in 2008. In 
her post-State Department life, she has been showered with lucrative speaking fees from Goldman Sachs, J. P. Morgan and other financial firms. 
In her talks, she says it is unproductive to vilify the industry, and she avoids the kind of language that puts off financial executives, as when 
President Obama referred to “fat cat” bankers in 2009. 


But as Wall Street hopes for a warm embrace from the former secretary of state, Mrs. Clinton must grapple with a populist surge coursing through 
politics, on both the right and the left. 


Attacks on Wall Street bailouts are a staple of Tea Fhrty campaigns. Republicans, many of whom deliberately stood on the sidelines during the 
legislative battle over the Dodd-Frank legislation and have quietly reaped the benefits of Wall Street’s disenchantment with Mr. Obama, are now 
reeling from the primary election defeat of Representative Eric Cantor of Virginia, the former majority leader. Mr. Cantor’s opponent, David Brat, 
won in part by attacking Mr. Cantor’s ties to the financial world. 


In Mrs. Clinton’s years away from politics, income inequality has become a defining political issue in the Democratic Party, elevating a new 
generation of stars like Senator Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts, who has pushed for the breakup of large financial institutions. 


Late last month, Ms. Warren campaigned in Kentucky for Alison Lundergan Grimes, the Democratic candidate for Senate, a sign that some in the 
party believe the Massachusetts senator’s message resonates well beyond the left. (Mrs. Clinton has not yet campaigned on behalf of Ms. Grimes, 
though an adviser said she will likely do so this fall.) 


“I think there’s a potential window for Democrats to come back, but if it is one wing of the party pushing the populist line — anti-big banks, 
punishing people whether or not they had anything to do with the crisis — they’ll lock this crowd into a Republican alternative,” said Bill Daley, a 
former chief of staff to Mr. Obama and commerce secretary under President Bill Clinton who is now a hedge fund executive. 


During her 2008 primary campaign against Mr. Obama, Mrs. Clinton emphasized her husband’s economic record. But running on the 1 990s will not 
work in 2016, Mr. Daley suggested. “She has to figure out where she is going forward,” Mr. Daley said. 


At stake is not merely tens of millions of dollars in campaign money, but the shape of debates about social mobility, taxation and regulation. In the 
next few years, lawmakers may consider proposals to allow American corporations to “repatriate” overseas income at a reduced tax rate; change 
how the government backs home mortgages; eliminate the “carried interest” loophole that allows private equity managers to avoid paying higher tax 
rates; and more tightly regulate commodities trading. 


“Secretary Clinton’s time in the Senate was characterized by a willingness to work with all of the stakeholders, but she left the Senate just as the 
crisis was hitting its low point,” said Francis Creighton, the top lobbyist for the Financial Services Roundtable, a trade association representing the 
largest banks and financial firms. “As an industry, we’re not sure how her views have evolved over the last five years on what we do. The 
question is: Will her perspective have changed?” 


The last time Mrs. Clinton waded deeply into these issues, she was locked in a heated primary and the country was on the verge of the worst 
economic crisis since the Great Depression. She was early to call for tougher regulation of financial derivatives and private-equity markets, and in 
a 2007 speech called for major federal intervention in the market for subprime loans, arguing that “we need to acknowledge that Wall Street has 
played a significant role in our current problems, and in particular the housing crisis.” 


Several people who advised Mrs. Clinton on her 2008 presidential campaign said the speech angered some of her Wall Street donors, who 
complained about what they viewed as her increasing antagonism to the industry. Mrs. Clinton has also called for eliminating the carried interest 
tax loophole. 


“If you look at her positions, in my view, she was very aggressive on ensuring that Wall Street was better regulated and her argument about all 
these proposals is that this is going to be better for all of us,” said Neera Tanden, who was Mrs. Clinton’s policy director during the 2008 campaign. 


A spokesman for Mrs. Clinton, Nick Merrill, declined to describe her positions on a variety of current regulatory and Wall Street issues but said in an 
email: “Reducing inequality and increasing upward mobility has been an uninterrupted pursuit of hers through every job she’s held, and it continues 
to this day in her work at the Clinton Foundation.” 
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If Mrs. Clinton runs for president, she will step into a heated debate about the interplay between financial regulation, growing inequality and the 
economic squeeze of the middle class. 


The Third Way, a center-left think tank founded by two former Clinton administration aides, has assailed Ms. Warren, saying her economic populism 
would be “disastrous for Democrats.” 


As Democrats debate whether to get tougher on Wall Street, the industry appears to have taken notice. Securities and investment firm employees 
have given a smaller proportion of their political donations to Democrats over the last three years than any period for which data is available, 
according to the Center for Responsive Politics. 


Financial regulation has also become a pivotal issue in the jockeying over who will become chairman of the Senate Banking Committee should 
Democrats keep control of the Senate. 


Some Wall Street donors have been unwilling to give to Senate Democrats’ re-election efforts, according to two Democratic lobbyists, because one 
of the leading contenders for the chairmanship of the Banking Committee is Senator Sherrod Brown of Ohio, who is pushing for a host of 
measures resisted by Wall Street, including higher capital requirements for big banks and a closer look at potential manipulation of commodities 
trading. 


“I think most Democrats agree that Wall Street is too powerful,” Mr. Brown said. “I understand some don’t — talk to them about why. Too many in 
my party are too close to Wall Street.” 


Few political families are closer to Wall Street than the Clintons. Their family foundation has raised millions from financiers and the foundations of 
big banks, and recently held its annual briefing for donors in the auditorium of Goldman Sachs’s headquarters in Manhattan. Major financial firms 
are stocked with Clinton alumni. 


And the Clintons often interact with the titans of finance on the Manhattan charity circuit and during their vacations in the Flamptons. Last month, 
Mr. and Mrs. Clinton sat at a table with Flamilton E James, president of the Blackstone Group, and mingled with the billionaire David H. Koch at a 
benefit for the Wildlife Conservation Society. 


Mrs. Clinton has recently staked some ground in the debate over wealth and opportunity, sprinkling speeches with calls to address what she has 
called the “cancer of inequality.” In an opinion article in The Denver Post, Mrs. Clinton wrote: “No matter who you are or where you come from, if 
you work hard and play by the rules, you should have the opportunity to build a good life.” 


But Mrs. Clinton has also taken heat for recent comments she has made about her family’s own wealth, including the lament about being “dead 
broke” after leaving the White Flouse. 


And some on the left say Mrs. Clinton’s less combative approach to issues of taxation, Wall Street regulation and growth — “We’re ail in this mess 
together,” as one person who had attended several of Mrs. Clinton’s paid speeches described her message — was out of step with the current 
political climate. 


In 2016, said Michael Lux, a political consultant who worked in the Clinton White Flouse, “People are going to be in a surly mood, a populist mood. To 
have a Democrat too close to Wall Street, raising too much money from them, having a ‘We’re all in this together" message is a big mistake.”

Hillary Clinton pushed back at ongoing criticism of her providing legal defense decades ago to an accused rapist, explaining that she had asked not 
to be assigned to the case but ultimately had a responsibility to represent her client. 


In 1 975, Clinton, a 27-year-old attorney, was appointed by a judge to represent Thomas Alfred Taylor, a 41-year-old man accused of raping a 
young girl, for free while working at the legal aid clinic at the University of Arkansas. 


"I asked to be relieved of that responsibility but I was not and I had a professional duty to represent my client to the best of my ability, which I did," 
Clinton told Mumsnet, a British-based online parenting network, in an interview publishedSaturday. 


Based on court documents obtained by CNN and Clinton's own account in her 2003 memoir "Living History," she won a plea deal for Taylor, 
securing a significantly reduced charge and sentence, based on a forensic mistake that cast doubt on the semen and blood samples found in the 
defendant's underwear. 


Critics have pounced on Clinton's involvement in the nearly four-decade-old case to suggest that the likely 201 6 presidential candidate is not the 
champion of women's issues she frames herself to be, pointing to court documents that show then Hillary Rodham questioned the girl's emotional 
state and an audio recording of Clinton from the 1 980s where she says she believed her client was guilty. 


Asked about her defense method, Clinton told the British outlet: "When you're a lawyer you often don't have the choice as to who you will 
represent and, by the very nature of criminal law, there will be those you represent that you don't approve of but, at least in our system, you have 
an obligation, and once I was appointed I fulfilled that obligation." 


Previously Mahlon Gibson, the prosecuting attorney in the case, told CNN Clinton was appointed by the judge and expressed reservations in taking 
the case.

Author Ed Klein has published hundreds of pages of attacks on President Bill Clinton and his wife, Hillary Clinton. 

On Monday, as Klein's latest "expose" of the former first family topped Hillary's memoir on the bestseller list, a source close to the Clintons fired 
back with a scathing, lengthy email to Business Insider blasting Klein as a pathological liar. 


"This might sound hyperbolic, but there is no bigger liar in the entire world," the source said of Klein. "Lying isn't even the word for it. It's some kind 
of sickness where every single thing you write is fabricated. Every. Single. Thing. I mean, even the photos in his book were found to be altered." 


Klein, who made headlines last weekend with a questionable article in Sunday's New York Post in which he claimed President Barack Obama is 
backing Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren rather than Hillary Clinton in the 2016 presidential election, would not discuss criticism of his work 
when Business Insider called him Monday. Instead, he repeatedly referred us to his publicist, Jeremy Little, who provided us with a three sentence 
statement from Klein defending his reporting. 


"In typical Clinton fashion, when people can’t handle or respond to the truth, they attack the messenger," Klein said. 


Klein also cited a Wall Street Journal report published Monday that described Hillary Clinton, who is widely viewed as the Democratic frontrunner 
for 2016, distancing herself from some of the Obama administration's policies. He implied this proved his claim Obama "has quietly promised 
Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren complete support if she runs for president." 


"Reports surfaced this morning that Hillary Clinton is deliberately separating herself from the Obamas and their agenda. This is why, as I reported 
yesterday in the New York Post, the Obamas are searching for a new candidate for 201 6 who is willing to carry on their legacy," Klein said. 


However, there is a long history of alleged factual issues in Klein's work. As the source close to the Clintons noted, a photographer released 
evidence showing Klein misrepresented a salaciously cropped photo of President Clinton in his 2005 book, "The Truth About Hillary." That's just one 
of many problems that emerged from the book where Klein cast Hillary Clinton as "the most polarizing figure in American politics." 


The Clinton confidante described Klein's writing about Hillary as "creepy." 


"We have had to contend with all sorts of dastardly characters over the years, being a bad actor isn't unique in this business. But there is a 
special circle of hell reserved for his combination of pathological lying, hate, and just flat out creepiness," the source said of Klein, adding, "But he's 
got a good gig. He sits in his creepy lair and once every few years bangs out another pack of lies, doesn't have to bother with any nettlesome 
issues that get in the way, like sources or facts." 


After writing "The Truth About Hillary," Klein moved on to President Barack Obama. 


Klein co-authored "The Obama Identity" in 2010. It was a fictional work that delved into the widely debunked conspiracy theories about Obama's 
birthplace. In 2012, Klein released "The Amateur," which attempted to expose Obama as "a callow, thin-skinned, arrogant president with messianic 
dreams of grandeur supported by a cast of true-believers, all of them united by leftist politics and an amateurish understanding of executive 
leadership." New York Magazine subsequently found an error on the book's very first page. 


In addition to specific factual errors, Klein's political books have been widely criticized for their widespread reliance on anonymous sources to 
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provide detailed behind-the-scenes stories from Obama and the Clintons' inner circles. These accounts have included shocking revelations and 
conversations that people on ail sides of the political spectrum have described as improbable. 


Klein's latest book, "Blood Feud," purports to reveal "the mutual loathing" that he claims exists between Obama and Hillary Clinton, the president's 
former secretary of state. Multiple close Obama allies did not respond to requests for comment on Klein including Valerie Jarrett, the senior White 
House advisor Klein claimed was leading the "full-court press" to convince Warren to challenge Hillary Clinton in 2016. An aide to Jarrett responded 
to an email from Business Insider by pointing to comments White House Press Secretary Josh Earnest made about Klein's claims Obama was 
pushing Warren to run for president. 


"At this point it’s still in the middle of 2014," Earnest said. "I’m not aware of any particular positions or candidates — or all that much thinking, to be 
honest with you — that the president has done as it relates to the next presidential elections. I haven’t actually seen those reports." 


Earnest may not have seen reports based on Klein's claims, but they have been generating substantial media coverage. However, the source 
close to the Clintons argued Klein doesn't get as much attention as he did when he wrote his first book about Hillary. 


"On it getting traction, I don't think he gets much anymore. When he did this in 05 people thought, Wow, he's a former NYT Magazine editor, he's 
reputable. It was a real fight to keep him off mainstream air," the source explained. "But as soon as people read any of it, it was absurd. I mean, he 
contends that Chelsea Clinton was conceived in a rape. He'll claim he didn't say that, but go back and read the chapter. It is nothing short of 
despicable." 


The questions raised about Klein's work over the years do seem to have affected his standing in the mainstream media. In April, Buzzfeed reported 
the major publishing house HarperCollins terminated its contract with Klein due to concerns about his reporting. Both "The Amateur" and "Blood 
Feud" were published by a smaller, conservative publishing house, Regnery. In addition to his past roles as an editor at Newsweek and the New 
York Times Magazine in the 1 970's and 80's, Klein has been a contributing editor at Vanity Fair, which excerpted both "The Truth About Hillary" and 
"The Obama Identity." Vanity Fair spokeswoman Beth Kseniak told Business Insider Klein is still with the magazine, however, "we are not 
excerpting Ed's current book." 


According to the Clinton source who emailed Business Insider, Hillary's team was unaware of "Blood Feud" until it came out because Klein made 
no effort to contact them during the course of his reporting. They also said no one in Hillary's inner circle reached out to her to report being 
approached by Klein about the book. 

"In terms of contacting us, no, he hasn't. But that's neither here or there. What's amazing is that when people work on anything, a story, a 
documentary, a book, you hear from SOMEONE who checks in and say, Hey, I got a call from this guy Ed Klein, are you guys cooperating with him, 
should I talk to him?" the source said. "In this case, not one person. Not a single solitary human being. Didn't know about the book until it came out." 


The source described this apparent lack of effort by Klein to contact Hillary's team and allies as proof his new book is fabricated. 


"Do you know how hard that is?" the source said of the fact they heard from no one who spoke to Klein. "It's impossible. UNLESS you are 
fabricating every word, in which case you don't need to talk to anyone. Which is why he didn't. I haven't even looked at the book, but I'd be curious 
who he quoted and whether it was an interview or if the sourcing indicates that it's taken from the public record." 


Klein and his publicist did not respond to questions from Business Insider about whether he attempted to contact Hillary's team and whether this 
called his work into question. 


The Clinton source concluded with a blunt assessment of Klein: 


"I'll end by saying the same thing I started with: there is no one anywhere near this despicable. Nobody."

Todd - attached is the long version of the NSC memo, based more on decisions than on a review, per se. We 
will also be attaching charts of Clinton NSC, Bush NSC and one that captures the options. 

There is more than you need to know, but for overall White House structure, I think the key pieces are: 

the number of deputies (and to a lesser extent the number of Directorates), where I think the view of the NS 
team (Jim and Susan have also reviewed this) is fewer deputies and empowered senior directors; 

the role and placement of the cross-cutting functions (like press, communications, legislative) and whether they 
are embedded in the NSC and relate to or are dual-hatted with WH offices or are in WH offices and relate back 
to NSC (strong view of NS team is that they need to be embedded, largely in order to have the full picture and 
regular access to skiffs and classified). I realize that this position might be contrary to where you are going, but 
note that paper reflects all options; 

the relationship between the NSC and other WH policy councils (how and who do you dual hat, how and where 
is staff "shared" or dual hatted); and 

who reports to the President (the current administration has many deputies all with "Asst to the President" 
status, which seems at best inefficient. 

Finally, we have flagged the need for a legal/legislative memo on the disposition of the HSC and the position of 
WMD coordinator given the legislative requirements there. Am sorting out now who needs to do that so that 
once we get the go ahead we can get it done in advance as this will inform the options. 

We have done this as options rather than recommendations, as per our instructions. Let me know if you have 
any questions. I am going to do one final review of this before submitting, but you can assume it is basically 
done.

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The benefits of this latest generation hydraulic installation, which is highly 
automated, are made clear by certain innovations. One has to do with 
operator safety, reducing the need for interaction between transport 
personnel and equipment during drilling, while others have to do with 

operational efficiency and safety. 

A new drawing system, the possibility of using longer drilling pipes 
(reducing maneuver time and supply costs), a new system for managing 
pipe storage and the addition of new service platforms are just a few of the 
major changes to be found at the latest drilling installation. 

4 mW of power installed and 272 tons of power output make the 
installation ideal for reaching objectives in EGP geothermal regions, some as 
deep as 5,000 m, and doing so safely and with maximum operational 
efficiency. 

This represents an important technological innovation and a model that can 
be reproduced in order to open up new possibilities internationally. In fact, 
the same HH type installation will be used by EGP for its drilling operations 

in Chile. 

#2 - Pressure Control Equipment 

Interest Level: 9.0 

Pressure control solutions manage the pressure barrier in the well which 
allows developers to drill more efficiently with reduced risk and non- 
productive time and greater wellbore stability. 

If your geothermal wells face problems such as severe mud losses and 
differential sticking in the reservoir formation, you can apply Controlled 
Pressure Drilling (CPD) to address these challenges. 

Controlled pressure drilling uses a closed and pressured wellbore instead of 
drilling with the hole "open" to the atmosphere. A rotating control device 
(RCD) closes the well at surface, allowing for more precise control of the 
pressure profile. The RCD directs the flow of cuttings brought up by the 
aerated/nitrified fluid from the rig to the geothermal separator. 

To do this, the flowline from wellhead to separator connects to a drilling 
spool below the RCD. This facility also provides the option of flowing cold 
water over the top of the well to stay within RCD rubber element 
temperature specifications if necessary. 

The rubber seal unit rotates with and seals around the drill pipe and tool 
joint when drilling, making connections or tripping in or out of the hole. 

The three main types of CPD methods are air drilling (AD), managed 
pressure drilling (MPD) and underbalanced drilling (UBD). AD is geared 
toward increasing the rate of penetration (ROP), MPD reduces rig non- 
performance time, and UBD minimizes reservoir damage and increases 
productivity. Well GT 1 was drilled using two of these CPD methods as it 
varied temporarily from at-balance to underbalance conditions using 
nitrified fresh water, with the intention to avoid continuous influx to surface. 
Accordingly, the drilling method could justifiably be termed CPD, MPD or 
UBD. For this article, the four runs undertaken will be referred to as UBD 
Runs 1, 2, 3 and 4 even though the well was not strictly continuously in 
underbalance conditions.

#5 - Organic Rankine Cycle (ORC) 
Technology 

Interest Level: 5.6 


Over the last three decades the binary 
geothermal power plant, utilizing the 
Organic Rankine Cycle (ORC), has 
become a preferred means of exploiting 
low to moderate enthalpy geothermal resources. 

It has been widely used to utilize the brine in existing single flash plants and 
in many other applications as an efficient and reliable way of employing a 
geothermal resource, in the form of brine only or brine and low pressure 
steam coming from a separator. Over the years the basic ORC has been 
improved and modified to better adapt the cycle to various conditions of 
the heat source. More than 800 MW of such plants are in operation, about 
90% of them manufactured by Ormat. 

There are now some advanced versions of the Organic Rankine Cycle and 
their application for an efficient utilization of geothermal fluids having 
specific thermal and chemical properties. 

#6 - Polycrystalline Diamond 
Compact (PDC) Bits 

Interest Level: 5.2 

The main benefit of PDC bits is to make 
geothermal cheaper. 

About 30 years ago Sandia Labs 
developed polycrystalline diamond 
compact (PDC) bits for geothermal 
drilling. Today nearly two-thirds of the 
oil we use comes from wells drilled using the (PDC) bits. That's technology 
gone astray, valuable - and still missing the original point. Now Sandia and 
the U.S. Navy recently brought the technology back full circle, showing how 
geothermal drillers might use the original PDC technology with added 
decades of improvements by the oil and gas industry. 

Polycrystalline diamond compact cutters on the cutting faces of bits allow 
more aggressive drilling than bits traditionally used for geothermal drilling. 
PDCs are created by a sintering process. Starting with a tungsten carbine 
cutting face graphite powder is applied. The whole assembly of materials is 
compressed in three directions at pressures of 1 million pounds per square 
inch. When heated to a transition temperature, the graphite converts a to a 
1 -millimeter layer of synthetic diamond. 

Sandia has announced its intent to continue working with NOV to evaluate 
drill performance and improve bit design and materials. Much of the capital 
cost in geothermal is about just getting access to the heat. Somehow, 
technology has to get down deep on the cheap. Getting Sandia back to 
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work and the petroleum industry bringing its experience with the new needs 
they have for very deep and very hot work is expected to help achieve this.

Washington, D.C. - Campaign Money Watch, a nonpartisan campaign finance watchdog group, raised questions today 
about whether Sen. John McCain (R-AZ) and Gov. Sarah Palin (R-AK) support the Republican National Committee platform on 
unlimited donations to political candidates and committees as adopted by the delegates on Monday night. 

The platform approved by convention delegates last night, on page 21, opposes "any restrictions or conditions" on 
how much money donors can give to causes or candidates. The plank comes on the heels of an ABC News report showing 
Republican Party officials and lobbyists dancing and drinking together over the weekend at lavish pre-convention parties 
funded by, among others, chemical and oil companies as Hurricane Gustav was heading to the Gulf Coast. Similarly lavish 
parties were the talk of the town in Denver last week during the Democratic National Convention. 

"John McCain's campaign claims that adding Gov. Palin to the ticket will improve their reformer image," said David 
Donnelly, director of Campaign Money Watch. "But can we trust John McCain to really reform Washington when he's 
surrounded his campaign with big money lobbyists, when he's added a scandal-plagued politician to the ticket who has no 
record on comprehensive campaign finance reform, and when he can't even reform his own party? 

"Does John McCain agree with Republican leaders like President George W. Bush, disgraced former House Majority 
Leader Tom DeLay, and Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell that wealthy individuals should be able to give as much 
money as they want to candidates?" Donnelly asked. "Many Republicans disagree with this notion. But as the standard-bearer 
of his party, John McCain must know that his party's platform plank flies in the face of the type of reform and change that is 
needed in Washington today." 

Campaign Money Watch is a project of the nonpartisan Public Campaign Action Fund. The organization works to hold 
politicians who are against comprehensive campaign finance reform accountable for where they get their political donations.

This Week's Content: Midwest Voters are Ready for Hillary 

This article ran in June 2015 in the Huffington Post 

Republicans have their sights set on the Midwest for 201 6. Three GOP 
Midwestern governors have been rumored as presidential candidates, and 
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Republicans have recently won big on the state level across the region. They 
hold six of the Midwest's governors' seats and 10 of its 14 legislative chambers. 

It's also hard to see Republicans being competitive in the electoral college in 
2016 without more wins in the Midwest, unless one buys that the GOP can 
seriously improve its Latino vote share in the Southwest and Florida after 
continuing to demagogue Latinos as a group. 

But 2016 isn't 2014, when the GOP performed so well in the Midwest. Democrats' 
prospects for winning the Midwest look strong in the 2016 Presidential election. 
Hillary Clinton leads in the states where public polling exists, beating even natives 
like John Kasich (Ohio) and Scott Walker (Wisconsin). Democrats also have a 
structural advantage in the Midwest in a presidential election that shows no signs 
of abating. 

Unless noted otherwise, all numbers below are based on election results and 
exit polls . There's no one definition of the Midwest, but I've defined it here as 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio and Wisconsin. Groups across 
states (e.g. whites in the Midwest) have been weighted by the number of votes 
each group cast in each state, using vote totals and exit polls. 

Democrats' inherent advantage in the Midwest 

The Midwest has two obvious swing-state targets for Republicans (Ohio, Iowa); 
Bush won Ohio twice and Iowa once. It's likely those states will be competitive 
again. But outside of those two places, Democrats have a good hold on their 
historically-strong Midwest states. There's no fundamental shift going on that 
would suggest other Midwestern states are in play, and the conventional wisdom 
that the old, white Midwest is ripe to abandon Democrats is wrong for multiple 
reasons. 

1 . T he Midwest is not trending away from Democrats for President. If 

Democrats were in trouble here, surely there would have been signs of this 
in Obama's performance. However, in the Midwest, Obama outperformed his 
national result in both of his elections.

Democrats have run 1-2 points ahead of their national vote in the region the 
past three cycles, with no apparent trend towards either party. Obama also 
cleaned up in the Electoral College in the Midwest, winning by a combined 
176 - 11 (his only loss was Indiana in 2012). Obama even handily won 
Wisconsin in 2012 (53 percent Obama / 46 percent Romney) with Wisconsin 
native Paul Ryan on the GOP ticket. 

2. Democrats hold their own with whites in the Midwest. Obama 
struggled with whites nationally because Southern whites went so hard 
against him. He ran close to Republicans among Midwestern whites, as 
Democrats have done historically. Obama won Midwestern whites in 2008 
(51 percent Obama / 49 percent McCain), and he got a much larger share 
of Midwest white votes in 2012 (46 percent) than he did of the national white 
vote share (39 percent). 

Obama also bested John Kerry's performance with Midwestern whites in 
both of his elections (45 percent Kerry / 55 percent Bush), so there's no 
evidence of a broad white trend towards Republicans here. The three 
whitest Midwestern states in 2012, as per the exit polls? Three Obama wins: 
Iowa (93 percent white), Minnesota (87 percent), and Wisconsin (86 
percent). 
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3. There's a growing white gender gap that Clinton is well-poised to 
exploit. One Midwestern trend: white women are becoming more 
Democratic while white men shift more Republican.

Given Hillary Clinton's historic candidacy, it's not hard to see this trend 
persisting or even expanding. That's a good problem for Democrats to have, 
given that white female voters outnumber their white male counterparts. 

4. Democrats have a partisan advantage in the Midwest. Across the 
Midwest, Democrats in 2012 had a +8 advantage in partisan self- 
identification (39 percent Democrat / 31 percent Republican / 30 percent 
Independent). Democrats had a lead in Party ID in five states (IL +17 Dem, 
Ml +10, MN +8, OH +7, WI+5), they were tied in Iowa, and Republicans led 
only in Indiana (IN +5 GOP). 

5. The Midwest isn't as white as you might think. Democratic-leaning 
voters of color are growing as a vote share here, just as they are across 
America.

The 6-point decline in white vote share from 2004 to 2012 is one point 
higher than the more than the 5-point national decline in white vote share 
over that same time (from 77 percent in 2004 to 72 percent in 2012). 
Republicans continue to alienate non-white voters at their peril in the 
Midwest, just like in America writ large. 

As a thought experiment, if Barack Obama got the exact same vote share in 
the Midwest with whites, Latinos, and African-Americans as John Kerry did 
(46 percent white / 88 percent African-American / 70 percent Latino), he 
would have won 52 percent of the two-party vote compared to Kerry's 50 
percent. To win the Midwest, Republicans are going to have to either win 
many more votes among non-white voters or run up margins among whites 
they haven't seen since the Reagan landslides.

Age is a big question mark. Obama did well among younger Midwestern voters in 
2008 and 2012 while holding similar margins as Kerry among voters age 45 and 
older.

In other words, all of Obama's improvement over Kerry in the Midwest was driven 
by gains among those under 45 years old. And many of Obama's gains were 
among voters in their 30s and 40s, not just big wins among the touchscreen 
generation. 

To win, Hillary Clinton either needs to: 
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• Retain the Obama coalition of voters in their 20s, 30s, or 40s 

• Expand beyond Obama and Kerry's results with older voters 

If she can do both — not out of the question -- she'll win big in the Midwest. 

Right now, Clinton's Midwestern vote share looks more like Obama's than Kerry's 
in the swingiest states. The limited fresh state-level polling in the Midwest bodes 
well for Clinton. Numbers in each state are based off of simple averages of every 
poll released in 2015 ( data available here ). 

• Iowa (the most polled Midwestern state). Clinton leads by 3 points over 
her closest challengers (44-41 v. Huckabee, 44-41 v. Paul) and by 8 points 
over her most distant (47-39 v. Carson). She also beats Scott Walker by 8 
points (47-39) despite Walker being governor of bordering Wisconsin. 2012 
result: Obama +6 

• Ohio. Clinton leads all comers by a minimum of 9 points (47-38 v. Rubio, 
47-38 v. Paul), with the exception of Ohio governor John Kasich, who she 
leads by 1 point (44-43). 2012 result: Obama +3 

• Wisconsin. Again, Clinton holds large leads here. Her closest rivals are 
down 7 points to her (47-40 v. Huckabee, 49-42 v. Paul), and she beats 
Wisconsin governor Scott Walker by 10 points (52-42). 2012 result: Obama 
+7 

There has been no public polling in Illinois or Indiana on 2016 match-ups, and the 
stale (2014) polling in Minnesota and Michigan shows Clinton double-digit leads 
over all her potential Republican opponents. 

This advantage isn't solely name ID, which Clinton of course has the benefit of. 
She's beating two sitting governors in their own states -- Scott Walker in 
Wisconsin and John Kasich in Ohio. Clinton's lead in the Midwest is built off her 
strength as well as the weaknesses of the Republican field. Walker should be 
particularly concerning for Republicans who thinks he puts the Midwest in play: 
right now Midwestern native Hillary Clinton trounces him in all three of the region's 
states he could win in the GOP's realistic good-news scenario. 

So far, Clinton looks a lot more likely to repeat Obama's 80 electoral votes out of 
the Midwest than Kerry's 58. Based on past results and the polling currently 
available, Clinton has 56 electoral votes well in her corner. She also has the 
advantage in the two swing states (Iowa and Ohio) where Republicans have their 
best shot. 

These numbers aren't set in stone - if Republicans win the national vote in an as- 
yet-unforeseen landslide, they'll naturally pick up states in the Midwest. If Clinton 
wins big nationally, Indiana's in play for her. But in the most realistic partisan 
environment, Clinton holds a clear advantage in the region in the Electoral 
College: 

• Likely Clinton: 56. Illinois (20), Michigan (16), Wisconsin (10), Minnesota

• Lean Clinton: 24. Ohio (18), Iowa (6)
